GENERAL   STATEMENT 


The  Medical  Department  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity was  opened  for  the  instruction  of  students  Octo- 
ber, 1893.  It  is  an  integral  and  coordinate  part  of  the 
University,  and  is  in  the  closest  affiliation  with  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital,  the  professors  of  the  various  clinical 
branches  being  the  heads  of  the  corresponding  depart- 
ments in  the  Hospital. 

The  required  period  of  study  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  is  four  years.  The  instruction  begins  on  the 
morning  of  the  first  Tuesday  of  October.  Candidates  for 
admission  are  required  to  be  present  on  the  preceding 
Friday  (see  the  Calendar,  page  7).  The  graduating  exer- 
cises are  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June.  There  are 
short  recesses  at  Christmas  and  Easter. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  planned  for  the  professional 
training  of  those  who  have  received  a  liberal  education, 
as  indicated  by  a  collegiate  degree  in  arts  or  science,  in- 
cluding a  reading  knowledge  of  French  and  German  and 
adequate  training  in  those  branches  of  science,  such  as 
physics,  chemistry  and  biology,  which  underlie  the  medi- 
cal sciences.  Men  and  women  are  admitted  upon  the 
same  terms. 

Throughout  the  course  special  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
practical  work  in  the  laboratories  and  in  the  dispensary 
and  wards  of  the  hospital.  While  the  aim  of  the  School 
is  primarily  to  train  practitioners  of  medicine  and  sur- 
gery, it  is  recognized  that  the  medical  art  should  rest 
upon  a  suitable  preliminary  education  and  upon  thorough 
training  in  the  underlying  medical  sciences.  The  first 
two  years  are  devoted  mainly  to  practical  work,  com- 
bined with  demonstrations,  recitations  and  lectures,  in 
the   laboratories    of   anatomy,   physiology,   physiological 
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chemistry,  pharmacology,  pathology  and  bacteriology. 
During  the  last  two  years  the  student  is  given  abundant 
opportunity  for  the  personal  study  of  sick  patients,  and 
most  of  his  time  is  spent  in  the  hospital  wards  or  dis- 
pensary, and  in  the  clinical  laboratories. 

Each  year  twelve  members  of  the  graduating  class  are 
appointed  to  serve  as  resident  house  officers  in  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital,  and  in  addition  a  certain  number  are 
afforded  the  opportunity  of  serving  as  "externes"  in  the 
Hospital  and  Dispensary.  See  "Hospital  Appointments" 
p.  176.

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION 


As  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  the 
School  receives: 

I.  Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Chem- 
ical-Biological course  which  leads  to  the  A.  B.  degree  in 
this  University  (Group  V.  course  preliminary  to  medi- 
cine). 

II.  Graduates  of  approved  colleges  or  scientific  schools 
who  can  furnish  evidence:  (a)  That  they  have  an  ac- 
quaintance with  Latin  and  a  reading  knowledge  of  French 
and  German;  (&)  That  they  have  such  knowledge  of 
biology,  chemistry  and  physics,  as  may  be  obtained  by  a 
year's  course  in  these  subjects,  when  accompanied  by 
laboratory  work.* 


*While  a  year's  laboratory  work  in  physics,  chemistry  and  biol- 
ogy is  accepted  as  fulfilling  the  minimum  requirements  for  en- 
trance, attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  in  chemistry,  at  least, 
this  amount  of  work  does  not  suffice  to  prepare  the  student  to 
follow  with  advantage  the  chemical  side  of  medical  studies.  In 
the  preliminary  medical  course  provided  in  this  University,  two 
years  of  chemical  work  are  required.  All  intending  students  are 
advised  to  arrange  for  this  amount  of  laboratory  instruction  in 
the  subject,  including  some  work  in  organic  chemistry. 
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Biology. — In  addition  to  the  usual  class  work,  the  instruction 
must  include  a  year's  laboratory  course  of  six  or  more  hours  a 
week  upon  the  structure,  functions  and  life-histories  of  selected 
types  of  animal  and  plant  life.  Courses  in  botany  or  zoology  will 
be  accepted  provided  the  laboratory  work  has  been  adequate.  It 
is  desirable  that  the  course  should  include  laboratory  instruction 
in  embryology. 

Chemistry. — The  minimum  requirement  is  a  course  in  general 
chemistry  for  one  year.  This  must  include  five  hours  of  labora- 
tory work  a  week  throughout  the  year,  and  lectures  and  class- 
room work  covering  the  outlines  of  inorganic  chemistry  and  the 
elements  of  organic  chemistry,  somewhat  as  presented  in  Rem- 
sen's  "Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Chemistry." 

Physics. — A  collegiate  course  for  at  least  one  year  is  required. 
This  must  include  four  hours  a  week  of  class-room  work  and  at 
least  three  hours  a  week  of  quantitative  work  in  the  laboratory. 
Special  attention  should  be  given  to  theoretical  mechanics  and  to 
the  mechanical  and  electrical  experiments. 

Latin. — The  candidate  should  have  studied  Latin  grammar  and 
should  possess  at  least  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  may  be 
acquired  by  reading  four  books  of  Caesar  or  their  equivalent. 

III.  Those  who  give  evidence  by  examination  that  they 
possess  the  general  education  implied  by  a  degree  in  arts 
or  in  science  from  an  approved  college  or  scientific  school, 
and  in  addition,  the  knowledge  of  French,  German,  Latin, 
physics,  chemistry,  and  biology  above  indicated.** 

Application  Blanks.  —  Application  for  admission 
should  be  made  to  the  Dean,  who  will  furnish  blanks,  re- 
lating to  the  previous  courses  of  study  of  the  applicant. 

The  blanks  should  be  filled  out  and  returned  promptly, 
when  the  applicant  wrill  be  notified  of  the  probabilities 
of  his  acceptance  with  or  without  conditions. 

Certificates. — Applicants  are  required  to  furnish  cer- 
tificates, from  officers  of  the  college  or  scientific  schools 
at  which  they  have  studied,  as  to  the  courses  pursued  in 
physics,  chemistry,  and  biology. 

Exemption  from  Entrance  Examination. — Those  who 
possess  a  degree  in  arts  or  sciences  from  an  approved  col- 


**Applicants  who  are  deficient  in  either  French  or  German  or  in 
laboratory  work  in  physics,  but  fulfill  the  requirements  in  other 
respects,  may  be  admitted  conditionally,  on  the  understanding 
that  the  condition  must  be  absolved  before  the  beginning  of  the 
second  year.

lege  or  scientific  school,  and  in  addition  furnish  satisfac- 
tory certificates  concerning  their  training  in  physics, 
chemistry  and  biology,  with  evidence  of  acquaintance  with 
Latin  and  a  reading  knowledge  of  French  and  German, 
are  admitted  without  examination. 

Special  Workers. — Special  workers,  not  candidates 
for  a  degree,  will  be  received  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

Applicants  for  admission  to  advanced  standing  must 
furnish  evidence  (1)  that  the  foregoing  terms  of  admis- 
sion as  regards  preliminary  training  have  been  fulfilled, 
(2)  that  medical  courses  equivalent  in  kind  and  amount 
to  those  given  in  this  school  in  the  year  or  years  preceding 
that  to  which  admission  is  desired,  have  been  satisfac- 
torily completed,  and  (3)  they  must  pass  examinations  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session  in  October  in  the  subjects 
already  pursued  by  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought. 
The  applicant  must  have  studied  as  a  matriculated  medi- 
cal student  in  an  approved  medical  school  for  a  period  of 
time  at  least  equal  to  that  already  spent  by  the  class 
which  he  seeks  to  enter.  Certificates  of  standing  else- 
where cannot  be  accepted  in  place  of  these  examinations. 


Persons  who  have  already  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  elsewhere,  will  not  be  admitted  as  candidates 
for  that  degree  from  this  University.  Should  further  in- 
struction be  desired,  they  are  advised  to  enter  as  gradu- 
ate students. 


GENERAL  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION 


Each  year  is  divided  into  trimesters,  the  first  extending 
from  October  to  the  Christmas  recess,  the  second  from 
January  to  March  15,  and  the  third  from  March  15,  to  the 
end  of  the  academic  year. 

As  the  student  upon  entrance  is  required  to  show  evi- 
dence of  an  adequate  collegiate  training  in  physics,  gen- 
eral chemistry,  and  general  biology,  these  subjects  do  not 
form  a  part  of  the  curriculum  of  this  school. 

The  first  two  years  of  the  course  are  devoted  mainly  to 
the  fundamental  medical  sciences,  the  larger  part  of  the 
time  being  spent  in  practical  work  in  the  laboratories. 
In  the  last  two  years  the  various  clinical  branches  are 
studied  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  the  dispensary,  and 
in  the  clinical  laboratories. 

The  principal  studies  of  the  first  year  are  human 
anatomy,  histology,  neurology,  bacteriology,  physiology, 
and  physiological  chemistry. 

The  study  of  anatomy  and  of  physiology  is  continued 
in  the  second  year,  together  with  general  pathology, 
pathological  anatomy  and  histology,  pharmacology,  and 
toxicology.  During  the  last  trimester  of  the  second  year 
instruction  is  begun  in  physical  diagnosis  and  in  certain 
surgical  methods,  as  an  introduction  to  the  clinical  work 
of  the  succeeding  years. 

The  arrangement  of  the  courses  during  the  first  two 
years  follows  a  definite  plan  that  has  two  purposes  in 
view:  First,  to  secure  that  logical  sequence  of  studies 
which  is  generally  recognized  as  desirable,  and  second,  to 
enable  the  student  to  concentrate  his  work  at  certain 
periods  upon  some  one  subject  or  upon  closely  allied  sub- 
jects. The  various  studies  are  not,  however,  entirely 
separated  from  one  another,  but  are  arranged  to  overlap, 
so  that  a  student  makes  a  beginning  in  one  subject  before 
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he  has  completed  his  work  in  the  study  that  is  a  natural 
antecedent  to  it. 

The  major  portion  of  the  work  of  these  years  is  obliga- 
tory for  all  students,  but  the  time  is  so  arranged  that 
certain  elective  courses  may  be  selected;  thereby  making 
it  possible  either  to  give  more  time  to  the  obligatory 
courses,  or  to  do  special  work  along  related  lines.  When 
any  elective  course  has  been  selected  it  must  be  completed 
satisfactorily  if  credit  is  to  be  obtained  for  it. 

As  the  third  and  fourth  years  are  devoted  to  practical 
medicine,  they  can  not  be  taken  up  until  the  student  has 
obtained  credit  for  a  prescribed  minimum  of  work  in  the 
underlying  sciences.  At  present,  thirty  units  of  work 
are  required  in  the  first  two  years.  Each  unit  is  a  course 
or  group  of  courses  of  instruction  equivalent  to  five  hours 
a  week  for  one  trimester,  so  that  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  student  to  take  five  units  of  work,  obligatory  and 
elective,  during  each  trimester,  in  order  to  complete  in 
two  years  the  requirements  for  entrance  upon  the  clinical 
studies.  The  system,  however,  permits  him  to  spend  an 
additional  trimester  or  longer  in  the  preparatory  work, 
should  it  prove  necessary  or  desirable. 

The  work  of  the  third  year  is  largely  obligatory.  Dur- 
ing this  year  the  student  attends  the  clinics  and  dispen- 
sary exercises  in  medicine  and  surgery,  and  completes  the 
required  work  in  obstetrics,  gynecology  and  nervous 
diseases. 

For  the  morning  work  the  class  is  divided  into  four 
groups.  During  the  first  hour  each  group  receives  in- 
struction in  obstetrics,  gynecology  or  surgery,  and  from 
ten  o'clock  to  noon  the  time  is  devoted  to  practical  work 
in  the  medical,  surgical  and  nervous  departments  of  the 
Dispensary.  From  12  noon  to  1  p.  m.  the  entire  class 
attends  the  large  amphitheatre  clinics  in  medicine  or 
surgery. 

The  afternoons  are  devoted  mainly  to  laboratory  work 
in  clinical  microscopy  and  surgical  pathology.     Some  in- 
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struction  is  also  given  in  practical  therapeutics  and 
pharmacy,  thus  completing  the  pharmacological  work  of 
the  previous  year.  Moreover,  short  propadeutical  courses 
are  given  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  laryngoscope.  On  certain  after- 
noons there  are  also  offered  a  number  of  short  elective 
courses  of  a  practical  character,  and  each  student  is  re- 
quired to  select  from  them  a  sufficient  amount  of  work 
to  give  him  a  credit  of  one  and  a  half  units — the  unit  for 
the  last  two  years  being  defined  as  a  course  or  group  of 
courses  equivalent  to  six  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester. 

In  the  fourth  year,  the  class  is  divided  into  three 
groups,  each  working  in  rotation  for  one  trimester  in 
medicine  or  surgery,  or  in  certain  elective  courses.  For 
one- third  of  their  time  the  students  are  given  an  oppor 
tunity  to  vary  their  studies  according  to  their  special 
needs,  and  may  choose  from  a  large  number  of  elective 
courses. 

Each  student  must  complete  18  units  of  work  during 
the  year,  12  of  which  are  obligatory  and  6  elective.  The 
obligatory  work  consists  of  six  units  in  medicine,  three 
units  in  surgery,  one  unit  in  ophthalmology,  one  unit 
which  may  be  selected  from  laryngology,  dermatology, 
pediatrics,  genito-urinary  surgery,  orthopedics  or  neurol- 
ogy, as  well  as  attendance  upon  a  weekly  amphitheatre 
clinic  in  medicine,  and  upon  a  group  of  lectures  in  medi- 
cal zoology,  psychiatry,  hygiene,  medical  jurisprudence 
and  medical  ethics,  which  together  count  as  one  unit. 

The  elective  work  is  arranged  in  major,  minor  and  frac- 
tional courses.  The  former  occupy  3  or  2%  hours  a  day 
throughout  one  trimester,  according  as  the  classes  are  in 
the  morning  or  afternoon,  and  count  as  3  or  2y2  units  re- 
spectively. In  the  minor  courses,  which  count  as  one 
unit,  one  hour  a  day  throughout  one  trimester  or  two 
hours  a  day  for  one-half  a  trimester  are  devoted  to  the 
subject;  while  several  fractional  courses  may  be  combined 
in   order   to   make   one  unit.     Students   choosing   these 
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courses  must  register  at  the  Dean's  office  and  will  be  ex- 
pected to  perform  the  work  satisfactorily  and  to  submit 
to  an  examination  at  its  close.  Elective  courses  must  be 
followed  to  the  end  of  the  trimester,  after  having  been 
once  chosen. 

The  obligatory  work  in  medicine  requires,  at  least,  six 
hours  of  work  a  day  for  one  trimester.  The  members  of 
the  medical  group  act  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  medical 
wards  of  the  hospital,  a  certain  number  of  beds  being  as- 
signed to  each  student.  They  take  the  histories  and  keep 
the  notes  of  cases,  and  under  the  guidance  and  direction 
of  the  resident  physician  make  the  necessary  examina- 
tions. They  accompany  the  physician-in-chief  or  some 
member  of  the  staff  in  the  daily  ward-rounds,  write  the 
history  of  the  new  patients,  are  questioned  as  to  the  re- 
sults of  their  examinations,  and  receive  special  bedside 
and  laboratory  instruction.  In  surgery,  the  student  gives 
three  hours  a  day  during  one  trimester  to  attendance 
upon  the  ward-rounds,  operating-rooms  and  the  surgical 
laboratories.  The  members  of  this  group  take  the  his- 
tories of  patients  in  the  wards  and  act  as  surgical  dress- 
ers. They  make  the  morning  visits  with  the  surgeon-in- 
chief  or  the  resident  surgeon,  and  have  daily  opportuni- 
ties to  become  familiar  with  the  diagnosis,  management 
and  progress  of  surgical  cases.  They  witness  and  assist 
at  operations,  and  are  given  an  opportunity  to  take  an 
elective  course  in  operative  surgery  upon  animals. 

From  the  above  statements,  it  will  be  seen  that,  the 
time  of  each  student  during  the  fourth  year  is  divided  as 
follows:  trimester  A,  practical  work  in  medicine  during 
the  entire  day;  trimester  B,  practical  work  in  surgery 
during  the  mornings ;  and  in  the  afternoons,  short  obliga- 
tory courses  in  ophthalmology  and  in  one  of  the  special 
branches  of  medicine;  trimester  C,  six  units  of  elective 
work.  The  courses  so  elected  may  continue  the  practical 
work  in  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  etc.,  or 
may  bear  upon  the  special  branches  of  medicine,  or  may 
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be  taken  in  the  scientific  laboratories.  Each  student,  in 
other  words,  after  completing  certain  minimal  require- 
ments, chiefly  in  medicine  and  surgery,  may  extend  his 
knowledge  by  taking  a  number  of  short  clinical  courses 
in  different  departments,  or  he  may  concentrate  his  atten- 
tion upon  the  work  of  a  few  departments. 


CLINICAL   OPPORTUNITIES 


Abundant  and  varied  clinical  material  is  afforded  by 
the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  Dispensary.  The  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital  occupies  a  site  of  fourteen  acres  im- 
mediately adjoining  the  grounds  of  the  Medical  School; 
some  of  the  laboratories  of  the  School  are  in  the  Hospital 
buildings.  The  Hospital  is  unusually  complete  and  well- 
equipped.  It  comprises  a  large  administration  building, 
and  separate  buildings  for  the  pay -wards,  free- wards,  dis- 
pensary and  amphitheatre,  laboratories,  nurses'  home, 
laundry,  kitchen,  etc.  Practically  all  of  the  instruction 
of  the  fourth-year  class,  and  most  of  the  work  of  the 
third-year  class  is  given  in  the  Hospital  and  Dispensary. 

The  Hospital  is  governed  by  its  own  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  has  an  ample  endowment  independent  of  that  of  the 
University  and  its  Medical  School,  but  the  relations  be- 
tween the  two  institutions  are  of  the  most  intimate  kind. 
The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and  all  its  chief  of- 
ficers are  also  members  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  so  that 
the  entire  practice  in  the  Hospital  is  under  the  control 
of  the  professors  of  the  Medical  School  and  their  assist- 
ants. By  this  arrangement  ample  material  is  obtained 
for  thorough  clinical  instruction  in  the  various  branches 
of  medicine  and  surgery,  including  the  specialties. 

The  lying-in  department  of  the  Hospital  and  the  out- 
patient obstetrical  service  supply  opportunities  for  prac- 
tical training  in  obstetrics,  and  the  Harriet  Lane  John- 
stone Home  for  Invalid  Children  and  the  Phipps  Psy- 
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chiatric  Clinic,  when  completed,  will  afford  abundant 
facilities  for  instruction  in  Pediatrics  and  Psychiatry. 

The  clinical  amphitheatre  and  operating  rooms  are  in 
the  Surgical  building  of  the  Hospital.  This  building 
furnishes  facilities  for  the  instruction  of  third  and 
fourth  year  students  in  surgery  and  medicine.  It  con- 
tains, upon  the  first  floor  adjoining  the  dispensary, 
several  operating  rooms  for  accident  and  minor  surgical 
cases.  Upon  the  third  floor  a  recitation  and  lecture  room 
is  provided,  in  connection  with  special  rooms  for  the 
study  of  surgical  pathology.  There  are  also  X-ray  rooms, 
examination  rooms,  and  treatment  rooms.  In  the  fourth 
and  fifth  stories  are  the  surgical  amphitheatre,  and 
several  smaller  operating  rooms,  and  the  necessary  prepa- 
ration, etherizing  and  recovery  rooms.  In  the  basement 
a  suite  of  rooms  is  thoroughly  equipped  for  work  in 
genitourinary  surgery. 

On  the  first  floor  there  is  a  large  amphitheatre  for  the 
demonstration  of  medical  cases,  and  various  small  rooms 
for  those  who  are  pursuing  special  studies  in  physical 
diagnosis.  The  building  also  contains  the  several  labora- 
tories belonging  to  the  medical  clinic ;  namely,  the  general 
clinical  laboratory,  the  biological  laboratory,  the  physio- 
logical laboratory,  the  bio-chemical  laboratory,  etc. 

The  Hunterian  Laboratory  of  Experimental  Medicine 
has  been  built  especially  for  instruction  in  pathological 
physiology  and  in  operative  surgery  upon  animals.  It  is 
thoroughly  equipped  and  offers  facilities  to  students  for 
acquiring  direct  experience  in  surgical  technique  and  the 
experimental  methods  applicable  to  medical  research, 
under  the  supervision  of  competent  instructors. 

Through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Henry  Phipps  a  separate 
out-patient  building  has  been  provided  for  the  care  and 
study  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  This  build- 
ing, which  is  adjacent  to  the  Dispensary,  is  not  only 
admirably  equipped  for  the  care  of  patients,  but  also  for 
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the  laboratory  investigation  of  the  various  problems  con- 
nected with  the  disease. 

The  Harriet  Lane  Home  for  Invalid  Children  ( See  Ap- 
pendix, XI)  will  be  ready  for  use  during  the  session  of 
1911-1912,  and  will  afford  abundant  facilities  for  instruc- 
tion in  diseases  of  children.  It  is  situated  on  the  grounds 
of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  Professor  of  Pediatrics  in  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity. This  hospital  will  accommodate  100  patients 
and  will  be  provided  with  an  out-patient  department. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Supervisors  of  City  Chari- 
ties of  Baltimore,  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  has  the 
privilege  for  part  of  the  year  of  utilizing  for  clinical  in- 
struction the  patients  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
City  Hospitals  at  Bay  View.  During  the  first  trimester 
practical  instruction  in  mental  diseases  is  given  to  the 
fourth-year  class;  and  during  the  third  trimester  the 
wards  of  the  general  and  tubercular  hospitals  will  be 
utilized  for  the  instruction  of  third  year  students  in 
medicine,  surgery  and  pathology. 


THE  PHIPPS  PSYCHIATRIC  CLINIC 


In  a  letter  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hos- 
pital, under  date  of  June  12th,  1908,  Mr.  Henry  Phipps 
of  New  York,  proposed  to  erect  a  Psychiatric  Hospital  in 
connection  with  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  to  provide 
for  the  better  care  of  patients  suffering  from  mental  dis- 
ease, especially  in  its  earlier  and  curable  stage,  under  con- 
ditions similar  to  those  in  a  general  hospital.  He  offered 
the  funds  necessary  for  the  erection  of  a  psychiatric  hos- 
pital on  the  grounds  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  to 
afford  accommodation  for  about  sixty  patients  and  to  con- 
tain the  necessary  laboratory  facilities,  hydrotherapeutic 
apparatus  and  other  modern  facilities  for  treatment,  and 
furthermore,  to  give  to  the  Johns  Hopkins   University 
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additional  funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  professorship 
of  psychiatry  and  adequate  assistantships  thereto  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  from  the  opening  of  the  clinic.  This 
generous  offer  was  immediately  accepted  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  and  Hospital,  and  the 
respective  Boards  elected  Dr.  Adolph  Meyer  of  New  York, 
Professor  of  Psychiatry  on  the  part  of  the  University  and 
Director  of  the  Clinic  on  the  part  of  the  Hospital.  The 
building  thus  provided  for  is  now  in  process  of  erection, 
and  the  clinic  will  be  ready  for  the  admission  of  patients 
and  for  the  instruction  of  students  early  in  1912. 

MEDICAL  ATTENTION  TO  STUDENTS 


By  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University 
taken  March  7th,  1904,  the  appointment  of  an  official  med- 
ical adviser  to  the  students  of  the  Medical  Department 
was  authorized.  This  officer  is  to  have  a  definite  hour  for 
consultation,  and  when  requested,  is  expected  to  visit  in 
their  own  homes,  such  students  as  are  too  ill  to  meet  him 
at  his  consultation  hour,  and  to  obtain,  when  necessary, 
the  services  of  specialists  for  special  examination  and 
treatment.  This  service  is  without  cost  to  the  students, 
the  salary  of  the  Adviser  being  paid  by  the  University. 
Dr.  F.  J.  Sladen,  Kesident  Physician  to  the  Hospital  and 
Associate  in  Medicine  in  the  University,  holds  this  posi- 
tion for  the  present  academic  year. 

In  order  to  guard  more  carefully  the  health  of  the  stu- 
dents, the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Medical  Faculty  decided, 
in  1909,  that  all  entering  students  would  be  asked  to 
undergo  a  medical  examination.  A  careful  physical  ex- 
amination is  made  and  the  results  are  recorded  and  placed 
upon  file.  If  the  results  are  unsatisfactory  the  student 
is  given  appropriate  advice  in  regard  to  his  future  work. 
During  the  month  of  October  each  student  is  expected  to 
report  to  one  of  a  group  of  selected  physicians  for  this 
purpose. 
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A  competent  physician  has  also  been  appointed  to 
supervise  the  hygienic  conditions  of  all  boarding  houses 
which  advertise  for  the  patronage  of  the  students.  A  list 
of  such  houses  as  satisfy  his  requirements  is  posted  in 
the  office  of  the  Medical  School. 


MICROSCOPES 


The  character  of  the  practical  work  requires  that  each 
student  during  each  year  of  the  course,  shall  be  supplied 
with  a  microscope,  and  every  student  is  recommended  to 
purchase  one.  Any  student  who  does  not  possess  a  micro- 
scope may  obtain  one  from  the  school  upon  the  payment 
of  a  small  yearly  rental.  A  microscope  thus  rented  is 
given  entirely  into  the  charge  of  the  student,  but  it  must 
be  returned  in  good  condition  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Microscopes  are  not  provided  in  the  graduate  courses. 
A  limited  number  of  microscopes  including  immersion 
lens,  may  be  rented  from  the  Eegistrar  for  these  courses, 
at  the  rate  of  $7.00.  Those  who  rent  microscopes  will  be 
required  to  deposit  $10.00  to  cover  any  possible  damage 
to  the  stand  or  lenses.  This  money  will  be  returned  at 
the  end  of  the  course  if  the  microscope  is  not  injured. 


REGISTRATION 


Students  in  the  undergraduate  courses  must  register 
at  the  Dean's  office  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  and  pay 
their  fees  for  the  first  trimester. 

Graduate  students,  after  receiving  permission  from  the 
Heads  of  Departments  to  enter  any  course  under  their 
supervision,  must  register  at  the  Dean's  office  before  en- 
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tering  such  courses.  Upon  payment  of  the  requisite  fees 
a  card  will  be  issued  stating  the  courses  which  the  holder 
is  entitled  to  take.  This  card  must  be  presented  to  the 
instructor  in  charge  of  each  course  at  the  beginning  of 
the  class-work  in  order  that  the  holder  may  be  recognized 
as  a  member  of  the  class  and  receive  due  credit  for  the 
course. 


LIBRARIES 


The  University  Library  contains  155,624  volumes,  se 
lected  in  recent  years  with  reference  to  the  instruction 
here  given.     It  is  arranged  in  several  collections. 

The  works  relating  to  medicine  are  placed  in  special 
libraries  in  the  main  building  of  the  Hospital  and  in  the 
Medical  School  building,  and  are  readily  accessible  to  stu- 
dents and  to  the  workers  in  the  laboratories.  The  leading 
medical  periodicals  of  the  world  are  regularly  received 
and  complete  sets  of  the  more  important  journals  are  on 
the  shelves. 

Other  libraries  of  Baltimore  are  the  Peabody  (181,000 
volumes),  the  Pratt  (280,297  volumes),  the  Medical  and 
Chirurgical  Faculty  (25,000  volumes),  and  the  New  Mer- 
cantile (83,000  volumes).  With  the  exception  of  the  last- 
named  these  libraries  are  open  to  students  of  the  Medical 
School  without  charge. 

Washington  is  so  near  that  its  libraries  and  museums 
may  be  easily  visited.  Among  the  chief  institutions  of 
interest  to  students  are:  The  Smithsonian  Institute  and 
National  Museum,  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Army 
Medical  and  Surgical  Museum,  the  Library  of  the  Sur- 
geon-General's office,  and  the  Libraries  of  the  Depart- 
ments and  Bureaus. 
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MEDICAL  SOCIETIES 


The  Hospital  Medical  Society,  the  Laennec  Society  and 
the  Historical  Club  meet  at  the  Hospital  regularly 
throughout  the  academic  year,  and  are  open  to  students. 


GRADUATE  INSTRUCTION 


Opportunities  may  be  obtained  at  all  times  of  the  year 
for  graduate  instruction  by  physicians  who  are  graduates 
of  reputable  schools.  These  opportunities  vary  from  year 
to  year  and  for  the  different  subjects.  The  details  in 
regard  to  graduate  courses  during  the  present  session  will 
be  found  below  at  the  end  of  the  description  of  the  course 
of  instruction  in  each  department.

Courses  of  instruction  are  provided  in  various  anatom- 
ical sciences — embryology,  histology,  microscopic  anat 
omy,  neurology  and  gross  human  anatomy — and  opportu- 
nities are  afforded  for  advanced  work  and  investigation  in 
these  sciences. 

The  required  courses  (I,  II  and  III)  for  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  may  be  completed 
during  the  first  year  of  the  medical  course. 

Students  who  have  completed  the  required  course  in 
anatomy  may  elect  any  of  the  courses  in  this  department. 

Physicians  and  students  not  candidates  for  a  medical 
degree  may  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  courses  by  special 
arrangements  with  the  instructors  and  may  undertake 
advanced  work  and  original  research.

The  course  in  physiology  extends  from  January  of  the 
first  year  to  January  of  the  second  year.  By  this  ar- 
rangement of  the  course  the  student  is  enabled  to  make 
considerable  progress  in  anatomy  and  histology  before 
beginning  his  work  in  physiology. 

The  work  consists  of  a  systematic  course  of  lectures 
covering  the  subject  of  animal  physiology,  experimental 
work  in  the  laboratory,  demonstrations  and  recitations. 
The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  experiments  and  demon- 
strations in  the  lecture  room.  Recitations  are  held  upon 
the  subject-matter  covered  by  the  lectures  and  laboratory 
work. 

The  course  as  arranged  for  1911-1912  is  as  follows : 

I.  Physiology  of  Secretion,  Digestion  and  Nutri- 
tion— 1911.  Dr.  Howell,  twice  weekly  from  October  to 
January.     Second  year  medical  class.     One-half  unit. 

II.  Laboratory  Course  in  Experimental  Physiol- 
ogy.    Drs.    Howell,    Hooker,    Snyder   and    Burge.     Two 
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mornings  and  two  afternoons  weekly  during  the  first  and 
the  third  trimesters.  Half  of  the  class  takes  this  course 
in  the  third  trimester  of  the  first  year,  and  the  other  half 
during  the  first  trimester  of  the  second  year.  This  labora- 
tory course  is  arranged  to  occupy  twelve  hours  a  week 
for  about  twelve  weeks.     Two  and  one-half  units. 

III.  Physiology  of  Muscle  and  Nerve,  Central 
Nervous  System,  and  Special  Sense — 1912.  Dr.  Howell, 
three  times  weekly  during  the  second  trimester.  First 
year  medical  class.     One-half  unit. 

IV.  Physiology  op  Blood,  Circulation  and  Eespira- 
tion — 1912.  Drs.  Howell,  Hooker  and  Snyder.  Eecita- 
tions  and  Demonstrations.  Twice  weekly  during  the 
third  trimester.    First  year  medical  class.    One-half  unit. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  exercises,  students  are 
given  opportunities  to  participate  in  the  more  advanced 
courses,  intended  primarily  as  graduate  work.  These 
courses  are  as  follows : 

V.  Journal  Club.  One  hour  weekly  during  the  year. 
Those  who  participate  in  the  work  of  this  course  are  ex 
pected  to  report  from  time  to  time  upon  papers  of  physi- 
ological interest  that  may  appear  in  current  journals. 

VI.  Physiological  Seminary.  One  hour  weekly  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  object  of  the  Seminary  work  is  to 
study  carefully,  by  means  of  lectures  or  readings,  some 
special  part  of  physiology,  the  topics  chosen  varying  each 
year. 

VII.  Advanced  Laboratory  Course.  This  course  is 
not  limited  as  to  time  or  amount  of  work  except  that 
assistance  from  the  professor  of  physiology  must  be 
arranged  for  by  definite  engagements.  The  instruction  is 
given  individually  and  may  involve  undertaking  a  definite 
investigation. 
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Graduate  Courses

Physiology,  Advanced.  (Limited  to  two).  January  to 
June  1.     Professor  W.  H.  Howell. 

Individual  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  methods  used 
in  physiological  demonstrations  and  research.  Especial 
attention  will  be  paid  to  the  methods  employed  in  the 
study  of  the  circulation.     Fee  $50.00. 

Physiological  Chemistry 

Walter  Jones,  Ph.  D.,  Professor  of  Physiological  Chemistry. 
Eli  K.  Marshall,  Jr.,  Ph.  D.,  Assistant  in  Physiological  Chem- 
istry. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  is  given  by  laboratory  work, 
lectures,  demonstrations,  and  conferences  of  a  less  formal 
character.  The  work  in  the  laboratory  is  conducted  in 
two  sections  which  meet  in  the  third  trimester  of  the  first 
year,  and  in  the  first  trimester  of  the  second  year  re- 
spectively. The  exercises  are  conducted  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays,  from  10  to  1  in  the  morning,  and  from  2  to  5 
in  the  afternoon. 

I.  Laboratory  Work.  Professor  Jones  and  Dr.  Mar 
shall. 

(a)  A  short  preliminary  course  on  the  chemistry  of 
various  substances,  such  as  proteids,  which  are  usually 
not  familiar  to  the  students  of  pure  chemistry  but  which 
should  be  understood  in  order  that  he  may  intelligently 
execute  the  work  that  follows. 

(6)  A  course  of  qualitative  analysis  in  which  some  ex- 
amination is  made  of  nearly  every  tissue  and  fluid  of  the 
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body.  Blood,  liver,  milk  (eolostroni),  muscle,  gastric 
juice,  adipose  tissue,  bone  and  bile  receive  special  atten- 
tion, and  whenever  material  is  available  a  study  is  made 
of  pathological  fluids  and  concretions.  The  order  adopted 
in  this  consideration  of  the  chemical  topography  of  the 
body  is  arranged  to  emphasize  so  far  as  possible,  the 
physiological  chemical  processes  which  are  going  on  in 
the  body. 

(c)  A  study  of  those  physiological  chemical  processes 
that  can  be  closely  imitated  outside  the  body,  as  the  action 
of  enzymes,  salivary,  pancreatic,  and  gastric  digestion. 

(d)  Class  experiments.  Demonstrations  by  the  in- 
structor in  which  the  entire  class  usually  takes  part. 

(e)  Quantitative  analysis.  Determination  of  normal 
and  pathological  constituents  of  urine;  analysis  of  milk, 
gastric  juice,  stomach-washing,  air,  water,  and  foods.  An 
attempt  is  made  here  to  familarize  the  student  with  the 
chemical  technique  required  for  metabolism  experiments. 

(/)  Examination  of  the  faeces  with  special  references 
to  putrefactive  processes. 

II.  Conferences.  Professor  Jones  and  Dr.  Marshall. 
Informal  conferences  are  held  at  which  the  laboratory 
work  is  discussed  and  the  progress  and  needs  of  the  stu- 
dents are  considered.  Here  also  the  late  literature  that 
bears  directly  on  the  work  is  reviewed. 

III.  Lectures.  Professor  Jones.  A  brief  survey  of 
the  entire  province  of  physiological  chemistry.  Emphasis 
is  given  to  that  part  of  the  subject  which  for  obvious 
reasons  must  be  omitted  from  a  laboratory  course. 

IV.  Organic  Chemistry.  Dr.  Marshall.  An  elective 
course  consisting  of  two  lectures  a  week  during  the  first 
trimester.  Thursday  and  Friday,  12  to  1  p.  m.  Two- 
fifths  unit. 
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Graduate  Courses 

Physiological  Chemistry,  Elementary.  March  15  to 
June  1,  every  afternoon.  Professor  Jones  and  Dr.

A  limited  number  of  physicians  or  others  who  have  had 
the  requisite  preliminary  training  in  chemistry  will  be 
received  for  the  laboratory  course  and  lectures  given  to 
the  medical  students.

I.  Pharmacology.  An  elective  course  in  this  subject 
occupying  one  afternoon  a  week  is  offered  in  the  second 
trimester  of  the  year.  The  physiological  action  of  a  se- 
lected list  of  drugs  and  poisons  is  made  the  subject  of  this 
course  and  the  afternoon's  work,  performed  by  the  stu- 
dent under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  instructor,  is 
preceded  by  brief  statements  of  the  significance  and  bear- 
ing of  the  experiment  in  hand.  The  aim  of  this  course  is 
to  give  a  clear  idea  of  the  general  principles  and  of  the 
more  important  phenomena  involved  in  the  study  of  phar- 
macology. 
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During  the  second  trimester  a  course  of  lectures  with 
demonstrations  and  recitations  covering  the  subject  of 
pharmacology  is  given  from  9  to  10  a.  m.  five  days  of  the 
week.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  course  to  treat,  the  sub- 
ject in  a  manner  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  medical  stu- 
dent. As  this  course  requires  much  outside  reading  it 
will  be  estimated  at  one  and  two-fifths  units. 

II.  Therapeutics.  Dr.  Thomas  McCrae  and  Dr.  Leon- 
ard G.  Rowntree.  The  course  extends  through  the  third 
and  fourth  years.  It  consists  of  practical  demonstra- 
tions as  far  as  possible. 

In  the  third  year  the  course  consists  largely  of  the 
study  of  methods.  Practical  therapeutic  measures,  such 
as  hydrotherapy,  bleeding,  etc.,  are  demonstrated.  The 
various  groups  of  medicines,  for  example  diuretics,  are 
taken  up  and  their  indications  discussed.  In  the  fourth 
year  the  work  is  a  continuation  of  that  in  the  third  year. 
The  general  care  of  patients  in  the  treatment  of  special 
diseases  is  considered.  The  diets  of  patients  and  the 
methods  of  preparing  the  simpler  foods  are  described. 
As  far  as  possible  the  work  is  practical  and  is  given  in 
connection  with  the  course  in  general  medicine,  so  that 
the  study  of  treatment  goes  along  with  the  regular  clini- 
cal work. 

III.  Toxicology.  An  elective  laboratory  course  in  this 
subject  is  offered  in  the  second  trimester.  The  course  oc- 
cupies one  afternoon  a  week  during  the  trimester  and 
deals  with  the  subjects  both  from  the  chemical  and  medi- 
cal points  of  view. 

IV.  Pharmacy.  Pharmacy  is  treated  by  a  special  in- 
structor, Dr.  A.  R.  L.  Dohme,  in  a  course  of  demonstra- 
tions and  lectures,  once  weekly  for  three  months.  Weights 
and  measures,  incompatibles,  special  points  relating  to 
prescriptions  and  the  official  pharmacopceial  prepara- 
tions are  fully  dealt  with.  The  more  important  prepara- 
tions are  made  before  the  class. 
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V.  Practical  Course  in  Pharmacy.  Dr.  A.  K.  L. 
Dohme.  An  elective  course  designed  especially  for  stu- 
dents in  the  third  year.  Friday  afternoons,  2  to  4.30. 
Second  trimester.  All  typical  pharmacopoeial  prepara- 
tions are  made  and  all  typical  prescriptions  are  com- 
pounded by  each  student.     One-half  unit. 

Graduate  Course 

Pharmacology  and  Experimental  Therapeutics,  Ad- 
vanced. Professor  J.  J.  Abel  and  Drs.  Voegtlin  and 
Kowntree. 

Those  who  have  had  the  necessary  preliminary  training 
and  who  desire  to  do  work  of  a  special  character  will  be 
received  at  any  time  during  the  academic  year. 

Pathology  and  Bacteriology

General  and  special  pathological  anatomy  and  histol 
ogy,  general  pathology,  and  bacteriology  are  taught  by 
laboratory  work,  demonstrations,  recitations  and  lectures. 
The  courses  in  pathology  come  in  the  first  and  second  tri- 
mesters of  the  second  year;  those  in  bacteriology  in  the 
third  trimester  of  the  first  year.  The  laboratory  work 
occupies  three  half-days  a  week. 

I.  The  Conduct  of  Autopsies.  Drs.  Whipple,  Winter- 
nitz, King  and  Sprunt.  The  autopsies  are  made  in  the 
Pathological  building  and  are  witnessed  by  the  students 
of  the  second,  third  and  fourth  years.     Students  are  per- 
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mitted  to  assist  at  post-mortem  examinations  and  are 
instructed  in  the  methods  of  making  such  examinations 
and  of  recording  the  results  in  proper  protocols. 

II.  Demonstrations  in  Gross  Morbid  Anatomy.  Drs. 
Whipple,  Winternitz,  King  and  Sprunt,  12-1,  twice  a  week 
throughout  the  year.  The  gross  morbid  specimens,  col- 
lected during  the  week,  are  demonstrated  to  students  of 
the  second  year.  In  addition,  fresh  and  museum  speci- 
mens are  exhibited  in  the  course  in  pathological  histology 
to  illustrate  the  macroscopical  appearances  of  the  morbid 
conditions  studied  by  the  microscope. 

III.  Bacteriology.  Professor  Welch,  Professor  Ford 
and  Dr.  Shippen,  third  trimester  (March  15  to  June  1), 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings,  first  year  class. 
This  is  a  practical  laboratory  course  in  which  the  students 
become  familiar  with  the  preparation  of  culture  media, 
the  principles  of  sterilization  and  disinfection,  the  meth- 
ods of  cultivating,  staining,  and  studying  bacteria,  the 
biological  examination  of  air,  water,  and  soil,  and  the 
important  species  of  pathogenic  micro-organisms.  The 
hygienic  as  well  as  the  pathological  relations  of  bacteri- 
ology are  considered. 

IV.  Lectures  on  Infection  and  Immunity.  Profes- 
sor Welch,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  2  to  3,  third  trimes- 
ter, first  year  class.  During  the  months  of  practical  work 
in  bacteriology  lectures  are  given  devoted  mainly  to  the 
consideration  of  subjects  pertaining  to  infection  and 
immunity. 

V.  General  Pathology,  Pathological  Anatomy  and 
Pathological  Histology.  Professor  Welch,  Professor 
Whipple  and  Drs.  Winternitz,  King  and  Sprunt.  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons,  2  to  5,  during  the 
first  and  second  trimesters,  second  year  class.  The  sub- 
jects are  covered,  as  far  as  practicable,  by  demonstrations, 
lectures  and  laboratory  work.  Pathological  histology  is 
taught  as  a  part  of  pathological  anatomy,  the  description 
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and  demonstration  of  gross  lesions  being  followed  by  their 
microscopical  examination. 

VI.  Kecitations.  Professor  Welch,  Mondays  at  12, 
throughout  the  year.  Weekly  recitations  cover  the  work 
done  by  the  students  of  the  first  and  of  the  second  years 
in  their  laboratory  exercises,  in  bacteriology  and  in  path- 
ology, as  well  as  subjects  treated  in  lectures  and  those 
reserved  more  especially  for  text-book  study. 

VII.  Laboratory    Course    in    Hygiene.     (Elective). 
An  elective  laboratory  course  in  hygiene  is  offered  to 

students  who  have  completed  adequate  courses  in  bacteri- 
ology. It  occupies  two  half  days  a  week  and  consists  of 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  water,  milk 
and  sewage.  In  addition  weekly  inspections  are  made  of 
water  supplies,  sewage  disposal  plants,  filtration  plants 
and  model  dairies  in  the  vicinity  of  Baltimore.  (For  de- 
tails, see  p. ) . 

VIII.  Advanced  Work  and  Special  Research.  Oppor- 
tunity is  afforded  to  those  suitably  trained  to  pursue 
advanced  work  and  special  research  in  pathological  anat- 
omy and  histology,  experimental  pathology,  and  bacteri- 
ology. For  these  purposes  the  pathological  laboratory  is 
equipped  with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  material. 

Experimental  Pathology 

George  H.  Whipple,  M.  D.,  Associate  Professor  of  Pathology. 
John  H.  King,  M.  D.,  Associate  in  Pathology. 

The  department  of  experimental  pathology  has  been  es- 
tablished, on  the  basis  of  courses  already  given,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  instruction  concerning  the  abnormal  ac- 
tivities of  organs  which  result  from  pathological  lesions. 
The  work  is  thus  largely  experimental  and  obviously 
closely  allied  to  clinical  medicine,  but  inasmuch  as  the 
diseased  conditions  studied  are  under  complete  control 
far  greater  opportunity  is  afforded  for  their  detailed  in- 
vestigation. 
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The  field  is  so  large  that  only  a  portion  of  it  is  taken 
np  each  year  and  during  the  second  trimester  of  1911-1912 
the  glands  of  internal  secretion  will  be  studied.  The 
course  will  consist  of  lectures,  experiments  and  anatom- 
ical and  chemical  demonstrations  given  from  January  1 
to  March  15,  on  Thursdays,  10  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

The  various  mechanical,  chemical  and  metabolic  dis- 
turbances which  are  caused  by  injury  to  or  removal  of  the 
ductless  glands  will  be  studied.  The  important  and  close 
relationship  of  these  glands  to  each  other  will  be  inves- 
tigated.  The  chemical  and  metabolic  changes  will  be 
studied  with  especial  care. 

The  course  is  open  to  all  students  after  the  completion 
of  the  first  year,  but  only  a  limited  number  can  be  accom- 
modated. It  is  especially  desired  that  the  students  taking 
this  course  may  proceed  with  the  independent  investi- 
gation of  difficulties  and  problems  met  with  in  the  course. 
Facilities  for  this  work  will  be  available  during  the  en- 
tire year. 

Koom  is  available  for  a  limited  number  of  advanced 
workers  who  desire  to  investigate  problems  in  experi- 
mental pathology.

The  teaching  is  in  the  dispensary,  in  the  clinical  labora- 
tories, in  the  wards  and  in  the  clinical  amphitheatre.  In 
place  of  systematic  didactic  teaching  there  has  been  intro- 
duced a  plan  of  practical  instruction  by  which  the  student 
is   brought  directly   in   contact   with   the  patients,   and 
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taught  from  the  outset  how  to  recognize  and  treat  disease 
as  it  occurs  in  nature,  not  in  books. 

A.     Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Second  Year. 

Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Clinical  Medicine. 
Lecture  course  by  Professor  Barker.  This  course  will 
deal  especially  with  "The  Art  of  Examining  Patients." 

1.  Elementary  Physical  Diagnosis.  Drs.  Futcher 
and  McCrae,  assisted  by  Drs.  Chatard,  Larned,  H.  L. 
Smith  and  Greenbaum,  after  March  fifteenth,  Mondays, 
Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays,  10  a.  m. 

This  course  consists  of  a  demonstration  and  practical 
exercises  illustrating  the  simpler  methods  of  physical  ex- 
ploration of  the  normal  organs  of  the  chest  and  abdomen, 
especial  attention  being  paid  to  topographical  percussion. 

In  connection  with  this  course  a  series  of  demonstra- 
tions to  illustrate  the  surface  and  other  relationships  of 
the  thoracic  and  abdominal  viscera  will  be  given  on  the 
cadaver. 

Medical  Physiology.  Dr.  Hirschfelder.  Lectures  and 
demonstrations  on  man  and  animals,  introductory  to  the 
study  of  clinical  medicine.  Mondays,  2-5  p.  m.  Third 
trimester. 

B.     Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Third  Year. 

2.  General  Physical  Diagnosis.  In  sections,  Mon- 
days, Wednesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays  from  10-12. 

The  course  is  in  charge  of  Associate  Professor  Futcher 
with  the  assistance  of  Associate  Professors  McCrae  and 
Boggs,  Drs.  F.  R.  Smith,  Brown,  Hamburger,  Hamman, 
Pleasants,  Leutscher,  Chatard,  H.  L.  Smith,  Larned, 
Greenbaum,  Wolman,  Leopold,  Macht  and  Sloan. 

a.  In  the  first  half-year,  practical  and  demonstrative 
exercises  in  history-taking  and  physical  diagnosis  of  dis- 
eases of  the  chest  are  held. 
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The  class  is  divided  into  groups  comprising  five  or  six 
students.  Each  section  has  two  exercises  of  two  hours  a 
Week.  The  exercises  are  held  in  the  dispensary  and  con- 
sist in  the  practical  study  of  the  physical  signs  of  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  lungs. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  on  four  days  of  the 
week,  a  quarter  of  the  class  in  rotation  spends  two  hours 
in  the  dispensary  getting  practical  instruction  in  history 
taking. 

b.  In  the  second  half-year: 

ha.  Dispensary  practice.  During  the  second  half-year 
the  students  take  part  in  the  regular  dispensary  practice. 
Each  case  coming  to  the  dispensary  is  assigned  to  a  stu- 
dent who  takes  the  history,  makes  the  physical  examina- 
tion and  reports  to  one  of  the  instructors  who  reviews  his 
work.     Each  section  has  one  exercise  of  two  hours  a  week. 

After  March  15,  the  third-year  students  will  obtain 
practical  instruction  in  physical  diagnosis  at  City  Hos- 
pital and  Bay  View.  This  work  will  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Associate  Professor  Boggs  with  a  corps  of 
assistants. 

bb.  Practical  demonstrative  exercises  in  physical 
diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  abdomen.  The  class  is  divided 
into  four  sections,  each  section  having  one  exercise  of  two 
hours  a  week. 

c.  Weekly  recitations  on  physical  diagnosis,  on  Fri- 
days, 11-12  m.  The  entire  third  year  class  meets  As- 
sociate Professor  Futcher  once  a  week  for  an  hour's 
recitation.  In  this  exercise  the  ground  passed  over  in 
courses  1  and  2  is  covered  in  a  systematic  manner. 

3.  Weekly  Kecitations  on  General  Medicine.  Tues- 
days, 4.30  to  5.30,  October  to  January  1;  Wednesdays, 
4.30  to  5.30  p.  m.,  January  1  to  June  1.  The  subjects  are 
assigned  and  the  recitations  conducted  by  the  Besident 
Physician,  Dr.  Sladen. 

4.  General  Symptomatology  of  Disease.  Professor 
Barker,     Professor     Thayer     and     Associate    Professor 
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Futcher.  At  twelve  o'clock  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  the  students  of  the  third  year  meet  for  a 
general  clinic  in  the  medical  amphitheatre.  The  students 
in  rotation  examine  selected  cases.  The  teaching  consists 
in  (a)  thorough  consideration  of  the  clinical  features  of 
the  case;  (&)  brief  discussion  of  the  symptoms;  (c)  re- 
ports by  each  student  upon  the  case  which  he  examines 
and  whose  further  progress  he  follows  either  by  personal 
visits  outside  or,  if  the  patient  is  admitted  to  the  Hos- 
pital, by  observation  in  the  wards;  (d)  on  the  last  class 
day  of  each  month  a  clinical  "round-up,"  when  the  stu- 
dent, whose  turn  it  happens  to  be,  reports  on  the  work 
of  the  month;  (e)  short  papers  on  definite  themes  given 
to  the  students  and  relating  to  subjects  which  come  up 
in  the  course  of  the  examination  of  patients. 

5.  Summer  Work  in  Dispensary.  After  the  comple- 
tion of  the  third  year  the  students  have  an  opportunity 
to  assist  in  the  dispensary  during  the  summer  months. 
Dr.  T.  B.  Futcher  arranges  the  rotation  of  the  groups  and 
with  the  other  members  of  the  department  gives  instruc- 
tion in  the  method  of  taking  histories  and  making  exami- 
nations. 

6.  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  Dr.  Guthrie,  assisted  by 
Dr.  Miller,  conducts  throughout  the  session,  during  two 
afternoons  of  the  week,  a  class  in  microscopical  and 
chemical  diagnosis.  The  course  is  a  systematic  one  in 
which  the  students  are  trained  in  the  methods  of  exam- 
ining blood,  sputum,  gastric  contents,  urine,  faeces,  etc. 
Considerable  work  is  required  outside  the  regular  class 
hours.  The  required  course  extends  from  October  to 
March  15. 

One  of  the  large  rooms  of  the  clinical  laboratory  is 
devoted  exclusively  to  the  third  year  students.  Each 
student  has  his  own  place  in  the  laboratory  with  locker, 
microscope,  reagents,  etc. 
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7.  Advanced  Work  in  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  An 
elective  course  in  the  third  trimester.    Two  afternoons  a 

week  for  one-luilf  trimester.     Dr.  Guthrie. 

8.  The  Saturday  Climc.  On  Saturday  al  12  the  third 
year  students  meet  with  those  of  the  fourth  year  for  Pro- 
fessor Barker's  clinic  in  the  medical  amphitheatre  of  the 

Hospital.     Cases  of  especial  interest  are  shown  and  dis- 
cussed. 

9.  Clinical  and  Pathological  Conference.  On  Fri- 
day at  4.30  p.  m.,  a  clinical  and  pathological  conference 
is  held  by  Professor  Thayer  and  Dr.  Whipple,  to  which 
the  third  year  students  are  invited.  This  is  set  forth  in 
the  description  of  the  fourth  year  work. 

10.  Clinical  Work  at  Bay  View,  third  trimester. 
Dr.  Boggs,  assisted  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Baetjer. 

C.     Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Fourth  Year 

The  students  are  divided  into  three  equal  groups,  each 
group  serving  for  three  months  successively  in  the  med- 
ical, surgical,  and  elective  divisions  of  the  Hospital,  and 
in  attendance  upon  the  special  departments  of  the  dis- 
pensary. 

11.  Ward  Work.  Of  the  three  groups  into  which  the 
class  is  divided  the  members  of  a  medical  group  serve  for 
three  months  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  medical  wards  of 
the  Hospital.  A  certain  number  of  beds  is  assigned  to 
each  student,  wiio  takes  the  history  of  new  cases,  keeps 
the  notes,  and,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
medical  staff,  makes  the  necessary  examinations.  The 
clinical  clerks  have  access  to  the  wards  from  8  a.  m.  to 
6  p.  in.  They  accompany  the  professors  in  the  ward  visits, 
read  the  histories  of  new  cases,  are  questioned  as  to  the 
results  of  their  examinations,  and  receive  special  instruc- 
tion. 

Each  student  during  the  trimester,  in  addition  to  the 
ordinary  routine  work,  is   encouraged  to   make  studies 
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with  some  especial  method  and  to  make  a  report  of  his 
experiences  with  it. 

12.  Ward  Classes.  Forenoons  the  ward  visits  are 
made  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  by  Professors 
Barker  and  Thayer,  and  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Satur- 
day by  Dr.  Sladen,  the  Kesident  Physician.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  class  are  taught  the  methods  of  examination, 
the  progress  of  the  cases  is  followed,  and  instruction  is 
given  in  the  methods  of  treatment. 

13.  The  Saturday  Clinic.  At  12  o'clock  on  Saturdays 
the  fourth  year  students  attend  a  general  medical  clinic 
given  by  Professor  Barker  in  the  amphitheatre.  The 
clinical  clerks  read  the  histories  of  the  new  cases  brought 
before  the  class  and  report  on  the  progress  of  cases  pre- 
viously shown. 

14.  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  A  large  room  of  the  clin- 
ical laboratory  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  fourth  year 
class.  Here  each  student  has  a  place  with  microscope, 
reagents,  etc.,  throughout  the  session  and  can  engage  in 
any  special  work. 

15.  Clinical  and  Pathological  Conference.  On  Fri- 
day at  4.30,  a  clinical  and  pathological  conference  is  held 
throughout  the  academic  year  by  Professor  Thayer  and 
Dr.  Whipple  in  the  Pathological  Laboratory.  Abstracts 
of  the  histories  of  the  fatal  cases  with  the  differential 
diagnosis  made  before  the  autopsy  are  read.  The  speci- 
mens from  the  autopsy  are  then  demonstrated,  after  which 
there  is  a  general  discussion  of  the  case. 

16.  Nature  of  Infection  and  Immunity.  Lectures 
and  demonstrations.  Two  hours  per  week.  Second  tri- 
mester.    Dr.  Clough. 

17.  Special  Methods  of  Investigation  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  (Physicians  and  students  of  third  and  fourth 
year.)  Laboratory  exercises,  two  afternoons  per  week. 
Second  trimester.     Dr.  Clough. 

18.  Medical  Bacteriology.     Drs.  Austrian  and  Major. 
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This  elective  course  is  open  to  a  limited  number  of 
members  of  the  Medical  Section,  each  trimester.  A  lec- 
ture and  demonstration  will  be  given  once  a  week,  2.00  to 
3.00  p.  m.,  Tuesday.  At  suitable  times  during  the  week 
opportunity  will  be  given  to  a  small  number  to  do  under 
supervision  the  bacteriology  of  the  wards.  In  this  way 
practical  work  is  possible  in  blood  cultures,  agglutinative 
and  other  serum  tests,  cultures  from  throat,  sputum, 
urine,  stool,  pleural  and  pericardial  effusions,  fluids  from 
the  peritoneal  cavity  and  joints,  and  cerebro-spinal  fluids. 

19.  Elementary  Course  in  the  Phipps  Dispensary 
for  Tuberculosis.  Drs.  Wolman  and  Austrian.  First 
trimester.  Two  days  a  week,  10-12.  (Any  morning  except 
Tuesday  or  Friday.)  Elective  coursfe.  Limited  to  four 
students. 

20.  Advanced  Course  in  the  Phipps  Dispensary  for 
Tuberculosis.  Drs.  Hamman,  Wolman  and  Austrian. 
Third  trimester.  Elective  Course.  Limited  to  four 
students. 

(a)  Clinical  portion  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  10-12  m. 

(b)  Laboratory  portion  two  afternoons  a  week  from 
2-5  p.  m. 

(c)  Seminary,  one  hour  a  week,  Fridays  from  4-5  p.  m. 

21.  Extramural  Course  in  the  Study  op  Tubercu- 
losis.    Dr.  Gordon  Wilson. 

22.  Diseases  of  Stomach  and  Intestines.  Elective 
course.  One  lecture  per  week.  Tuesday,  12-1.  First 
trimester.     Dr.  Brown.     (Not  to  be  given  in  1911-1912.) 

23.  Physical  Diagnosis.  A  study  of  the  ordinary 
methods  as  compared  with  methods  using  instruments  of 
precision.  Drs.  Hirschfelder  and  Bond.  Two  hours  per 
week.     (Time  to  be  announced.) 

24.  Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of  Some  Minor  Ail- 
ments. Elective  course.  One  hour  a  week.  Tuesday, 
12-1.     Third  trimester.     Dr.  Hamburger. 

25.  The  Symptomatology  and  Treatment  of  Diseases 
of  the  Ductless  Glands.     Elective  course.     One  hour  a 
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week.     Second  trimester.     Monday,  12-1.     Associate  Pro- 
fessor Futcker. 

26.  Medical  Aspects  of  Joint  Diseases.  Elective 
course.  One  hour  a  week.  Second  trimester.  Tuesday, 
12-1.     Associate  Professor  McCrae. 

27.  Clinic  in  Pulmonary  Diseases.  Elective  course. 
One  hour  a  week.  Monday,  12-1.  Third  trimester.  Dr. 
Hamman. 

28.  Advanced  Work  and  Research  in  Inner  Medicine. 
Students  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  may,  if  well 
fitted  for  it,  and  with  the  permission  of  Professor  Barker, 
undertake  advanced  work  and  research  in  internal  medi- 
cine (see  below,  Medicine,  Advanced  Work  and  Research 
as  opposed  to  graduate  students.) 

graduate  courses 
University  Courses 

These  courses  are  of  two  kinds,  elementary  and  ad- 
vanced. The  elementary  course  will  cover  the  subject  as 
usually  given  to  undergraduates  in  medicine  and  the  work 
may  be  done  with  the  medical  classes.  The  advanced 
courses  will  be  given  only  to  those  who  are  prepared  to 
undertake  special  studies,  and  the  work  will  be  done  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  the  instructor  in  charge  of  the 
course. 

Medicine,  Elementary.  A  limited  number  of  physicians 
will  be  admitted  to  the  regular  class  exercise  in  this  sub- 
ject, including  ward  rounds,  clinics,  and  the  work  in  the 
clinical  laboratory.  Fee  f  100.00  for  the  entire  year; 
$50.00  for  a  half-year.  Applications  should  be  made  to 
Professor  Barker. 

Medicine,  Advanced  Work  and  Research.  Physicians 
properly  trained  in  fundamental  methods  will  be  given 
opportunities  for  clinical  and  experimental  investigation. 
The  clinical  material  of  the  wards  and  dispensaries  as 
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well  as  the  facilities  of  the  clinical  laboratories  is  avail- 
able for  such  work.  On  application  to  Professor  Barker 
and  presentation  of  evidence  of  fitness  to  undertake 
advanced  work  or  research  investigations  may  be  carried 
on  in  (1)  the  wards  or  dispensary  (Dr.  Sladen,  Kesident 
Physician),  (2)  the  general  clinical  laboratory  (Dr. 
Guthrie  in  charge),  (3)  the  biological  division  of  the 
medical  laboratory  (Dr.  Clough  in  charge),  (4)  the  physio- 
logical division  of  the  medical  laboratory  (Dr.  Hirsch- 
f elder  in  charge),  or  (5)  the  bio-chemical  division  of  the 
medical  laboratory.  Opportunities  are  offered  for  special 
studies  in  clinical  observation  and  in  experimental  pa- 
thology and  therapy,  especially  in  (a)  the  bacteriology  and 
biology  of  the  infectious  processes,  (&)  the  graphic  regis- 
tration of  the  phenomena  of  disease,  and  other  applica- 
tions of  physiological  methods  to  the  solution  of  unsolved 
problems  of  etiology,  diagnosis  and  therapy  arising  at  the 
bedside,  and  (c)  the  application  of  chemical  methods  to 
the  elucidation  of  metabolic  problems.  The  advice  and 
assistance  of  the  professorial  staff  (Drs.  Barker,  Thayer, 
Futcher  and  McCrae)  are  always  available  to  those  under- 
taking original  work  in  the  department.  Fee  $50.00  for 
the  year. 

Special  Courses 

Medicine.  Drs.  T.  McCrae,  F.  J.  Sladen  and  C.  G. 
Guthrie,  June  1  to  July  1.  (Limited  to  twenty.)  Fee 
$100.00. 

This  course  will  not  be  given  if  less  than  eight  register. 
Applications  for  this  course  must  be  sent  in  not  later 
than  May  10. 

The  whole  material  of  the  medical  service  will  be  avail- 
able for  this  class.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
study  of  the  general  methods  used  in  the  clinic. 

The  course  consists  of : 

I.  Ward  Rounds.  From  9  to  11  daily,  in  which  the 
teaching  is  entirelv  clinical.     Drs.  McCrae  and  Sladen. 
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II.  Physical  Diagnosis.  The  general  methods  of  diag- 
nosis will  be  taken  up  and  special  attention  given  to 
diseases  of  the  thoracic  and  abdominal  organs.  At  least 
five  hours  a  week  are  devoted  to  this. 

III.  Clinical  Microscopy  and  Medical  Bacteriology. 
Dr.  Guthrie,  three  afternoons — nine  hours  a  week.  This 
course  consists  of  lectures,  demonstrations  and  especially 
of  practical  work.  All  of  the  available  specimens  of 
blood,  urine,  sputum,  gastric  contents  and  stools  are 
studied.  The  ordinary  methods  of  clinical  bacteriology 
will  be  demonstrated.     (This  course  is  not  limited.) 

Serum  Diagnosis.  Drs.  Clough  and  Austrian.  Begin- 
ning June  1st,  a  four-weeks'  course  for  physicians  will  be 
given  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Medical  Clinic  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  Hospital  on  methods  of  serum 
diagnosis,  with  special  reference  to  the  Wassermann  and 
Widal  and  other  immunity  reactions. 

Lectures,  demonstrations,  and  practical  laboratory 
work. 

Course  limited  to  ten,  preference  given  to  those  with 
previous  experience.  The  course  will  not  be  given  to  less 
than  six  physicians.  Application  should  be  made  before 
May  25.     Fee,  $50.00. 

Percussion  and  Ausculation.  Dr.  Louis  Hamman. 
June  1st  to  July  1st.  Limited  to  six.  Fee,  $60.00.  The 
course  will  not  be  given  if  less  than  four  apply.  The  course 
will  consist  in  a  demonstration  of  the  changes  in  physical 
signs  accompanying  disease  of  the  thoracic  organs.  It  is 
to  be  emphasized  that  the  object  of  the  course  is  not  to 
give  clinical  instruction  in  diseases  of  the  lungs  and 
heart,  but  to  point  out  the  physical  changes  that  such 
diseases  produce  and  give  the  student  an  opportunity 
to  familiarize  himself  with  the  commoner  methods  of 
detecting  these  changes.  It  is  aimed  to  make  the  course 
entirely  practical.      After  a  few  preliminary  demonstra- 
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tions  the  students  will  be  given  cases  to  examine  and  their 
results  be  then  controlled.     No  lectures  will  be  given. 

The  course  will  comprise  five  exercises  a  week  on  Mon- 
day, Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  from  10 
a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.  An  invitation  will  be  extended  to  those 
desiring  it  to  spend  Saturday  mornings  in  assisting  in  the 
routine  work  of  the  tuberculosis  clinic.

The  teaching  is  in  the  dispensary,  in  the  wards  and 
operating  rooms  of  the  Hospital,  in  the  clinical  laboratory 
and  in  the  Hunterian  Laboratory  of  Experimental  Medi- 
cine. 

An  elective  course  is  given  in  the  third  trimester  of  the 
second  year,  the  object  of  which  is  to  familiarize  the  stu- 
dents by  means  of  demonstrations  and  practical  exercises 
with  certain  points  in  surgical  technique. 

The  principal  subjects  of  the  third  year  are  the  general 
principles  of  surgery,  surgical  diagnosis,  surgical  path- 
ology and  operative  surgery.

Friday,  elective  course,  24.30  p.  m.  See  special  announce- 
ment for  elective  courses,  third  and  fourth  years. 

IV.  Operative  Surgery.  Professor  Cushing.  Elect- 
ive, once  weekly  from  October  to  May.  A  five-hour 
exercise  given  to  successive  sections  in  the  Hunterian 
laboratory. 

V.  Recitations.  A  weekly  recitation  upon  assigned 
subjects  is  held  by  Dr.  Follis. 

The  work  of  the  fourth  year  consists  of: 

I.  Ward  Work.  The  members  of  each  of  the  three 
groups,  into  which  the  class  of  the  fourth  year  is  divided, 
serve  for  three  months  in  the  surgical  wards  of  the  Hos- 
pital. During  this  service  they  take  the  histories  of  cases 
and  act  as  surgical  dressers.  They  witness  and  assist  at 
operations  and  have  practice  in  operative  surgery. 

II.  Ward  Classes.  The  students  make  the  morning 
and  other  visits  to  the  wards,  where  they  receive  bedside 
instruction. 

III.  Clinics.  A  weekly  clinic,  by  Professor  Halsted, 
Friday,  12  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

IV.  Surgical  Operating  Koom.  To  each  group  of 
fourth-year  students  the  privileges  of  the  private  oper- 
ating room  are  extended  for  three  months.  Operations 
take  place,  as  a  rule,  daily  in  this  room. 

V.  Surgery  of  the  Nervous  System.  Professor 
Cushing.  A  weekly  ward  visit,  clinic  or  lecture,  with 
opportunities  for  seeing  and  assisting  at  neurological 
operations.

The  instruction  in  Obstetrics  is  given  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years.  The  third  year  work  is  obligatory  and 
must  be  taken  by  all  students,  while  that  of  the  fourth 
year  is  elective. 

THIRD    YEAR 

In  this  year  five  hours  a  week  are  devoted  to  the  sub- 
ject, and  the  time  is  divided  as  follows : 

I.  Kecitations  or  Exercises  with  the  Manikin. 
Thrice  weekly  throughout  the  year.  In  the  former  the 
general  principles  of  obstetrics  are  considered,  while  in 
the  latter,  which  are  interspersed  between  the  recitations, 
the  technique  of  obstetrical  examination  and  the  various 
operative  procedures  is  taught. 

II.  Practical  Instruction.  This  includes  the  deliv- 
ery of  a  limited  number  of  patients  in  the  ward,  the  ex- 
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animation  of  pregnant  women,  pelvimetry,  as  well  as  the 
technique  of  the  care  of  the  woman  and  child  after 
delivery. 

III.  Ward  classes  to  groups,  twice  weekly  throughout 
the  year. 

IV.  Elective  laboratory  courses  will  be  given  by  Drs. 
Slemons  and  Bergland  on  Friday  afternoons  from  2  to 
4.30,  during  each  of  the  first  two  trimesters.  In  these 
practical  instruction  is  given  in  the  anatomy  and  his- 
tology of  the  generative  organs,  as  well  as  in  the  pa- 
thology of  the  various  diseases  of  pregnancy,  labor  and 
the  puerperal  state. 

FOURTH    YEAR 

During  this  year  the  work  is  arranged  in  trimesters 
and  is  elective.  Classes  are  held  on  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Friday  from  9  to  12  o'clock,  and  patients  are  de- 
livered as  they  fall  into  labor.  Each  practical  course 
will  be  limited  to  ten  students,  and  the  work  will  be 
divided  as  follows:

VI.  A  practical  and  laboratory  course  on  the  meta- 
bolism of  pregnancy  and  its  abnormalities. 

VII.  A  practical  and  laboratory  course  on  the  dis- 
eases and  feeding  of  the  newly  born  child. 

VIII.  Obstetrical  pathology  (elective).  Drs.  Slemons 
and  Bergland. 

A  credit  of  V/2  units  will  be  allowed  for  the  regular 
class  work,  and  an  additional  unit  to  such  students  as 
may  deliver  10  or  more  patients  in  the  out-door  service.

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  examination  of  scra- 
pings.

I.  Daily  clinics  are  given  in  the  dispensary  by  Pro- 
fessors Theobald  and  Eandolph.  Each  of  the  sub-sections 
into  which  the  fourth  year  class  is  divided  attends  these 
clinics  for  from  five  to  six  weeks.  Owing  to  the  small 
number  of  students  comprising  the  separate  groups  the 
opportunities  thus  afforded  of  acquiring  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  are  excep- 
tionally valuable. 

II.  The  major  course  in  Ophthalmology  and  Otology 
comprises,  besides  greater  clinical  advantages — including 
the  privilege  of  attendance  upon  the  clinics  of  Professor 
Theobald  at  the  Baltimore,  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Charity 
Hospital — instruction  in  operative  surgery  of  the  eye  and 
ear,  in  the  determination  of  errors  of  refraction,  the 
optometric  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  skiascopy,  and  the 
more  refined  methods  of  diagnosing  aural  maladies. 

III.  Weekly  lecture,  Thursday,  3.30  to  4.30  p.  m., 
throughout  the  year,  Professor  Theobald. 
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IV.  During  the  third  year  a  preparatory  course  in 
ophthalmoscopy  is  given  by  Dr.  Mills.

III.  Lateral  Curvature  Course  is  given  on  Tuesday 
mornings  and  Saturday  afternoons,  equal  to  six  hours.

Instruction  in  Art  as  Applied  to  Medicine 

Max  Broedel,  Associate  Professor  of  Art  as  applied  to  Medicine. 

A.     Courses  for  Medical  Students, 

1.)  A  course  of  lectures  to  first  year  class  one  hour 
a  week  during  the  first  trimester.    This  course  is  intended 
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to  give  general  instruction  in  the  elementary  principles 
of  drawing  and  sketching  as  an  aid  to  the  study  of 
medicine. 

2.)  A  short  course  in  artistic  anatomy  to  be  given 
during  the  second  trimester.  The  purpose  of  this  course 
is  to  supplement  the  study  of  the  cadaver  in  the  dissecting 
room. 

3.)  A  course  in  actual  drawing  open  to  students  of 
the  four  classes,  to  research  workers  and  to  members  of 
the  faculty  for  two  hours  twice  a  week  throughout  the 
year.  This  course  will  be  limited  to  12  students.  The 
work  will  first  deal  with  the  exact  study  of  the  plastic 
representation  of  medical  objects  of  all  kinds.  Later  on 
this  will  lead  to  the  study  of  diagrammatic  drawings  and 
sketches  useful  in  taking  medical  histories  or  illustrating 
lectures  with  blackboard  sketches.  Lastly  a  suitable 
technique  for  making  medical  illustrations  for  publica- 
tion will  be  taught. 

4.)  Kesearch  workers  who  require  pictorial  represen- 
tation of  their  research  will  be  taught  the  principles  of 
making  such  drawings. 

B.     Courses  for  Artists  and  Art  Students. 

1.)  Special  instruction  to  medical  illustrators  who 
desire  to  take  up  advanced  work  in  a  particular  branch. 
The  fee  will  depend  on  the  length  of  the  course  and  the 
character  of  the  instruction.  Minimum  fee  $25.00.  Such 
courses  may  be  taken  at  any  time  during  the  academic 
year. 

2.)  A  regular  course  for  beginners.  This  course  will 
continue  during  the  entire  day  throughout  the  academic 
year  (Oct.  1st  to  May  31st).  Applicants  who  are  not 
graduates  of  an  art  school  must  submit  samples  of  their 
artwork.  The  duration  of  the  whole  course  will  of  neces- 
sity depend  on  the  talent  of  the  individual,  the  average 
term,    however,    not   exceeding   two    years.     The   fee   is 
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|100.00  a  year.  Drawings  of  especial  merit  may  be  ac 
cepted  and  utilized  by  the  Department  for  publication 
and  as  a  practical  test  of  the  artist's  ability.  Although 
such  drawings  become  the  property  of  the  school,  the  stu- 
dent will  receive  several  printed  proofs  after  publication. 
All  drawings  and  sketches  not  so  honored  will  remain  the 
property  of  the  student. 

The  above  course  will  be  as  follows : 

a.)  Anatomical  studies  of  the  skeleton,  muscles  and 
viscera  from  the  standpoint  of  the  medical  illustrator. 
Everything  studied  is  sketched  or  drawn. 

5.)  Studies  of  fresh  material  at  autopsies  combined 
with  microscopic  studies  of  the  various  tissues  in  health 
and  disease.  A  number  of  accessory  methods  will  be 
employed  in  studying  fresh  tissues. 

c.)  Studies  of  hardened  specimens  from  the  various 
pathological  collections  combined  with  the  study  of  the 
texture  of  the  individual  structures  of  the  body. 

d.)  Based  on  the  foregoing  the  student  is  ready  to 
study  the  pictorial  representation  of  physical  examina- 
tions, various  kinds  of  treatment  and  the  different  steps 
in  surgical  operations. 

e.)  Stress  will  be  laid  on  the  correct  attitude  of  the 
medical  illustrator  toward  problems  in  medical  research 
and  toward  the  conception  of  a  medical  illustration  in 
general  as  an  aid  to  the  text  and  also  as  a  work  of  art. 

/.)  Parallel  with  and  supplementing  these  studies  will 
be  instructions  and  demonstrations  in  the  various  tech- 
niques suitable  for  medical  illustrations  intended  for 
publication.     These  are: 

1.)   Halftone  drawings  in  crayon,  etc. — Mixed  tech- 
nique. 
2.)   Watercolor  painting. 

3.)   Line  drawings  in  pen  and  ink.     Diagrams. 
4.)   Charts  for  class  demonstrations. 

g.)  Studies  of  the  various  methods  of  reproduction 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  illustrator. 
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Hygiene 

William  W.  Ford,  M.  D.,  D.  P.  H.,  Associate  Professor  of  Hygiene 

and  Bacteriology. 
Lloyd  P.  Shippen,  M.  D.,  Assistant  in  Hygiene  and  Bacteriology. 

The  instruction  in  Hygiene  consists  of: 

1.  A  required  course  of  lectures  given  to  the  students 
of  the  third  year  on  two  afternoons  a  week  during  the 
third  trimester.  These  lectures  take  up  such  topics  as 
vital  statistics :  climate,  meteorology,  soil,  ventilation, 
sewage  and  sewage  disposal,  water  supplies,  filtration, 
milk  supplies,  and  tropical  diseases. 

Especial  attention  is  also  paid  to  the  subject  of  the  in 
fectious  diseases,  their  manner  of  spread  and  the  proper 
methods  of  controlling  them.  Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis, 
Small-pox,  etc.,  being  considered  in  detail. 

2.  An  optional  laboratory  course  in  Hygiene  given 
during  the  second  or  third  trimester  and  open  to  any  stu- 
dents who  have  finished  satisfactory  courses  in  Bacteri- 
ology. This  course  occupies  two  half  days  a  week,  and 
takes  up  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  of 
water,  milk,  sewage  and  certain  food  stuffs.  Weekly  in- 
spections are  also  made  of  institutions  of  Public  Health 
importance  in  Baltimore  and  Washington,  such  as  the 
Baltimore  Sewage  Disposal  Plant,  the  City  Board  of 
Health,  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the  Walker-Gordon 
Dairy  Farm,  the  Water  Shed  which  supplies  Baltimore 
City  with  water,  the  Washington  Filtration  Plant,  and 
the  Hygienic  Laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  and  Marine 
Hospital  Service. 

3.  Special  Investigation.  A  limited  number  of  stu- 
dents are  taken  into  the  laboratory  for  advanced  work  in 
Hygiene  and  Bacteriology.  These  individuals  are  given 
special  problems  to  work  out  independently  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  instructors  in  the  department.  Special 
facilities  will  be  offered  medical  graduates  who  desire  to 
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train  themselves  in  the  Laboratory  Methods  necessary  for 
work  in  Public  Health. 

Medical  Zoology 

Charles  Wardell  Stiles,  Ph.  D.,  D.  Sc,  Lecturer  on  Medical 
Zoology  and  Professor  of  Zoology  to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service. 

Instruction  in  Medical  Zoology  is  given  to  students  of 
the  third  and  fourth  years  by  Dr.  Stiles.  It  consists  of  a 
course  of  twenty  lectures  on  the  medical  relations  of  ani- 
mals to  man  (animal  parasites,  animals  as  transmitters 
of  disease,  poisonous  snakes,  etc.)  ;  ten  lectures  are  given 
each  year,  illustrated  with  numerous  charts,  lantern 
slides,  and  specimens,  and  supplemented  by  practical  lab- 
oratory exercises  in  studying  both  live  and  preserved 
parasites,  examining  meat  for  trichinosis  and  in  the  diag- 
nosis of  various  zooparasite  diseases  by  microscopic 
examination  of  faeces.  The  parasites  are  studied  from  the 
standpoints  of  zoology,  practical  medicine,  and  public 
health. 

Legal  Medicine 
William  W.  Ford,  M.  D.,  Lecturer  in  Legal  Medicine. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  is  given  in  the  third 
and  fourth  years.  The  lectures  are  intended  to  instruct 
the  students  not  only  in  the  actual  facts  of  applied  medi- 
cine which  constitutes  the  basis  of  the  work  of  the  medico- 
legal practitioner,  but  also  in  the  duties  of  the  medical 
expert  witness  and  his  relations  to  his  client  and  to  the 
court. 

The  lectures  deal  with  sexual  transgressions,  abortion, 
infanticide,  &c,  with  the  circumstances  attendant  upon 
violent  death  in  its  various  forms  and  with  injuries  of  all 
sorts  mechanical  and  chemical,  and  with  the  medico-legal 
relations  of  insanity. 
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Especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  methods  of  investi- 
gation and  protocol  writing  in  such  cases,  and  to  the  tech- 
nical means  by  which  suspected  marks,  stains  and  traces 
of  all  sorts  may  be  recognized.  Instruction  as  to  the 
character  of  medical  evidence  which  is  useful  and  admissi- 
ble in  court  and  as  to  its  presentation,  is  emphasized. 

History  and  Literature  of  Medicine 

The  Historical  Club  meets  once  a  month  throughout 
the  academic  year  in  the  medical  amphitheatre  of  the 
Hospital.  Old  and  rare  or  otherwise  historically  inter- 
esting books  are  exhibited  and  the  history  of  medical  doc- 
trines, of  epochs  in  medicine  and  of  the  lives  and  contribu- 
tions to  knowledge  of  eminent  medical  men,  and  other 
themes  pertaining  to  the  history  of  medicines  are  consid- 
ered. Many  students  avail  themselves  of  the  stimulating 
and  educational  advantages  afforded  by  the  meetings  of 
this  Club. 

Special  Lectures 

From  time  to  time,  as  opportunity  offers,  short  courses 
of  special  lectures  or  demonstrations  upon  selected  topics 
are  given  either  by  specially  appointed  lecturers  or  by 
members  of  the  teaching  staff.

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ANNUAL    EXAMINATIONS 


The  final  examination  in  histology  is  held  at  the  end  of 
the  second  trimester  of  the  first  year;  that  in  bacteriology 
and  physiological  chemistry  at  the  end  of  the  third  tri- 
mester of  the  first  year. 

The  final  examination  in  physiology  (1911-12)  is  held 
at  the  end  of  the  first  trimester  of  the  second  year. 

Final  examinations  in  anatomy  are  held  at  the  end  of 
each  trimester  for  those  who  have  completed  the  required 
work.  The  final  examinations  in  pathology  and  pharma- 
cology (1911-12)  are  held  at  the  end  of  the  second  and 
third  trimesters  of  the  second  year,  respectively. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year  final  examinations  are  held 
in  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nervous  diseases,  clinical  micro- 
scopy and  surgical  pathology. 

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  final  examinations  are 
held  in  medicine  and  surgery. 

In  the  elective  courses  and  special  branches  the  exami- 
nations are  given  to  each  section  upon  the  completion  of 
the  work. 

The  examinations  are  partly  written  and  partly  oral, 
and  may  include  practical  tests  of  laboratory  and  clinical 
work.  Before  entering  upon  the  clinical  work  of  the 
third  year  a  student  must  have  obtained  credits  for  at 
least  thirty  units  of  work  in  the  courses  offered  during 
the  first  two  years. 

Conditions  in  the  required  courses  must  be  absolved  by 
new  examinations  given  after  an  interval  of  one  trimester 
or  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  in  October.  No  student 
who  fails  to  pass  in  his  first  condition  examination  is  per 
mitted  to  continue  with  his  class  without  the  express 
authorization  of  the  Faculty,  and  in  any  case  he  will  not 
be  permitted  to  take  a  second  condition  examination  until 
he  presents  evidence  of  having  pursued  an  additional 
course  in  the  subject  in  this  school  or  elsewhere. 
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The  estimation  of  the  standing  of  each  student  is  based 
both  upon  the  general  character  of  his  work  and  upon  the 
results  of  examinations. 

HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS 


At  the  close  of  the  academic  year  in  June  twelve  mem- 
bers of  the  graduating  class  are  selected  for  appointment 
as  House  Officers  in  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  to  serve 
for  one  year  from  September  first.  The  recommendations 
for  these  appointments  are  made  at  the  end  of  the  first 
trimester  of  the  fourth  year  and  are  based  upon  the 
records  of  standing  in  all  required  subjects,  upon  evi- 
dences of  special  ability  as  shown  by  elective  or  research 
work  and  upon  considerations  of  personal  fitness.  In 
each  hospital  service  to  which  these  internes  are  assigned 
one  appointment  may  be  exempted  from  this  arrange- 
ment, the  appointee  being  selected  by  the  responsible 
head  of  the  service  from  graduates  of  this  or  other 
schools.  These  appointees  reside  in  the  Hospital  and 
become  officers  upon  the  house-staff.  By  action  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  these  appointments  are 
limited  to  unmarried  students. 

A  certain  number  of  externe  appointments  are  offered 
to  students  of  the  graduating  class  in  June.  These  ap- 
pointees have  the  privilege  of  working  in  the  dispensary. 
They  may  assist  in  the  teaching,  and  may  pursue  ad- 
vanced work  and  original  research  in  the  various  labora- 
tories without  charge. 

The  appointments  of  the  resident  physician,  surgeon, 
gynecologist  and  obstetrician  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hos- 
pital are  permanent  ones.  The  first  and  second  resident 
assistantships  under  these  are  annual  appointments,  sub- 
ject to  renewal. 
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REQUIREMENTS   FOR   GRADUATION 


The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  is  conferred  upon 
those  who,  after  fulfilling  all  the  requirements  for  admis- 
sion, have  completed  satisfactorily  a  four  years'  course  of 
study  in  this  Medical  School.  (See  General  Plan  of  In- 
struction, page  115.) 

In  every  instance  the  candidate  must  have  fulfilled  all 
of  the  requirements  for  admission  to  this  Medical  School 
and  must  have  completed,  as  a  regularly  matriculated  or 
registered  medical  student,  a  four  years'  course  of  medical 
study,  equivalent  in  its  standards  to  that  given  here,  of 
which  the  final  year  must  be  spent  in  this  Medical  School. 

The  degrees  are  publicly  conferred  by  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University  at  the  commencement  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  June,  or  on  Commemoration  Day,  February  the 
twenty-second. 

CHARGES  FOR  TUITION 


The  charge  for  tuition  is  two  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  at  the  Treasurer's  Office  or  at  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  School,  in  three  installments, 
October,  January  and  March  15.  There  are  no  extra 
charges  for  matriculation,  for  graduation,  for  instruction 
in  any  department,  or  for  laboratory  courses,  except  in 
special  cases  for  material  consumed.  To  a  student  who 
does  not  possess  a  microscope,  there  is  an  annual  charge 
of  five  dollars  for  the  use  of  one,  with  an  additional  charge 
of  two  dollars  for  the  use  of  an  oil-immersion  lens.  One 
dollar  is  charged  for  the  rental  of  a  dissecting  microscope 
for  one  year.  The  student  is  responsible  for  damage  to 
the  microscope  thus  rented.  A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  of 
caution  money  is  required  from  each  student  at  the  time 
of  his  enrollment.  The  caution  money  is  repaid  to  the 
student  when  he  leaves,  if  there  are  no  charges  against 
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him.     Special   charges  are  made  for  breakage   and   for 
damage  to  apparatus. 

Payment  of  bills  may  be  made  at  the  office  of  the 
Kegistrar  in  the  Medical  School  Building,  which  is  open 
from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  or  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  University,  on  North  Howard  Street,  which  is  open 
daily  from  9  a.  m.  to  4.15  p.  m. 


APPENDIX 


I 
ENDOWMENT 

The  founder  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  in  devoting  his 
large  fortune  to  the  establishment  of  the  University  and  the 
Hospital,  had  in  view  the  organization  of  a  school  of  medicine. 
In  his  letter  addressed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  dated 
March  10,  1873,  these  significant  words  occur:' 

"It  will  be  your  especial  duty  to  secure,  for  the  service  of  the 
Hospital,  surgeons  and  physicians  of  the  highest  character  and 
greatest  skill.  ...  In  all  your  arrangements  in  relation  to 
this  Hospital,  you  will  bear  constantly  in  mind  that  it  is  my  wish 
and  purpose  that  the  institution  shall  ultimately  form  a  part  of 
the  Medical  School  of  the  University  for  which  I  have  made 
ample  provision  in  my  will." 

When  the  University  was  opened  in  1876,  arrangements  were 
made  for  instruction  in  those  sciences  such  as  physics,  chemistry, 
and  biology,  which  lead  up  naturally  to  the  professional  study  of 
medicine.  In  1884  the  professorship  of  pathology  was  filled  and 
the  pathological  laboratory  was  opened.  In  1899  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins Hospital  was  opened,  and  the  physician,  surgeon,  and  gyne- 
cologist in  chief  to  the  Hospital  were  appointed  to  the  professor- 
ships, respectively,  of  medicine,  surgery,  and  gynecology  and 
obstetrics.  At  the  same  time  the  professor  of  psychiatry  was 
appointed.  Opportunities  for  instruction  were  afforded  to  gradu- 
ates in  medicine.  Ampler  endowment,  however,  was  needed  to 
complete  the  organization  of  a  medical  department. 

Gifts  amounting  to  $111,731.68,  most  of  which  were  offered  to 
this  University  in  October,  1890,  by  a  committee  of  women,  and  an 
additional  gift  of  $306,977,  offered  to  the  University  in  December, 
1892,  in  addition  to  her  previous  subscriptions,  by  Miss  Mary 
Elizabeth  Garrett,  made  up,  with  other  available  resources,  the 
amount  of  $500,000,  which  had  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Trustees 
as  the  minimum  sum  to  be  secured  for  the  opening  of  the  Medi- 
cal Department.  These  generous  contributions  were  made  upon 
condition  that  women  be  received  upon  the  same  terms  as  men. 

This  endowment,  added  to  the  vailable  resources  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  enabled  the 
Trustees  to  complete  the  organization  of  the  Medical  Department 
and  to  open  it  for  instruction  in  1893.

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II 
THE    WOMEN'S    MEDICAL    SCHOOL    FUND 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  Octo- 
ber 28,  1890,  the  following  letter  was  presented: 

"The  committee  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  to  pro- 
cure the  most  advanced  medical  education  for  women,  can  now 
place  at  your  disposal  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  the  use  of  your  Medical  School,  if  you  will,  by  resolution, 
agree  that  women  whose  previous  training  has  been  equivalent  to 
your  preliminary  medical  course,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  school, 
when  it  shall  open,  upon  the  same  terms  which  may  be  prescribed 
for  men.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  women  ought  to  be  trained 
to  act  as  nurses  for  sick  women.  There  is  as  little  doubt  that  a 
sufficient  number  of  women  ought  to  be  educated  and  trained  in 
such  manner  as  to  be  fully  able  to  care  for  sick  women  who  may 
wish  or  ought  to  be  treated  by  women.  We  have  devoted  our- 
selves to  the  furtherance  of  this  object.  We  have  reason  to  hope 
that  a  university  which  proposes  to  found  a  medical  school 
intended  to  teach  advanced  methods  in  the  treatment  of  those 
diseases  which  afflict  mankind,  will  not  refuse  to  women  the 
opportunity  of  learning  such  methods.  There  is  now  a  general 
interest  in  our  movement.  In  order  that  this  interest  may  be 
sustained,  we  ask  you  to  consider  our  offer  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible period. 

Nancy  Morris  Davis, 
Chairman  of  the  Baltimore  Committee." 

The  following  minute  was  adopted  by  the  Trustees: 

The  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  have  received  from  Mrs.  Nancy  Morris  Davis,  chair- 
man of  one  of  the  committees  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
a  fund  to  procure  the  most  advanced  medical  education  for 
women,  the  gratifying  intelligence  that  $100,000  has  been  raised 
for  the  use  of  their  intended  Medical  School,  and  is  at  their  dis- 
posal, if  they  will,  by  resolution,  agree  to  the  terms  upon  which 
the  money  was  contributed  by  its  donors. 

The  terms  are  that  this  Board,  if  it  accepts  the  funds  thus 
raised,  shall  agree,  by  resolution,  that,  when  its  Medical  School 
shall  be  opened,  women  whose  training  has  been  equivalent  to  the 
preliminary  medical  course  prescribed  for  men,  shall  be  admitted 
in  such  school  upon  the  same  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  for 
men. 

The  offer  to  this  University  of  the  particular  fund  is  the  free, 
voluntary   act  of   women   residing   in   this   State   and   in   other 
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States,  made  without  the  suggestion  or  solicitation  of  this  Board, 
and  we  accept  it  under  and  subject  to  the  terms  which  are  made 
a  part  of  the  gift,  with  the  understanding  and  declaration,  how- 
ever, that  such  preliminary  training  in  all  its  parts  be  obtained 
in  some  other  institution  of  learning  devoted,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
to  the  education  of  women,  or  by  private  tuition. 

The  fund  so  contributed  shall  be  invested  and  known  as  "The 
Women's  Medical  School  Fund,"  and  that  fund,  and  all  interest 
to  accrue  thereon  and  all  additions  made  thereto  for  the  same 
purpose,  shall  remain  invested  for  the  purpose  of  increase  only 
until,  with  its  aid  as  a  foundation,  a  general  fund  has  been  accu- 
mulated amounting  to  not  less  than  $500,000,  and  sufficient  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  Medical  School  worthy  of  the 
reputation  of  this  University,  and  fully  sufficient  as  a  means  of 
complete  medical  education.  Then,  and  not  until  then,  will  a 
Medical  School  be  opened  by  this  University;  and  then,  and  not 
until  then,  will  the  gift  now  offered  be  used  by  this  University; 
and  then,  and  not  until  then,  will  the  terms  attached  thereto  be 
operative. 

The  utility  of  a  training  school  for  women  nurses  has  been 
demonstrated  by  the  experience  and  practice  of  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins Hospital,  and  by  the  necessities  of  home  life  among  our 
people. 

This  Board  is  satisfied  that  in  hospital  practice  among  women, 
in  penal  institutions  in  which  women  are  prisoners,  in  charitable 
institutions  in  which  women  are  cared  for,  and  in  private  life, 
when  women  are  to  be  attended,  there  are  a  need  and  place  for 
learned  and  capable  women  physicians;  and  that  it  is  the  busi- 
ness and  duty  of  this  Board,  when  it  is  supplied  with  the  neces- 
sary means  for  opening  its  proposed  Medical  School,  to  make 
provision  for  the  training  and  full  qualification  of  such  women 
for  the  abundant  work  which  awaits  them  in  these  wide  fields  of 
usefulness. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  minute  shall  be  construed  as  abridg- 
ing, in  any  manner,  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  its  School  of 
Medicine,  when  it  is  organized;  and  in  making  such  rules  and 
regulations,  the  terms  of  this  minute  shall  always  be  respected 
and  observed.

THE  MARY  ELIZABETH  GARRETT  FUND* 

TERMS     OF    THE    GIFT,    AS    ACCEPTED    BY    THE    TRUSTEES, 
FEBRUARY    21,    1893. 

Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Garrett,  in  order  to  make  up  the  sum  of 
$500,000,  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  required  should  be  secured 
as  an  endowment  before  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  was 
opened,  has  contributed  to  that  fund  the  sum  of  $306,977  upon  the 
following  terms,  which  have  been  agreed  to  by  the  University: 

1.  That  women  shall  enjoy  all  the  advantages  of  the  Medical 
School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  on  the  same  terms  as 
men,  and  shall  be  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as  men  to  all  the 
prizes,  dignities  or  honors  that  are  awarded  by  competition, 
examination,  or  regarded  as  rewards  of  merit. 

2.  That  not  more  than  $50,000  of  the  original  endowment  of 
$500,000  shall  be  expended  on  a  building  or  buildings;  and  that 
in  memory  of  the  contributions  of  the  Committees  of  the  Women's 
Medical  School  Fund,  this  building,  if  there  be  but  one,  or  the 
chief  building,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  shall  be  known  as  the 
Women's  Fund  Memorial  Building. 

3.  That  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  shall  be  exclu- 
sively a  graduate  school  as  hereinafter  explained,  that  is  to  say: 
That  the  Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  shall 
form  an  integral  part  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  and,  like 
other  departments  of  the  University,  shall  be  under  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  University,  that  it 
shall  provide  a  four  years'  course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine;  that  there  shall  be  admitted  to  the  school  those 
students  only  who,  by  examination  or  by  other  tests  equally  satis- 
factory to  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical  School  (no  distinction  being 
made  in  these  tests  or  examinations  between  men  and  women), 
have  proved  that  they  have  completed  the  studies  included  in  the 
Preliminary  Medical  Course  (Group  Three,  Chemical-Biological 
Course)  as  laid  down  in  the  University  Register  (but  this  condi- 
tion is  not  meant  to  restrict  the  Trustees  from  receiving  as 
hearers,  but  not  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine, those  who  have  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine, 
or  its  equivalent,  in  some  school  of  good  repute);  and  that  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University 
shall  be  given  to  no  Doctors  of  Medicine  who  have  not  proved  by

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examination  or  by  other  tests  equally  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty 
of  the  Medical  School  that  they  have  completed  the  studies  in- 
cluded in  the  Preliminary  Courses,  besides  completing  the  course 
of  instruction  of  the  Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity. 

The  aforegoing  provision  shall  not  be  construed  as  restricting 
the  liberty  of  the  University  to  make  such  changes  in  the  require- 
ments for  the  admission  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University  or  to  accept  such  equivalents  for  the  studies 
required  for  admission  to  this  school  as  shall  not  lower  the  stand- 
ard of  admission  specified  in  this  clause;  provided  that  the 
requirements  in  modern  languages  other  than  English  shall  not 
be  diminished,  and  provided  also  that  the  requirements  in  non- 
medical scientific  studies  shall  include  at  least  as  much  knowl- 
edge of  natural  science  as  is  imparted  in  the  three  minor  courses 
in  science  now  laid  down  in  its  university  register,  the  subjects 
and  arrangements  of  these  scientific  studies  being  subject  to  such 
modifications  as  may  from  time  to  time  seem  wise  to  its  Board 
and  to  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical  School,  but  being  at  all  times 
the  same  for  all  candidates  for  admission.  (For  such  require- 
ments always  see  University  Register.) 

4.  That  the  terms  of  this  gift  and  the  resolutions  of  October 
28,  1890,  by  which  the  Trustees  accepted  the  gift  of  the  Women's 
Medical  School  Fund,  shall  be  printed  each  year  in  whatever 
annual  calendars  may  be  issued  announcing  the  courses  of  the 
Medical  School.     (See  appended  resolutions.) 

5.  That  there  shall  be  created  a  committee  of  six  women  to 
whom  the  women  studying  in  the  Medical  School  may  apply  for 
advice  concerning  lodging  and  other  practical  matters,  and  that 
all  questions  concerning  the  personal  character  of  women  apply- 
ing for  admission  to  the  School,  and  all  non-academic  questions 
of  discipline  affecting  the  women  studying  in  the  Medical  School 
shall  be  referred  to  this  committee,  and  by  them  be  in  writing 
reported  for  action^to  the  authorities  of  the  University;  that  the 
members  of  this  committee  shall  be  members  for  life;  that  the 
committee,  when  once  formed  shall  be  self-nominating,  its  nomi- 
nations of  new  members  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occur  being 
subject  always  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University. 

6.  That  in  the  event  of  any  violation  of  any  or  all  of  the  afore- 
said stipulations,  the  said  sum  of  $306,977  shall  revert  to  her,  or 
such  person  or  persons,  institution  or  institutions,  as  she  by  testa- 
ment or  otherwise  may  hereafter  appoint. 

It  will  be  observed  that  by  the  tenor  of  the  aforegoing  terms  no 
university  course  will  be  in  any  way  modified  by  any  conditions 
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attached  to  her  gift.  These  conditions  relate  exclusively  to  prep- 
aration for  the  Medical  School,  and  have  received,  in  the  shape 
in  which  they  are  now  presented,  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
Medical  Faculty  of  the  University. 

The  terms  of  admission  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  Univer- 
sity, as  formulated  and  interpreted  by  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the 
University,  February  4,  1893,  and  here  subjoined,  are  therefore  in 
entire  accordance  with  the  terms  of  her  gift.

REQUIREMENTS    TOR    ADMISSION    TO   THE   MEDICAL    SCHOOL   OF    THE 

JOHNS     HOPKINS     UNIVERSITY,    UNANIMOUSLY    APPROVED 

BY    THE    MEDICAL    FACULTY,    FEBRUARY    4,    1893. 

A  course  of  four  years'  instruction  will  be  provided  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

To  this  course  there  will  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  the 
degree: 

1.  Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Chemical- 
Biological  Course  which  leads  to  the  A.  B.  degree  in  the  Uni- 
versity. 

2.  Graduates  of  approved  colleges  or  scientific  schools  who  can 
furnish  evidence:  (a)  That  they  have  a  good  reading  knowledge 
of  French  and  German;  (&)  That  they  have  such  knowledge  of 
physics,  chemistry  and  biology  as  is  imparted  by  the  regular 
minor  courses  given  in  these  subjects  in  this  University. 

3.  Those  who  give  evidence  by  examination  that  they  possess 
the  general  education  implied  by  a  degree  in  arts  or  in  science 
from  an  approved  college  or  scientific  school,  and  the  knowledge 
of  French,  German,  physics,  chemistry  and  biology  already  indi- 
cated. 

By  approved  colleges  and  scientific  schools  are  meant  those 
whose  standard  for  graduation  shall  be  considered  by  this  Uni- 
versity as  essentially  equivalent  to  its  standard  for  graduation  in 
the  undergraduate  department. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  at  least  one  year's  study  in  the 
Chemical  and  Biological  Sciences  in  their  immediate  relation  to 
medicine  shall  be  required  from  students  after  their  entrance  to 
the  Medical  School.

THE  BAXLEY  MEDICAL  PROFESSORSHIP 

By  the  will  of  Dr.  Henry  Willis  Baxley,  of  Baltimore,  who  died 
March  13,  1876,  a  sum  of  money,  amounting  to  $23,836.52,  was 
received  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  to  endow  any  medical 
professorship  that  they  might  think  proper.  This  fund  was  kept 
intact,  and  was  invested  by  the  Trustees  with  the  purpose  of 
allowing  it  to  accumulate  until  it  had  reached  a  sum  more  ade- 
quate to  carrying  out  the  desire  of  the  founder.  In  March,  1901, 
upon  the  request  of  the  President  and  the  Medical  Faculty,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  directed  that  this  fund  shall 
be  set  apart  to  endow  the  Professorship  of  Pathology  in  the  Uni- 
versity, which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Baxley  Professor- 
ship of  Pathology. 


THE    HERTER    LECTURESHIP 

In  November,  1902,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Christian  A.  Herter,  of  New 
York,  offered  to  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  the  sum  of  $25,000  "for  the  formation  of  a  memorial 
lectureship  designed  to  promote  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  researches  of  foreign  investigators  in  the  realm  of  medical 
science."  This  gift  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity November  3,  1902.  According  to  the  terms  of  the  gift, 
some  eminent  worker  in  Physiology  or  Pathology  is  to  be  asked 
each  year  to  deliver  a  lecture  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University 
upon  a  subject  with  which  he  has  been  identified.  The  selection 
of  a  lecturer  is  to  be  left  to  a  committee  representing  the  depart- 
ments of  pathology,  physiological  chemistry  and  clinical  medicine, 
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and  if  "in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  it  should  ultimately 
appear  desirable  to  open  the  proposed  lectureship  to  leaders  in 
medical  research  in  this  country  there  should  be  no  bar  to  so 
doing."  The  committee  named  for  this  purpose  consists  of  Drs. 
Welch,  Abel  and  Barker.

THE    ENDOWMENT    OF    THE    JOHNS    HOPKINS    HOSPITAL 

The  intimate  connection  between  the  Medical  School  and  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  renders  it  proper  to  mention  the  facili- 
ties of  the  Hospital  as  an  important  adjunct  to  the  endowment  of 
the  Medical  School.  By  the  letter  of  instruction  of  the  founder, 
it  was  provided  that  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  should  furnish 
clinical  facilities  for  the  Medical  School.  In  the  purchase  of  the 
site  of  the  Hospital,  the  location  and  arrangement  of  buildings, 
the  construction  of  the  apparatus  for  heating  and  ventilation  and 
all  other  hygienic  appliances,  the  purpose  of  medical  instruction 
was  constantly  borne  in  mind.  The  original  buildings  and  grounds 
of  the  Hospital  have  cost  upwards  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  and 
the  annual  expenditure  for  maintenance  exceeds  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  Upon  the  hospital  grounds,  not  including  the 
Harriet  Lane  Home  and  Phipps'  Psychiatric  Clinic,  have  been 
erected  twenty  buildings,  which  furnish  ample  facilities  for  the 
accommodation  of  350  in-patients  and  many  thousand  out-patients. 
These  buildings  also  provide  class-rooms  in  connection  with  the 
out-patient  department,  a  large  clinical  laboratory,  a  surgical 
building  with  rooms  for  the  study  of  surgical  pathology  and  five 
operating  rooms,  clinic  rooms,  several  lecture  rooms,  a  clinical 
amphitheatre  and  an  autopsy  amphitheatre,  all  equipped  with 
ample  apparatus  for  the  instruction  of  students.  The  adminis- 
tration building  furnishes  accommodation  for  a  medical  staff  of 
forty  persons.     It  also  has  a  large  library  and  reading  rooms. 
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VII 

THE    ENDOWMENT    OF    THE    CLINICAL    LABORATORY 

A  similar  endowment,  which  benefits  the  Medical  School  through 
the  Hospital,  has  been  a  fund  of  $10,000  to  build  and  equip  a  clin- 
ical laboratory  upon  the  Hospital  grounds  for  the  use  of  Medical 
students.  This  laboratory  permits  each  student  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  to  have  a  place  for  clinical  work,  including  micro- 
scopes and  reagents,  the  use  of  a  dark  room,  access  to  a  polari- 
scope  and  other  instruments.  It  also  contains  rooms  for  special 
study  and  research. 


VIII 

THE    FUND    FOR    THE    STUDY    OF    TUBERCULOSIS 

This  endowment  for  the  study  of  tuberculosis  has  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Hospital  Trustees  for  the  study  of  the  con- 
ditions of  tubercular  disease  in  Baltimore.  Through  the  funds 
afforded  it  has  been  practicable  to  employ  a  medical  graduate  to 
follow  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  to  watch  the  effects  of  methods 
of  treatment;  also  to  secure  the  services  of  medical  students  and 
nurses  to  visit  the  homes  of  tubercular  patients  and  to  give  in- 
struction as  to  the  better  care  of  the  victims  of  the  disease.  By 
means  of  this  fund  facilities  are  further  afforded  to  students  to 
study  tubercular  cases  that  come  to  the  out-patient  department 
of  the  Hospital. 


f  IX 

THE  PHIPPS  FUND  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

Through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Henry  Phipps,  a  fund  of  $20,000 
has  been  given  to  the  Hospital  for  the  special  study  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  connection  with  the  out-patient  department.  This 
fund  has  enabled  the  Hospital  to  erect  a  separate  building  which 
provides  separate  accommodations  for  tubercular  patients  who 
come  to  the  dispensary.  Rooms  are  also  arranged  for  examina- 
tion and  treatment,  for  a  library  of  works  on  tuberculosis,  and 
for  the  laboratory  study  of  special  forms  of  the  disease.  The 
facilities  thus  afforded  for  the  out-patient  department  give  une- 
qualed  opportunities  for  the  study  of  all  forms  of  tuberculosis. 
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THE    PHIPPS    PSYCHIATRIC    CLINIC 

In  a  letter  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  June 
12,  1908,  Mr.  Henry  Phipps,  of  New  York,  offered  the  funds  neces- 
sary for  the  erection  of  a  psychiatric  hospital,  on  the  grounds  of 
the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  to  accommodate  about  eighty  patients 
and  to  contain  the  necessary  laboratory  equipment,  hydro-thera- 
peutic apparatus  and  other  modern  facilities  for  treatment.  He 
offered,  moreover,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, additional  funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  department 
of  psychiatry  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the  opening  of  the 
clinic.  This  generous  offer  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  and  Hospital,  and,  after  conference,  the  respective 
Boards  elected  Dr.  Adolf  Meyer,  Professor  of  Psychiatry  on  the 
part  of  the  University,  and  Director  of  the  Clinic  on  the  part  of 
the  Hospital.  The  new  hospital  building  and  laboratory  will  be 
opened  during  the  year  1911-12. 


XI 

THE  HARRIET  LANE  HOME  FOR  INVALID  CHILDREN 

By  her  last  will,  Mrs.  Harriet  Lane  Johnston,  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  left  the  sum  of  about  $400,000  to  establish  in  Baltimore  The 
Harriet  Lane  Home  for  Invalid  Children  as  a  memorial  of  two 
sons  who  had  died  in  childhood.  In  order  to  give  this  Home  the 
largest  usefulness,  the  Trustees  decided  to  erect  it  upon  the 
grounds  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  to  open  its  wards  for 
the  instruction  of  nurses  and  physicians  in  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  the  diseases  of  children.  The  building,  which  will  ac- 
commodate about  100  children,  is  now  completed  and  will  be 
opened  during  the  year  1911-12.  It  will  afford  unusual  facilities 
for  the  study  of  all  diseases  of  children,  including  those  of  an 
infectious  nature. 


THE    JOSEPH    KERNOCHAN    GARR    SCHOLARSHIP 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Henry  Lee  Smith,  of  Baltimore, 
the  Medical  Faculty  is  authorized  to  provide  a  scholarship 
amounting  to  $100  a  year  to  aid  a  deserving  student.  The  schol- 
arship is  to  be  known  as  "The  Joseph  Kernochan  Garr  Scholar- 
ship.'' 
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HOPKINS    SCHOLARSHIPS 


Six  Hopkins  Scholarships  are  annually  open  to  students  from 
North  Carolina  and  Virginia.  These  scholarships  grant  free  tui- 
tion for  one  year.  Three  are  given  to  fourth-year  students,  two 
to  third-year  students  and  one  to  second-year  students.  Applica- 
tions should  be  addressed  to  the  President  of  the  University 
before  May  1,  in  accordance  with  a  prescribed  form.  In  addition 
to  these  six  scholarships,  any  of  the  thirty  Hopkins  Scholarships 
offered  to  graduate  students  in  the  department  of  philosophy  that 
are  not  required  for  such  students  may  be  awarded  to  students  of 
medicine.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 


The  Medical  Department  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity was  opened  for  the  instruction  of  students  Octo- 
ber, 1893.  It  is  an  integral  and  coordinate  part  of  the 
University,  and  is  in  the  closest  affiliation  with  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital,  the  professors  of  the  various  clinical 
branches  being  the  heads  of  the  corresponding  depart- 
ments in  the  Hospital. 

The  required  period  of  study  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  is  four  years.  The  instruction  begins  on  the 
morning  of  the  first  Tuesday  of  October.  Candidates  for 
admission  are  required  to  be  present  on  the  preceding 
Friday  (see  the  Calendar,  page  7).  The  graduating  exer- 
cises are  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June.  There  are 
short  recesses  at  Christmas  and  Easter. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  planned  for  the  professional 
training  of  those  who  have  received  a  liberal  education, 
as  indicated  by  a  collegiate  degree  in  arts  or  science,  in- 
cluding a  reading  knowledge  of  French  and  German  and 
adequate  training  in  those  branches  of  science,  such  as 
physics,  chemistry  and  biology,  which  underlie  the  medi- 
cal sciences.  Men  and  women  are  admitted  upon  the 
same  terms. 

Throughout  the  course  special  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
practical  work  in  the  laboratories  and  in  the  dispensary 
and  wards  of  the  hospital.  While  the  aim  of  the  School 
is  primarily  to  train  practitioners  of  medicine  and  sur- 
gery, it  is  recognized  that  the  medical  art  should  rest 
upon  a  suitable  preliminary  education  and  upon  thorough 
training  in  the  underlying  medical  sciences.  The  first 
two  years  are  devoted  mainly  to  practical  work,  com- 
bined with  demonstrations,  recitations  and  lectures,  in 
the   laboratories   of  anatomy,   physiology,   physiological 
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chemistry,  pharmacology,  pathology  and  bacteriology. 
During  the  last  two  years  the  student  is  given  abundant 
opportunity  for  the  personal  study  of  sick  patients,  and 
most  of  his  time  is  spent  in  the  hospital  wards  or  dis- 
pensary, and  in  the  clinical  laboratories. 

Each  year  twelve  members  of  the  graduating  class  are 
appointed  to  serve  as  resident  house  officers  in  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital,  and  in  addition  a  certain  number  are 
afforded  the  opportunity  of  serving  as  "externes"  in  the 
Hospital  and  Dispensary.  See  "Hospital  Appointments" 
p.  181.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 


As  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  the 
School  receives: 

I.  Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Chem- 
ical-Biological course  which  leads  to  the  A.  B.  degree  in 
this  University  (Group  Y.  course  preliminary  to  medi- 
cine). 

II.  Graduates  of  approved  colleges  or  scientific  schools 
who  can  furnish  evidence:  (a)  That  they  have  an  ac- 
quaintance with  Latin  and  a  reading  knowledge  of  French 
and  German;  (6)  That  they  have  such  knowledge  of 
biology,  chemistry  and  physics,  as  may  be  obtained  by  a 
year's  course  in  these  subjects,  when  accompanied  by 
laboratory  work.* 


♦While  a  year's  laboratory  work  in  physics,  chemistry  and  biol- 
ogy is  accepted  as  fulfilling  the  minimum  requirements  for  en- 
trance, attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  in  chemistry,  at  least, 
this  amount  of  work  does  not  suffice  to  prepare  the  student  to 
follow  with  advantage  the  chemical  side  of  medical  studies.  In 
the  preliminary  medical  course  provided  in  this  University,  two 
years  of  chemical  work  are  required.  All  intending  students  are 
advised  to  arrange  for  this  amount  of  laboratory  instruction  in 
the  subject,  including  some  work  in  organic  chemistry. 
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III.  Those  who  give  evidence  by  examination  that  they 
possess  the  general  education  implied  by  a  degree  in  arts 
or  in  science  from  an  approved  college  or  scientific  school, 
and  in  addition,  the  knowledge  of  French,  German,  Latin, 
physics,  chemistry,  and  biology  above  indicated. 

Thus  far,  no  students  have  been  accepted  under  this 
special  provision.** 

Application  Blanks.  —  Application  for  admission 
should  be  made  to  the  Dean,  who  will  furnish  blanks,  re- 
lating to  the  previous  courses  of  study  of  the  applicant. 

The  blanks  should  be  filled  out  and  returned  promptly, 
when  the  applicant  will  be  notified  of  the  probabilities 
of  his  acceptance  with  or  without  conditions. 

Certificates. — Applicants  are  required  to  furnish  cer- 
tificates, from  officers  of  the  college  or  scientific  schools 
at  which  they  have  studied,  as  to  the  courses  pursued  in 
physics,  chemistry,  and  biology. 


Biology. — In  addition  to  the  usual  class  work,  the  instruction 
must  include  a  year's  laboratory  course  of  six  or  more  hours  a 
week  upon  the  structure,  functions  and  life-histories  of  selected 
types  of  animal  and  plant  life.  Courses  in  botany  or  zoology  will 
be  accepted  provided  the  laboratory  work  has  been  adequate.  It 
is  desirable  that  the  course  should  include  laboratory  instruction 
in  embryology. 

Chemistry. — The  minimum  requirement  is  a  course  in  general 
chemistry  for  one  year.  This  must  include  five  hours  of  labora- 
tory work  a  week  throughout  the  year,  and  lectures  and  class- 
room work  covering  the  outlines  of  inorganic  chemistry  and  the 
elements  of  organic  chemistry,  somewhat  as  presented  in  Rem- 
sen's  "Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Chemistry." 

Physics. — A  collegiate  course  for  at  least  one  year  is  required. 
This  must  include  four  hours  a  week  of  class-room  work  and  at 
least  three  hours  a  week  of  quantitative  work  in  the  laboratory. 
Special  attention  should  be  given  to  theoretical  mechanics  and  to 
the  mechanical  and  electrical  experiments. 

Latin. — The  candidate  should  have  studied  Latin  grammar  and 
should  possess  at  least  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  may  be 
acquired  by  reading  four  books  of  Csesar  or  their  equivalent. 

**Applicants  who  are  deficient  in  either  French  or  German  or  in 
laboratory  work  in  physics,  but  fulfill  the  requirements  in  other 
respects,  may  be  admitted  conditionally,  on  the  understanding 
that  the  condition  must  be  absolved  before  the  beginning  of  the 
second  year. 
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Exemption  from  Entrance  Examination. — Those  who 
possess  a  degree  in  arts  or  sciences  from  an  approved  col- 
lege or  scientific  school,  and  in  addition  furnish  satisfac- 
tory certificates  concerning  their  training  in  physics, 
chemistry  and  biology,  with  evidence  of  acquaintance  with 
Latin  and  a  reading  knowledge  of  French  and  German, 
are  admitted  without  examination. 

Special  Workers. — Special  workers,  not  candidates 
for  a  degree,  will  be  received  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

Applicants  for  admission  to  advanced  standing  must 
furnish  evidence  (1)  that  the  foregoing  terms  of  admis- 
sion as  regards  preliminary  training  have  been  fulfilled, 
(2)  that  medical  courses  equivalent  in  kind  and  amount 
to  those  given  in  this  school  in  the  year  or  years  preceding 
that  to  which  admission  is  desired,  have  been  satisfac- 
torily completed,  and  (3)  they  must  pass  examinations  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session  in  October  in  the  subjects 
already  pursued  by  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought. 
The  applicant  must  have  studied  as  a  matriculated  medi- 
cal student  in  an  approved  medical  school  for  a  period  of 
time  at  least  equal  to  that  already  spent  by  the  class 
which  he  seeks  to  enter.  Certificates  of  standing  else- 
where cannot  be  accepted  in  place  of  these  examinations. 


Persons  who  have  already  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  elsewhere,  will  not  be  admitted  as  candidates 
for  that  degree  from  this  University.  Should  further  in- 
struction be  desired,  they  are  advised  to  enter  as  gradu- 
ate students. 


GENERAL  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION 


Each  year  is  divided  into  trimesters,  the  first  extending 
from  October  to  the  Christmas  recess,  the  second  from 
January  to  March  15,  and  the  third  from  March  15,  to  the 
end  of  the  academic  year. 

As  the  student  upon  entrance  is  required  to  show  evi- 
dence of  an  adequate  collegiate  training  in  physics,  gen- 
eral chemistry,  and  general  biology,  these  subjects  do  not 
form  a  part  of  the  curriculum  of  this  school. 

The  first  two  years  of  the  course  are  devoted  mainly  to 
the  fundamental  medical  sciences,  the  larger  part  of  the 
time  being  spent  in  practical  work  in  the  laboratories. 
In  the  last  two  years  the  various  clinical  branches  are 
studied  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  the  dispensary,  and 
in  the  clinical  laboratories. 

The  principal  studies  of  the  first  year  are  human 
anatomy,  histology,  neurology,  bacteriology,  physiology, 
and  physiological  chemistry. 

The  study  of  anatomy  and  of  physiology  is  continued 
in  the  second  year,  together  with  general  pathology, 
pathological  anatomy  and  histology,  pharmacology,  and 
toxicology.  During  the  last  trimester  of  the  second  year 
instruction  is  begun  in  physical  diagnosis  and  in  certain 
surgical  methods,  as  an  introduction  to  the  clinical  work 
of  the  succeeding  years. 

The  arrangement  of  the  courses  during  the  first  two 
years  follows  a  definite  plan  that  has  two  purposes  in 
view:  First,  to  secure  that  logical  sequence  of  studies 
which  is  generally  recognized  as  desirable,  and  second,  to 
enable  the  student  to  concentrate  his  work  at  certain 
periods  upon  some  one  subject  or  upon  closely  allied  sub- 
jects.    The  various   studies   are  not,   however,   entirely 
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separated  from  one  another,  but  are  arranged  to  overlap, 
so  that  a  student  makes  a  beginning  in  one  subject  before 
he  has  completed  his  work  in  the  study  that  is  a  natural 
antecedent  to  it. 

The  major  portion  of  the  work  of  these  years  is  obliga- 
tory for  all  students,  but  the  time  is  so  arranged  that 
certain  elective  courses  may  be  selected;  thereby  making 
it  possible  either  to  give  more  time  to  the  obligatory 
courses,  or  to  do  special  work  along  related  lines.  When 
any  elective  course  has  been  selected  it  must  be  completed 
satisfactorily  if  credit  is  to  be  obtained  for  it. 

As  the  third  and  fourth  years  are  devoted  to  practical 
medicine,  they  can  not  be  taken  up  until  the  student  has 
obtained  credit  for  a  prescribed  minimum  of  work  in  the 
underlying  sciences.  At  present,  thirty  units  of  work 
are  required  in  the  first  two  years.  Each  unit  is  a  course 
or  group  of  courses  of  instruction  equivalent  to  five  hours 
a  week  for  one  trimester,  so  that  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  student  to  take  five  units  of  work,  obligatory  and 
elective,  during  each  trimester,  in  order  to  complete  in 
two  years  the  requirements  for  entrance  upon  the  clinical 
studies.  The  system,  however,  permits  him  to  spend  an 
additional  trimester  or  longer  in  the  preparatory  work, 
should  it  prove  necessary  or  desirable. 

The  work  of  the  third  year  is  largely  obligatory.  Dur- 
ing this  year  the  student  attends  the  clinics  and  dispen- 
sary exercises  in  medicine  and  surgery,  and  completes  the 
required  work  in  obstetrics,  gynecology  and  nervous 
diseases. 

For  the  morning  work  the  class  is  divided  into  four 
groups.  During  the  first  hour  each  group  receives  in- 
struction in  obstetrics,  gynecology  or  surgery,  and  from 
ten  o'clock  to  noon  the  time  is  devoted  to  practical  work 
in  the  medical,  surgical  and  nervous  departments  of  the 
Dispensary.  From  12  noon  to  1  p.  m.  the  entire  class 
attends  the  large  amphitheatre  clinics  in  medicine  or 
surgery. 
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The  afternoons  are  devoted  mainly  to  laboratory  work 
in  clinical  microscopy  and  surgical  pathology.  Some  in- 
struction is  also  given  in  practical  therapeutics  and 
pharmacy,  thus  completing  the  pharmacological  work  of 
the  previous  year.  Moreover,  short  propadeutical  courses 
are  given  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  laryngoscope.  On  certain  after- 
noons there  are  also  offered  a  number  of  short  elective 
courses  of  a  practical  character,  and  each  student  is  re- 
quired to  select  from  them  a  sufficient  amount  of  work 
to  give  him  a  credit  of  one  and  a  half  units — the  unit  for 
the  last  two  years  being  defined  as  a  course  or  group  of 
courses  equivalent  to  six  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester. 

In  the  fourth  year,  the  class  is  divided  into  three 
groups,  each  working  in  rotation  for  one  trimester  in 
medicine  or  surgery,  or  in  certain  elective  courses.  For 
one-third  of  their  time  the  students  are  given  an  oppor 
tunity  to  vary  their  studies  according  to  their  special 
needs,  and  may  choose  from  a  large  number  of  elective 
courses. 

Each  student  must  complete  18  units  of  work  during 
the  year,  12  of  which  are  obligatory  and  6  elective.  The 
obligatory  work  consists  of  six  units  in  medicine,  three 
units  in  surgery,  one  unit  in  ophthalmology,  one  unit 
which  may  be  selected  from  laryngology,  dermatology, 
pediatrics,  genito-urinary  surgery,  orthopedics  or  neurol- 
ogy, as  well  as  attendance  upon  a  weekly  amphitheatre 
clinic  in  medicine,  and  upon  a  group  of  lectures  in  medi- 
cal zoology,  psychiatry,  hygiene,  medical  jurisprudence 
and  medical  ethics,  which  together  count  as  one  unit. 

The  elective  work  is  arranged  in  major,  minor  and  frac- 
tional courses.  The  former  occupy  3  or  2y2  hours  a  day 
throughout  one  trimester,  according  as  the  classes  are  in 
the  morning  or  afternoon,  and  count  as  3  or  2^  units  re- 
spectively. In  the  minor  courses,  which  count  as  one 
unit,  one  hour  a  day  throughout  one  trimester  or  two 
hours  a  day  for  one-half  a  trimester  are  devoted  to  the 
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subject;  while  several  fractional  courses  may  be  combined 
in  order  to  make  one  unit.  Students  choosing  these 
courses  must  register  at  the  Dean's  office  and  will  be  ex- 
pected to  perform  the  work  satisfactorily  and  to  submit 
to  an  examination  at  its  close.  Elective  courses  must  be 
followed  to  the  end  of  the  trimester,  after  having  been 
once  chosen. 

The  obligatory  work  in  medicine  requires,  at  least,  six 
hours  of  wrork  a  day  for  one  trimester.  The  members  of 
the  medical  group  act  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  medical 
w^ards  of  the  hospital,  a  certain  number  of  beds  being  as- 
signed to  each  student.  They  take  the  histories  and  keep 
the  notes  of  cases,  and  under  the  guidance  and  direction 
of  the  resident  physician  make  the  necessary  examina- 
tions. They  accompany  the  physician-in-chief  or  some 
member  of  the  staff  in  the  daily  ward-rounds,  write  the 
history  of  the  new  patients,  are  questioned  as  to  the  re- 
sults of  their  examinations,  and  receive  special  bedside 
and  laboratory  instruction.  In  surgery,  the  student  gives 
three  hours  a  day  during  one  trimester  to  attendance 
upon  the  ward-rounds,  operating-rooms  and  the  surgical 
laboratories.  The  members  of  this  group  take  the  his- 
tories of  patients  in  the  wards  and  act  as  surgical  dress- 
ers. They  make  the  morning  visits  with  the  surgeon-in- 
chief  or  the  resident  surgeon,  and  have  daily  opportuni- 
ties to  become  familiar  with  the  diagnosis,  management 
and  progress  of  surgical  cases.  They  witness  and  assist 
at  operations,  and  are  given  an  opportunity  to  take  an 
elective  course  in  operative  surgery  upon  animals. 

From  the  above  statements,  it  will  be  seen  that,  the 
time  of  each  student  during  the  fourth  year  is  divided  as 
follows:  trimester  A,  practical  work  in  medicine  during 
the  entire  day;  trimester  B,  practical  work  in  surgery 
during  the  mornings ;  and  in  the  afternoons,  short  obliga- 
tory courses  in  ophthalmology  and  in  one  of  the  special 
branches  of  medicine;  trimester  C,  six  units  of  elective 
work.    The  courses  so  elected  may  continue  the  practical 
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work  in  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  etc.,  or 
may  bear  upon  the  special  branches  of  medicine,  or  may 
be  taken  in  the  scientific  laboratories.  Each  student,  in 
other  words,  after  completing  certain  minimal  require- 
ments, chiefly  in  medicine  and  surgery,  may  extend  his 
knowledge  by  taking  a  number  of  short  clinical  courses 
in  different  departments,  or  he  may  concentrate  his  atten- 
tion upon  the  work  of  a  few  departments. 


CLINICAL  OPPORTUNITIES 


Abundant  and  varied  clinical  material  is  afforded  by 
the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  Dispensary.  The  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital  occupies  a  site  of  fourteen  acres  im 
mediately  adjoining  the  grounds  of  the  Medical  School; 
some  of  the  laboratories  of  the  School  are  in  the  Hospital 
buildings.  The  Hospital  is  unusually  complete  and  well- 
equipped.  It  comprises  a  large  administration  building, 
and  separate  buildings  for  the  pay-wards,  free- wards,  dis- 
pensary and  amphitheatre,  laboratories,  nurses'  home, 
laundry,  kitchen,  etc.  Practically  all  of  the  instruction 
of  the  fourth-year  class,  and  most  of  the  work  of  the 
third-year  class  is  given  in  the  Hospital  and  Dispensary. 

The  Hospital  is  governed  by  its  own  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  has  an  ample  endowment  independent  of  that  of  the 
University  and  its  Medical  School,  but  the  relations  be- 
tween the  two  institutions  are  of  the  most  intimate  kind. 
The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and  all  its  chief  of- 
ficers are  also  members  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  so  that 
the  entire  practice  in  the  Hospital  is  under  the  control 
of  the  professors  of  the  Medical  School  and  their  assist- 
ants. By  this  arrangement  ample  material  is  obtained 
for  thorough  clinical  instruction  in  the  various  branches 
of  medicine  and  surgery,  including  the  specialties. 
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The  lying-in  department  of  the  Hospital  and  the  out- 
patient obstetrical  service  supply  opportunities  for  prac- 
tical training  in  obstetrics,  and  the  Harriet  Lane  John- 
stone Home  for  Invalid  Children  and  the  Phipps  Psy- 
chiatric Clinic,  when  completed,  will  afford  abundant 
facilities  for  instruction  in  Pediatrics  and  Psychiatry. 

The  clinical  amphitheatre  and  operating  rooms  are  in 
the  Surgical  building  of  the  Hospital.  This  building 
furnishes  facilities  for  the  instruction  of  third  and 
fourth  year  students  in  surgery  and  medicine.  It  con- 
tains, upon  the  first  floor  adjoining  the  dispensary, 
several  operating  rooms  for  accident  and  minor  surgical 
cases.  Upon  the  third  floor  a  recitation  and  lecture  room 
is  provided,  in  connection  with  special  rooms  for  the 
study  of  surgical  pathology.  There  are  also  X-ray  rooms, 
examination  rooms,  and  treatment  rooms.  In  the  fourth 
and  fifth  stories  are  the  surgical  amphitheatre,  and 
several  smaller  operating  rooms,  and  the  necessary  prepa- 
ration, etherizing  and  recovery  rooms.  In  the  basement 
a  suite  of  rooms  is  thoroughly  equipped  for  work  in 
genito-urinary  surgery. 

On  the  first  floor  there  is  a  large  amphitheatre  for  the 
demonstration  of  medical  cases,  and  various  small  rooms 
for  those  who  are  pursuing  special  studies  in  physical 
diagnosis.  The  building  also  contains  the  several  labora- 
tories belonging  to  the  medical  clinic ;  namely,  the  general 
clinical  laboratory,  the  biological  laboratory,  the  physio- 
logical laboratory,  the  bio-chemical  laboratory,  etc. 

The  Hunterian  Laboratory  of  Experimental  Medicine 
has  been  built  especially  for  instruction  in  pathological 
physiology  and  in  operative  surgery  upon  animals.  It  is 
thoroughly  equipped  and  offers  facilities  to  students  for 
acquiring  direct  experience  in  surgical  technique  and  the 
experimental  methods  applicable  to  medical  research, 
under  the  supervision  of  competent  instructors. 

Through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Henry  Phipps  a  separate 
out-patient  building  has  been  provided  for  the  care  and 
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study  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  This  build- 
ing,  which  is  adjacent  to  the  Dispensary,  is  not  only 
admirably  equipped  for  the  care  of  patients,  but  also  for 
the  laboratory  investigation  of  the  various  problems  con- 
nected with  the  disease. 

The  Harriet  Lane  Home  for  Invalid  Children  (See  Ap- 
pendix, XI)  will  be  ready  for  use  during  the  session  of 
1911-1912,  and  will  afford  abundant  facilities  for  instruc- 
tion in  diseases  of  children.  It  is  situated  on  the  grounds 
of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  Professor  of  Pediatrics  in  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity. This  hospital  will  accommodate  100  patients 
and  will  be  provided  with  an  out-patient  department. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Supervisors  of  City  Chari- 
ties of  Baltimore,  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  has  the 
privilege  for  part  of  the  year  of  utilizing  for  clinical  in- 
struction the  patients  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
City  Hospitals  at  Bay  View.  During  the  first  trimester 
practical  instruction  in  mental  diseases  is  given  to  the 
fourth-year  class;  and  during  the  third  trimester  the 
wards  of  the  general  and  tubercular  hospitals  will  be 
utilized  for  the  instruction  of  third-year  students  in 
medicine,  surgery  and  pathology. 


THE  PHIPPS  PSYCHIATRIC  CLINIC 


In  a  letter  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hos- 
pital, under  date  of  June  12th,  1908,  Mr.  Henry  Phipps 
of  New  York,  proposed  to  erect  a  Psychiatric  Hospital  in 
connection  with  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  to  provide 
for  the  better  care  of  patients  suffering  from  mental  dis- 
ease, especially  in  its  earlier  and  curable  stage,  under  con- 
ditions similar  to  those  in  a  general  hospital.  He  offered 
the  funds  necessary  for  the  erection  of  a  psychiatric  hos- 
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pital  on  the  grounds  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  to 
afford  accommodation  for  about  sixty  patients  and  to  con- 
tain the  necessary  laboratory  facilities,  hydrotherapeutic 
apparatus  and  other  modern  facilities  for  treatment,  and 
furthermore,  to  give  to  the  Johns  Hopkins  University 
additional  funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  professorship 
of  psychiatry  and  adequate  assistantships  thereto  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  from  the  opening  of  the  clinic.  This 
generous  offer  was  immediately  accepted  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  and  Hospital,  and  the 
respective  Boards  elected  Dr.  Adolph  Meyer  of  New  York, 
Professor  of  Psychiatry  on  the  part  of  the  University  and 
Director  of  the  Clinic  on  the  part  of  the  Hospital.  The 
building  thus  provided  for  is  now  in  process  of  erection, 
and  the  clinic  will  be  ready  for  the  admission  of  patients 
and  for  the  instruction  of  students  in  1912. 


MEDICAL  ATTENTION  TO  STUDENTS 


By  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University 
taken  March  7th,  1904,  the  appointment  of  an  official  med- 
ical adviser  to  the  students  of  the  Medical  Department 
was  authorized.  This  officer  is  to  have  a  definite  hour  for 
consultation,  and  when  requested,  is  expected  to  visit  in 
their  own  homes,  such  students  as  are  too  ill  to  meet  him 
at  his  consultation  hour,  and  to  obtain,  when  necessary, 
the  services  of  specialists  for  special  examination  and 
treatment.  This  service  is  without  cost  to  the  students, 
the  salary  of  the  Adviser  being  paid  by  the  University. 
Dr.  F.  J.  Sladen,  Eesident  Physician  to  the  Hospital  and 
Associate  in  Medicine  in  the  University,  holds  this  posi- 
tion for  the  present  academic  year. 

In  order  to  guard  more  carefully  the  health  of  the  stu- 
dents, the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Medical  Faculty  decided, 
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in  1909,  that  all  entering  students  would  be  asked  to 
undergo  a  medical  examination.  A  careful  physical  ex- 
amination is  made  and  the  results  are  recorded  and  placed 
upon  file.  If  the  results  are  unsatisfactory  the  student 
is  given  appropriate  advice  in  regard  to  his  future  work. 
During  the  month  of  October  each  student  is  expected  to 
report  to  one  of  a  group  of  selected  physicians  for  this 
purpose. 

A  competent  physician  has  also  been  appointed  to 
supervise  the  hygienic  conditions  of  all  boarding  houses 
which  advertise  for  the  patronage  of  the  students.  A  list 
of  such  houses  as  satisfy  his  requirements  is  posted  in 
the  office  of  the  Medical  School. 

MICROSCOPES 


The  character  of  the  practical  work  requires  that  each 
student  during  each  year  of  the  course,  shall  be  supplied 
with  a  microscope,  and  every  student  is  recommended  to 
purchase  one.  Any  student  who  does  not  possess  a  micro- 
scope may  obtain  one  from  the  school  upon  the  payment 
of  a  small  yearly  rental.  A  microscope  thus  rented  is 
given  entirely  into  the  charge  of  the  student,  but  it  must 
be  returned  in  good  condition  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Microscopes  are  not  provided  in  the  graduate  courses. 
A  limited  number  of  microscopes  including  immersion 
lens,  may  be  rented  from  the  Eegistrar  for  these  courses, 
at  the  rate  of  f  7.00.  Those  who  rent  microscopes  will  be 
required  to  deposit  $10.00  to  cover  any  possible  damage 
to  the  stand  or  lenses.  This  money  will  be  returned  at 
the  end  of  the  course  if  the  microscope  is  not  injured. 

REGISTRATION 


Students  in  the  undergraduate  courses  must  register 
at  the  Dean's  office  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  and  pay 
their  fees  for  the  first  trimester. 
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Graduate  students,  after  receiving  permission  from  the 
Heads  of  Departments  to  enter  any  course  under  their 
supervision,  must  register  at  the  Dean's  office  before  en- 
tering such  courses.  Upon  payment  of  the  requisite  fees 
a  card  will  be  issued  stating  the  courses  which  the  holder 
is  entitled  to  take.  This  card  must  be  presented  to  the 
instructor  in  charge  of  each  course  at  the  beginning  of 
the  class-work  in  order  that  the  holder  may  be  recognized 
as  a  member  of  the  class  and  receive  due  credit  for  the 
course. 

LIBRARIES 


The  University  Library  contains  164,593  volumes,  se- 
lected in  recent  years  with  reference  to  the  instruction 
here  given.     It  is  arranged  in  several  collections. 

The  works  relating  to  medicine  are  placed  in  special 
libraries  in  the  main  building  of  the  Hospital  and  in  the 
Medical  School  building,  and  are  readily  accessible  to  stu- 
dents and  to  the  workers  in  the  laboratories.  The  leading 
medical  periodicals  of  the  world  are  regularly  received 
and  complete  sets  of  the  more  important  journals  are  on 
the  shelves. 

Other  libraries  of  Baltimore  are  the  Peabody  (181,000 
volumes),  the  Pratt  (280,297  volumes),  the  Medical  and 
Chirurgical  Faculty  (25,000  volumes),  and  the  New  Mer- 
cantile (83,000  volumes).  With  the  exception  of  the  last- 
named  these  libraries  are  open  to  students  of  the  Medical 
School  without  charge. 

Washington  is  so  near  that  its  libraries  and  museums 
may  be  easily  visited.  Among  the  chief  institutions  of 
interest  to  students  are:  The  Smithsonian  Institute  and 
National  Museum,  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Army 
Medical  and  Surgical  Museum,  the  Library  of  the  Sur- 
geon-General's office,  and  the  Libraries  of  the  Depart- 
ments and  Bureaus.

These  opportunities  vary  from  year 
to  year  and  for  the  different  subjects.  The  details  in 
regard  to  graduate  courses  during  the  present  session  will 
be  found  below  at  the  end  of  the  description  of  the  course 
of  instruction  in  each  department. 


PUBLICATIONS 


The  Bulletin  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  issued 
monthly,  and  now  in  the  twenty-third  year  of  its  publi- 
cation, contains  articles  by  those  connected  with  the  Medi- 
cal School  and  Hospital  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Hos- 
pital Societies.  The  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  Reports,  of 
which  sixteen  volumes  have  been  completed,  contain  the 
larger  monographs  and  results  of  researches  in  the  Hos- 
pital and  the  laboratories  of  the  Medical  School.

Courses  of  instruction  are  provided  in  various  anatom- 
ical sciences — embryology,  histology,  microscopic  anat 
omy,  neurology  and  gross  human  anatomy — and  opportu- 
nities are  afforded  for  advanced  work  and  investigation  in 
these  sciences. 

The  required  courses  (I,  II  and  III)  for  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  may  be  completed 
during  the  first  year  of  the  medical  course. 

Students  who  have  completed  the  required  course  in 
anatomy  may  elect  any  of  the  courses  in  this  department. 

Physicians  and  students  not  candidates  for  a  medical 
degree  may  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  courses  by  special 
arrangements  with  the  instructors  and  may  undertake 
advanced  work  and  original  research.

The  course  in  physiology  extends  from  January  of  the 
first  year  to  January  of  the  second  year.  By  this  ar- 
rangement of  the  course  the  student  is  enabled  to  make 
considerable  progress  in  anatomy  and  histology  before 
beginning  his  work  in  physiology. 

The  work  consists  of  a  systematic  course  of  lectures 
covering  the  subject  of  animal  physiology,  experimental 
work  in  the  laboratory,  demonstrations  and  recitations. 
The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  experiments  and  demon- 
strations in  the  lecture  room.  Recitations  are  held  upon 
the  subject-matter  covered  by  the  lectures  and  laboratory 
work. 

The  course  as  arranged  for  1912-1913  is  as  follows : 

I.  Physiology  of  Secretion,  Digestion  and  Nutri- 
tion— 1912.  Dr.  Howell,  twice  weekly  from  October  to 
January.     Second  year  medical  class.     One-half  unit. 
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II.  Laboratory  Course  in  Experimental  Physiol- 
ogy. Drs.  Howell,  Hooker,  and  Snyder.  Two  mornings 
and  two  afternoons  weekly  during  the  first  and  the  third 
trimesters.  Half  of  the  class  takes  this  course  in  the 
third  trimester  of  the  first  year,  and  the  other  half  dur- 
ing the  first  trimester  of  the  second  year.  This  labora- 
tory course  is  arranged  to  occupy  twelve  hours  a  week 
for  about  twelve  weeks.     Two  and  one-half  units. 

III.  Physiology  of  Muscle  and  Nerve,  Central 
Nervous  System,  and  Special  Sense — 1913.  Dr.  Howell, 
three  times  weekly  during  the  second  trimester.  First 
year  medical  class.     One-half  unit. 

IV.  Physiology  op  Blood,  Circulation  and  Eespira- 
tion — 1913.  Dr.  Hooker.  Recitations  and  Demonstra- 
tions. Twice  weekly  during  the  third  trimester.  First 
year  medical  class.     One-half  unit. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  exercises,  students  are 
given  opportunities  to  participate  in  the  more  advanced 
courses,  intended  primarily  as  graduate  work.  These 
courses  are  as  follows : 

V.  Journal  Club.  One  hour  weekly  during  the  year. 
Those  who  participate  in  the  work  of  this  course  are  ex- 
pected to  report  from  time  to  time  upon  papers  of  physi- 
ological interest  that  may  appear  in  current  journals. 

VI.  Physiological  Seminary.  One  hour  weekly  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  object  of  the  Seminary  work  is  to 
study  carefully,  by  means  of  lectures  or  readings,  some 
special  part  of  physiology,  the  topics  chosen  varying  each 
year. 

VII.  Advanced  Laboratory  Course.  This  course  is 
not  limited  as  to  time  or  amount  of  work  except  that 
assistance  from  the  professor  of  physiology  must  be 
arranged  for  by  definite  engagements.  The  instruction  is 
given  individually  and  may  involve  undertaking  a  definite 
investigation.

Individual  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  methods  used 
in  physiological  demonstrations  and  research.  Especial 
attention  will  be  paid  to  the  methods  employed  in  the 
study  of  the  circulation.     Fee  f  50.00. 

Physiological  Chemistry 

Walter  Jones,  Ph.  D.,  Professor  of  Physiological  Chemistry. 
Eli  K.  Marshall,  Jr.,  Ph.  D.,  Assistant  in  Physiological  Chem- 
istry. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  is  given  by  laboratory  work, 
lectures,  demonstrations,  and  conferences  of  a  less  formal 
character.  The  work  in  the  laboratory  is  conducted  in 
two  sections  which  meet  in  the  third  trimester  of  the  first 
year,  and  in  the  first  trimester  of  the  second  year  re- 
spectively. The  exercises  are  conducted  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays,  from  10  to  1  in  the  morning,  and  from  2  to  5 
in  the  afternoon. 

I.  Laboratory  Work.  Professor  Jones  and  Dr.  Mar- 
shall. 

(a)  A  short  preliminary  course  on  the  chemistry  of 
various  substances,  such  as  proteids,  which  are  usually 
not  familiar  to  the  students  of  pure  chemistry  but  which 
should  be  understood  in  order  that  he  may  intelligently 
execute  the  work  that  follows. 
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(5)  A  course  of  qualitative  analysis  in  which  some  ex- 
amination is  made  of  nearly  every  tissue  and  fluid  of  the 
body.  Blood,  liver,  milk  (colostrom),  muscle,  gastric 
juice,  adipose  tissue,  bone  and  bile  receive  special  atten- 
tion, and  whenever  material  is  available  a  study  is  made 
of  pathological  fluids  and  concretions.  The  order  adopted 
in  this  consideration  of  the  chemical  topography  of  the 
body  is  arranged  to  emphasize  so  far  as  possible,  the 
chemical  processes  which  are  going  on  in  the  body. 

(c)  A  study  of  those  physiological  chemical  processes 
that  can  be  closely  imitated  outside  the  body,  as  the  action 
of  enzymes,  salivary,  pancreatic,  and  gastric  digestion. 

(d)  Class  experiments.  Demonstrations  by  the  in- 
structor in  which  the  entire  class  usually  takes  part. 

(e)  Quantitative  analysis.  Determination  of  normal 
and  pathological  constituents  of  urine;  analysis  of  milk, 
gastric  juice,  stomach-washing,  air,  water,  and  foods.  An 
attempt  is  made  here  to  famil  arize  the  student  with  the 
chemical  technique  required  for  metabolism  experiments. 

(/)  Examination  of  the  faeces  with  special  references 
to  putrefactive  processes. 

II.  Conferences.  Professor  Jones  and  Dr.  Marshall. 
Informal  conferences  are  held  at  which  the  laboratory 
work  is  discussed  and  the  progress  and  needs  of  the  stu- 
dents are  considered.  Here  also  the  late  literature  that 
bears  directly  on  the  work  is  reviewed. 

III.  Lectures.  Professor  Jones.  A  brief  survey  of 
the  entire  province  of  physiological  chemistry.  Emphasis 
is  given  to  that  part  of  the  subject  which  for  obvious 
reasons  must  be  omitted  from  a  laboratory  course. 

IV.  Organic  Chemistry.  Dr.  Marshall.  An  elective 
course  consisting  of  two  lectures  a  week  during  the  first 
trimester.  Thursday  and  Friday,  12  to  1  p.  m.  Two- 
fifths  unit. 
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Graduate  Courses 

Physiological  Chemistry,  Elementary.  March  15  to 
June  1,  every  afternoon.  Professor  Jones  and  Dr. 
Marshall. 

A  limited  number  of  physicians  or  others  who  have  had 
the  requisite  preliminary  training  in  chemistry  will  be 
received  for  the  laboratory  course  and  lectures  given  to 
the  medical  students.

I.  Pharmacology.  An  elective  course  in  this  subject 
occupying  one  afternoon  a  week  is  offered  in  the  second 
trimester  of  the  year.  The  physiological  action  of  a  se- 
lected list  of  drugs  and  poisons  is  made  the  subject  of  this 
course  and  the  afternoon's  work,  performed  by  the  stu- 
dent under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  instructor,  is 
preceded  by  brief  statements  of  the  significance  and  bear- 
ing of  the  experiment  in  hand.  The  aim  of  this  course  is 
to  give  a  clear  idea  of  the  general  principles  and  of  the 
more  important  phenomena  involved  in  the  study  of  phar- 
macology. 
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During  the  second  trimester  a  course  of  lectures  with 
demonstrations  and  recitations  covering  the  subject  of 
pharmacology  is  given  from  9  to  10  a.  m.  three  days,  and 
from  12  to  1,  two  days  of  the  week.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
this  course  to  treat  the  subject  in  a  manner  adapted  to 
the  needs  of  the  medical  student.  As  this  course  requires 
much  outside  reading  it  will  be  estimated  at  one  and  two- 
fifths  units. 

II.  Therapeutics.  Dr.  Leonard  G.  Kowntree.  The 
course  extends  through  the  third  and  fourth  years.  It 
consists  of  practical  demonstrations  as  far  as  possible. 

In  the  third  year  the  course  consists  largely  of  the 
study  of  methods.  Practical  therapeutic  measures,  such 
as  hydrotherapy,  bleeding,  etc.,  are  demonstrated.  The 
various  groups  of  medicines,  for  example  diuretics,  are 
taken  up  and  their  indications  discussed.  In  the  fourth 
year  the  work  is  a  continuation  of  that  in  the  third  year. 
The  general  care  of  patients  in  the  treatment  of  special 
diseases  is  considered.  The  diets  of  patients  and  the 
methods  of  preparing  the  simpler  foods  are  described. 
As  far  as  possible  the  work  is  practical  and  is  given  in 
connection  with  the  course  in  general  medicine,  so  that 
the  study  of  treatment  goes  along  with  the  regular  clini- 
cal work. 

III.  Toxicology.  An  elective  laboratory  course  in  this 
subject  is  offered  in  the  second  trimester.  The  course  oc- 
cupies one  afternoon  a  week  during  the  trimester  and 
deals  with  the  subjects  both  from  the  chemical  and  medi- 
cal points  of  view. 

IV.  Pharmacy.  Pharmacy  is  treated  by  a  special  in- 
structor, in  a  course  of  demonstrations  and  lectures,  once 
weekly  for  three  months.  Weights  and  measures,  incom- 
patibles,  special  points  relating  to  prescriptions  and  the 
official  pharmacopoeial  preparations  are  fully  dealt  with. 
The  more  important  preparations  are  made  before  the 
class. 
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V.  Practical  Course  in  Pharmacy.  An  elective 
course  designed  especially  for  students  in  the  third  year. 
Friday  afternoon,  2  to  4.30.  Second  trimester.  All  typi- 
cal pharmacopceial  preparations  are  made  and  all  typical 
prescriptions  are  compounded  by  each  student.  One-half 
unit. 

Graduate  Course 

Pharmacology  and  Experimental  Therapeutics,  Ad- 
vanced. Professor  J.  J.  Abel  and  Drs.  Voegtlin  and 
Rowntree. 

Those  who  have  had  the  necessary  preliminary  training 
and  who  desire  to  do  work  of  a  special  character  will  be 
received  at  any  time  during  the  academic  year.

General  and  special  pathological  anatomy  and  histol 
°gy?  general  pathology,  and  bacteriology  are  taught  by 
laboratory  work,  demonstrations,  recitations  and  lectures. 
The  courses  in  pathology  come  in  the  first  and  second  tri- 
mesters of  the  second  year;  those  in  bacteriology  in  the 
third  trimester  of  the  first  year.  The  laboratory  work 
occupies  three  half-days  a  week. 

I.  The  Conduct  op  Autopsies.  Drs.  Whipple,  Winter- 
nitz and  Staff.     The  autopsies  are  made  in  the  Patho-

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logical  building  and  are  witnessed  by  the  students  of  the 
second,  third  and  fourth  years.  Students  are  permitted 
to  assist  at  post-mortem  examinations  and  are  instructed 
in  the  methods  of  making  such  examinations  and  of  re- 
cording the  results  in  proper  protocols. 

II.  Demonstrations  in  Gross  Morbid  Anatomy.  Drs. 
Whipple,  Winternitz  and  Staff,  12-1,  twice  a  week  in 
two  divisions  during  the  1st  and  3rd  trimester,  and  three 
times  a  week  in  three  divisions  during  the  2nd  trimester. 
The  gross  morbid  specimens,  collected  during  the  week, 
are  demonstrated  to  students  of  the  second  year.  In  ad- 
dition, fresh  and  museum  specimens  are  exhibited  in  the 
course  in  pathological  histology  to  illustrate  the  macro- 
scopical  appearances  of  the  morbid  conditions  studied  by 
the  microscope. 

III.  Bacteriology.  Professor  Welch,  Professor  Ford 
and  Dr.  Shippen,  third  trimester  (March  15  to  June  1), 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings,  first  year  class. 
This  is  a  practical  laboratory  course  in  which  the  students 
become  familiar  with  the  preparation  of  culture  media, 
the  principles  of  sterilization  and  disinfection,  the  meth- 
ods of  cultivating,  staining,  and  studying  bacteria,  the 
biological  examination  of  air,  water,  and  soil,  and  the 
important  species  of  pathogenic  micro-organisms.  The 
hygienic  as  well  as  the  pathological  relations  of  bacteri- 
ology are  considered. 

IV.  Lectures  on  Infection  and  Immunity.  Profes- 
sor Welch,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  4  to  5,  third  trimes- 
ter, first  year  class.  During  the  months  of  practical  work 
in  bacteriology  lectures  are  given  devoted  mainly  to  the 
consideration  of  subjects  pertaining  to  infection  and 
immunity. 

V.  General  Pathology,  Pathological  Anatomy  and 
Pathological  Histology.  Professor  Welch,  Professor 
Whipple  and  Drs.  Winternitz,  Kline,  Davis  and  Steven- 
son. Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons,  2  to 
5,  during  the  first  and  second  trimesters,  second  year 
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class.  The  subjects  are  covered,  as  far  as  practicable, 
by  demonstrations,  lectures  and  laboratory  work.  Path- 
ological histology  is  taught  as  a  part  of  pathological  an- 
atomy, the  description  and  demonstration  of  gross  lesions 
being  followed  by  their  miscroscopical  examination. 

VI.  Eecitations.  Professor  Welch,  Mondays  at  12, 
throughout  the  year.  Weekly  recitations  cover  the  work 
done  by  the  students  of  the  first  and  of  the  second  years 
in  their  laboratory  exercises,  in  bacteriology  and  in  path- 
ology, as  well  as  subjects  treated  in  lectures  and  those 
reserved  more  especially  for  text-book  study. 

VII.  Advanced  Work  and  Special  Research.  Oppor- 
tunity is  afforded  to  those  suitably  trained  to  pursue 
advanced  work  and  special  research  in  pathological  anat- 
omy and  histology,  experimental  pathology,  and  bacteri- 
ology. For  these  purposes  the  pathological  laboratory  is 
equipped  with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  material. 

Experimental  Pathology

The  department  of  experimental  pathology  has  been  es- 
tablished, on  the  basis  of  courses  already  given,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  instruction  concerning  the  abnormal  ac- 
tivities of  organs  which  result  from  pathological  lesions. 

This  work  is  largely  experimental  and  obviously  closely 
allied  to  experimental  medicine  and  physiology.  The 
course  will  consist  of  informal  lectures,  experiments, 
operations  and  demonstrations  given  during  the  second 
trimester  on  Thursdays  9-12  a.  m. 

The  main  object  of  the  course  is  to  give  students  ele- 
mentary training  in  the  methods  of  research :  not  to  give 
a  fixed  series  of  demonstrations  dealing  with  any  one 
organ  or  system.  The  exercises  will  be  concerned  chiefly 
with  the  problems  which  are  interesting  the  workers  at 
the  Hunterian  Laboratory  so  that  the  entire  group  may 
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be  familiar  with  all  the  problems  under  investigation] 
For  this  reason  it  is  desired  that  the  students  taking 
course  may  proceed  with  independent  investigation  of 
problems  which  are  closely  related  to  the  work  alrea 
progress.  Facilities  for  this  work  will  be  available  dur- 
ing the  entire  year.  Room  is  available  for  a  limited  num- 
ber of  advanced  workers  who  may  desire  to  investigate 
problems  in  experimental  pathology.

The  teaching  is  in  the  dispensary,  in  the  clinical  labora- 
tories, in  the  wards,  and  in  the  clinical  amphitheatre.  In 
place  of  systematic  didactic  teaching,  there  has  been  intro- 
duced a  plan  of  practical  instruction,  by  which  the  student 
is  brought  directly  in  contact  with  the  patients,  and 
taught,  from  the  outset,  how  to  recognize,  and  treat,  dis- 
ease, as  it  occurs  in  nature,  not  in  books. 
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A.   Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Third  Trimester  of  the 
Second  Year. 

1.  Introduction  to  the  Study  op  Clinical  Medicine. 
Lecture  course  by  Professor  Barker.  This  course  will 
deal  especially  with.  "The  Art  of  Examining  Patients." 
Wednesdays,  at  9  a.  m. 

2.  Elementary  Physical  Diagnosis.  Professors  Thayer 
and  Futcher  and  Br.  Hamman,  assisted  by  Drs.  F.  E. 
Smith,  Hamburger,  Pleasants,  Chatard,  Larned,  H.  L. 
Smith,  Greeubaum  and  Macht,  after  March  fifteenth, 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays,  10  a.  m. 

This  course  consists  of  demonstrative  and  practical 
exercises,  illustrating  the  simpler  methods  of  physical  ex- 
ploration of  the  normal  organs  of  the  chest  and  abdomen, 
especial  attention  being  paid  to  topographical  percussion. 

In  connection  with  this  course,  a  series  of  demonstra- 
tions to  illustrate  the  surface  and  other  relationships  of 
the  thoracic  and  abdominal  viscera  will  be  given  on  the 
cadaver. 

3.  Medical  Physiology.  Dr.  Hirschfelder.  Lectures  and 
demonstrations  on  man  and  animals,  introductory  to  the 
study  of  clinical  medicine.  Mondays,  2-5  p.  m.  Third 
trimester. 

4.  Applications  of  Biology  to  Internal  Medicine. 
Dr.  Clough.    One  lecture  weekly. 

5.  Applications  of  Pharmacology  to  Internal  Medi- 
cine.   Dr.  Eowntree.    One  lecture  weekly. 

6.  Applications  of  Chemistry  to  Internal  Medicine. 
Dr.  Sellards.    One  lecture  weekly. 

B.     Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Third  Year. 

7.  General  Physical  Diagnosis.  In  sections,  Mon- 
days, Wednesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays  from  10-12. 

The  course  is  in  charge  of  Associate  Professor  Futcher 
v.iih   the  assistance  of  Associate  Professor  Boggs,  Drs. 
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F.  R.  Smith,  Brown,  Hamburger,  Hamman,  Pleasants, 
Leutscher,  Chatard,  H.  L.  Smith,  Larned,  Greenbaum, 
Wolman,  Leopold,  Macht  and  Sloan. 

a.  In  the  first  half-year,  practical  and  demonstrative 
exercises  in  history-taking,  and  in  physical  diagnosis  of 
diseases  of  the  chest,  are  held. 

The  class  is  divided  into  groups,  comprising  five  or  six 
students.  Each  section  has  two  exercises,  of  two  hours, 
each,  a  week.  The  exercises  are  held  in  the  dispensary  and 
consist  in  the  practical  study  of  the  physical  signs  of  dis- 
eases of  the  heart  and  lungs. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  on  four  days  of  the 
week,  a  quarter  of  the  class,  in  rotation,  spends  two  hours 
in  the  dispensary,  getting  practical  instruction  in  history 
taking. 

b.  In  the  second  half-year: 

ha.  Dispensary  practice.  During  the  second  half-year, 
the  students  take  part  in  the  regular  dispensary  practice. 
Each  case  coming  to  the  dispensary  is  assigned  to  a  stu- 
dent, who  takes  the  history,  makes  the  physical  examina- 
tion, and  reports  to  one  of  the  instructors,  who  reviews  his 
work.  Each  section  has  one  exercise,  of  two  hours,  a 
week. 

After  March  15,  the  third-year  students  will  obtain 
practical  instruction  in  physical  diagnosis  at  City  Hos- 
pital and  Bay  View.  This  work  will  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Associate  Professor  Boggs  and  assistants. 

bb.  Practical  demonstrative  exercises  in  physical 
diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  abdomen.  The  class  is  divided 
into  four  sections,  each  section  having  one  exercise  of  two 
hours  a  week. 

c.  Weekly  recitations  on  physical  diagnosis,  on  Fri- 
days, 11-12  m.  The  entire  third  year  class  meets  As- 
sociate Professor  Futcher,  once  a  week,  for  an  hour's 
recitation.  In  this  exercise,  the  ground  passed  over  in 
the  earlier  courses  is  covered  in  a  systematic  manner. 
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8.  Weekly  Kecitations  on  General  Medicine.  Tues- 
days, 4.30  to  5.30,  October  to  January  1;  Wednesdays, 
4.30  to  5.30  p.  m.,  January  1  to  June  1.  The  subjects  are 
assigned  and  the  recitations  conducted  by  the  Resident 
Physician,  Dr.  Sladen,  or  by  some  other  member  of  the 
staff. 

9.  General  Symptomatology  of  Disease.  Professor 
Barker,  Professor  Thayer  and  Associate  Professor 
Futcher.  At  twelve  o'clock  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  the  students  of  the  third  year  meet  for  a 
general  clinic  in  the  medical  amphitheatre.  The  students, 
in  rotation,  examine  selected  cases.  The  teaching  consists 
in  (a)  thorough  consideration  of  the  clinical  features  of 
the  case;  (b)  brief  discussion  of  the  symptoms;  (c)  re- 
ports by  each  student  upon  the  case  which  he  examines 
and  whose  further  progress  he  follows,  either  by  personal 
visits  outside,  or,  if  the  patient  is  admitted  to  the  Hos- 
pital, by  observation  in  the  wards;  (d)  on  the  last  class 
day  of  each  month  a  clinical  "round-up,"  when  the  stu- 
dent, whose  turn  it  happens  to  be,  reports  on  the  work 
of  the  month;  (e)  short  papers  on  definite  themes  given 
to  the  students  and  relating  to  subjects  which  come  up 
in  the  course  of  the  examination  of  patients. 

10.  Summer  Work  in  Dispensary.  After  the  comple- 
tion of  the  third  year  the  students  have  an  opportunity 
to  assist  in  the  dispensary  during  the  summer  months. 
Dr.  T.  B.  Futcher  arranges  the  rotation  of  the  groups,  and, 
with  the  other  members  of  the  department,  gives  instruc- 
tion in  the  method  of  taking  histories  and  making  exami- 
nations. 

11.  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  Dr.  Guthrie,  assisted  by 
Dr.  Miller,  conducts,  throughout  the  session,  during  two 
afternoons  of  the  week,  a  class  in  microscopical  and 
chemical  diagnosis.  The  course  is  a  systematic  one,  in 
which  the  students  are  trained  in  the  methods  of  exam- 
ining blood,  sputum,  gastric  contents,  urine,  faeces,  etc. 
Considerable  work  is  required  outside  the  regular  class 
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hours.      The   required   course  extends   from   October  to 
March  15. 

One  of  the  large  rooms  of  the  clinical  laboratory  is 
devoted  exclusively  to  the  third  year  students.  Each 
student  has  his  own  place  in  the  laboratory,  with  locker, 
microscope,  reagents,  etc. 

12.  Advanced  Work  in  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  An 
elective  course  in  the  third  trimester.  Two  afternoons  a 
week  for  one-half  trimester.     Dr.  Guthrie. 

13.  The  Saturday  Clinic.  On  Saturday  at  12,  the  third 
year  students  meet  with  those  of  the  fourth  year  for  Pro- 
fessor Barker's  clinic  in  the  medical  amphitheatre  of  the 
Hospital.  Cases  of  especial  interest  are  shown  and  dis- 
cussed. 

14.  Clinical  and  Pathological  Conference.  On  Fri- 
day at  4.30  p.  m.,  a  clinical  and  pathological  conference 
is  held  by  Professor  Thayer  and  Dr.  Whipple,  to  which 
the  third  year  students  are  invited.  This  is  set  forth  in 
the  description  of  the  fourth  year  work. 

15.  Clinical  Work  at  Bay  View,  third  trimester.  Dr, 
Boggs.

C.    Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Fourth  Tear 

The  students  are  divided  into  three  equal  groups,  each 
group  serving  for  three  months,  successively,  in  the  med- 
ical, surgical,  and  elective  divisions  of  the  Hospital,  and 
visiting  the  special  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

16.  Ward  Work.  Of  the  three  groups  into  which  the 
class  is  divided,  the  members  of  the  medical  group  serve 
for  three  months  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  medical  wards  of 
the  Hospital.  A  number  of  beds  are  assigned  to  each 
student,  who  takes  the  history  of  new  cases,  keeps 
the  notes,  and,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
medical  staff,  makes  the  necessary  examinations.  The 
clinical  clerks  have  access  to  the  wards  from  8  a.  m.  to 
G  p.  m.     They  accompany  the  professors  in  the  ward  visits, 
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read  the  histories  of  new  cases,  are  questioned  as  to  the 
results  of  their  examinations,  and  receive  special  instruc- 
tion. 

Each  student  during  the  trimester,  in  addition  to  the 
ordinary  routine  work,  is  encouraged  to  make  studies 
with  some  especial  method  and  to  make  a  report  of  his 
experiences  with  it. 

17.  Ward  Classes.  Forenoons,  the  ward  visits  are 
made  by  the  professors  and  their  assistants.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  class  are  taught  the  methods  of  examination, 
the  progress  of  the  cases  is  followed,  and  instruction  is 
given  in  the  methods  of  treatment. 

18.  The  Saturday  Clinic.  At  12  o'clock,  on  Saturdays, 
the  fourth  year  students  attend  a  general  medical  clinic 
given  by  Professor  Barker  in  the  amphitheatre.  The 
clinical  clerks  read  the  histories  of  the  new  cases  brought 
before  the  class,  and  report  on  the  progress  of  cases  pre- 
viously shown. 

19.  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  A  large  room  of  the  clin- 
ical laboratory  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  fourth  year 
class.  Here  each  student  has  a  place  with  microscope, 
reagents,  etc.,  throughout  the  session,  and  can  engage  in 
any  special  work. 

20.  Clinical  and  Pathological  Conference.  On  Fri- 
day at  4.30,  a  clinical  and  pathological  conference  is  held 
throughout  the  academic  year  by  Professor  Thayer  and 
Dr.  Whipple  in  the  Pathological  Laboratory.  Abstracts 
of  the  histories  of  the  fatal  cases  with  the  differential 
diagnosis  made  before  the  autopsy  are  read.  The  speci- 
mens from  the  autopsy  are  then  demonstrated,  after  which 
there  is  a  general  discussion  of  the  case. 

21.  Nature  of  Infection  and  Immunity.  Lectures 
and  demonstrations.  Two  hours  per  week.  Second  tri- 
mester.    Dr.  Clough. 

22.  Special  Methods  of  Investigation  of  Infectious 
Diseases.     (Physicians  and  students  of  third  and  fourth 
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year.)  Laboratory  exercises,  two  afternoons  per  week. 
Second  trimester.     Dr.  Clough. 

23.  Medical  Bacteriology.    Drs.  Austrian  and  Major. 
This  elective  course  is  open  to  a  limited  number  of 

members  of  the  Medical  Section,  each  trimester.  A  lec- 
ture and  demonstration  will  be  given  once  a  week,  2.00  to 
3.00  p.  m.,  Tuesday.  At  suitable  times  during  the  week 
opportunity  will  be  given  to  a  small  number  to  do,  under 
supervision,  the  bacteriology  of  the  wards.  In  this  way, 
practical  work  is  possible  in  blood  cultures,  agglutinative 
and  other  serum  tests,  cultures  from  throat,  sputum, 
urine,  stool,  pleural  and  pericardial  effusions,  fluids  from 
the  peritoneal  cavity  and  joints,  and  cerebro-spinal  fluids. 

24.  Elementary  Course  in  the  Phipps  Dispensary 
for  Tuberculosis.  Drs.  Wolman  and  Austrian.  First 
trimester.  Two  days  a  week,  10-12.  (Any  morning  except 
Tuesday  or  Friday.)  Elective  course.  Limited  to  four 
students. 

25.  Advanced  Course  in  the  Phipps  Dispensary  for 
Tuberculosis.  Drs.  Hamman,  Wolman  and  Austrian. 
Third  trimester.  Elective  Course.  Limited  to  four 
students. 

(a)  Clinical  portion  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  10-12  m. 

(b)  Laboratory  portion  two  afternoons  a  week  from 
2-5  p.  m. 

(c)  Seminary,  one  hour  a  week,  Fridays  from  4-5  p.  m. 

26.  Extramural  Course  in  the  Study  op  Tubercu- 
losis.

31.  Medical  Aspects  of  Joint  Diseases.  Elective 
course.  One  hour  a  week.  First  trimester.  Tuesday,  12-1. 
Professor  Barker. 

32.  Clinic  in  Pulmonary  Diseases.  Elective  course. 
One  hour  a  week.  Monday,  12-1.  Third  trimester.  Dr. 
Hamman. 

33.  Advanced  Work  and  Research  in  Inner  Medicine. 
Students  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  may,  if  well 
fitted  for  it,  and  with  the  permission  of  Professor  Barker 
or  Professor  Thayer,  undertake  advanced  work  and  re- 
search in  internal  medicine  (see  below,  Medicine,  Ad- 
vanced Work  and  Research  as  opposed  to  graduate  stu- 
dents.) 

graduate  courses 

University  Courses 

These  courses  are  of  two  kinds,  elementary  and  ad- 
vanced. The  elementary  course  will  cover  the  subject  as 
usually  given  to  undergraduates  in  medicine,  and  the  work 
may  be  done  with  the  medical  classes.  The  advanced 
courses  will  be  given  only  to  those  who  are  prepared  to 
undertake  special  studies,  and  the  work  will  be  done  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  the  instructor  in  charge  of  the 
course. 

34.  Medicine.  Elementary.  A  limited  number  of  phy- 
sicians will  be  admitted  to  the  regular  class  exercise  in 
this  subject,  including  ward  rounds,  clinics,  and  the  work 
in  the  clinical  laboratory.    Fee  f  100.00  for  the  entire  year; 
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|50.00  for  a  half-year.    Applications  should  be  made  to 
Professor  Barker. 

35.  Medicine,  Advanced  Work  and  Research.  Physicians 
properly  trained  in  fundamental  methods  will  be  given 
opportunities  for  clinical  and  experimental  investigation. 
The  clinical  material  of  the  wards  and  dispensaries  as 
well  as  the  facilities  of  the 'clinical  laboratories  is  avail- 
able for  such  work.  On  application  to  Professor  Barker, 
and  presentation  of  evidence  of  fitness  to  undertake 
advanced  work  or  research,  investigations  may  be  carried 
on  in  (1)  the  wards  or  dispensary  (Dr.  Sladen,  Besident 
Physician),  (2)  the  general  clinical  laboratory  (Dr. 
Guthrie  in  charge),  (3)  the  biological  division  of  the 
medical  laboratory  (Dr.  Cloughin  charge),  (4)  the  physio- 
logical division  of  the  medical  laboratory  (Dr.  Hirsch- 
f elder  in  charge),  (5)  the  bio-chemical  division  of  the 
medical  laboratory  (Dr.  Sellards  in  charge),  or  (6)  in  the 
electrocardiographic  station  (Dr.  Bond  in  charge).  Op- 
portunities are  offered  for  special  studies  in  clinical  ob- 
servation and  in  experimental  pathology  and  therapy, 
especially  in  (a)  the  bacteriology  and  biology  of  the  in- 
fectious processes,  (6)  the  graphic  registration  of  the 
phenomena  of  disease,  and  other  applications  of  physio- 
logical methods  to  the  solution  of  unsolved  problems  of 
etiology,  diagnosis  and  therapy,  arising  at  the  bedside, 
and  (c)  the  application  of  chemical  methods  to  the  eluci- 
dation of  metabolic  problems.  The  advice  and  assistance 
of  the  professorial  staff  (Drs.

36.  Medicine.     Drs. ,  F.  J.  Sladen  and  C.  G. 

Guthrie,  June  1  to  July  1.     (Limited  to  twenty.)     Fee

The  whole  material  of  the  medical  service  will  be  avail- 
able for  this  class.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
study  of  the  general  methods  used  in  the  clinic. 

The  course  consists  of : 

I.  Ward  Rounds.  From  9  to  11  daily,  in  which  the 
teaching  is  entirely  clinical.     Dr.  Sladen. 

II.  Physical  Diagnosis.  The  general  methods  of  diag- 
nosis will  be  taken  up  and  special  attention  given  to 
diseases  of  the  thoracic  and  abdominal  organs.  At  least 
five  hours  a  week  are  devoted  to  this. 

III.  Clinical  Microscopy  and  Medical  Bacteriology. 
Dr.  Guthrie,  three  afternoons — nine  hours  a  week.  This 
course  consists  of  lectures,  demonstrations  and  especially 
of  practical  work.  All  of  the  available  specimens  of 
blood,  urine,  sputum,  gastric  contents  and  stools  are 
studied.  The  ordinary  methods  of  clinical  bacteriology 
will  be  demonstrated.

June  1st  to  July  1st.  Limited  to  six.  Fee,  $60.00.  The 
course  will  not  be  given  if  less  than  four  apply.  The  course 
will  consist  in  a  demonstration  of  the  changes  in  physical 
signs  accompanying  disease  of  the  thoracic  organs.     It  is 
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to  be  emphasized  that  the  object  of  the  course  is  not  to 
give  clinical  instruction  in  diseases  of  the  lungs  and 
heart,  but  to  point  out  the  physical  changes  that  such 
diseases  produce  and  to  give  the  student  an  opportunity 
to  familiarize  himself  with  the  commoner  methods  of 
detecting  these  changes.  It  is  aimed  to  make  the  course 
entirely  practical.  After  a  few  preliminary  demonstra- 
tions, the  students  will  be  given  cases  to  examine,  and 
their  results  will  then  be  controlled.  No  lectures  will  be 
given. 

The  course  will  comprise  five  exercises  a  week  on  Mon- 
day, Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  from  10 
a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.  An  invitation  will  be  extended,  to  those 
desiring  it,  to  spend  Saturday  mornings  in  assisting  in  the 
routine  work  of  the  tuberculosis  clinic.

The  teaching  is  in  the  dispensary,  in  the  wards  and 
operating  rooms  of  the  Hospital,  in  the  clinical  laboratory 
and  in  the  Hunterian  Laboratory  of  Experimental  Medi- 
cine. 

A  required  course  is  given  in  the  third  trimester  of  the 
second  year,  the  object  of  which  is  to  familiarize  the  stu- 
dents by  means  of  demonstrations  and  practical  exercises 
with  certain  points  in  surgical  technique. 

The  principal  subjects  of  the  third  year  are  the  general 
principles  of  surgery,  surgical  diagnosis,  surgical  path- 
ology and  operative  surgery. 

I.  Clinics.  A  weekly  clinic  is  given  by  Professor 
llalsted  for  students  in  the  third  and  fourth  years. 

Two  clinics  weekly  are  given  by  Professor  Finney  for 
the  third  year  class. 
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II.  Minor  Surgery.  Professor  Finney,  with  the  as- 
sistance of  Drs.  Follis,  Iglehart,  Pancoast,  Davis  and 
Fisher.     Twice  weekly,  in  sections,  in  the  dispensary. 

III.  Surgical  Diagnosis  and  Pathology.  Professor 
Bloodgood,  Wednesday,  2-4.30,  entire  year,  whole  class. 
Friday,  elective  course,  2-4.30  p.  m.  See  special  announce- 
ment for  elective  courses,  third  and  fourth  years. 

IV.  Operative  Surgery.  Elective,  once  weekly  from 
October  to  May.  A  five-hour  exercise  given  to  successive 
sections  in  the  Hunterian  laboratory. 

V.  Eecitations.  A  weekly  recitation  upon  assigned 
subjects  is  held  by  Dr.  Follis. 

The  work  of  the  fourth  year  consists  of : 

I.  Ward  Work.  The  members  of  each  of  the  three 
groups,  into  which  the  class  of  the  fourth  year  is  divided, 
serve  for  three  months  in  the  surgical  wards  of  the  Hos- 
pital. During  this  service  they  take  the  histories  of  cases 
and  act  as  surgical  dressers.  They  witness  and  assist  at 
operations  and  have  practice  in  operative  surgery. 

II.  Ward  Classes.  The  students  make  the  morning 
and  other  visits  to  the  wards  with  Professors  Halsted, 
Finney,  Young,  Baer  and  the  House  surgeon,  where  they 
receive  bedside  instruction. 

III.  Clinics.  A  weekly  clinic,  by  Professor  Halsted, 
Friday,  12  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

IV.  Surgical  Operating  Eoom.  To  each  group  of 
fourth-year  students  the  privileges  of  the  private  oper- 
ating rooms  are  extended  for  three  months. 

V.  Genito-Urinary  Surgery.  Professor  Young.  (For 
details,  see  page  159.) 

VI.  Eecitation.  Professor  Bloodgood.  Tuesday, 
11  to  12  m.  (entire  group). 

VII.  Orthopedic  Surgery.  Professor  Baer.  (For 
details,  see  p.  164.)

Surgical  Pathology.    Professor  J.  C.  Bloodgood. 

Graduate  physicians  can  enter  the  Surgical  Patho- 
logical Laboratory  at  any  time  for  special  instruction 
in  Surgical  Diagnosis  and  in  the  technique  of  frozen 
sections  and  the  preparation  of  Kaiserlin  specimens. 
The  work  is  so  arranged  that  they  can  spend  all  or  half 
of  the  entire  time  of  each  day.     The  fee  is  $100. 

Orthopedic  Surgery.  Dr.  W.  S.  Baer,  May  15  to  July 
15.  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday,  10  to 
12  m.     (Limited  to  ten.)     Fee,  $50. 

A  course  will  be  given  in  the  Orthopedic  Dispensary 
from  10  to  12  m.  on  the  days  noted,  in  which  the  students 
will  be  given  practical  work  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  orthopedic  affections.  Ward  rounds  covering 
this  class  of  cases  will  be  made  from  9  to  12  on  Monday 
mornings.  Special  opportunities  as  they  occur  at  this 
and  other  hospitals  will  be  announced  during  the  course, 
so  that  students  may  be  able  to  witness  orthopedic  oper- 
ations.

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Each  course  will  consist  of  daily  demonstrations  from 
11  a.  m.  to  12.30  p.  m.,  and  the  aim  of  the  course  is  to 
give  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  construction  and  manip- 
ulation of  the  X-ray  apparatus,  and  its  use  in  diagnosis 
and  treatment.

The  instruction  in  Obstetrics  is  given  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years.  The  third  year  work  is  obligatory  and 
must  be  taken  by  all  students,  while  that  of  the  fourth 
year  is  elective. 

THIRD    YEAR 

In  this  year  five  hours  a  week  are  devoted  to  the  sub- 
ject, and  the  time  is  divided  as  follows : 

I.  Kecitations  or  Exercises  with  the  Manikin. 
Thrice  weekly  throughout  the  year.  In  the  former  the 
general  principles  of  obstetrics  are  considered,  while  in 
the  latter,  which  are  interspersed  between  the  recitations, 
the  technique  of  obstetrical  examination  and  of  the 
various  operative  procedures  is  taught. 

II.  Practical  Instruction.  This  includes  the  deliv- 
ery of  a  limited  number  of  patients  in  the  ward,  the  ex- 
amination of  pregnant  women,  pelvimetry,  and  the  care 
of  the  woman  and  child  after  delivery. 

III.  Ward  classes  to  groups,  twice  weekly  throughout 
the  year. 

IV.  Elective  laboratory  courses  will  be  given  by  Drs. 
Slemons  and  Dodds  on  Friday  afternoons  from  2  to 
4.30,  during  each  of  the  first  two  trimesters.  In  these 
practical  instruction  is  given  in  the  anatomy  and  his- 
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tology  of  the  generative  organs,  as  well  as  in  the  pa- 
thology of  the  various  diseases  of  pregnancy,  labor  and 
the  puerperal  state. 

FOURTH    YEAR 

During  this  year  the  work  is  arranged  in  trimesters 
and  is  elective.  Classes  are  held  on  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Friday  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  and  patients  are  de- 
livered as  they  fall  into  labor.  Each  practical  course 
will  be  limited  to  ten  students,  and  the  work  will  be 
divided  as  follows: 

I.  Delivery  of  patients  in  the  ward  and  out-patient 
service  and  opportunity  to  witness  all  operations  per- 
formed in  the  department. 

II.  Ward  and  nursery  rounds. 

III.  Ante-  and  post-partum  examination  of  patients. 

IV.  Obstetrical  Seminary. 

V.  A  course  of  practical  instruction  in  contracted 
pelves. 

VI.  A  practical  and  laboratory  course  on  the  meta- 
bolism of  pregnancy  and  its  abnormalities. 

VII.  A  practical  and  laboratory  course  on  the  dis- 
eases and  feeding  of  the  newly  born  child. 

VIII.  Obstetrical  pathology  (elective).  Drs.  Slemons 
and  Dodds. 

A  credit  of  1%  units  will  be  allowed  for  the  regular 
class  work,  and  an  additional  unit  to  such  students  as 
may  deliver  10  or  more  patients  in  the  out-door  service.

6.  Lectures  in  gynecological  physiology  and  patho- 
logical physiology  for  fourth  year  students.    Dr.  Burnam. 

7.  Graduates  in  medicine  are  welcomed  at  all  the 
regular  clinics  throughout  the  year  upon  presenting  their 
cards. 

8.  Gynecological  Pathology.  This  embraces  a  thor- 
ough study  of  all  diseases  of  the  pelvic  structures. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  the  examination  of  scra- 
pings.    Professor  Cullen  and  Dr.  Hurdon. 

9.  Cystoscopic  Examinations.     (Limited  to  six.) 
Fifteen  clinics  covering  the  entire  subject  of  diseases 

of  the  urinary  tract  in  women.  Demonstrations  of  the 
newer  instruments  used  in  urinary  work.  This  course  is 
for  beginners  in  cystoscopy.    Dr.  G.  L.  Hunner.

Weekly  clinics  and 
discussions  during  the  second  and  third  trimester  (op- 
tional). Special  work  with  defectives  and  in  Medico- 
legal exercises.  Elective  work  in  the  Dispensary  and  in 
the  clinical  service.  Special  laboratory  work  in  general 
clinical  laboratory  methods,  neuropathology  and  psy- 
chology.

The  instruction  in  Hygiene  consists  of: 

1.  Didactic  lectures  given  to  the  students  of  the  third 
year  during  the  third  trimester.  These  lectures  are  de- 
signed to  cover  the  principal  facts  in  the  epidemiology  of 
the  infectious  diseases,  and  the  measures  which  may  be 
adopted  to  prevent  their  spread. 

The  water-borne  diseases,  such  as  Asiatic  cholera  and 
typhoid  fever,  the  insect-borne  diseases,  such  as  malaria 
yellow  fever,  and  typhus  fever,  the  social  diseases,  such 
as  tuberculosis  and  syphilis,  and  the  exanthemata  of 
childhood  are  considered  in  detail. 

Special  lectures  are  also  devoted  to  vital  statistics,  cli- 
mate, soil,  ventilation,  sewage  disposal,  sand  filtration, 
and  milk  control. 
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2.  Practical  Hygiene. 

A  laboratory  course  in  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis  of  water,  milk,  sewage,  and  disinfectants  with 
instruction  in  the  use  of  instruments  of  precision  is  given 
during  the  first  or  second  trimester  to  any  students  who 
have  completed  their  work  in  bacteriology.  Weekly  in- 
spections are  made  of  Public  Health  Institutions  in  Bal- 
timore and  Washington — such  as  the  Baltimore  Sewage 
Disposal  Plant;  The  Washington  Filtration  Plant;  The 
Walker-Gordon  Dairy  Farm ;  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  of 
the  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service;  and  the 
Laboratories  of  the  Maryland  and  Baltimore  Departments 
of  Health. 

3.  Special  Investigation.  A  limited  number  of  stu- 
dents are  taken  into  the  laboratory  for  advanced  work  in 
Hygiene  and  Bacteriology.  These  individuals  are  given 
special  problems  to  work  out  independently  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  instructors  in  the  department.  Special 
facilities  will  be  offered  medical  graduates  who  desire  to 
train  themselves  in  work  in  Public  Health. 

Medical  Zoology 

Charles  Wardell  Stiles,  Ph.  D.,  D.  Sc,  Lecturer  on  Medical 
Zoology  and  Professor  of  Zoology  to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service. 

Instruction  in  Medical  Zoology  is  given  to  students  of 
the  third  and  fourth  years  by  Dr.  Stiles.  It  consists  of  a 
course  of  twenty  lectures  on  the  medical  relations  of  ani- 
mals to  man  (animal  parasites,  animals  as  transmitters 
of  disease,  poisonous  snakes,  etc.)  ;  ten  lectures  are  given 
each  year,  illustrated  with  numerous  charts,  lantern 
slides,  and  specimens,  and  supplemented  by  practical  lab- 
oratory exercises  in  studying  both  live  and  preserved 
parasites,  examining  meat  for  trichinosis  and  in  the  diag- 
nosis of  various  zooparasite  diseases  by  microscopic 
examination  of  faeces.     The  parasites  are  studied  from  the 
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standpoints  of  zoology,   practical   medicine,   and   public 
health. 

Legal  Medicine 
William  W.  Ford,  M.  D.,  Lecturer  in  Legal  Medicine. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  is  given  in  the  third 
year.  The  lectures  are  intended  to  instruct  the  students 
not  only  in  the  actual  facts  of  applied  medicine  which 
constitutes  the  basis  of  the  work  of  the  medico-legal 
practitioner,  but  also  in  the  duties  of  the  medical  expert 
witness  and  his  relations  to  his  client  and  to  the  court. 

The  lectures  deal  with  sexual  transgressions,  abortion, 
infanticide,  &c,  with  the  circumstances  attendant  upon 
violent  death  in  its  various  forms  and  with  injuries  of  all 
sorts  mechanical  and  chemical,  and  with  the  medico-legal 
relations  of  insanity. 

Especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  methods  of  investi- 
gation and  protocol  writing  in  such  cases,  and  to  the  tech- 
nical means  by  which  suspected  marks,  stains  and  traces 
of  all  sorts  may  be  recognized.  Instruction  as  to  the 
character  of  medical  evidence  which  is  useful  and  admissi- 
ble in  court  and  as  to  its  presentation,  is  emphasized. 

History  and  Literature  op  Medicine 

The  Historical  Club  meets  once  a  month  throughout 
the  academic  year  in  the  medical  amphitheatre  of  the 
Hospital.  Old  and  rare  or  otherwise  historically  inter- 
esting books  are  exhibited  and  the  history  of  medical  doc- 
trines, of  epochs  in  medicine  and  of  the  lives  and  contribu- 
tions to  knowledge  of  eminent  medical  men,  and  other 
themes  pertaining  to  the  history  of  medicines  are  consid- 
ered. Many  students  avail  themselves  of  the  stimulating 
and  educational  advantages  afforded  by  the  meetings  of 
this  Club. 
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Instruction  in  Art  as  Applied  to  Medicine 

Max  Broedel,  Associate  Professor  of  Art  as  applied  to  Medicine. 

A.     Courses  for  Medical  Students. 

1.)  A  course  of  lectures  to  first  year  class  one  hour 
a  week  during  the  first  trimester.  This  course  is  intended 
to  give  general  instruction  in  the  elementary  principles 
of  drawing  and  sketching  as  an  aid  to  the  study  of 
medicine. 

2.)  A  short  course  in  artistic  anatomy  to  be  given 
during  the  second  trimester.  The  purpose  of  this  course 
is  to  supplement  the  study  of  the  cadaver  in  the  dissecting 
room. 

3.)  A  course  in  actual  drawing  open  to  students  of 
the  four  classes,  to  research  workers  and  to  members  of 
the  faculty  for  two  hours  twice  a  week  throughout  the 
year.  This  course  will  be  limited  to  12  students.  The 
work  will  first  deal  with  the  exact  study  of  the  plastic 
representation  of  medical  objects  of  all  kinds.  Later  on 
this  will  lead  to  the  study  of  diagrammatic  drawings  and 
sketches  useful  in  taking  medical  histories  or  illustrating 
lectures  with  blackboard  sketches.  Lastly  a  suitable 
technique  for  making  medical  illustrations  for  publica- 
tion will  be  taught. 

4.)  Kesearch  workers  who  require  pictorial  represen- 
tation of  their  research  will  be  taught  the  principles  of 
making  such  drawings. 

B.     Courses  for  Artists  and  Art  Students. 

1.)  Special  instruction  to  medical  illustrators  who 
desire  to  take  up  advanced  work  in  a  particular  branch. 
The  fee  will  depend  on  the  length  of  the  course  and  the 
character  of  the  instruction.  Minimum  fee  $25.00.  Such 
courses  may  be  taken  at  any  time  during  the  academic 
year. 
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2.)  A  regular  course  for  beginners.  This  course  will 
continue  during  the  entire  day  throughout  the  academic 
year  (Oct.  1st  to  May  31st).  Applicants  who  are  not 
graduates  of  an  art  school  must  submit  samples  of  their 
artwork.  The  duration  of  the  whole  course  will  of  neces- 
sity depend  on  the  talent  of  the  individual,  the  average 
term,  however,  not  exceeding  two  years.  The  fee  is 
$100.00  a  year.  Drawings  of  especial  merit  may  be  ac- 
cepted and  utilized  by  the  Department  for  publication 
and  as  a  practical  test  of  the  artist's  ability.  Although 
such  drawings  become  the  property  of  the  school,  the  stu- 
dent will  receive  several  printed  proofs  after  publication. 
All  drawings  and  sketches  not  so  honored  will  remain  the 
property  of  the  student. 

The  above  course  will  be  as  follows: 

a.)  Anatomical  studies  of  the  skeleton,  muscles  and 
viscera  from  the  standpoint  of  the  medical  illustrator. 
Everything  studied  is  sketched  or  drawn. 

6.)  Studies  of  fresh  material  at  autopsies  combined 
with  microscopic  studies  of  the  various  tissues  in  health 
and  disease.  A  number  of  accessory  methods  will  be 
employed  in  studying  fresh  tissues. 

c.)  Studies  of  hardened  specimens  from  the  various 
pathological  collections  combined  with  the  study  of  the 
texture  of  the  individual  structures  of  the  body. 

d.)  Based  on  the  foregoing  the  student  is  ready  to 
study  the  pictorial  representation  of  physical  examina- 
tions, various  kinds  of  treatment  and  the  different  steps 
in  surgical  operations. 

e.)  Stress  will  be  laid  on  the  correct  attitude  of  the 
medical  illustrator  toward  problems  in  medical  research 
and  toward  the  conception  of  a  medical  illustration  in 
general  as  an  aid  to  the  text  and  also  as  a  work  of  art. 

/.)  Parallel  with  and  supplementing  these  studies  will 
be  instructions  and  demonstrations  in  the  various  tech- 
niques suitable  for  medical  illustrations  intended  for 
publication.     These  are: 
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1.)   Halftone  drawings  in  crayon,  etc. — Mixed  tech- 
nique. 
2.)   Watercolor  painting. 

3.)   Line  drawings  in  pen  and  ink.     Diagrams. 
4.)   Charts  for  class  demonstrations. 
g.)     Studies  of  the  various  methods  of  reproduction 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  illustrator. 

Special  Lectures 

From  time  to  time,  as  opportunity  offers,  short  courses 
of  special  lectures  or  demonstrations  upon  selected  topics 
are  given  either  by  specially  appointed  lecturers  or  by 
members  of  the  teaching  staff.

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ANNUAL  EXAMINATIONS 


The  final  examination  in  histology  is  held  at  the  end  of 
the  second  trimester  of  the  first  year;  those  in  bacteriology 
and  physiological  chemistry  at  the  end  of  the  third  tri- 
mester of  the  first  year. 

The  final  examination  in.  physiology  (1912-13)  is  held 
at  the  end  of  the  first  trimester  of  the  second  year. 

The  final  examination  in  anatomy  is  held  at  the  end  of 
the  second  trimester  of  the  second  year. 

The  final  examinations  in  pathology  and  pharmacology 
(1912-13)  are  held  at  the  end  of  the  second  and  third 
trimesters  of  the  second  year,  respectively. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year  final  examinations  are  held 
in  obligatory  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nervous  diseases, 
clinical  microscopy  and  surgical  pathology. 

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  final  examinations  are 
held  in  medicine  and  surgery. 

In  the  elective  courses  and  special  branches  the  exami- 
nations are  given  to  each  section  upon  the  completion  of 
the  work. 

The  Medical  Faculty  on  April  26th,  1912,  adopted  the 
following  regulations  governing  examinations,  to  take  ef- 
fect with  the  Class  which  entered  the  school  in  October, 
1911. 

(a).  The  records  of  all  students  in  the  second  year 
class  shall  be  reviewed  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  trimester  of 
work  by  the  Committee  on  Instruction  and  Examinations 
for  the  first  two  years.  Students  who  are  reported  as  hav- 
ing failed  in  any  two  of  the  following  subjects,  namely: 
Anatomy  (including  Histology),  Physiology,  Physiolog- 
ical Chemistry,  Pharmacology,  Pathology  (including 
Bacteriology),  will  be  required  to  withdraw  from  the 
school.     Those  who  fail  in  one  only  of  these  subjects  will 
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be  allowed  to  take  a  second  examination  not  later  than 
the  following  October.  A  student  who  fails  in  this  second 
examination  will  be  required  to  withdraw  from  the  school. 

(&).  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  the 
work  of  the  fourth  year  until  he  has  been  reported  as  hav- 
ing absolved  the  required  third  year  work  in  Gynecology, 
Physical  Diagnosis,  Clinical  Microscopy  and  Neurology. 

(c).  Final  examinations  for  graduation  will  be  held 
in  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  the  Major  Electives. 
The  examination  in  Obstetrics  may  be  absolved  at  the 
end  of  the  third  or  during  the  fourth  year.  No  student 
will  be  permitted  to  continue  in  the  school  if  he  fails  in 
any  two  of  these  subjects,  or  if  he  fails  a  second  time  in 
Medicine  or  Surgery. 

Students  not  appearing  for  examination  on  the  spec- 
ified dates  will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $5.00  for  a 
special  examination. 

The  estimation  of  the  standing  of  each  student  is  based 
both  upon  the  general  character  of  his  work  and  upon  the 
results  of  examinations. 

HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS 


At  the  close  of  the  academic  year  in  June,  fifteen  mem- 
bers of  the  graduating  class  are  recommended  to  the 
Medical  Board  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  for  appoint- 
ment as  House  Officers  to  serve  for  one  year  from  the 
following  first  of  September.  The  recommendations  for 
these  appointments  are  made  at  the  end  of  the  first 
trimester  of  the  fourth  year  and  are  based  upon  the 
records  of  standing  in  all  required  subjects,  upon  evi- 
dences of  special  ability  as  shown  by  elective  or  research 
work  and  upon  considerations  of  personal  fitness.  These 
appointees  reside  in  the  Hospital  and  become  officers  upon 
the  house-staff.  By  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Hospital  only  unmarried   graduates  are  eligible  to 
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these  appointments.  In  each  hospital  service  to  which 
such  internes  are  assigned,  one  appointment  may  be 
exempted  from  this  arrangement,  the  appointee  being 
selected  by  the  responsible  head  of  the  service  from 
graduates  of  this  or  other  schools. 

A  certain  number  of  externe  appointments  are  offered 
to  members  of  each  graduating  class.  These  appointees 
have  the  privilege  of  working  in  the  dispensary.  They 
may  assist  in  the  teaching,  and  may  pursue  advanced 
work  and  original  research  in  the  various  laboratories 
without  charge. 

The  appointments  of  the  resident  physician,  surgeon, 
gynecologist  and  obstetrician  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hos- 
pital are  permanent  ones.  The  first  and  second  resident 
assistantships  under  these  are  annual  appointments,  sub- 
ject to  Renewal. 

REttUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 


The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  is  conferred  upon 
those  who,  after  fulfilling  all  the  requirements  for  admis- 
sion, have  completed  satisfactorily  a  four  years'  course  of 
study  in  the  Medical  School  of  this  University.  (See 
General  Plan  of  Instruction,  page  115.) 

Students  who  have  been  admitted  to  advanced  standing 
must  spend  at  least  the  final  year  in  this  University.  They 
must  fulfill  all  of  our  requirements  for  admission,  must 
present  evidence  of  the  necessary  years  of  medical  regis- 
tration, and  must  satisfy  our  instructors  that  they  have 
completed  satisfactorily  in  an  acceptable  medical  school 
such  required  branches  of  instruction  as  they  have  not 
taken  in  this  University. 

The  degrees  are  publicly  conferred  by  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University  at  the  commencement  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  June,  or  on  Commemoration  Day,  February  the 
twenty-second. 
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CHARGES  FOR  TUITION 


The  charge  for  tuition  is  two  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  at  the  Treasurer's  Office  or  at  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  School,  in  three  installments, 
October,  January  and  March  15.  There  are  no  extra 
charges  for  matriculation,  for  graduation,  for  instruction 
in  any  department,  or  for  laboratory  courses,  except  in 
special  cases  for  material  consumed.  To  a  student  who 
does  not  possess  a  microscope,  there  is  an  annual  charge 
of  five  dollars  for  the  use  of  one,  with  an  additional  charge 
of  two  dollars  for  the  use  of  an  oil-immersion  lens.  One 
dollar  is  charged  for  the  rental  of  a  dissecting  microscope 
for  one  year.  The  student  is  responsible  for  damage  to 
the  microscope  thus  rented.  A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  of 
caution  money  is  required  from  each  student  at  the  time 
of  his  enrollment.  The  caution  money  is  repaid  to  the 
student  when  he  leaves,  if  there  are  no  charges  against 
him.  Special  charges  are  made  for  breakage  and  for 
damage  to  apparatus. 

Payment  of  bills  may  be  made  at  the  office  of  the 
Eegistrar  in  the  Medical  School  Building,  which  is  open 
from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  or  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  University,  on  North  Howard  Street,  which  is  open 
daily  from  9  a.  m.  to  4.15  p.  m. 


APPENDIX 


I 

ENDOWMENT 

The  founder  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  in  devoting  his 
large  fortune  to  the  establishment  of  the  University  and  the 
Hospital,  had  in  view  the  organization  of  a  school  of  medicine. 
In  his  letter  addressed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  dated 
March  10,  1873,  these  significant  words  occur: 

"It  will  be  your  especial  duty  to  secure,  for  the  service  of  the 
Hospital,  surgeons  and  physicians  of  the  highest  character  and 
greatest  skill.  ...  In  all  your  arrangements  in  relation  to 
this  Hospital,  you  will  bear  constantly  in  mind  that  it  is  my  wish 
and  purpose  that  the  institution  shall  ultimately  form  a  part  of 
the  Medical  School  of  the  University  for  which  I  have  made 
ample  provision  in  my  will." 

When  the  University  was  opened  in  1876,  arrangements  were 
made  for  instruction  in  those  sciences  such  as  physics,  chemistry, . 
and  biology,  which  lead  up  naturally  to  the  professional  study  of 
medicine.  In  1884  the  professorship  of  pathology  was  filled  and 
the  pathological  laboratory  was  opened.  In  1899  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins Hospital  was  opened,  and  the  physician,  surgeon,  and  gyne- 
cologist in  chief  to  the  Hospital  were  appointed  to  the  professor- 
ships, respectively,  of  medicine,  surgery,  and  gynecology  and 
obstetrics.  At  the  same  time  the  professor  of  psychiatry  was 
appointed.  Opportunities  for  instruction  were  afforded  to  gradu- 
ates in  medicine.  Ampler  endowment,  however,  was  needed  to 
complete  the  organization  of  a  medical  department. 

Gifts  amounting  to  $111,731.68,  most  of  which  were  offered  to 
this  University  in  October,  1890,  by  a  committee  of  women,  and  an 
additional  gift  of  $306,977,  offered  to  the  University  in  December, 
1892,  in  addition  to  her  previous  subscriptions,  by  Miss  Mary 
Elizabeth  Garrett,  made  up,  with  other  available  resources,  the 
amount  of  $500,000,  which  had  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Trustees 
as  the  minimum  sum  to  be  secured  for  the  opening  of  the  Medi- 
cal Department.  These  generous  contributions  were  made  upon 
condition  that  women  be  received  upon  the  same  terms  as  men. 

This  endowment,  added  to  the  vailable  resources  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  enabled  the 
Trustees  to  complete  the  organization  of  the  Medical  Department 
and  to  open  it  for  instruction  in  1893.

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II 
THE    WOMEN'S    MEDICAL    SCHOOL   FUND 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  Octo- 
ber 28,  1890,  the  following  letter  was  presented: 

"The  committee  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  to  pro- 
cure the  most  advanced  medical  education  for  women,  can  now 
place  at  your  disposal  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  the  use  of  your  Medical  School,  if  you  will,  by  resolution, 
agree  that  women  whose  previous  training  has  been  equivalent  to 
your  preliminary  medical  course,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  school, 
when  it  shall  open,  upon  the  same  terms  which  may  be  prescribed 
for  men.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  women  ought  to  be  trained 
to  act  as  nurses  for  sick  women.  There  is  as  little  doubt  that  a 
sufficient  number  of  women  ought  to  be  educated  and  trained  in 
such  manner  as  to  be  fully  able  to  care  for  sick  women  who  may 
wish  or  ought  to  be  treated  by  women.  We  have  devoted  our- 
selves to  the  furtherance  of  this  object.  We  have  reason  to  hope 
that  a  university  which  proposes  to  found  a  medical  school 
intended  to  teach  advanced  methods  in  the  treatment  of  those 
diseases  which  afflict  mankind,  will  not  refuse  to  women  the 
opportunity  of  learning  such  methods.  There  is  now  a  general 
interest  in  our  movement.  In  order  that  this  interest  may  be 
sustained,  we  ask  you  to  consider  our  offer  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible period.

The  following  minute  was  adopted  by  the  Trustees: 

The  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  have  received  from  Mrs.  Nancy  Morris  Davis,  chair- 
man of  one  of  the  committees  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
a  fund  to  procure  the  most  advanced  medical  education  for 
women,  the  gratifying  intelligence  that  $100,000  has  been  raised 
for  the  use  of  their  intended  Medical  School,  and  is  at  their  dis- 
posal, if  they  will,  by  resolution,  agree  to  the  terms  upon  which 
the  money  was  contributed  by  its  donors. 

The  terms  are  that  this  Board,  if  it  accepts  the  funds  thus 
raised,  shall  agree,  by  resolution,  that,  when  its  Medical  School 
shall  be  opened,  women  whose  training  has  been  equivalent  to  the 
preliminary  medical  course  prescribed  for  men,  shall  be  admitted 
in  such  school  upon  the  same  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  for 
men. 

The  offer  to  this  University  of  the  particular  fund  is  the  free, 
voluntary   act  of   women   residing   in   this   State   and   in   other 
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States,  made  without  the  suggestion  or  solicitation  of  this  Board, 
and  we  accept  it  under  and  subject  to  the  terms  which  are  made 
a  part  of  the  gift,  with  the  understanding  and  declaration,  how- 
ever, that  such  preliminary  training  in  all  its  parts  be  obtained 
in  some  other  institution  of  learning  devoted,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
to  the  education  of  women,  or  by  private  tuition. 

The  fund  so  contributed  shall  be  invested  and  known  as  "The 
Women's  Medical  School  Fund,"  and  that  fund,  and  all  interest 
to  accrue  thereon  and  all  additions  made  thereto  for  the  same 
purpose,  shall  remain  invested  for  the  purpose  of  increase  only 
until,  with  its  aid  as  a  foundation,  a  general  fund  has  been  accu- 
mulated amounting  to  not  less  than  $500,000,  and  sufficient  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  Medical  School  worthy  of  the 
reputation  of  this  University,  and  fully  sufficient  as  a  means  of 
complete  medical  education.  Then,  and  not  until  then,  will  a 
Medical  School  be  opened  by  this  University;  and  then,  and  not 
until  then,  will  the  gift  now  offered  be  used  by  this  University; 
and  then,  and  not  until  then,  will  the  terms  attached  thereto  be 
operative. 

The  utility  of  a  training  school  for  women  nurses  has  been 
demonstrated  by  the  experience  and  practice  of  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins Hospital,  and  by  the  necessities  of  home  life  among  our 
people. 

This  Board  is  satisfied  that  in  hospital  practice  among  women, 
in  penal  institutions  in  which  women  are  prisoners,  in  charitable 
institutions  in  which  women  are  cared  for,  and  in  private  life, 
when  women  are  to  be  attended,  there  are  a  need  and  place  for 
learned  and  capable  women  physicians;  and  that  it  is  the  busi- 
ness and  duty  of  this  Board,  when  it  is  supplied  with  the  neces- 
sary means  for  opening  its  proposed  Medical  School,  to  make 
provision  for  the  training  and  full  qualification  of  such  women 
for  the  abundant  work  which  awaits  them  in  these  wide  fields  of 
usefulness. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  minute  shall  be  construed  as  abridg- 
ing, in  any  manner,  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  its  School  of 
Medicine,  when  it  is  organized;  and  in  making  such  rules  and 
regulations,  the  terms  of  this  minute  shall  always  be  respected 
and  observed. 
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III 
THE    MARY   ELIZABETH   GARRETT   FUND* 

TERMS     OF    THE    GIFT,    AS    ACCEPTED    BY    THE    TRUSTEES, 
FEBRUARY    21,    1893. 

Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Garrett,  in  order  to  make  up  the  sum  of 
$500,000,  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  required  should  be  secured 
as  an  endowment  before  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  was 
opened,  has  contributed  to  that  fund  the  sum  of  $306,977  upon  the 
following  terms,  which  have  been  agreed  to  by  the  University: 

1.  That  women  shall  enjoy  all  the  advantages  of  the  Medical 
School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  on  the  same  terms  as 
men,  and  shall  be  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as  men  to  all  the 
prizes,  dignities  or  honors  that  are  awarded  by  competition, 
examination,  or  regarded  as  rewards  of  merit. 

2.  That  not  more  than  $50,000  of  the  original  endowment  of 
$500,000  shall  be  expended  on  a  building  or  buildings;  and  that 
in  memory  of  the  contributions  of  the  Committees  of  the  Women's 
Medical  School  Fund,  this  building,  if  there  be  but  one,  or  the 
chief  building,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  shall  be  known  as  the 
Women's  Fund  Memorial  Building. 

3.  That  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  shall  be  exclu- 
sively a  graduate  school  as  hereinafter  explained,  that  is  to  say: 
That  the  Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  shall 
form  an  integral  part  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  and,  like 
other  departments  of  the  University,  shall  be  under  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  University,  that  it 
shall  provide  a  four  years'  course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine;  that  there  shall  be  admitted  to  the  school  those 
students  only  who,  by  examination  or  by  other  tests  equally  satis- 
factory to  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical  School  (no  distinction  being 
made  in  these  tests  or  examinations  between  men  and  women), 
have  proved  that  they  have  completed  the  studies  included  in  the 
Preliminary  Medical  Course  (Group  Three,  Chemical-Biological 
Course)  as  laid  down  in  the  University  Register  (but  this  condi- 
tion is  not  meant  to  restrict  the  Trustees  from  receiving  as 
hearers,  but  not  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine, those  who  have  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine, 
or  its  equivalent,  in  some  school  of  good  repute);  and  that  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University 
shall  be  given  to  no  Doctors  of  Medicine  who  have  not  proved  by

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examination  or  by  other  tests  equally  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty 
of  the  Medical  School  that  they  have  completed  the  studies  in- 
cluded in  the  Preliminary  Courses,  besides  completing  the  course 
of  instruction  of  the  Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity. 

The  aforegoing  provision  shall  not  be  construed  as  restricting 
the  liberty  of  the  University  to  make  such  changes  in  the  require- 
ments for  the  admission  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University  or  to  accept  such  equivalents  for  the  studies 
required  for  admission  to  this  school  as  shall  not  lower  the  stand- 
ard of  admission  specified  in  this  clause;  provided  that  the 
requirements  in  modern  languages  other  than  English  shall  not 
be  diminished,  and  provided  also  that  the  requirements  in  non- 
medical scientific  studies  shall  include  at  least  as  much  knowl- 
edge of  natural  science  as  is  imparted  in  the  three  minor  courses 
in  science  now  laid  down  in  its  university  register,  the  subjects 
and  arrangements  of  these  scientific  studies  being  subject  to  such 
modifications  as  may  from  time  to  time  seem  wise  to  its  Board 
and  to  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical  School,  but  being  at  all  times 
the  same  for  all  candidates  for  admission.  (For  such  require- 
ments always  see  University  Register.) 

4.  That  the  terms  of  this  gift  and  the  resolutions  of  October 
28,  1890,  by  which  the  Trustees  accepted  the  gift  of  the  Women's 
Medical  School  Fund,  shall  be  printed  each  year  in  whatever 
annual  calendars  may  be  issued  announcing  the  courses  of  the 
Medical  School.     (See  appended  resolutions.) 

5.  That  there  shall  be  created  a  committee  of  six  women  to 
whom  the  women  studying  in  the  Medical  School  may  apply  for 
advice  concerning  lodging  and  other  practical  matters,  and  that 
all  questions  concerning  the  personal  character  of  women  apply- 
ing for  admission  to  the  School,  and  all  non-academic  questions 
of  discipline  affecting  the  women  studying  in  the  Medical  School 
shall  be  referred  to  this  committee,  and  by  them  be  in  writing 
reported  for  action  to  the  authorities  of  the  University;  that  the 
members  of  this  committee  shall  be  members  for  life;  that  the 
committee,  when  once  formed  shall  be  self-nominating,  its  nomi- 
nations of  new  members  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occur  being 
subject  always  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University. 

6.  That  in  the  event  of  any  violation  of  any  or  all  of  the  afore- 
said stipulations,  the  said  sum  of  $306,977  shall  revert  to  her,  or 
such  person  or  persons,  institution  or  institutions,  as  she  by  testa- 
ment or  otherwise  may  hereafter  appoint. 

It  will  be  observed  that  by  the  tenor  of  the  aforegoing  terms  no 
university  course  will  be  in  any  way  modified  by  any  conditions 
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attached  to  her  gift.  These  conditions  relate  exclusively  to  prep- 
aration for  the  Medical  School,  and  have  received,  in  the  shape 
in  which  they  are  now  presented,  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
Medical  Faculty  of  the  University. 

The  terms  of  admission  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  Univer- 
sity, as  formulated  and  interpreted  by  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the 
University,  February  4,  1893,  and  here  subjoined,  are  therefore  in 
entire  accordance  with  the  terms  of  her  gift.

REQUIREMENTS    FOR   ADMISSION    TO   THE   MEDICAL    SCHOOL   OF   THE 

JOHNS     HOPKINS     UNIVERSITY,    UNANIMOUSLY    APPROVED 

BY    THE    MEDICAL    FACULTY,    FEBRUARY    4,    1893. 

A  course  of  four  years'  instruction  will  be  provided  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

To  this  course  there  will  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  the 
degree: 

1.  Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Chemical- 
Biological  Course  which  leads  to  the  A.  B.  degree  in  the  Uni- 
versity. 

2.  Graduates  of  approved  colleges  or  scientific  schools  who  can 
furnish  evidence:  (a)  That  they  have  a  good  reading  knowledge 
of  French  and  German;  (&)  That  they  have  such  knowledge  of 
physics,  chemistry  and  biology  as  is  imparted  by  the  regular 
minor  courses  given  in  these  subjects  in  this  University. 

3.  Those  who  give  evidence  by  examination  that  they  possess 
the  general  education  implied  by  a  degree  in  arts  or  in  science 
from  an  approved  college  or  scientific  school,  and  the  knowledge 
of  French,  German,  physics,  chemistry  and  biology  already  indi- 
cated. 

By  approved  colleges  and  scientific  schools  are  meant  those 
whose  standard  for  graduation  shall  be  considered  by  this  Uni- 
versity as  essentially  equivalent  to  its  standard  for  graduation  in 
the  undergraduate  department. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  at  least  one  year's  study  in  the 
Chemical  and  Biological  Sciences  in  their  immediate  relation  to 
medicine  shall  be  required  from  students  after  their  entrance  to 
the  Medical  School.

THE  BAXLEY  MEDICAL  PROFESSORSHIP 

By  the  will  of  Dr.  Henry  Willis  Baxley,  of  Baltimore,  who  died 
March  13,  1876,  a  sum  of  money,  amounting  to  $23,836.52,  was 
received  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  to  endow  any  medical 
professorship  that  they  might  think  proper.  This  fund  was  kept 
intact,  and  was  invested  by  the  Trustees  with  the  purpose  of 
allowing  it  to  accumulate  until  it  had  reached  a  sum  more  ade- 
quate to  carrying  out  the  desire  of  the  founder.  In  March,  1901, 
upon  the  request  of  the  President  and  the  Medical  Faculty,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  directed  that  this  fund  shall 
be  set  apart  to  endow  the  Professorship  of  Pathology  in  the  Uni- 
versity, which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Baxley  Professor- 
ship of  Pathology. 


THE    HERTER    LECTURESHIP 

In  November,  1902,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Christian  A.  Herter,  of  New 
York,  offered  to  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  the  sum  of  $25,000  "for  the  formation  of  a  memorial 
lectureship  designed  to  promote  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  researches  of  foreign  investigators  in  the  realm  of  medical 
science."  This  gift  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity November  3,  1902.  According  to  the  terms  of  the  gift, 
some  eminent  worker  in  Physiology  or  Pathology  is  to  be  asked 
each  year  to  deliver  a  lecture  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University 
upon  a  subject  with  which  he  has  been  identified.  The  selection 
of  a  lecturer  is  to  be  left  to  a  committee  representing  the  depart- 
ments of  pathology,  physiological  chemistry  and  clinical  medicine, 
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and  if  "in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  it  should  ultimately 
appear  desirable  to  open  the  proposed  lectureship  to  leaders  in 
medical  research  in  this  country  there  should  be  no  bar  to  so 
doing."  The  committee  named  for  this  purpose  consists  of  Drs. 
Welch,  Abel  and  Barker.

VI 

THE    ENDOWMENT    OF    THE    JOHNS    HOPKINS    HOSPITAL 

The  intimate  connection  between  the  Medical  School  and  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  renders  it  proper  to  mention  the  facili- 
ties of  the  Hospital  as  an  important  adjunct  to  the  endowment  of 
the  Medical  School.  By  the  letter  of  instruction  of  the  founder, 
it  was  provided  that  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  should  furnish 
clinical  facilities  for  the  Medical  School.  In  the  purchase  of  the 
site  of  the  Hospital,  the  location  and  arrangement  of  buildings, 
the  construction  of  the  apparatus  for  heating  and  ventilation  and 
all  other  hygienic  appliances,  the  purpose  of  medical  instruction 
was  constantly  borne  in  mind.  The  original  buildings  and  grounds 
of  the  Hospital  have  cost  upwards  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  and 
the  annual  expenditure  for  maintenance  exceeds  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  Upon  the  hospital  grounds,  not  including  the 
Harriet  Lane  Home  and  Phipps'  Psychiatric  Clinic,  have  been 
erected  twenty  buildings,  which  furnish  ample  facilities  for  the 
accommodation  of  350  in-patients  and  many  thousand  out-patients. 
These  buildings  also  provide  class-rooms  in  connection  with  the 
out-patient  department,  a  large  clinical  laboratory,  a  surgical 
building  with  rooms  for  the  study  of  surgical  pathology  and  five 
operating  rooms,  clinic  rooms,  several  lecture  rooms,  a  clinical 
amphitheatre  and  an  autopsy  amphitheatre,  all  equipped  with 
ample  apparatus  for  the  instruction  of  students.  The  adminis- 
tration building  furnishes  accommodation  for  a  medical  staff  of 
forty  persons.     It  also  has  a  large  library  and  reading  rooms. 
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VII 

THE    ENDOWMENT    OF    THE    CLINICAL    LABORATORY 

A  similar  endowment,  which  benefits  the  Medical  School  through 
the  Hospital,  has  been  a  fund  of  $10,000  to  build  and  equip  a  clin- 
ical laboratory  upon  the  Hospital  grounds  for  the  use  of  Medical 
students.  This  laboratory  permits  each  student  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  to  have  a  place  for  clinical  work,  including  micro- 
scopes and  reagents,  the  use  of  a  dark  room,  access  to  a  polari- 
scope  and  other  instruments.  It  also  contains  rooms  for  special 
study  and  research.

THE  FUND  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

This  endowment  for  the  study  of  tuberculosis  has  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Hospital  Trustees  for  the  study  of  the  con- 
ditions of  tubercular  disease  in  Baltimore.  Through  the  funds 
afforded  it  has  been  practicable  to  employ  a  medical  graduate  to 
follow  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  to  watch  the  effects  of  methods 
of  treatment;  also  to  secure  the  services  of  medical  students  and 
nurses  to  visit  the  homes  of  tubercular  patients  and  to  give  in- 
struction as  to  the  better  care  of  the  victims  of  the  disease.  By 
means  of  this  fund  facilities  are  further  afforded  to  students  to 
study  tubercular  cases  that  come  to  the  out-patient  department 
of  the  Hospital.

THE  PHIPPS  FUND  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

Through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Henry  Phipps,  a  fund  of  $20,000 
has  been  given  to  the  Hospital  for  the  special  study  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  connection  with  the  out-patient  department.  This 
fund  has  enabled  the  Hospital  to  erect  a  separate  building  which 
provides  separate  accommodations  for  tubercular  patients  who 
come  to  the  dispensary.  Rooms  are  also  arranged  for  examina- 
tion and  treatment,  for  a  library  of  works  on  tuberculosis,  and 
for  the  laboratory  study  of  special  forms  of  the  disease.  The 
facilities  thus  afforded  for  the  out-patient  department  give  une- 
qualed  opportunities  for  the  study  of  all  forms  of  tuberculosis.

THE   PHIPPS    PSYCHIATRIC   CLINIC 

In  a  letter  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  June 
12,  1908,  Mr.  Henry  Phipps,  of  New  York,  offered  the  funds  neces- 
sary for  the  erection  of  a  psychiatric  hospital,  on  the  grounds  of 
the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  to  accommodate  about  eighty  patients 
and  to  contain  the  necessary  laboratory  equipment,  hydro-thera- 
peutic apparatus  and  other  modern  facilities  for  treatment.  He 
offered,  moreover,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, additional  funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  department 
of  psychiatry  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the  opening  of  the 
clinic.  This  generous  offer  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  and  Hospital,  and,  after  conference,  the  respective 
Boards  elected  Dr.  Adolf  Meyer,  Professor  of  Psychiatry  on  the 
part  of  the  University,  and  Director  of  the  Clinic  on  the  part  of 
the  Hospital.  The  new  hospital  building  and  laboratory  will  be 
opened  during  the  year  1912-13.

THE  HARRIET  LANE  HOME  FOR  INVALID  CHILDREN 

By  her  last  will,  Mrs.  Harriet  Lane  Johnston,  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  left  the  sum  of  about  $400,000  to  establish  in  Baltimore  The 
Harriet  Lane  Home  for  Invalid  Children  as  a  memorial  of  two 
sons  who  had  died  in  childhood.  In  order  to  give  this  Home  the 
largest  usefulness,  the  Trustees  decided  to  erect  it  upon  the 
grounds  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  to  open  its  wards  for 
the  instruction  of  nurses  and  physicians  in  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  the  diseases  of  children.  The  building,  which  will  ac- 
commodate about  100  children,  is  now  completed  and  will  be 
opened  during  the  year  1912-13.  It  will  afford  unusual  facilities 
for  the  study  of  all  diseases  of  children,  including  those  of  an 
infectious  nature. 


THE    JOSEPH   KERNOCHAN    GARR    SCHOLARSHIP 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Henry  Lee  Smith,  of  Baltimore, 
the  Medical  Faculty  is  authorized  to  provide  a  scholarship 
amounting  to  $100  a  year  to  aid  a  deserving  student.  The  schol- 
arship is  to  be  known  as  "The  Joseph  Kernochan  Garr  Scholar- 
ship.,,

HOPKINS    SCHOLARSHIPS 

Six  Hopkins  Scholarships  are  annually  open  to  students  from 
Maryland,  North  Carolina  and  Virginia.  These  scholarships 
grant  free  tuition  for  one  year.  Three  are  given  to  fourth-year 
students,  two  to  third-year  students  and  one  to  second-year 
students.  Applications  should  be  addressed  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Medical  School  not  later  than  May  1,  in  accordance  with  a  pre- 
scribed form.  In  addition  to  these  six  scholarships,  any  of  the 
thirty  Hopkins  Scholarships  offered  to  graduate  students  in  the 
department  of  philosophy  that  are  not  required  for  such  students 
may  be  awarded  to  students  of  medicine.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  COURSE 
OF  INSTRUCTION  OFFERED  TO  CAN- 
DIDATES FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF 
DOCTOR  OF  MEDICINE 


GENERAL  STATEMENT 


The  Medical  Department  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity was  opened  for  the  instruction  of  students  October, 
1893.  It  is  an  integral  and  coordinate  part  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  is  in  the  closest  affiliation  with  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital,  the  professors  of  the  various  clinical  branches  being 
the  heads  of  the  corresponding  departments  in  the  Hospital. 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  over  four  years,  and  is 
planned  for  the  professional  training  of  those  who  have 
received  a  liberal  education,  as  indicated  by  a  collegiate 
degree  in  arts  or  science  from  an  acceptable  institution, 
including  a  reading  knowledge  of  French  and  German  and 
adequate  training  in  physics,  chemistry,  and  biology.  Men 
and  women  are  admitted  upon  the  same  terms. 

In  order  to  afford  requisite  facilities,  the  number  of  stu- 
dents in  each  class  is  limited  to  ninety. 

Throughout  the  course  special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  prac- 
tical work  in  the  laboratories  and  in  the  dispensary  and 
wards  of  the  hospital.  While  the  primary  aim  of  the  School 
is  to  train  practitioners  of  medicine  and  surgery,  it  is  recog- 
nized that  the  medical  art  should  rest  upon  a  suitable  pre- 
liminary education  and  upon  thorough  training  in  the  under- 
lying medical  sciences.  The  first  two  years  are  devoted 
mainly  to  practical  work,  combined  with  demonstrations 
recitations  and  lectures,  in  the  laboratories  of  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, physiological  chemistry,  pharmacology,  pathology,  and 
bacteriology.  During  the  last  two  years  the  student  is  given 
abundant  opportunity  for  the  personal  study  of  sick  patients, 
and  most  of  his  time  is  spent  in  the  hospital  wards  or  dis- 
pensary, and  in  the  clinical  laboratories. 

The  instruction  begins  on  the  morning  of  the  first  Tues- 
day of  October.  Candidates  for  admission  are  required  to 
3  41 
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be  present  on  the  preceding  Friday  (see  the  Calendar,  page 
7).  The  graduating  exercises  are  held  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  June.  There  are  short  recesses  at  Christmas  and 
Easter.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 


As  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  the 
School  receives: 

I.  Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Chem- 
ical-Biological course,  which  leads  to  the  A.  B.  degree  in 
this  University  (Group  V.,  course  preliminary  to  medi- 
cine). 

II.  Graduates  of  approved  colleges  or  scientific  schools 
who  can  furnish  evidence :  (a)  That  they  have  an  acquaint- 
ance with  Latin  and  a  reading  knowledge  of  French  and 
German;  (b)  That  they  have  such  knowledge  of  biology, 
chemistry  and  physics,  as  may  be  obtained  by  a  year's  course 
in  these  subjects,  when  accompanied  by  laboratory  work.* 


*  Biology. — In  addition  to  the  usual  class  work,  the  instruction 
must  include  a  year's  laboratory  course  of  six  hours  cr  more  a  week 
upon  the  structure,  functions  and  life-histories  of  selected  types  of 
animal  and  plant  life.  Courses  in  botany  or  zoology  will  be  accepted 
provided  the  laboratory  work  has  been  adequate.  It  is  desirable  that 
the  course  should  include  laboratory  instruction  in  embryology. 

Chemistry. — The  minimum  requirement  is  a  one  year  course, 
including  five  hours  of  laboratory  work  a  week  throughout  the  year, 
covering  the  outlines  of  inorganic  chemistry  and  the  elements  of 
organic  chemistry,  somewhat  as  presented  in  Remsen's  "  Introduction 
to  the  Study  of  Chemistry."  Students  entering  after  October,  1914, 
will  be  required  to  present  evidence  that  in  addition  to  these  require- 
ments they  have  had  an  elementary  course  in  organic  chemistry, 
including  at  least  25  to  30  lectures  and  90  to  100  hours  of  labora- 
tory work. 
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III.  Those  who  give  evidence  by  examination  that  they 
possess  the  general  education  implied  by  a  degree  in  arts 
or  in  science  from  an  approved  college  or  scientific  school, 
and  in  addition,  the  knowledge  of  Latin,  French,  German, 
physics,  chemistry,  and  biology  above  indicated. 

(Thus  far,  no  students  have  been  accepted  under  this 
special  provision.) 

Application  for  Admission 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  Dean, 
who  will  furnish  printed  blanks,  one  page  of  which  is  to  be 
filled  out  by  the  applicant  and  the  other  by  an  officer  of  the 
institution  at  which  the  collegiate  degree  was  obtained.  The 
former  gives  information  concerning  the  general  preliminary 
education  of  the  applicant,  and  the  latter  authoritative  data 
concerning  the  instruction  received  in  the  pre-medical  sciences 
and  the  modern  languages. 

Applicants  meeting  all  requirements  will  be  accepted  with- 
out examination,  so  long  as  vacancies  exist  in  the  class  to 
which  admission  is  desired.  Under  no  conditions  will  appli- 
cants be  accepted  who  are  deficient  in  either  biology  or  chem- 
istry, but  in  exceptional  instances,  those  having  only  a 
single  deficiency  in  French,  in  German  or  in  laboratory 
physics  may  be  admitted  conditionally,  on  the  understanding 
that  the  condition  must  be  absolved  before  the  beginning  of 
the  second  year. 


Physics. — A  collegiate  course  for  at  least  one  year  is  required. 
This  must  include  four  hours  a  week  of  class-room  work  and  at  least 
three  hours  a  week  of  quantitative  work  in  the  laboratory.  Special 
attention  should  be  given  to  theoretical  mechanics  and  to  mechanical 
and  electrical  experiments. 

Latin. — The  candidate  should  have  studied  Latin  grammar  and 
should  possess  at  least  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  may  be 
acquired  by  reading  four  books  of  Caesar  or  their  equivalent. 
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Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

Students  from  acceptable  medical  schools  may  be  admitted 
to  the  second,  third  or  fourth  year  classes  if  vacancies  occur. 
Such  applicants  must  furnish  evidence  (1)  that  they  are  eli- 
gible to  the  first  year  class  without  conditions  of  any  kind; 
(2)  that  medical  courses  equivalent  in  kind  and  amount  to 
those  given  in  this  school  in  the  year  or  years  preceding  that 
to  which  admission  is  desired,  have  been  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted; and  (3)  they  must  be  prepared  to  pass  examinations 
at  the  beginning  of  the  session  in  October  in  all  subjects 
already  pursued  by  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought. 
The  applicant  must  have  studied  as  a  matriculated  medical 
student  for  a  period  of  time  at  least  equal  to  that  already 
spent  by  the  class  which  he  seeks  to  enter. 

As  graduation  from  an  approved  college  or  scientific  school 
is  essential  for  admission  to  this  school,  applicants  from  uni- 
versities conferring  a  degree  upon  the  completion  of  a  com- 
bined course,  consisting  of  two  years  of  collegiate  and  two 
years  of  medical  work,  are  not  eligible  for  admission  to  our 
third  year  class. 

Instruction  for  Graduates  in  Medicine 

Beginning  the  first  of  June  each  year,  six  weeks  courses, 
especially  adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of  practitioners  of 
medicine,  are  given  in  medicine,  surgery  and  various  spec- 
ialties, as  well  as  in  several  of  the  underlying  medical 
sciences.     These  courses  are  described  on  page  105. 

During  the  school  year,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Heads  of 
Departments,  a  limited  number  of  graduate  students  may  be 
admitted  to  work  in  the  several  departments,  in  so  far  as  they 
do  not  occupy  the  places  or  interfere  with  the  routine  work 
of  the  undergraduate  students. 

In  every  instance  the  arrangement  for  such  instruction  and 
facilities  must  be  made  directly  with  the  head  of  the  depart- 
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ment  concerned,  but  work  cannot  be  commenced  until  after 
registration  at  the  Dean's  office. 

Persons  who  have  already  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  elsewhere,  will  not  be  admitted  as  candidates 
for  that  degree  from  this  University.  Should  further  in- 
struction be  desired,  they  are  advised  to  enter  as  gradu- 
ate students. 

Special  Workers. — Special  workers,  not  candidates  for 
a  degree,  may  be  received  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 


The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  is  conferred  upon  those 
who,  after  fulfilling  all  the  requirements  for  admission,  have 
completed  satisfactorily  a  four  years'  course  of  study. 

Students  who  have  been  admitted  to  advanced  standing, 
as  well  as  those  of  our  own  students  who  have  been  granted 
permission  to  pursue  a  part  of  their  studies  elsewhere,  must 
spend  at  least  the  final  year  in  the  Medical  School  of  this 
University. 

The  degrees  are  publicly  conferred  at  the  University  Com- 
mencement on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June,  or  on  Commem- 
oration Day,  February  the  twenty-second. 


EXAMINATIONS 


At  the  end  of  the  fifth  trimester,  the  records  of  all  stu- 
dents in  the  second  year  class  are  reviewed  by  the  Committee 
on  Instruction  and  Examinations  for  the  first  two  years.  Stu- 
dents who  are  reported  as  having  failed  in  any  two  of  the 
following  subjects:  Anatomy  (including  Histology),  Physi- 
ology, Physiological  Chemistry,  Pharmacology,  Pathology 
(including  Bacteriology),  will  be  required  to  withdraw  from 
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the  school.  Those  who  fail  in  one  subject  will  be  allowed  to 
take  a  second  examination  not  later  than  the  following 
October.  Failure  in  this  second  examination  necessitates 
withdrawal  from  the  school. 

ISTo  student  will  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  the  work  of 
the  fourth  year  until  he  has  absolved  the  required  third  year 
work  in  Gynecology,  Physical  Diagnosis,  Clinical  Microscopy 
and   Neurology. 

Final  examinations  for  graduation  will  be  held  in  Medi- 
cine, Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  the  Major  Electives.  The  ex- 
amination in  Obstetrics  may  be  absolved  at  the  end  of  the 
third  or  during  the  fourth  year.  ISTo  student  will  be  per- 
mitted to  continue  in  the  school  if  he  fails  in  any  two  of 
these  subjects,  or  if  he  fails  a  second  time  in  Medicine  or 
Surgery. 

Students  not  appearing  for  examination  on  the  specified 
dates  will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $5.00  for  special  ex- 
amination. 

The  estimation  of  the  standing  of  each  student  is  based 
upon  the  general  character  of  his  work,  as  well  as  upon  the 
results  of  examinations.  Students  are  not  graded,  but  simply 
recorded  as  having  passed  or  failed. 

First  and  Second  Years 

Practical  examination  in  Microscopic  Anatomy  will  be  held 
at  the  end  of  the  second  trimester  of  the  first  year,  and  in 
Gross  Anatomy  after  the  student  has  completed  the  dissec- 
tion of  the  human  body.  The  final  examination  in  Anatomy 
must  be  taken  not  later  than  the  end  of  the  second  trimes- 
ter of  the  second  year. 

Final  examinations  in  the  other  subjects  will  be  given  as 
follows : 

Bacteriology :  at  the  end  of  the  third  trimester  of  the  first 
year. 

Physiological  Chemistry:  Group  A,  at  the  end  of  the  third 
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trimester  of  the  first  year;  Group  B,  at  the  end  of  the  first 
trimester  of  the  second  year. 

Physiology :  at  the  end  of  the  first  trimester  of  the  second 
year. 

Pathology :  at  the  end  of  the  second  trimester  of  the  second 
year. 

Pharmacology:  at  the  end  of  the  second  trimester  of  the 
second  year. 

Third  and  Fourth  Years 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year,  final  examinations  are  held 
in  obligatory  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nervous  diseases,  clinical 
microscopy  and  surgical  pathology. 

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  final  examinations  are  held 
in  medicine  and  surgery.  In  the  elective  courses  and  special 
branches,  the  examinations  are  given  to  each  section  upon 
the  completion  of  the  work. 


GENERAL  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION 


Each  year  is  divided  into  trimesters,  the  first  extending 
from  October  to  the  Christmas  recess,  the  second  from 
January  to  March  15,  and  the  third  from  March  15,  to  the 
end  of  the  academic  year. 

The  first  two  years  of  the  course  are  devoted  mainly  to 
the  fundamental  medical  sciences,  the  larger  part  of  the 
time  being  spent  in  practical  work  in  the  laboratories.  In 
the  last  two  years  the  various  clinical  branches  are  studied 
in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  the  dispensary,  and  in  the 
clinical  laboratories. 

The  principal  studies  of  the  first  year  are  anatomy, 
histology,  neurology,  bacteriology,  physiology,  and  physio- 
logical chemistry.  The  study  of  anatomy  and  of  physiology 
is  continued  in  the  second  year,  together  with  general  path- 
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ology,  pathological  anatomy  and  histology,  pharmacology,  and 
toxicology.  During  the  last  trimester  of  the  second  year 
instruction  is  begun  in  physical  diagnosis  and  in  certain 
surgical  methods,  as  an  introduction  to  the  clinical  work 
of  the  succeeding  years. 

The  major  portion  of  the  work  of  the  first  two  years  is 
obligatory  for  all  students,  but  the  time  is  so  arranged  that 
certain  elective  courses  may  be  selected;  thereby  making 
it  possible  either  to  give  more  time  to  the  obligatory  courses, 
or  to  do  special  work  along  related  lines. 

In  these  two  years  thirty  units  of  work  are  required — the 
unit  being  a  course  or  group  of  courses  of  instruction  equiva- 
lent to  five  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester.  Consequently 
it  is  necessary  for  the  student  to  take  five  units  of  obligatory 
and  elective  work  during  each  trimester,  in  order  to  complete 
in  two  years  the  requirements  for  entrance  upon  the  clinical 
studies.  The  system,  however,  permits  him  to  spend  an  ad- 
ditional trimester  or  longer  in  the  preparatory  work,  should 
it  prove  necessary  or  desirable. 

As  the  third  and  fourth  years  are  devoted  to  practical 
medicine,  they  can  not  be  taken  up  until  the  student  has 
obtained  credit  for  the  prescribed  minimum  of  work  in  the 
underlying  sciences. 

The  work  of  the  third  year  is  largely  obligatory.  Dur- 
ing this  year  the  student  attends  the  clinics  and  dispen- 
sary exercises  in  medicine  and  surgery,  and  completes  the 
required  work  in  obstetrics,  gynecology  and  nervous  diseases. 

For  the  morning  work  the  class  is  divided  into  four  groups. 
From  9  to  10  a.  m.  each  group  receives  instruction  in  ob- 
stetrics, gynecology  or  surgery,  and  from  ten  o'clock  to  noon 
the  time  is  devoted  to  practical  work  in  the  medical,  sur- 
gical and  nervous  departments  of  the  Dispensary.  From 
12  noon  to  1  p.  m.  the  entire  class  attends  the  large  amphi- 
theatre clinics  in  medicine  or  surgery.  The  afternoons  are 
devoted  mainly  to  laboratory  work  in  clinical  microscopy  and 
surgical   pathology.     Instruction   is   also  given  in  practical 
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therapeutics  and  pharmacy,  thus  completing  the  pharmaco- 
logical work  of  the  previous  year.  Moreover,  short  propa- 
deutical  courses  are  given  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the 
use  of  the  ophthalmoscope  and  laryngoscope.  On  certain 
afternoons  there  are  also  offered  a  number  of  short  elective 
courses  of  a  practical  character,  and  each  student  is  required 
to  select  from  them  a  sufficient  amount  of  work  to  give  him 
a  credit  of  one  and  a  half  units. 

The  work  of  the  fourth  year  is  partly  elective.  For  this 
purpose  the  class  is  divided  into  three  groups,  each  working 
in  rotation  for  one  trimester  in  medicine,  surgery  and  certain 
elective  subjects. 

Each  student  must  complete  18  units  of  work  during  the 
year — the  unit  being  a  course  or  group  of  courses  occupying 
six  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester.  Twelve  units  are  obliga- 
tory, and  include  six  units  in  medicine  (including  Pediatrics) 
three  units  in  surgery,  one  unit  in  ophthalmology,  one  unit 
which  may  be  selected  from  laryngology,  dermatology,  genito- 
urinary surgery,  orthopedics  or  neurology ;  while  another  unit 
is  based  upon  attendance  upon  a  weekly  amphitheatre  clinic 
in  medicine,  and  upon  a  group  of  lectures  upon  medical 
zoology,  psychiatry,  hygiene,  medical  jurisprudence  and 
medical  ethics. 

The  obligatory  work  in  medicine,  which  includes  a  part 
of  the  required  work  in  pediatrics,  requires,  at  least,  six 
hours  of  work  a  day  for  one  trimester.  The  members  of 
this  group  act  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  medical  wards  of  the 
hospital,  a  certain  number  of  beds  being  assigned  to  each 
student.  They  take  the  histories  of  the  patients,  and  make 
the  necessary  examinations  and  notes  under  the  guidance  and 
direction  of  the  resident  physician.  They  accompany  the 
physician-in-chief  or  some  member  of  the  senior  staff  in  the 
daily  ward-rounds,  and  receive  special  bedside  and  laboratory 
instruction. 

In  the  surgical  trimester,  the  student  gives  three  hours 
a  day  to  attendance  upon  ward-rounds,  operations,  and 
to  work  in  the  surgical  laboratories.     The  members  of  this 
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group  take  the  histories  of  patients  and  act  as  surgical  dress- 
ers in  the  wards.  They  make  the  morning  visits  with  the 
surgeon-in-chief  or  the  resident  surgeon,  and  have  daily  op- 
portunities to  become  familiar  with  the  diagnosis,  manage- 
ment and  progress  of  surgical  cases.  They  are  given  an 
opportunity  to  take  an  elective  course  in  operative  surgery 
upon  animals. 

The  elective  work  is  arranged  in  major,  minor  and  frac- 
tional courses.  The  former  occupy  3  or  2^  hours  a  day 
throughout  one  trimester,  according  as  the  classes  are  in 
the  morning  or  afternoon,  and  count  as  3  or  2y2  units  res- 
pectively. In  the  minor  courses,  which  count  as  one  unit, 
one  hour  a  day,  or  two  hours  every  alternate  day,  throughout 
one  trimester,  are  devoted  to  the  subject;  while  several  frac- 
tional courses  may  be  combined  to  make  one  unit.  Students 
choosing  such  courses  must  register  at  the  Dean's  office  and 
will  be  expected  to  perform  the  work  satisfactorily  and  to 
submit  to  an  examination  at  its  close.  In  fractional  courses, 
which  count  as  less  than  one-half  of  a  unit,  examinations 
will  not  be  held,  and  regular  attendance,  properly  certified 
by  the  instructor,  will  entitle  the  student  to  the  allotted 
credit. 

After  having  once  been  chosen,  elective  courses  must  be 
followed  to  the  end  of  the  trimester.  The  courses  so  selected 
may  continue  the  practical  work  in  medicine,  surgery,  ob- 
stetrics, gynecology,  etc.,  or  may  bear  upon  the  various 
specialties,  or  may  be  taken  in  the  laboratories  of  the  under- 
lying medical  sciences. 

Accordingly,  the  time  of  each  fourth  year  student  is 
apportioned  as  follows :  trimester  A,  practical  work  in  medi- 
cine during  the  entire  day;  trimester  B,  practical  work  in 
surgery  during  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoons  short 
courses  in  ophthalmology,  and  in  one  of  the  special  branches 
of  medicine ;  trimester  C,  six  units  of  elective  work.  In  other 
words,  each  student  after  completing  certain  minimal  re- 
quirements, chiefly  in  medicine  and  surgery,  may  extend  his 
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knowledge  by  taking  a  number  of  short  clinical  courses  in 
different  departments,  as  in  most  medical  schools,  or  he  may 
concentrate  his  attention  upon  the  work  of  a  few  departments. 


CLINICAL  OPPORTUNITIES 


Satisfactory  clinical  facilities  for  ninety  students  in  each 
class  are  afforded  by  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  Dis- 
pensary, which  occupies  a  site  of  fourteen  acres  immediately 
adjoining  the  grounds  of  the  Medical  School. 

The  Hospital  is  governed  by  its  own  Board  of  Trustees  and 
has  an  endowment  independent  of  that  of  the  University 
and  its  Medical  School,  but  the  relations  between  the  two 
institutions  are  most  intimate;  as  the  will  of  their  Pounder 
directed  that  the  Hospital  should  be  a  part  of  the  Medical 
School  of  the  University.  The  superintendent  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  all  of  its  chief  officers  are  members  of  the  Medical 
Faculty;  while  the  incumbents  of  the  chief  clinical  chairs 
of  the  University  are  also  members  of  the  Medical  Board  of 
the  Hospital.  This  interlocking  arrangement  has  resulted 
in  the  greatest  possible  utilization  of  the  patients  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  instruction  of  the  third  and  fourth  year 
students  of  the  Medical  School. 

The  Hospital  is  unusually  well  equipped  and  contains  600 
beds,  while  its  Dispensary  is  visited  each  day  by  more  than 
300  patients.  In  addition  to  the  large  administration  build- 
ing and  the  pay  wards,  the  Hospital  is  made  up  of  a  group 
of  buildirigs  containing  five  large  wards  for  white  patients 
suffering  from  medical,  surgical  and  gynecological  diseases, 
a  separate  building  for  colored  patients,  an  isolation  and  an 
obstetrical  ward.  Facilities  for  instruction  in  Pediatrics, 
Psychiatry  and  Genito-urinary  diseases  are  afforded  by  the 
Harriet  Lane  Home  for  Invalid  Children,  the  Henry  Phipps 
Psychiatric    Clinic   and   the   James   Buchanan   Brady   Uro- 
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logical  Institute.  These  three  buildings  are  upon  the 
Hospital  grounds,  and,  while  maintained  by  separate  founda- 
tions, are  conducted  as  integral  parts  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  necessary  buildings  for  the  nurses'  home, 
kitchen,  laundry,  etc.,  the  following  buildings  also  occupy  the 
Hospital  lot: — the  Pathological  and  Clinical  Laboratories, 
the  general  Dispensary,  the  Phipps'  Dispensary  for  Tu- 
berculosis, and  the  Surgical  building.  This  latter  contains 
not  only  the  surgical  operating  rooms  and  amphitheatre,  but 
also  class  rooms  for  instruction  in  Medicine,  as  well  as  the 
laboratory  for  surgical  pathology  and  the  laboratories  of  the 
medical  clinic. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Supervisors  of  City  Charities 
of  Baltimore,  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  has  the  privilege 
for  part  of  the  year  of  utilizing  for  clinical  instruction  the 
patients  in  the  various  departments  of  the  City  Hospitals 
at  Bay  View.  During  the  first  trimester  practical  instruction 
in  mental  diseases  is  given  to  the  fourth-year  class;  and  dur- 
ing the  third  trimester  the  wards  of  the  general  and  tubercular 
hospitals  are  utilized  for  the  instruction  of  the  third-year 
students  in  medicine,  surgery  and  pathology. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


REGISTRATION 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  students  will  not  be  admitted 
to  the  undergraduate  courses  until  they  have  registered  at 
the  Dean's  office  and  paid  their  fees  for  the  first  trimester. 

Graduate  students,  after  receiving  permission  from  the 
Heads  of  Departments  to  enter  any  course  under  their  super- 
vision, must  register  at  the  Dean's  office  before  beginning 
work.  Upon  payment  of  the  requisite  fees,  a  card  will  be 
issued  stating  the  courses  which  the  holder  is  entitled  to 
take.  This  card  must  be  presented  to  the  instructor  in  charge 
of  each  course,  in  order  that  its  holder  may  be  recognized 
and  receive  due  credit  for  his  work. 

CHARGES  FOR  TUITION 


The  charge  for  tuition  is  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars 
per  annum,  payable  in  three  installments,  October,  January 
and  March  15.  There  are  no  extra  charges,  except  for  rental 
of  microscope,  laboratory  breakage  and  certain  expensive 
supplies.  A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  is  required  from  each 
student  at  the  time  of  enrollment.  This  caution  money  is 
repaid  when  the  student  leaves,  if  there  are  no  charges  against 
it. 

Bills  may  be  paid  at  the  Dean's  office,  or  at  the  office  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  on  North  Howard  Street. 


MICROSCOPES 


The  character  of  the  practical  work  throughout  the  entire 
course  requires  the  constant  use  of  the  microscope.  Every 
student  is  recommended  to  purchase  one,  but  those  who  do 
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not  care  to  do  so  may  obtain  one  from  the  school  upon  the 
payment  of  a  yearly  rental  of  five  dollars,  with  an  additional 
charge  of  two  dollars  if  an  oil  immersion  lens  is  desired. 
A  microscope  thus  rented  is  given  entirely  into  the  charge  of 
the  student,  but  it  must  be  returned  in  good  condition  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

A  yearly  charge  of  one  dollar  is  made  for  the  rental  of  a 
dissecting  microscope. 

Microscopes  are  not  provided  in  the  graduate  courses,  but 
may  be  rented  from  the  Eegistrar  at  the  rates  just  stated. 
Those  doing  so  will  be  required  to  deposit  $10.00,  which  will 
be  returned  at  the  end  of  the  course  if  the  microscope  is 
not  injured. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 


Hopkins  Scholarships 

Six  Hopkins  Scholarships  are  open  annually  to  students 
from  Maryland,  North  Carolina  and  Virginia.  These  schol- 
arships give  free  tuition  for  one  year  and  are  granted  to 
deserving  students  who  have  shown  marked  aptitude  in  their 
work.  Three  are  given  to  fourth-year  students,  two  to  third- 
year  students  and  one  to  a  second-year  student.  Applications 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  School  not 
later  than  May  first,  in  accordance  with  a  prescribed  form. 

The  Joseph  Kernochan  Garr  Scholarship 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Henry  Lee  Smith,  of 
Baltimore,  the  Medical  Faculty  is  authorized  to  provide  a 
scholarship  amounting  to  $100  a  year  to  aid  a  deserving 
student.  The  scholarship  is  known  as  "  The  Joseph  Ker- 
nochan Garr  Scholarship."  Applications  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Dean  on  May  first  of  each  year. 
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HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS 


At  the  close  of  the  academic  year  in  June,  sixteen  or  more 
unmarried  members  of  the  graduating  class  are  recommended 
to  the  Medical  Board  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  for 
appointment  as  Eesident  House  Officers,  to  serve  for  one  year 
from  the  following  first  of  September. 

The  recommendations  for  these  appointments  are  made  as 
follows:  in  December  a  notice  is  posted  giving  the  number 
of  places  available  in  each  service  and  directing  those  desir- 
ing appointment  to  apply  directly  to  the  head  of  the  respective 
department.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Medical  Faculty 
to  be  held  early  in  January,  the  head  of  each  service  entitled 
to  such  appointments  shall  submit  to  the  Board  for  approval 
the  names  of  those  who  have  been  selected  by  him  for  his 
service,  together  with  such  evidence  as  he  has  obtained  con- 
cerning the  character  of  their  work  and  their  fitness  for  the 
position.  The  names  thus  submitted,  so  far  as  they  are 
unanimously  approved  by  the  Medical  Faculty,  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  for  confirmation 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital. 

In  each  hospital  service  to  which  such  internes  are  assigned, 
one  appointment  may  be  exempted  from  this  arrangement, 
the  appointee  being  selected  by  the  responsible  head  of  the 
service  from  graduates  of  other  schools. 

A  certain  number  of  externe  appointments  are  also  offered. 
These  appointees  have  the  privilege  of  working  in  the  Hos- 
pital and  dispensary.  They  may  assist  in  teaching,  and  pur- 
sue advanced  work  and  original  research  in  the  various, 
laboratories  without  charge. 

The  appointments  of  the  resident  physician,  surgeon,  gyne- 
cologist and  obstetrician,  etc.  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hos- 
pital are  permanent.  The  various  resident  assistantships 
under  these  are  annual  appointments,  subject  to  renewal. 
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MEDICAL  SUPERVISION  OVER  STUDENTS 


Each  year  the  University  appoints  and  pays  an  official 
medical  adviser  to  the  students  of  the  Medical  Department. 
This  officer  has  a  definite  hour  for  consultation,  and,  when 
requested,  is  expected  to  visit  in  their  own  homes  such  stu- 
dents as  are  too  ill  to  come  to  him,  and  to  obtain  for  them 
the  services  of  specialists  when  necessary. 

Dr.  Paul  W.  Clough,  the  Eesident  Physician  to  the  Hos- 
pital and  Associate  in  Medicine  in  the  University,  holds  this 
position  for  the  current  academic  year. 

In  order  to  guard  more  carefully  the  health  of  the  stu- 
dents, the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Medical  Faculty  decided 
in  1909,  that  all  entering  students  should  undergo  a  medical 
examination.  During  the  month  of  October  each  student  is 
directed  to  report  to  one  of  a  group  of  physicians  selected 
for  this  purpose,  when  a  careful  physical  examination  is 
made  and  the  results  are  recorded  and  placed  on  file.  If 
unsatisfactory  conditions  are  discovered  the  student  is  given 
appropriate  advice. 

A  competent  physician  has  also  been  appointed  to  super- 
vise the  hygienic  conditions  of  all  boarding  houses  which 
advertise  for  the  patronage  of  students.  A  list  of  such  houses 
as  satisfy  his  requirements  is  posted  in  the  office  of  the  Medi- 
cal School. 

LIBRARIES 


The  University  Library  contains  173,363  volumes,  selected 
with  especial  reference  to  the  instruction  here  given.  It  is 
arranged  in  several  collections. 

The  works  relating  to  medicine  are  placed  in  special 
libraries  in  the  main  building  of  the  Hospital  and  in  the 
Medical   School,  and  are  readily  accessible  to  students  and 
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to  the  workers  in  the  laboratories.  The  leading  medical 
periodicals  of  the  world  are  regularly  received  and  complete 
sets  of  the  more  important  journals  are  on  the  shelves. 

The  library  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  of 
Maryland,  1211  Cathedral  Street,  contains  27,000  volumes, 
and  is  conducted  in  affiliation  with  the  library  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  the  Medical  School.  Other  libraries  of  Baltimore 
are  the  Peabody  (205,300  volumes),  the  Enoch  Pratt  (301,769 
volumes),  and  the  New  Mercantile  (88,227  volumes).  With 
the  exception  of  the  last-named,  these  libraries  are  open  to 
students  of  the  Medical  School  without  charge. 

Washington  is  so  near  that  its  libraries  and  museums  may 
be  easily  utilized.  Among  the  chief  institutions  of  interest 
to  students  are :  The  Smithsonian  Institution  and  National 
Museum,  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Library  of  the  Sur- 
geon-GeneraPs  office,  and  the  Libraries  of  the  various  Depart- 
ments and  Bureaus. 

MEDICAL  SOCIETIES 


The  Hospital  Medical  Society,  the  Laennec  Society  and 
the  Historical  Club  meet  at  the  Hospital  regularly  through- 
out the  academic  year.  These,  as  well  as  the  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  sections  of  the  Baltimore  City  Medical  Society, 
held  in  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Building,  are  open  to 
students. 

PUBLICATIONS 


The  Bulletin  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  issued 
monthly,  contains  articles  by  those  connected  with  the  Medi- 
cal School  and  Hospital  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Hospital 
Societies.  The  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  Eeports  contain 
the  larger  monographs  and  results  of  researches  in  the  Hos- 
pital and  the  laboratories  of  the  Medical  School.

Courses  of  instruction  are  provided  in  various  anatom- 
ical sciences — embryology,  histology,  microscopic  anatomy, 
neurology  and  gross  human  anatomy — and  opportunities  are 
afforded  for  advanced  work  and  investigation  in  these  sciences. 

The  required  courses  (I,  II,  III  and  IV)  for  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  may  be  completed  dur- 
ing the  first  year  of  the  medical  course. 

Students  who  have  completed  the  required  course  in  anat- 
omy may  elect  any  of  the  courses  in  this  department. 

Physicians  and  students  not  candidates  for  a  medical 
degree  may  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  courses  by  special 
arrangements  with  the  instructors  and  may  undertake  ad- 
vanced work  and  original  research.

The  course  in  physiology  extends  from  January  of  the 
first  year  to  January  of  the  second  year. 

The  work  consists  of  a  systematic  course  of  lectures  cover- 
ing the  subject  of  animal  physiology,  experimental  work  in 
the  laboratory,  demonstrations  and  recitations.  Eecitations 
are  held  upon  the  subject-matter  covered  by  the  lectures 
and  laboratory  work. 

The  course  as  arranged  for  1913-1914  is  as  follows: 

I.  Physiology  of  Secretion,  Digestion  and  Nutri- 
tion— 1913.  Dr.  Howell,  twice  weekly  from  October  to 
January.     Second  year  class. 

II.  Laboratory  Course  in  Experimental  Physiology. 
Drs.  Howell,  Hooker,  Snyder  and  Davis.  Two  mornings 
and  two  afternoons  weekly  during  the  first  and  the  third 
trimesters.  Half  of  the  class  takes  this  course  in  the  third 
trimester  of  the  first  year,  and  the  other  half  during  the 
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first  trimester  of  the  second  year.  This  laboratory  course 
is  arranged  to  occupy  twelve  hours  a  week  for  about  twelve 
weeks. 

III.  Physiology  of  Muscle  and  Nerve,  Central  Ner- 
vous System,  and  Special  Sense — 1914.  Dr.  Howell  and 
Dr.  Snyder,  three  times  weekly  during  the  second  trimester. 
First  year  class. 

IY.  Physiology  of  Blood,  Circulation  and  Eespira- 
tion — 1914.  Dr.  Hooker.  Eecitations  and  Demonstrations. 
Twice  weekly  during  the  third  trimester.     First  year  class. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  exercises,  students  are  given 
opportunities  to  participate  in,  the  more  advanced  courses,, 
intended  primarily  as  graduate  work.  These  courses  are 
as  follows: 

V.  Journal  Club.  One  hour  weekly  during  the  year. 
Those  who  participate  in  the  work  of  this  course  are  ex- 
pected to  report  from  time  to  time  upon  papers  of  physio- 
logical interest  that  may  appear  in  current  journals. 

VI.  Physiological  Seminary.  One  hour  weekly  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  object  of  the  Seminary  work  is  to  study 
carefully,  by  means  of  lectures  or  readings,  some  special 
part  of  physiology,  the  topics  chosen  varying  each  year. 

VII.  Advanced  Laboratory  Course.  This  course  is 
not  limited  as  to  time  or  amount  of  work  except  that  assist- 
ance from  the  professor  of  physiology  must  be  arranged  for 
by  definite  engagements.  The  instruction  is  given  individ- 
ually and  may  involve  undertaking  a  definite  investigation. 

Graduate  Work

Individual  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  methods  used 
in  physiological  demonstrations  and  research.  Especial 
attention  will  be  paid  to  the  methods  employed  in  the  study 
of  the  circulation.     Fee  $50.00. 

Physiological  Chemistry 

Walter  Jones,  Ph.  D.,  Professor  of  Physiological  Chemistry.

Instruction  in  this  branch  is  given  by  laboratory  work, 
lectures,  demonstrations,  and  conferences  of  a  less  formal 
character.  The  work  in  the  laboratory  is  conducted  in  two 
sections  which  meet  in  the  third  trimester  of  the  first  year, 
and  in  the  first  trimester  of  the  second  year  respectively. 
The  exercises  are  conducted  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays, 
from  10  to  1  in  the  morning,  and  from  2  to  5  in  the  after- 
noon. 

I.  Laboratory  Work.  Professor  Jones  and  Dr.  Mar- 
shall. 

(a)  A  short  preliminary  course  on  the  chemistry  of 
various  substances,  such  as  proteids,  which  are  usually  not 
familiar  to  the  student  of  pure  chemistry  but  which  should 
be  understood  in  order  that  he  may  intelligently  execute  the 
work  that  follows. 

(&)  A  course  of  qualitative  analysis  in  which  some  ex- 
amination is  made  of  nearly  every  tissue  and  fluid  of  the 
body.  Blood,  liver,  milk  (colostrum),  muscle,  gastric  juice, 
adipose  tissue,  bone  and  bile  receive  special  attention,  and 
whenever  material  is  available  a  study  is  made  of  patho- 
logical fluids  and  concretions.  The  order  adopted  in  the 
consideration  of  the  chemical  topography  of  the  body  is 
such  as  to  emphasize  as  far  as  possible,  the  chemical  processes 
which  are  going  on  in  the  body. 
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(c)  A  study  of  those  physiological  chemical  processes 
that  can  be  closely  imitated  outside  the  body,  as  the  action 
of  enzymes,  salivary,  pancreatic,  and  gastric  digestion. 

(d)  Class  experiments.  Demonstrations  by  the  instructor 
in  which  the  entire  class  usually  takes  part. 

(e)  Quantitative  analysis.  Determination  of  normal  and 
pathological  constituents  of  urine;  analysis  of  milk,  gastric 
juice,  stomach-washing,  air,  water,  and  foods.  An  attempt 
is  made  here  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  chemical 
technique  required  for  metabolism  experiments. 

(/)  Examination  of  the  fasces  with  special  references  to 
putrefactive  processes. 

II.  Conferences.  Professor  Jones  and  Dr.  Marshall. 
Informal  conferences  are  held  at  which  the  laboratory  work 
is  discussed  and  the  progress  and  needs  of  the  students  are 
considered.  Here  also  the  recent  literature  that  bears  directly 
on  the  work  is  reviewed. 

III.  Lectures.  Professor  Jones.  A  brief  survey  of  the 
entire  province  of  physiological  chemistry.  Emphasis  is 
given  to  that  part  of  the  subject  which  for  obvious  reasons 
must  be  omitted  from  a  laboratory  course. 

IV.  Organic  Chemistry.  Dr.  Marshall.  An  elective 
course  consisting  of  two  lectures  a  week  during  the  first 
trimester.  Thursday  and  Friday,  12  to  1  p.  m.  Two-fifths 
units. 

Graduate  Work

I.  Pharmacology.  An  elective  course  in  this  subject 
occupying  one  afternoon  a  week  is  offered  in  the  second 
trimester  of  the  second  year.  The  physiological  action  of  a 
selected  list  of  drugs  and  poisons  is  made  the  subject  of  this 
course  and  the  afternoon's  work,  performed  by  the  student 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  instructor,  is  pre- 
ceded by  brief  statements  of  the  significance  and  bearing  of 
the  experiment  in  hand.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give 
a  clear  idea  of  the  general  principles  and  of  the  more  im- 
portant phenomena  involved  in  the  study  of  pharmacology. 

During  the  second  trimester  a  course  of  lectures  with 
demonstrations  and  recitations  covering  the  subject  of  phar- 
macology is  given  from  9  to  10  a.  m.  three  days,  and  from 
12  to  1,  two  days  of  the  week.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this 
course  to  treat  the  subject  in  a  manner  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  the  medical  student.  As  this  course  requires  much  out- 
side reading  it  will  be  estimated  at  one  and  two-fifth  units. 

II.  Therapeutics.  Dr.  Leonard  G.  Eowntree.  The 
course  extends  through  the  third  and  fourth  years.  It  con- 
sists of  practical  demonstrations  as  far  as  possible. 

In  the  third  year  the  course  consists  largely  of  the  study 
of  methods.  Practical  therapeutic  measures,  such  as  hydro- 
therapy, bleeding,  etc.,  are  demonstrated.     The  various  groups 
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of  medicines,  for  example  diuretics,  are  taken  up  and  their 
indications  discussed.  In  the  fourth  year  the  work  is  a 
continuation  of  that  in  the  third  year.  The  general  care 
of  patients  in  the  treatment  of  special  diseases  is  considered. 
The  diets  of  patients  and  the  methods  of  preparing  the 
simpler  foods  are  described.  As  far  as  possible  the  work  is 
practical  and  is  given  in  connection  with  the  course  in 
general  medicine,  so  that  the  study  of  treatment  goes  along 
with  the  regular  clinical  work. 

III.  Toxicology.  An  elective  laboratory  course  in  this 
subject  is  offered  in  the  second  trimester.  The  course  oc- 
cupies one  afternoon  a  week  during  the  trimester  and  deals 
with  the  subjects  both  from  the  chemical  and  medical  points 
of  view. 

IV.  Pharmacy.  Pharmacy  is  treated  by  a  special  in- 
structor, in  a  course  of  demonstrations  and  lectures,  once 
weekly  for  three  months.  Weights  and  measures,  incom- 
patibles,  special  points  relating  to  prescriptions  and  the 
official  pharmacopceial  preparations  are  fully  dealt  with. 
The  more  important  preparations  are  made  before  the 
class. 

V.  Practical  Course  in  Pharmacy.  An  elective 
course  designed  especially  for  students  in  the  third  year. 
Monday,  4  p.  m.  First  trimester.  All  typical  pharmacopceial 
preparations  are  made  and  typical  prescriptions  are  com- 
pounded by  each  student.     One-half  unit.

General  pathology,  special  pathological  anatomy  and  his- 
tology, and  bacteriology  are  taught  by  laboratory  work, 
demonstrations,  recitations  and  lectures.  The  courses  in 
pathology  come  in  the  first  and  second  trimesters  of  the 
second  year;  those  in  bacteriology  in  the  third  trimester  of 
the  first  year.  The  laboratory  work  occupies  three  half-days 
a  week. 

I.  The  Conduct  of  Autopsies.  Drs.  Whipple,  Winter- 
nitz and  Staff.  The  autopsies  are  made  in  the  Pathologi- 
cal building  and  are  witnessed  by  the  students  of  the  second, 
third  and  fourth  years.  Students  are  permitted  to  assist 
at  post-mortem  examinations  and  are  instructed  in  the 
methods  of  making  such  examinations  and  of  recording  the 
results  in  proper  protocols. 

II.  Demonstrations  in  Gross  Morbid  Anatomy.  Drs. 
Whipple,  Winternitz  and  Staff,  12-1,  twice  a  week  in  two 
divisions  during  the  1st  and  3rd  trimester,  and  three  times 
a  week  in  three  divisions  during  the  2nd  trimester.  The 
gross  morbid  specimens,  collected  during  the  week,  are  demon- 
strated to  students  of  the  second  year.  In  addition,  fresh 
and  museum  specimens  are  exhibited  in  the  course  in  patho- 
logical histology  to  illustrate  the  macroscopical  appearances 
of  the  morbid  conditions  studied  by  the  microscope. 

III.  Bacteriology.  Professor  Welch,  Professor  Ford 
and  Dr.   Shippen,  third  trimester    (March  15  to  June  1), 
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Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings,  first  year  class. 
This  is  a  practical  laboratory  course  in  which  the  students 
become  familiar  with  the  preparation  of  culture  media,  the 
principles  of  sterilization  and  disinfection,  the  methods  of 
cultivating,  staining,  and  studying  bacteria,  the  biological 
examination  of  air,  water,  and  soil,  and  the  important 
species  of  pathogenic  micro-organisms.  The  hygienic  as 
well  as  the  pathological  relations  of  bacteriology  are  con- 
sidered. 

IV.  Lectures  on  Infection  and  Immunity.  Profes- 
sor Welch,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  4  to  5,  third  trimester, 
first  year  class.  During  the  course  in  bacteriology  lectures 
are  given  devoted  mainly  to  the  consideration  of  subjects 
pertaining  to  infection  and  immunity. 

V.  General  Pathology,  Pathological  Anatomy  and 
Pathological  Histology.  Professor  Welch,  Professor 
Whipple  and  Drs.  Winternitz,  Kline,  Davis  and  Stevenson. 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons,  2  to  5,  during 
the  first  and  second  trimesters,  second  year  class.  The  sub- 
jects are  covered,  as  far  as  practicable,  by  demonstrations, 
lectures  and  laboratory  work.  Pathological  histology  is 
taught  as  a  part  of  pathological  anatomy,  the  description  and 
demonstration  of  gross  lesions  being  followed  by  their  micro- 
scopical examination. 

VI.  Eecitations.  Professor  Welch,  Mondays  at  12, 
throughout  the  year.  Weekly  recitations  cover  the  work 
done  by  the  students  of  the  first  and  of  the  second  years 
in  their  laboratory  exercises,  in  bacteriology  and  in  path- 
ology, as  well  as  subjects  treated  in  lectures  and  those  re- 
served more  especially  for  text-book  study. 

VII.  Advanced  Work  and  Special  Research.  Oppor- 
tunity is  afforded  to  those  suitably  trained  to  pursue  ad- 
vanced work  and  special  research  in  pathological  anatomy 
and  histology,  experimental  pathology,  and  bacteriology. 
For  these  purposes  the  pathological  laboratory  is  equipped 
with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  material. 
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Experimental  Pathology 

George  H.  Whipple,  M.  D.,  Associate  Professor  of  Pathology.

The  deparment  of  experimental  pathology  has  been  es- 
tablished, on  the  basis  of  courses  already  given,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  instruction  concerning  the  abnormal  ac- 
tivities  of   organs   which   result   from   pathological   lesions. 

This  work  is  largely  experimental  and  obviously  closely 
allied  to  experimental  medicine  and  physiology.  The  course 
will  consist  of  informal  lectures,  experiments,  operations  and 
demonstrations  given  during  the  second  trimester  on  Thurs- 
days, 9-12  a.  m. 

The  main  object  of  the  course  is  to  give  students  ele- 
mentary training  in  the  methods  of  research :  not  to  give 
a  fixed  series  of  demonstrations  dealing  with  any  one  organ 
or  system.  The  exercises  will  be  concerned  chiefly  with 
the  problems  which  are  interesting  the  workers  at  the  Hun- 
terian  Laboratory  so  that  the  entire  group  may  be  familiar 
with  all  the  problems  under  investigation.  For  this  reason 
it  is  desired  that  the  students  taking  this  course  may  proceed 
with  independent  investigation  of  problems  which  are  closely 
related  to  the  work  already  in  progress.  Facilities  for  this 
work  will  be  available  during  the  entire  year.  Eoom  is 
available  for  a  limited  number  of  advanced  workers  who  may 
desire   to    investigate   problems   in   experimental   pathology.

The  teaching  is  in  the  dispensary,  in  the  clinical  labora- 
tories, in  the  wards,  and  in  the  clinical  amphitheatre.     In 
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place  of  systematic  didactic  teaching,  there  has  been  intro- 
duced a  plan  of  practical  instruction,  by  which  the  student 
is  brought  directly  in  contact  with  the  patients,  and  taught, 
from  the  outset,  how  to  recognize,  and  treat,  disease,  as  it 
occurs  in  nature,  not  in  books.

study  of  clinical  medicine.  Mondays,  2-5  p.  m.  Third  tri- 
mester. 

4.  Applications  of  Biology  to  Internal  Medicine. 
Dr.  Clough.     One  lecture  weekly. 

5.  Applications  of  Pharmacology  to  Internal  Medi- 
cine.    Dr.  Eowntree.     One  lecture  weekly. 

6.  Applications  of  Chemistry  to  Internal  Medicine. 
Dr.  Sellards.     One  lecture  weekly. 

B.     Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Third  Year 

7.  General  Physical  Diagnosis.  In  sections,  Mon- 
days,  Wednesdays,    Thursdays   and    Saturdays   from    10-12. 

The  course  is  in  charge  of  Associate  Professor  Futcher 
with  the  assistance  of  Associate  Professor  Boggs,  Drs.  P. 
R.  Smith,  Brown,  Hamburger,  Hamman,  Pleasants,  Leut- 
scher,  Chatard,  H.  L.  Smith,  Larned,  Greenbaum,  Wolman, 
Leopold,  Macht,  Sloan  and  Miller.

a.  In  the  first  half-year,  practical  and  demonstrative 
exercises  in  history-taking,  and  in  physical  diagnosis  of 
diseases  of  the  chest,  are  held. 

The  class  is  divided  into  small  groups.  Each  section  has 
two  exercises,  of  two  hours  each,  a  week. 

On  four  days  of  the  week,  a  quarter  of  the  class,  in  rota- 
tion, spends  two  hours  in  the  dispensary,  getting  practical 
instruction  in  history-taking. 

b.  From  October  to  March  15. 

ba.  In  addition  to  work  described  under  a.  each  quarter  of 
the  class  for  one  day  a  week  has  dispensary  work  from  10  to 
12  m.  Each  patient  coming  to  the  dispensary  is  assigned 
to  a  student,  who  takes  the  history,  makes  the  physical  ex- 
amination, and  reports  to  one  of  the  instructors,  who  reviews 
his  work. 

After  March  15,  the  third-year  students  obtain  practical 
instruction  in  physical  diagnosis  at  the  City  Hospital  at  Bay 
View,  under  the  direction  of  Associate  Professor  Boggs,  Dr. 
W.  L.  Moss,  and  assistants. 

bb.  Practical  demonstrative  exercises  in  physical  diagno- 
sis of  diseases  of  the  abdomen.  From  February  1st  each 
section  has  one  exercise  of  two  hours  a  week  for  a  period  of 

8  to  10  weeks. 

c.  Weekly  recitations  on  physical  diagnosis,  on  Fridays, 

9  to  10  a.  m.     Associate  Professor  Futcher. 

8.  Weekly  Eecitations  on  General  Medicine.  Tues- 
days, 4.30  to  5.30,  October  to  January  1;  Wednesdays,  4.30 
to  5.30  p.  m.,  January  1  to  June  1.  The  subjects  are  as- 
signed and  the  recitations  conducted  by  the  Eesident  Physi- 
cian, Dr.  Clough,  or  by  some  other  member  of  the  staff. 

9.  General  Symptomatology  of  Disease.  Professor 
Barker,  Professor  Thayer  and  Associate  Professor  Futcher. 
At  twelve  o'clock  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday, 
the  students  of  the  third  year  meet  for  a  general  clinic 
in  the  medical  amphitheatre.  The  students,  in  rotation, 
examine  selected  cases.     The  teaching  consists  in  (a)  thor- 
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ough  consideration  of  the  clinical  features  of  the  case;  (6) 
brief  discussion  of  the  symptoms;  (c)  reports  by  each  stu- 
dent upon  the  case  which  he  examines  and  whose  further 
progress  he  follows,  either  by  personal  visits  outside,  or,  if 
the  patient  is  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  by  observation  in 
the  wards;  (d)  on  the  last  class  day  of  each  month  a  clinical 
"  round-up,"  when  the  student,  whose  turn  it  happens  to  be, 
reports  on  the  work  of  the  month;  (e)  short  papers  on  defi- 
nite themes  given  to  the  students  and  relating  to  subjects 
which  come  up  in  the  course  of  the  examination  of  patients. 

10.  Summer  Work  in  Dispensary.  After  the  comple- 
tion of  the  second  and  third  year  the  students  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  assist  in  the  dispensary  during  the  summer  months. 
Dr.  T.  B.  Futcher  arranges  the  rotation  of  the  groups,  and 
with  the  other  members  of  the  department,  gives  instruc- 
tion in  the  method  of  taking  histories  and  making  exami- 
nations. 

11.  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  Dr.  Guthrie,  assisted  by 
Dr.  W.  A.  Baetjer,  conducts,  throughout  the  session,  during 
two  afternoons  of  the  week,  a  class  in  microscopical  and 
chemical  diagnosis.  The  course  is  a  systematic  one,  in  which 
the  students  are  trained  in  the  methods  of  examining  blood, 
sputum,  gastric  contents,  urine,  feces,  etc.  Considerable 
work  is  required  outside  the  regular  class  hours.  The  re- 
quired course  extends  from  October  to  March  15. 

One  of  the  large  rooms  of  the  clinical  laboratory  is  de- 
voted exclusively  to  the  third  year  students.  Each  student 
has  his  own  place  in  the  laboratory,  with  locker,  microscope, 
reagents,  etc. 

12.  Advanced  Work  in  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  An 
elective  course  in  the  third  trimester.  Two  afternoons  a 
week  for  one-half  trimester.     Dr.  Guthrie. 

13.  The  Saturday  Clinic.  On  Saturdays  at  noon,  the 
third  year  students  meet  with  those  of  the  fourth  year  for 
Professor  Barker's  clinic  in  the  medical  amphitheatre  of  the 
Hospital.  Cases  of  especial  interest  are  shown  and  dis- 
cussed. 
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14.  Clinical  Work  at  Bay  View,  third  trimester.  Drs. 
Boggs  and  Moss. 

C.     Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Fourth  Year 

The  students  are  divided  into  three  equal  groups,  each 
group  serving  for  one  trimester,  successively,  in  the  medical, 
surgical,  and  elective  divisions  of  the  Hospital. 

15.  Ward  Work.  The  members  of  each  medical  group 
serve  for  a  trimester  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  medical  wards 
of  the  Hospital,  to  which  they  have  access  from  8  a.  m.  to  5 
p.  m.  A  number  of  beds  are  assigned  to  each  student,  who 
makes  the  necessary  examinations  under  the  guidance  and 
direction  of  the  medical  staff.  The  clinical  clerks  also  accom- 
pany the  professors  in  the  ward  visits,  read  the  histories 
of  new  cases,  are  questioned  as  to  the  results  of  their  ex- 
aminations, and  receive  special  instruction. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  work,  each  student  is 
encouraged  to  make  studies  with  some  especial  method  and  to 
make  a  report  of  his  experiences  with  it. 

16.  Ward  Classes.  Forenoons,  the  ward  visits  are  made 
by  the  professors  and  their  assistants.  The  members  of 
the  class  are  taught  the  methods  of  examination,  the  pro- 
gress of  the  cases  is  followed,  and  instruction  is  given  in  the 
methods  of  treatment. 

17.  The  Saturday  Clinic.  At  12  o'clock,  on  Saturdays, 
the  fourth  year  students  attend  a  general  medical  clinic  given 
by  Professor  Barker  in  the  amphitheatre.  The  clinical  clerks 
read  the  histories  of  the  new  cases  brought  before  the  class, 
and  report  on  the  progress  of  cases  previously  shown. 

18.  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  A  large  room  of  the  clin- 
ical laboratory  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  fourth  year 
class.  Here  each  student  has  a  place  with  microscope,  re- 
agents, etc.,  throughout  the  session,  and  can  engage  in  any 
special  work. 

19.  Clinical    and    Pathological     Conference.    On 
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Wednesday  at  12  noon,  a  clinical  and  pathological  conference 
is  held  throughout  the  academic  year  by  Professor  Thayer 
and  Associate  Professor  Whipple  in  the  Pathological  Labora- 
tory. Abstracts  of  the  histories  of  the  fatal  cases  with  the 
differential  diagnosis  made  before  the  autopsy  are  read.  The 
specimens  from  the  autopsy  are  then  demonstrated,  after 
which  there  is  a  general  discussion  of  the  case. 

20.  Nature  of  Infection  and  Immunity.  Lectures 
and  demonstrations.  Two  hours  per  week.  Second  trimes- 
ter.    Dr.  Moss. 

21.  Special  Methods  of  Investigation  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  (Physicians  and  students  of  third  and  fourth 
year.)  Laboratory  exercises,  two  afternoons  per  week. 
Second  trimester.     Dr.   Clough. 

22.  Medical  Bacteriology.  Dr.  Austrian  and  Bloom- 
field. 

This  elective  course  is  open  to  a  limited  number  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Medical  Section,  each  trimester.  A  lecture  and 
demonstration  will  be  given  once  a  week,  2.00  to  3.00  p.  m., 
Tuesday.  At  suitable  times  during  the  week  opportunity 
will  be  given  to  a  small  number  to  do,  under  supervision,  the 
bacteriology  of  the  wards.  In  this  way,  practical  work  is 
afforded  in  blood  cultures,  agglutinative  and  other  serum 
tests,  cultures  from  throat,  sputum,  urine,  stool,  pleural  and 
pericardial  effusions,  fluids  from  the  peritoneal  cavity  and 
joints,  and  cerebro-spinal  fluids. 

23.  Elementary  Course  in  the  Phipps  Dispensary 
for  Tuberculosis.  Dr.  Wolman.  First  trimester.  Two 
days  a  week,  10-12.  (Except  Tuesday  or  Friday.)  Elective 
course.     Limited  to  four  students. 

24.  Advanced  Course  in  the  Phipps  Dispensary  for 
Tuberculosis.  Drs.  Hamman,  Wolman  and  Moss.  Third 
trimester.     Elective  course.     Limited  to  four  students. 

(a)  Clinical  portion  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  10-12  m. 

(b)  Laboratory  portion  two  afternoons  a  week  from  2-5 
p.  m. 
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(c)    Seminary,  one  hour  a  week,  Fridays  from  4-5  p.  m. 

25.  Extramural  Course  in  the  Study  of  Tubercu- 
losis.

26.  Diseases  of  Stomach  and  Intestines.  Elective 
course.  Dr.  Brown.  Course  to  be  arranged.  Second  and 
third  trimesters. 

27.  Physical  Diagnosis.  Elective  course.  A  study  of 
the  ordinary  methods  as  compared  with  methods  using  instru- 
ments of  precision.

28.  Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of  Some  Minor  Ail- 
ments.

29.  The  Symptomatology  and  Treatment  of  Diseases 
of  the  Ductless  Glands.  Elective  Course.  Thursday, 
12-1,  second  trimester.

Beginning  June  first,  various  courses  are  offered  to  gradu- 
ates in  medicine,  as  designated  on  page  106. 

35.  Medicine,  Advanced  Work  and  Research.  Upon  ap- 
plication to  Professor  Barker,  physicians  properly  trained  in 
fundamental  methods  will  be  given  opportunities  for  clinical 
and  experimental  investigation.  For  this  purpose  the  clini- 
cal material  of  the  wards  and  dispensary,  as  well  as  the 
facilities  of  the  clinical  laboratories,  is  available,  and 
investigations  may  be  carried  on  in  (1)  the  wards  or  dis- 
pensary (Dr.  Clough,  Eesident  Physician),  (2)  the  gen- 
eral clinical  laboratory    (Dr.   Guthrie  in  charge),    (3)    the 

biological   division  of  the  medical  laboratory    (Dr.  ,. 

in  charge),    (4)    the  physiological  division   of  the  medical 

laboratory    (Dr.    in   charge),    (5)    the   bio-chemical 

division  of  the  medical  laboratory  (Dr.  Sellards  in  charge), 
or  (6)  in  the  electrocardiographic  station  (Dr.  Bond  in 
charge).  Opportunities  are  offered  for  special  studies  in

III.  Surgical  Diagnosis  and  Pathology.  Professor 
Bloodgood,  Wednesday,  2-4.30,  entire  year,  whole  class.  Fri- 
day, elective  course,  2-4.30  p.  m.  See  special  announcement 
for  elective  courses,  third  and  fourth  years. 

IV.  Operative  Surgery.  Elective,  once  weekly  from 
October  to  May.  A  four-hour  exercise  is  given  to  successive 
sections  in  the  Hunterian  laboratory. 

V.  Eecitations.  Weekly  recitations  upon  assigned  sub- 
jects are  held  by  Dr.  Finney,  Dr.  Follis  and  Dr.  Walker. 

The  work  of  the  fourth  year  consists  of: 

I.  Ward  Work.  The  members  of  each  of  the  three 
groups  into  which  the  class  of  the  fourth  year  is  divided, 
serve  for  a  trimester  in  the  surgical  wards  of  the  Hospital. 

II.  Ward  Classes.  The  students  make  the  morning 
and  other  visits  to  the  wards  with  Professors  Halsted,  Fin- 
ney, Young,  Baer  and  the  House  surgeon,  where  they  receive 
bedside  instruction. 

III.  Clinics.  A  weekly  clinic,  by  Professor  Halsted, 
Friday,  12  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

IV.  Surgical  Operating  Eoom.  To  each  group  of 
fourth-year  students  the  privileges  of  the  private  oper- 
ating rooms  are  extended  for  one  trimester. 

V.  Genito-Urinary  Surgery.  Professor  Young.  (For 
details,  see  page  93.) 

VI.  Recitation.  Professor  Bloodgood.  Tuesday,  11  to 
12  m.  (entire  group). 

VII.  Orthopedic  Surgery.  Professor  Baer.  (For 
details,  see  page  95.)

X-Eay  Diagnosis  and  Therapeutics.  Dr.  P.  H.  Baetjer. 
This  course  is  given  three  times  during  the  year,  as  follows : 
Course  I,  October  15  to  December  15;  Course  II,  January  15 
to  March  15;  Course  III,  April  15  to  June  15.  (Limited  to 
five  in  each  course.) 

Each  course  will  consist  of  daily  demonstrations  from  11 
a.  m.  to  12.30  p.  m.,  and  aims  to  give  a  practical  knowledge 
of  the  construction  and  manipulation  of  the  X-ray  apparatus, 
and  its  use  in  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Pee  $50.  Beginning 
June  first,  six  weeks  courses  in  general  surgery  and  the  various 
surgical  specialties  are  offered  to  graduates  in  Medicine.

THIRD    YEAR 

In  this  year  five  hours  a  week  are  devoted  to  the  sub- 
ject, and  the  time  is  divided  as  follows : 

I.  Kecitations  or  Exercises  with  the  Manikin. 
Thrice  weekly  throughout  the  year.  In  the  former  the  gen- 
eral principles  of  obstetrics  are  considered,  while  in  the  latter, 
which  are  interspersed  between  the  recitations,  the  technique 
of  obstetrical  examination  and  of  the  various  operative  pro- 
cedures is  taught. 

II.  Practical  Instruction.  This  includes  the  examin- 
ation of  pregnant  women,  pelvimetry,  etc.,  the  delivery  of 
patients,  and  the  care  of  the  woman  and  child  after  delivery. 

III.  Ward  Classes  to  groups,  twice  weekly  throughout 
the  year. 

IV.  Elective  courses  in  Obstetrical  Pathology  will  be 
given  by  Drs.  Williams,  Wilson  and  Dodds  on  Friday  after- 
noons from  2  to  4.30,  during  each  of  the  first  two  trimesters. 
In  these  practical  laboratory  instruction  is  given  in  the  ana- 
tomy and  histology  of  the  generative  organs,  as  well  as  in  the 
pathology  of  the  various  diseases  of  pregnancy,  labor  and  the 
puerperal  state. 

FOURTH  YEAR 

During  this  year  the  work  is  arranged  in  trimesters  and 
is  elective.  Classes  are  held  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and 
Friday  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  and  patients  are  delivered  as 
they  fall  into  labor.  Each  practical  course  will  be  limited  to 
ten  students,  and  the  work  will  be  divided  as  follows : 

I.  Delivery  of  patients  in  the  ward  and  out-patient  ser- 
vice and  opportunity  to  witness  all  operations  performed 
in  the  department. 

II.     Ward  and  nursery  rounds.

the  fourth  year,  Wednesdays,  12-1,  and  Saturdays,  3-4.30. 
4.     Weekly  clinics  and  discussions  throughout  the  year, 
Thursdays,  12-1.     (Optional.) 

Elective  Work  for  Fourth  Year  Students 

1.  Elective  clinics  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Henry  J.  Berkley

During  the  last  trimester  of  this  year  one  hour  a  week 
is  devoted  to  recitations,  demonstrations  and  lectures  upon 
the  growth  and  development  of  infants  and  children  and 
upon  the  subject  of  nutrition,  normal  and  abnormal  and  the 
influence  of  the  food  stuffs,  in  so  far  as  pediatrics  is  con- 
cerned.    The  class  is  divided  into  sections. 

Fourth  Year 

I.  A  weekly  clinic  or  lecture  on  Tuesday  from  12  to  1 
throughout  the  year.  This  is  given  by  Dr.  Knox  in  the 
first  trimester  and  by  Professor  Howland  in  the  second  and 
third  trimesters. 

II.  Section  teaching  is  given  to  each  section  twice  a  week 
from  11  to.  1  for  one  trimester.  This  consists  in  the  examin- 
ation by  students  of  patients  in  the  wards  and  in  the  dis- 
pensary, in  the  presentation  of  cases  by  the  students  and  in 
the  discussion  of  symptoms,  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Special 
attention  is  paid  to  the  diseases  peculiar  to  infancy  and  child- 
hood and  to  the  differences  in  the  manifestation  of  disease 
in  children  as  contrasted  with  adults. 

III.  An  elective  major  course  is  given  each  trimester  to 
not  more  than  four  students.  Those  electing  this  course 
serve  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  wards  and  dispensary,  as  well 
as  attend  the  other  exercises.

The  instruction  consists  of: 

1.  Didactic  lectures  given  to  the  students  of  the  third 
year  during  the  third  trimester.  These  lectures  are  designed 
to  cover  the  principal  facts  in  the  epidemiology  of  the  in- 
fectious diseases,  and  the  measures  which  may  be  adopted 
to  prevent  their  spread. 

The  water-borne  diseases,  such  as  Asiatic  cholera  and  ty- 
phoid fever,  the  insect-borne  diseases,  such  as  malaria,  yellow 
fever,  and  typhus  fever,  the  social  diseases,  such  as  tubercu- 
losis and  syphilis,  and  the  exanthemata  of  childhood  are  con- 
sidered in  detail. 

Special  lectures  are  also  devoted  to  vital  statistics,  climate, 
soil,  ventilation,  sewerage  disposal,  water  supplies,  sand  filtra- 
tion,  and   milk   control. 

2.  Practical  Hygiene. 

A  laboratory  course  in  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis  of  water,  milk,  sewage,  and  disinfectants  with  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  instruments  of  precision  is  given  dur- 
ing the  first  or  second  trimester  to  any  students  who  have 
completed  their  work  in  bacteriology.  Weekly  inspections 
are  made  of  Public  Health  Institutions  in  Baltimore  and 
Washington — such  as  the  Baltimore  Sewage  Disposal  Plant; 
The  Washington  Filtration  Plant;  The  Walker-Gordon  Dairy 
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Farm;  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Marine  Hospital  Service;  and  the  Laboratories  of  the  Mary- 
land and  Baltimore  Departments  of  Health. 

3.  Special  Investigation.  A  limited  number  of  stu- 
dents are  taken  into  the  laboratory  for  advanced  work  in 
Hygiene  and  Bacteriology.  These  individuals  are  given 
special  problems  to  work  out  independently  or  in  connection 
with  the  instructors  in  the  department.  Special  facilities 
will  offered  medical  graduates  who  desire  to  train  themselves 
in  work  in  Public  Health. 

Medical  Zoology 

Charles  Wabdell  Stiles,  Ph.  D.,  D.  Sc,  Lecturer  on  Medical 
Zoology  and  Professor  of  Zoology  to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service. 

Instruction  in  Medical  Zoology  is  given  to  students  of  the 
third  and  fourth  years  by  Dr.  Stiles.  It  consists  of  a  course 
of  twenty  lectures  on  the  medical  relations  of  animals  to 
man  (animal  parasites,  animals  as  transmitters  of  disease, 
poisonous  snakes,  etc.) ;  ^n  lectures  are  given  each  year, 
illustrated  with  numerous  charts,  lantern  slides,  and  speci- 
mens, and  supplemented  by  practical  laboratory  exercises  in 
studying  both  live  and  preserved  parasites,  examining  meat 
for  trichinosis  and  in  the  diagnosis  of  various  zooparasite 
diseases  by  microscopic  examinaton  of  faeces.  The  para- 
sites are  studied  from  the  standpoints  of  zoology,  practical 
medicine,  and  public  health. 

Legal  Medicine 
William  W.  Ford,  M.  D.,  Lecturer  in  Legal  Medicine. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  is  given  in  the  third 
year.  The  lectures  are  intended  to  instruct  the  students 
not  only  in  the  actual  facts  of  applied  medicine  which  con- 
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stitutes  the  basis  of  the  work  of  the  medico-legal  practitioner, 
but  also  in  the  duties  of  the  medical  expert  witness  and  his 
relations  to  his  client  and  to  the  court. 

The  lectures  deal  with  sexual  transgressions,  abortion,  in- 
fanticide, etc.,  with  the  circumstances  attendant  upon  violent 
death  in  its  various  forms  and  with  injuries  of  all  sorts, 
mechanical  and  chemical,  and  with  the  medico-legal  rela- 
tions of  insanity. 

Especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  methods  of  investi- 
gation and  the  protocol  writing  in  such  cases,  and  to  the  tech- 
nical means  by  which  suspected  marks,  stains  and  traces 
of  all  sorts  may  be  recognized.  Instruction  as  to  the  char- 
acter of  medical  evidence  which  is  useful  and  admissible  in 
court  and  as  to  its  presentation,  is  emphasized. 

History  and  Literature  of  Medicine 

The  Historical  Club  meets  once  a  month  throughout  the 
academic  year  in  the  medical  amphitheatre  of  the  Hospital. 
Old  and  rare  or  otherwise  historically  interesting  books  are 
exhibited  and  the  history  of  medical  doctrines,  of  epochs  in 
medicine  and  of  the  lives  and  contributions  to  knowledge  of 
eminent  men,  and  other  themes  pertaining  to  the  history  of 
medicine  are  considered.  Many  students  avail  themselves 
of  the  stimulating  and  educational  advantages  afforded  by 
the  meetings  of  this  Club. 


Special  Lectures 

From  time  to  time,  as  opportunity  offers,  short  courses  of 
special  lectures  or  demonstrations  upon  selected  topics  are 
given  either  by  specially  appointed  lecturers  or  by  members 
of  the  teaching  staff. 
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Instruction  in  Art  as  Applied  to  Medicine 

Max  Beoedel,  Associate  Professor  of  Art  as  applied  to  Medicine. 
A.     Courses  for  Medical  Students. 

1).  A  course  of  lectures  to  first  year  class  during  the  first 
trimester.  This  course  is  intended  to  give  general  instruc- 
tion in  the  elementary  principles  of  drawing  and  sketching 
as  an  aid  to  the  study  of  medicine. 

2).  A  short  course  in  anatomical  studies  on  the  living  to 
be  given  during  the  first  trimester.  The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  supplement  the  study  of  the  cadaver  in  the 
dissecting  room. 

3).  A  course  in  actual  drawing  open  to  students  of 
all  years,  to  research  workers  and  to  members  of  the  faculty 
for  one  afternoon  a  week  throughout  the  year.  This  course 
will  be  limited  to  12  students.  The  work  will  first  deal  with 
the  exact  study  of  the  plastic  representation  of  medical  ob- 
jects of  all  kinds.  Later  on  this  will  lead  to  the  study  of 
diagrammatic  drawings  and  sketches  useful  in  taking  medi- 
cal histories  or  illustrating  lectures  with  blackboard  sketches. 
Lastly  a  suitable  technique  for  making  medical  illustrations 
for  publications  will  be  taught. 

4).  Eesearch  workers  who  require  pictorial  representa- 
tions of  their  research,  will  be  taught  the  principles  of  making 
such  drawings. 

B.     Courses  for  Artists  and  Art  Students 

1).  Special  instruction  to  medical  illustrators  who  desire 
to  take  up  advanced  work  in  a  particular  branch.  The  fee 
will  depend  on  the  length  of  the  course  and  the  character 
of  the  instruction.  Minimum  fee  $25.00.  Such  courses  may 
be  taken  at  any  time  during  the  academic  year. 
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2).  A  regular  course  for  beginners.  This  course  will 
continue  during  the  entire  day  throughout  the  academic  year. 
Applicants  who  are  not  graduates  of  an  art  school  must 
submit  samples  of  their  work.  The  duration  of  the  course 
of  instruction  will  of  necessity  depend  on  the  talent  of 
the  individual,  the  average  term,  however,  not  exceeding 
two  years.  The  fee  is  $100.00  a  year.  Drawings  of  es- 
pecial merit  may  be  accepted  and  utilized  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  publication  and  as  a  practical  test  of  the  artist's 
ability.  Although  such  drawings  become  the  property  of  the 
school,  the  student  will  receive  several  printed  proofs  after 
publication.  All  drawings  and  sketches  not  so  honored  will 
remain  the  property  of  the  student. 

The  course  will  include : 

a).  Anatomical  studies  of  the  skeleton,  muscles  and  vis- 
cera from  the  standpoint  of  the  medical  illustrator.  Every- 
thing studied  is  sketched  or  drawn. 

b).  Studies  of  fresh  material  at  autopsies,  combined  with 
microscopic  studies  of  the  various  tissues  in  health  and 
disease.  A  number  of  accessory  methods  will  be  employed 
in  studying  fresh  tissues. 

c) .  Studies  of  hardened  specimens  from  the  various  patho- 
logical collections,  combined  with  the  study  of  the  texture 
of  the  individual  structures  of  the  body. 

d).  Based  on  the  foregoing  the  student  is  ready  to  study 
the  pictorial  representation  of  physical  examinations,  various 
kinds  of  treatment  and  the  different  steps  in  surgical  oper- 
ations. 

e).  Stress  will  be  laid  on  the  correct  attitude  of  the 
medical  illustrator  toward  problems  in  medical  research  and 
toward  the  conception  of  a  medical  illustration  in  general 
as  an  aid  to  the  text  and  also  as  a  work  of  art. 

/).  Parallel  with  and  supplementing  these  studies,  in- 
struction will  be  given  in  the  various  techniques  suitable  for 
medical  illustrations  intended  for  publication.     Namely : 
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1).  Half-tone   drawings   in   crayon,    etc, — Mixed   tech- 
nique. 
2).  Water  color  painting. 
3).  Line  drawings  in  pen  and  ink.     Diagrams. 
4).  Charts  for  class  demonstrations, 
g).     Studies  of  the  various  methods  of  reproduction  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  illustrator.

SUMMER  COURSES  FOR  GRADUATES  IN 
MEDICINE 


In  co-operation  with  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  the  fol- 
lowing courses  were  offered  to  graduates  in  Medicine,  during 
the  six  weeks  beginning  Monday,  June  2nd,  1913. 

Similar  courses  will  be  offered  each  summer,  and  will  be 
described  in  a  special  circular  which  will  be  issued  early  in 
March. 

ANNOUNCEMENT   FOR   1913. 

The  clinical  courses  are  limited  to  graduates  in  medicine, 
but  the  courses  in  Physiology,  Physiological  Chemistry,  Phar- 
macology and  Therapeutics,  and  Bacteriology  are  also  open 
to  undergraduate  medical  students. 

Physiology 

Dr.  C.  D.  Snyder,  Associate  Professor  of  Physiology.  This 
course  is  intended  to  give  the  student  an  opportunity  to 
become  acquainted  with  some  of  the  chief  methods  employed 
in  teaching  and  in  research. 

Especial  attention  will  be  given  to  the  mechanisms  of  cir- 
culation and  respiration  that  can  be  demonstrated  upon 
mammals,  and  to  methods  of  recording  and  accurately  meas- 
uring such  phenomena  as  venous  pulse  and  venous  and  arter- 
ial pressures  in  man.  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  8 
a.  m.  to  12  m. 

Physiological  Chemistry 

Dr.  E.  K.  Marshall,  Jr.,  Assistant  in  Physiological  Chemis- 
try.   This  course  will  consist  of  lectures  covering  the  chemistry 
of  the  proteins,  sugars,  fats,  blood,  muscle,  urine,  ferments, 
etc.,  and  of  laboratory  exercises  in  which  the  various  tissues

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and  fluids  of  the  body  will  be  studied.     Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  2  to  5  p.  m. 

Pharmacology  and  Therapeutics 

Dr.  L.  6.  Kowntree,  Associate  in  Experimental  Therapeu- 
tics. This  course  will  consist  of  bedside  instruction  in  thera- 
peutics, and  of  laboratory  demonstrations  of  the  action  of 
certain  drugs,  together  with  lectures  on  specific  chemotherapy. 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  2  to  5  p.  m. 

Bacteriology 

Dr.  L.  P.  Shippen,  Instructor  in  Hygiene  and  Bacteriology. 
This  course  will  consist  of  practical  laboratory  exercises  cover- 
ing the  preparation  of  culture  media,  the  principles  of  ster- 
ilization and  the  methods  of  isolating,  cultivating,  and  study- 
ing bacteria.  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday,  10  a.  m. 
to  1  p.  m. 

Medicine 

The  following  courses  will  be  given: 

I.  Practical  Medicine — Dr.  L.  V.  Hamman,  and  Dr.  F.  J. 
Sladen,  Associates  in  Medicine.  A  course  in  practical  medi- 
cine consisting  of  ward  rounds.     Daily,  9  to  11  a.  m. 

II.  Clinical  Microscopy — Dr.  C.  G.  Guthrie,  Instructor  in 
Charge  of  the  Clinical  Laboratory.  The  course  consists  of 
lectures  and  laboratory  work,  the  material  from  the  wards 
being  utilized.  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  2  to  4.30 
p.  m. 

III.  Serum  Diagnosis — Dr.  P.  W.  Clough,  Instructor  in 
Charge  of  the  Biological  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Clinic, 
and  Dr.  C.  E.  Austrian,  Assistant  in  Charge  of  the  Labora- 
tory of  the  Phipps  Dispensary.  The  course  consists  of  lec- 
tures and  laboratory  instruction  covering  the  Wassermann

IV.  Genito-TJrinary  Surgery — Dr.  J.  T.  Geraghty,  Asso- 
ciate in  Genito-TJrinary  Surgery,  and  Dr.  A.  Keidel,  Assistant 
Surgeon,  (a)  Clinical  instruction  in  history-taking,  rou- 
tine genito-urinary  examinations,  urinary  analysis,  methods 
of  microscopic  examinations  of  secretions  from  the  urethra, 
venereal  sores  (treponema  pallida),  prostate,  etc.,  instru- 
mental examination  (including  urethroscopy,  but  not  cysto- 
copy),  and  methods  of  treatment.

ENDOWMENT 

The  founder  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  in  devoting  his 
large  fortune  to  the  establishment  of  the  University  and  the  Hos- 
pital, had  in  view  the  organization  of  a  school  of  medicine.  In  his 
letter  addressed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  dated  March  10, 
1873,   these   significant  words   occur: 

"  It  will  be  your  especial  duty  to  secure,  for  the  service  of  the 
Hospital,  surgeons  and  physicians  of  the  highest  character  and 
greatest  skill.  ...  In  all  your  arrangements  in  relation  to  this 
Hospital,  you  will  bear  constantly  in  mind  that  it  is  my  wish  and 
purpose  that  the  institution  shall  ultimately  form  a  part  of  the 
Medical  School  of  the  University  for  which  I  have  made  ample 
provision  in  my  will." 

When  the  University  was  opened  in  1876,  arrangements  were 
made  for  instruction  in  those  sciencs  such  as  physics,  chemistry, 
and  biology,  which  lead  up  naturally  to  the  professional  study  of 
medicine.  In  1884  the  professorship  of  pathology  was  filled  and 
the  pathological  laboratory  was  opened.  In  1889  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins Hospital  was  opened,  and  the  physician,  surgeon,  and  gyne- 
cologist in  chief  to  the  Hospital  were  appointed  to  the  professor- 
ships, respectively,  of  medicine,  surgery,  and  gynecology  and 
obstetrics.  At  the  same  time  the  professor  of  psychiatry  was 
appointed.  Opportunities  for  instruction  were  afforded  to  graduates 
in  medicine.  Ampler  endowment  however,  was  needed  to  complete 
the  organization  of  a  medical   department. 

Gifts  amounting  to  $111,731.68,  most  of  which  were  offered  to 
this  University  in  October,  1890,  by  a  committee  of  women,  and  an 
additional  gift  of  $306,977,  offered  to  the  University  in  December, 
1892,  in  addition  to  her  previous  subscriptions,  by  Miss  Mary 
Elizabeth  Garrett,  made  up,  with  other  available  resources,  the 
amount  of  $500,000,  which  had  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Trustees 
as  the  minimum  sum  to  be  secured  for  the  opening  of  the  Medical 
Department.  These  generous  contributions  were  made  upon  condition 
that  women  be  received  upon  the  same  terms  as  men. 

This  endowment,  added  to  the  available  resources  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,   enabled  the 
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Trustees  to  complete  the  organization   of  the  Medical   Department 
and  to  open  it  for  instruction  in  1893.

THE  WOMEN'S  MEDICAL  SCHOOL  FUND 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  October 
28,   1890,  the  following  letter  was  presented: 

"  The  committee  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  to  pro- 
cure the  most  advanced  medical  education  for  women,  can  now  place 
at  your  disposal  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the 
use  of  your  Medical  School,  if  you  will,  by  resolution,  agree  that 
women  whose  previous  training  has  been  equivalent  to  your  pre- 
liminary medical  course,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  school,  when  it 
shall  open,  upon  the  same  terms  which  may  be  prescribed  for  men. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  women  ought  to  be  trained  to  act  as 
nurses  for  sick  women.  There  is  as  little  doubt  that  a  sufficient 
number  of  women  ought  to  be  educated  and  trained  in  such  manner 
as  to  be  fully  able  to  care  for  sick  women  who  may  wish  or  ought 
to  be  treated  by  women.  We  have  devoted  ourselves  to  the  further- 
ance of  this  object.  We  have  reason  to  hope  that  a  university 
which  proposes  to  found  a  medical  school  intended  to  teach  advanced 
methods  in  the  treatment  of  those  diseases  which  affect  mankind, 
will  not  refuse  to  women  the  opportunity  of  learning  such  methods. 
There  is  now  a  general  interest  in  our  movement.  In  order  that 
this  interest  may  be  sustained,  we  ask  you  to  consider  our  offer  at 
the  earliest  possible  period.

The  following  minute  was  adopted  by  the  Trustees: 
The  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  have  received  from  Mrs.  Nancy  Morris  Davis,  chairman 
of  one  of  the  committees  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund 
to  procure  the  most  advanced  medical  education  for  women,  the 
gratifying  intelligence  that  $100,000  has  been  raised  for  the  use  of 
their  intended  Medical  School,  and  is  at  their  disposal,  if  they 
will,  by  resolution,  agree  to  the  terms  upon  which  the  money  was 
contributed  by  its  donors. 

The  terms  are  that  this  Board,  if  it  accepts  the  funds  thus  raised, 
shall  agree,  by  resolution,  that,  when  its  Medical  School  shall  be 
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opened,  women  whose  training  has  been  equivalent  to  the  prelimi- 
nary medical  course  prescribed  for  men,  shall  be  admitted  in  such 
school  upon  the  same  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  for  men. 

The  offer  to  this  University  of  the  particular  fund  is  the  free, 
voluntary  act  of  women  residing  in  this  State  and  in  other  States, 
made  without  the  suggestion  or  solicitation  of  this  Board,  and  we 
accept  it  under  and  subject  to  the  terms  which  are  made  a  part  of 
the  gift,  with  the  understanding  ard  declaration,  however,  that 
such  preliminary  training  in  all  its  parts  be  obtained  in  some  other 
institution  of  learning  devoted,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  education 
of  women,   or  by  private  tuition. 

The  fund  so  contributed  shall  be  invested  and  known  as  "  The 
Women's  Medical  School  Fund,"  and  that  fund,  and  all  interest  to 
accrue  thereon  and  all  additions  made  thereto  for  the  same  purpose, 
shall  remain  invested  for  the  purpose  of  increase  only  until,  with  its 
aid  as  a  foundation,  a  general  fund  has  been  accumulated  amounting 
to  not  less  than  $500,000,  and  sufficient  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  Medical  School  worthy  of  the  reputation  of  this 
University,  and  fully  sufficient  as  a  means  of  complete  medical 
education.  Then,  and  not  until  then,  will  a  Medical  School  be 
opened  by  this  University;  and  then,  and  not  until  then,  will  the 
gift  now  offered  be  used  by  this  University;  and  then,  and  not  until 
then,  will  the  terms  attached  thereto  be  operative. 

The  utility  of  a  training  school  for  women  nurses  has  been  demon- 
strated by  the  experience  and  practice  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital, 
and  by  the  necessities  of  home  life  among  our  people. 

This  Board  is  satisfied  that  in  hospital  practice  among  women, 
in  penal  institutions  in  which  women  are  prisoners,  in  charitable 
institutions  in  which  women  are  cared  for,  and  in  private  life,  when 
women  are  to  be  attended,  there  are  a  need  and  place  for  learned 
and  capable  women  physicians;  and  that  it  is  the  business  and  duty 
of  this  Board,  when  it  is  supplied  with  the  necessary  means  for 
opening  its  proposed  Medical  School,  to  make  provision  for  the 
training  and  full  qualification  of  such  women  for  the  abundant  work 
which  awaits  them  in  these  wide  fields  of  usefulness. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  minute  shall  be  construed  as  abridging- 
in  any  manner,  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  its  School  of  Medicine,  when 
it  is  organized;  and  in  making  such  rules  and  regulations,  the  terms 
of  this  minute  shall  always  be  respected  and  observed. 
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III 
THE  MARY  ELIZABETH  GARRETT   FUND* 

TEEMS    OF    THE    GIFT,    AS    ACCEPTED    BY    THE    TRUSTEES, 
FEBRUARY,    21,    1893. 

Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Garrett,  in  order  to  make  up  the  sum  of 
$500,000,  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  required  should  be  secured 
as  an  endowment  before  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  was 
opened,  has  contributed  to  that  fund  the  sum  of  $306,977  upon  the 
following  terms,  which  have  been  agreed  to  by  the  University: 

1.  That  women  shall  enjoy  all  the  advantages  of  the  Medical 
School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  on  the  same  terms  as  men, 
and  shall  be  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as  men  to  all  the  prizes, 
dignities  or  honors  that  are  awarded  by  competition,  examination, 
or  regarded  as  rewards  of  merit. 

2.  That  not  more  than  $50,000  of  the  original  endowment  of 
$500,000  shall  be  expended  on  a  building  or  buildings;  and  that 
in  memory  of  the  contributions  of  the  Committees  of  the  Women's 
Medical  School  Fund,  this  building,  if  there  be  but  one,  or  the  chief 
building,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  shall  be  known  as  the  Women's 
Fund  Memorial   Building. 

3.  That  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  shall  be  exclusively 
a  graduate  school  as  hereinafter  explained,  that  is  to  say:  That  the 
Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  shall  form  an 
integral  part  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  and,  like  other 
departments  of  the  University,  shall  be  under  the  management  and 
control  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  University,  that  it  shall  provide 
a  four  years'  course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine; 
that  there  shall  be  admitted  to  the  school  those  students  only  who, 
by  examination  or  by  other  tests  equally  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty 
of  the  Medical  School  (no  distinction  being  made  in  these  tests  or 
examinations  between  men  and  women),  have  proved  that  they 
have  completed  the  studies  included  in  the  Preliminary  Medical 
Course  (Group  Three,  Chemical-Biological  Course)  as  laid  down  in 
the  University  Register  (but  this  condition  is  not  meant  to  restrict 
the  Trustees  from  receiving  as  hearers,  but  not  as  candidates  for 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  those  who  have  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  or  its  equivalent,  in  some  school  of  good 
repute)  ;  and  that  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  shall  be   given   to  no   Doctor  of  Medicine  who

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have  not  proved  by  examination  or  by  other  tests  equally  satis- 
factory to  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical  School  that  they  have 
completed  the  studies  included  in  the  Preliminary  Courses,  besides 
completing  the  course  of  instruction  of  the  Medical  School  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University. 

The  aforegoing  provision  shall  not  be  construed  as  restricting  the 
liberty  of  the  University  to  make  such  changes  in  the  requirements 
for  the  admission  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  or  to  accept  such  equivalents  for  the  studies  required 
for  admission  to  this  school  as  shall  not  lower  the  standard  of 
admission  specified  in  this  clause;  provided  that  the  requirements 
in  modern  languages  other  than  English  shall  not  be  diminished, 
and  provided  also  that  the  requirements  in  non-medical  scientific 
studies  shall  include  at  least  as  much  knowledge  of  natural  science 
as  is  imparted  in  the  three  minor  courses  in  science  now  laid  down 
in  its  university  register,  the  subjects  and  arrangements  of  these 
scientific  studies  being  subject  to  such  modifications  as  may  from 
time  to  time  seem  wise  to  its  Board  and  to  the  Faculty  of  the 
Medical  School,  but  being  at  all  times  the  same  for  all  candidates 
for  admission.  (For  such  requirements  always  see  University 
Register. ) 

4.  That  the  terms  of  this  gift  and  the  resolutions  of  October 
28,  1890,  by  which  the  Trustees  accepted  the  gift  of  the  Women's 
Medical  School  Fund,  shall  be  printed  each  year  in  whatever  annual 
calendars  may  be  issued  announcing  the  courses  of  the  Medical 
School.      (See  appended  resolutions.) 

5.  That  there  shall  be  created  a  committee  of  six  women  to  whom 
the  women  studying  in  the  Medical  School  may  apply  for  advice 
concerning  lodging  and  other  practical  matters,  and  that  all  ques- 
tions concerning  the  personal  character  of  women  applying  for 
admission  to  the  School,  and  all  non-academic  questions  of  discipline 
affecting  the  women  studying  in  the  Medical  Scnool  shall  be  referred 
to  this  committee,  and  by  them  be  in  writing  reported  for  action 
to  the  authorities  of  the  University;  that  the  members  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  members  for  life;  that  the  committee,  when  once 
formed  shall  oe  self-nominating,  its  nominations  of  new  members 
to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occur  being  subject  always  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University. 

6.  That  in  the  event  of  any  violation  of  any  or  all  of  the  afore- 
said stipulations,  the  said  sum  of  $306,977  shall  revert  to  her,  or 
such  person  or  persons,  institution  or  institutions,  as  she  by  testa- 
ment or  otherwise  may  hereafter  appoint. 

It  will  be  observed  that  by  the  tenor  of  the  aforegoing  terms  no 
university  course  will  be  in  any  way  modified  by  any  conditions 
attached  to  her  gift.     These  conditions  relate  exclusively  to  prepara- 
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tion  for  the  Medical  School,  and  have  received,  in  the  shape  in 
which  they  are  now  presented,  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
Medical  Faculty  of  the  University. 

The  terms  of  admission  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  University, 
as  formulated  and  interpreted  by  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  Uni- 
versity, February  4,  1893,  and  here  subjoined,  are  therefore  in 
entire   accordance   with   the   terms   of   her  gift.

REQUIREMENTS    FOR   ADMISSION    TO    THE    MEDICAL    SCHOOL    OF    THE 
JOHNS     HOPKINS     UNIVERSITY,     UNANIMOUSLY     APPROVED 
BY    THE    MEDICAL    FACULTY,    FEBRUARY    4,     1893. 

A  course  of  four  years'  instruction  will  be  provided  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

To  this  course  there  will  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  the  degree: 

1.  Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Chemical-Biological 
Course  which  leads  to  the  A.  B.  degree  in  the  University. 

2.  Graduates  of  approved  colleges  or  scientific  schools  who  can 
furnish  evidence:  {a)  That  they  have  a  good  reading  knowledge 
of  French  and  German;  (&)  That  they  have  such  knowledge  of 
physics,  chemistry  and  biology  as  is  imparted  by  the  regular  minor 
courses  given  in  these  subjects  in  this  University. 

3.  Those  who  give  evidence  by  examination  that  they  possess  the 
general  education  implied  by  a  degree  in  arts  or  in  science  from 
an  approved  college  or  scientific  school,  and  the  knowledge  of  French, 
German,   physics,   chemistry   and  biology  already  indicated. 

By  approved  colleges  and  scientific  schools  are  meant  those  whose 
standard  for  graduation  shall  be  considered  by  this  University  as 
essentially  equivalent  to  its  standard  for  graduation  in  the  under- 
graduate department. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  at  least  one  year's  study  in  the 
Chemical  and  Biological  Sciences  in  their  immediate  relation  to 
medicine  Shall  be  required  from  students  after  their  entrance  to 
the  Medical  School.

IV 

THE  BAXLEY  MEDICAL  PROFESSORSHIP 

By  the  will  of  Dr.  Henry  Willis  Baxley,  of  Baltimore,  who  died 
March  13,  1876,  a  sum  of  money,  amounting  to  $23,836.52,  was 
received  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  to  endow  any  medical 
professorship  that  they  might  think  proper.  This  fund  was  kept 
intact,  and  was  invested  by  the  Trustees  with  the  purpose  of  allow- 
ing it  to  accumulate  until  it  had  reached  a  sum  more  adequate  to 
carrying  out  the  desire  of  the  founder.  In  March,  1901,  upon  the 
request  of  the  President  and  the  Medical  Faculty,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  directed  that  this  fund  shall  be  set  apart 
to  endow  the  Professorship  of  Pathology  in  the  University,  which 
shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Baxley  Professorship  of  Pathology. 


V 

THE  HERTER  LECTURESHIP 

In  November,  1902,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Christian  A.  Herter,  of  New 
York,  offered  to  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  the  sum  of  $25,000  "  for  the  formation  of  a  memorial 
lectureship  designed  to  promote  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
researches  of  foreign  investigators  in  the  realm  of  medical  science." 
This  gift  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  November 
3,  1902.  According  to  the  terms  of  the  gift,  some  eminent  worker 
in  Physiology  or  Pathology  is  to  be  asked  each  year  to  deliver  a 
lecture  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  upon  a  subject  with  which 
he  has  been  identified.  The  selection  of  a  lecturer  is  to  be  left  to 
a  committee  representing  the  departments  of  pathology,  physiological 
chemistry  and  clinical  medicine,  and  if  "  in  the  judgment  of  the 
committee  it  should  ultimately  appear  desirable  to  open  the  proposed 
lectureship  to  leaders  in  medical  research  in  this  country  there 
should  be  no  bar  to  so  doing."  The  committee  named  for  this 
purpose  consists  of  Drs.  Welch,  Abel  and  Barker.

THE  ENDOWMENT  OF  THE  JOHNS  HOPKINS  HOSPITAL 

The  intimate  connection  between  the  Medical  School  and  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital  renders  it  proper  to  mention  the  facilities  of  the 
Hospital  as  an  important  adjunct  to  the  endowment  of  the  Medical 
School.  By  the  letter  of  instruction  of  the  founder,  it  was  provided 
that  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  should  furnish  clinical  facilities  for 
the  Medical  School.  In  the  purchase  of  the  site  of  the  Hospital,  the 
location  and  arrangement  of  buildings,  the  construction  of  the  appa- 
ratus for  heating  and  ventilation  and  all  other  hygienic  appliances, 
the  purpose  of  medical  instruction  was  constantly  borne  in  mind. 
The  original  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  Hospital,  not  including 
the  Harriet  Lane  Home,  the  Phipps  Psychiatric  Clinic  and  the  Brady 
Urological  Institute,  have  cost  upwards  of  two  millions  of  dollars. 
Upon  the  hospital  grounds  have  been  erected  twenty-one  buildings, 
which  furnish  ample  facilities  for  the  accommodation  of  600  in- 
patients and  many  thousand  out-patients.  These  buildings  also  pro- 
vide class-rooms  in  connection  with  the  out-patient  department,  a 
large  clinical  laboratory,  a  surgical  building  with  rooms  for  the 
study  of  surgical  pathology  and  five  operating  rooms,  clinic  rooms, 
several  lecture  rooms,  a  clinical  amphitheatre  and  an  autopsy 
amphitheatre,  all  equipped  with  ample  apparatus  for  the  instruction 
of  students.  The  administration  building  furnishes  accommodation 
for  a  medical  staff  of  over  fifty  persons.  It  also  has  a  large  library 
and  reading  rooms. 


VII 

THE    ENDOWMENT    OF    THE    CLINICAL    LABORATOKY 

A  similar  endowment,  which  benefits  the  Medical  School  through 
the  Hospital,  has  been  a  fund  of  $10,000  to  build  and  equip  a  clini- 
cal laboratory  upon  the  Hospital  grounds  for  the  use  of  Medical 
students.  This  laboratory  permits  each  student  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  to  have  a  place  for  clinical  work,  including  microscopes 
and  reagents,  the  use  of  a  dark  room,  access  to  polariscopes  and 
other  instruments.  It  also  contains  rooms  for  special  study  and 
research. 
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VIII 

THE    FUND    FOR    THE    STUDY   OF    TUBERCULOSIS 

This  endowment  for  the  study  of  tuberculosis  has  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Hospital  Trustees  for  the  study  of  the  con- 
ditions of  tubercular  diseases  in  Baltimore.  Through  the  funds 
afforded  it  has  been  practicable  to  employ  a  medical  graduate  to 
follow  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  to  watch  the  effects  of  methods  of 
treatment;  also  to  secure  the  services  of  medical  students  and  nurses 
to  visit  the  homes  of  tubercular  patients  and  to  give  instruction 
as  to  the  better  care  of  the  victims  of  the  disease.  By  means  of 
this  fund  facilities  are  further  afforded  to  students  to  study  tuber- 
cular cases  that  come  to  the  out-patient  department  of  the  Hospital. 


IX 
THE  PHIPPS  FUND  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

Through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Henry  Phipps,  a  fund  of  $20,000 
has  been  given  to  the  Hospital  for  the  erection  of  a  separate  build- 
ing in  connection  with  the  out-patient  department,  for  the  special 
study  of  tuberculosis.  He  also  contributes  an  additional  fund  each 
year  for  its  maintenance.  In  this  building  rooms  are  arranged  for 
the  examination  and  treatment  of  patients,  for  a  special  library  on 
tuberculosis,  and  for  the  laboratory  study  of  the  disease.  The 
facilities  thus  afforded  give  exceptional  opportunities  for  the  study 
of  all  forms  of  tuberculosis. 


THE    PHIPPS    PSYCHIATRIC    CLINIC 

In  a  letter  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  June 
12,  1908,  Mr  Henry  Phipps,  of  New  York,  offered  the  funds  necessary 
for  the  erection  of  a  psychiatric  hospital,  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  to  accommodate  about  eighty  patients  and 
to  contain  the  necessary  laboratory  equipment,  hydro-therapeutic 
apparatus  and  other  modern  facilities  for  treatment.  He  offered, 
moreover,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  addi- 
tional funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  department  of  psychiatry 
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for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the  opening  of  the  clinic.  This 
generous  offer  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  and 
Hospital.  The  building  was  opened  with  impressive  ceremonies  in 
April,   1913,  and  affords  unsurpassed  facilities. 


XI 

THE  HARRIET  LANE  HOME  FOR  INVALID  CHILDREN 

By  her  last  will,  Mrs.  Harriet  Lane  Johnston,  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  left  a  sum  of  over  $400,000  to  establish  in  Baltimore  The 
Harriet  Lane  Home  for  Invalid  Children  as  a  memorial  of  two  sons 
who  had  died  in  childhood.  In  order  to  give  this  Home  the  largest 
usefulness,  its  Trustees  decided  to  erect  it  upon  the  grounds  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  to  open  its  wards  for  the  instruction 
of  physicians  and  nurses  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  diseases 
of  children.  The  building,  which  accommodates  100  children,  was 
opened  in  October,  1913,  and  affords  unusual  facilities  for  the  study 
of  the  diseases  of  children,  including  those  of  an  infectious  nature. 
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THE  JAMES  BUCHANAN  BRADY  UROLOGICAL  INSTITUTE 

In  October,  1913,  Mr.  James  Buchanan  Brady  of  New  York  offered 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  funds  sufficient  for 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  special  building  for  the  care  of 
60  patients  suffering  from  genito-urinary  disorders.  This  generous 
offer  was  accepted,  and  the  new  building,  which  will  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  will  be  designated  as  the  James 
Buchanan  Brady  Urological  Institute.  It  will  be  completed  by  the 
autumn  of  1914,  and  will  fill  a  long  felt  need  both  for  the  treatment 
of  patients,  the  advancement  of  knowledge,  and  the  instruction  of 
physicians  and  students.

OF  INSTRUCTION  OFFERED  TO  CAN- 
DIDATES FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF 
DOCTOR  OF  MEDICINE 


GENERAL  STATEMENT 


The  Medical  Department  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity was  opened  for  the  instruction  of  students  October, 
1893.  It  is  an  integral  and  coordinate  part  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  is  in  the  closest  affiliation  with  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital,  the  professors  of  the  various  clinical  branches  being 
the  heads  of  the  corresponding  departments  in  the  Hospital. 

From  the  opening  of  the  school,  all  instructors  in  the 
underlying  scientific  branches  have  devoted  their  entire  time 
to  their  university  duties.  The  establishment  by  the  General 
Education  Board  in  1914  of  the  William  H.  Welch  Fund  for 
the  Advancement  of  Clinical  Teaching  has  made  it  pos- 
sible to  place  the  responsible  instructors  in  Medicine,  Sur- 
gery, and  Pediatrics  upon  a  similar  basis,  while  others  who 
are  engaged  in  practice  will  be  utilized  as  clinical  teachers. 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  over  four  years,  and  is 
planned  for  the  professional  training  of  those  who  have 
received  a  liberal  education,  as  indicated  by  a  collegiate 
degree  in  arts  or  science  from  an  acceptable  institution, 
including  an  adequate  training  in  physics,  chemistry,  and 
biology,  and  a  reading  knowledge  of  French  and  German. 
Men  and  women  are  admitted  upon  the  same  terms. 

In  order  to  afford  requisite  facilities,  the  number  of  stu- 
dents in  each  class  is  limited  to  ninety. 

Throughout  the  course  special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  prac- 
tical work  in  the  laboratories  and  in  the  dispensary  and 
wards  of  the  Hospital.  While  the  primary  aim  of  the  School 
is  to  train  practitioners  of  medicine  and  surgery,  it  is  recog- 
nized that  the  medical  art  should  rest  upon  a  suitable  pre- 
liminary education  and  upon  thorough  training  in  the  under- 
lying medical  sciences.  The  first  two  years  are  devoted 
mainly   to   practical   work,    combined   with   demonstrations, 
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recitations  and  lectures,  in  the  laboratories  of  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, physiological  chemistry,  pharmacology,  pathology,  and 
bacteriology.  During  the  last  two  years  the  student  is  given 
abundant  opportunity  for  the  personal  study  of  sick  patients, 
and  most  of  his  time  is  spent  in  the  hospital  wards  or  dis- 
pensary, and  in  the  clinical  laboratories. 

The  instruction  begins  on  the  morning  of  the  first  Tues- 
day of  October.  Candidates  for  admission  are  required  to 
be  present  on  the  preceding  Friday  (see  the  Calendar,  page 
7).  The  graduating  exercises  are  held  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  June.  There  are  short  recesses  at  Christmas  and 
Easter.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 


As  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  the 
School  receives: 

I.  Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Chem- 
ical-Biological course,  which  leads  to  the  A.  B.  degree  in 
this  University  (Group  V.,  course  preliminary  to  medi- 
cine). 

II.  Graduates  of  approved  colleges  or  scientific  schools 
who  can  furnish  evidence:  (a)  That  they  have  an  acquaint- 
ance with  Latin  and  a  reading  knowledge  of  French  and 
German;  (6)  That  they  have  such  knowledge  of  biology, 
chemistry  and  physics,  as  may  be  obtained  by  courses  cor- 
responding to  those  outlined  below.* 


*  Biology. — In  addition  to  the  usual  class  work,  the  instruction 
must  include  a  year's  laboratory  course  of  six  hours  or  more  a  week 
upon  the  structure,  functions  and  life-histories  of  selected  types  of 
animal  and  plant  life.  Courses  in  botany  or  zoology  will  be  accepted 
provided  the  laboratory  work  has  been  adequate.  It  is  desirable  that 
the  course  should  include  laboratory  instruction  in  embryology. 
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III.  Those  who  give  evidence  by  examination  that  they 
possess  the  general  education  implied  by  a  degree  in  arts 
or  in  science  from  an  approved  college  or  scientific  school, 
and  in  addition,  the  knowledge  of  Latin,  French,  German, 
physics,  chemistry,  and  biology  above  indicated. 

(Thus  far,  no  students  have  been  accepted  under  this  special 
provision.) 

Application  for  Admission 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  Dean, 
who  will  furnish  printed  blanks,  one  page  of  which  is  to  be 
filled  out  by  the  applicant  and  the  other  by  an  officer  of  the 
institution  at  which  the  collegiate  degree  was  obtained.  The 
former  gives  information  concerning  the  general  preliminary 
education  of  the  applicant,  and  the  latter  authoritative  data 
concerning  the  instruction  received  in  the  pre-medical  sciences 
and  the  modern  languages. 

Applicants  meeting  all  requirements  will  be  accepted  with- 
out examination,  so  long  as  vacancies  exist  in  the  class  to 
which  admission  is  desired.  Under  no  conditions  will  appli- 
cants be  accepted  who  are  deficient  in  either  biology  or  chem- 
istry, but  in  exceptional  instances,  those  having  only  a 
single   deficiency  in   French,   in   German,   or  in  laboratory 


Chemistry. — The  minimum  requirement  is  a  one  year  course  in 
inorganic  chemistry,  including  five  hours  of  laboratory  work  a  week 
throughout  the  year,  and  an  elementary  course  in  organic  chemistry, 
including  at  least  25  to  30  lectures  and  90  to  100  hours  of  laboratory 
work. 

Physics. — A  collegiate  course  for  at  least  one  year  is  required. 
This  must  include  four  hours  a  week  of  class-room  work  and  at  least 
three  hours  a  week  of  quantitative  work  in  the  laboratory.  Special 
attention  should  be  given  to  theoretical  mechanics  and  to  mechanical 
and  electrical  experiments. 

Latin. — The  candidate  should  have  studied  Latin  grammar  and 
should  possess  at  least  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  may  be 
acquired  by  reading  four  books  of  Caesar  or  their  equivalent. 
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physics  may  be  admitted  conditionally,  on  the  understanding 
that  the  condition  must  be  absolved  before  the  beginning  of 
the  second  year. 

As  the  size  of  each  class  is  limited,  it  is  attempted,  in  case 
a  greater  number  apply,  to  choose  ninety  of  the  most  promis- 
ing applicants.  The  choice  is  made  by  taking  into  consider- 
ation  the  character  of  the  college  from  which  the  applicant 
graduated,  his  standing  in  the  pre-medical  sciences  and  the 
languages,  and  the  estimate  made  by  one  of  his  science  teach- 
ers, in  a  personal  letter  to  the  Dean,  as  to  his  or  her  fitness 
to  undertake  the  study  of  medicine. 

Applications  may  be  filed  at  any  time,  but,  except  in 
unusual  circumstances,  they  will  not  be  considered  formally 
before  July  first.  Notification  of  acceptance  will  be  sent  not 
later  than  July  fifteenth. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

Students  from  acceptable  medical  schools  may  be  admitted 
to  the  second,  third  or  fourth  year  classes  if  vacancies  occur. 
Such  applicants  must  furnish  evidence  (1)  that  they  are  eli- 
gible to  the  first  year  class  without  conditions  of  any  kind; 
(2)  that  medical  courses  equivalent  in  kind  and  amount  to 
those  given  in  this  school  in  the  year  or  years  preceding  that 
to  which  admission  is  desired,  have  been  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted; and  (3)  they  must  be  prepared  to  pass  examinations 
at  the  beginning  of  the  session  in  October  in  all  subjects 
already  pursued  by  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought. 
The  applicant  must  have  studied  as  a  matriculated  medical 
student  for  a  period  of  time  at  least  equal  to  that  already 
spent  by  the  class  which  he  seeks  to  enter. 

As  graduation  from  an  approved  college  or  scientific  school 
is  essential  for  admission  to  this  school,  applicants  from  uni- 
versities conferring  a  degree  upon  the  completion  of  a  com- 
bined  course,  consisting  of  two  years  of  collegiate  and  two 
of  medical  work,  are  not  eligible  for  admission  to  our 
third  year  class. 
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Instruction  for  Graduates  in  Medicine 

Beginning  the  first  of  June  each  year,  six  weeks  courses, 
especially  adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of  practitioners  of 
medicine,  are  given  in  medicine,  surgery  and  various  spec- 
ialties, as  well  as  in  several  of  the  underlying  medical  sciences. 
These  courses  are  described  on  page  105. 

During  the  school  year,  a  limited  number  of  graduate 
students  may  be  admitted  to  work  in  the  several  departments, 
in  so  far  as  they  do  not  occupy  the  places  or  interfere  with 
the  routine  work  of  the  undergraduate  students. 

In  every  instance  the  arrangement  for  such  instruction  and 
facilities  must  be  made  directly  with  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment concerned,  but  work  cannot  be  commenced  until  after 
registration  at  the  Dean's  office. 

Persons  who  have  already  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  elsewhere,  will  not  be  admitted  as  candidates 
for  that  degree  from  this  University.  Should  further  in- 
struction be  desired,  they  are  advised  to  enter  as  graduate 
students. 

Special  Workers. — Special  workers,  not  candidates  for 
a  degree,  may  be  received  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 


The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  is  conferred  upon  those 
who,  after  fulfilling  all  the  requirements  for  admission,  have 
completed  satisfactorily  a  four  years'  course  of  study. 

Students  who  have  been  admitted  to  advanced  standing 
as  well  as  those  of  our  own  students  who  have  been  granted 
permission  to  pursue  a  part  of  their  studies  elsewhere,  must 
spend  at  least  the  final  year  in  the  Medical  School  of  this 
University. 

The  degrees  are  publicly  conferred  at  the  University  Com- 
mencement on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June,  or  on  Commem- 
oration Day,  February  the  twenty-second. 
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EXAMINATIONS 


At  the  end  of  the  fifth  trimester,  the  records  of  all  stu- 
dents in  the  second  year  class  are  reviewed  by  the  Committee 
on  Instruction  and  Examinations  for  the  first  two  years.  Stu- 
dents who  are  reported  as  having  failed  in  any  two  of  the 
following  subjects:  Anatomy  (including  Histology),  Physi- 
ology, Physiological  Chemistry,  Pharmacology,  Pathology, 
(including  Bacteriology),  will  be  required  to  withdraw  from 
the  school.  Those  who  fail  in  one  subject  will  be  allowed  to 
take  a  second  examination  not  later  than  the  following 
October.  Failure  in  this  second  examination  necessitates 
withdrawal  from  the  school. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  the  work  of 
the  fourth  year  until  he  has  absolved  the  required  third  year 
work  in  Gynecology,  Physical  Diagnosis,  Clinical  Microscopy 
and  Neurology. 

Final  examinations  for  graduation  will  be  held  in  Medi- 
cine, Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  the  Major  Blectives.  The  ex- 
amination in  Obstetrics  may  be  absolved  at  the  end  of  the 
third  or  during  the  fourth  year.  No  student  will  be  per- 
mitted to  continue  in  the  school  if  he  fails  in  any  two  of 
these  subjects,  or  if  he  fails  a  second  time  in  Medicine  or 
Surgery. 

Students  not  appearing  for  examination  on  the  specified 
dates  will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $5.00  for  special  ex- 
amination. 

The  estimation  of  the  standing  of  each  student  is  based 
upon  the  general  character  of  his  work,  as  well  as  upon  the 
results  of  examinations. 

First  and  Second  Years 

The  practical  examination  in  Microscopic  Anatomy  will  be 
held  at  the  end  of  the  second  trimester  of  the  first  year,  and  in 
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Gross  Anatomy  after  the  student  has  completed  the  dissec- 
tion of  the  human  body.  The  final  examination  in  Anatomy 
must  be  taken  not  later  than  the  end  of  the  second  trimes- 
ter of  the  second  year. 

Final  examinations  in  the  other  subjects  will  be  given  as 
follows : 

Bacteriology :  at  the  end  of  the  third  trimester  of  the  first 
year. 

Physiological  Chemistry :  Group  A,  at  the  end  of  the  third 
trimester  of  the  first  year;  Group  B,  at  the  end  of  the  first 
trimester  of  the  second  year. 

Physiology :  at  the  end  of  the  first  trimester  of  the  second 
year. 

Pathology :  at  the  end  of  the  second  trimester  of  the  second 
year, 

Pharmacology:  at  the  end  of  the  second  trimester  of  the 
second  year. 

Third  and  Fourth  Years 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year,  final  examinations  are  held 
in  obligatory  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nervous  diseases,  clinical 
microscopy  and  surgical  pathology. 

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  final  examinations  are  held 
in  medicine  and  surgery.  In  the  elective  courses  and  special 
branches,  the  examinations  are  held  upon  the  completion 
of  the  work. 


GENERAL  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION 


Each  year  is  divided  into  trimesters,  the  first  extending 
from  October  to  the  Christmas  tecess,  the  second  from 
January  to  March  15,  and  the  third  from  March  15,  to  the 
end  of  the  academic  year. 

The  first  two  years  of  the  course  are  devoted  mainly  to 
the  fundamental  medical  sciences,  the  larger  part  of  the 
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time  being  spent  in  practical  work  in  the  laboratories.  In 
the  last  two  years  the  various  clinical  branches  are  studied 
in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  the  dispensary,  and  in  the 
clinical  laboratories. 

The  principal  studies  of  the  first  year  are  anatomy, 
histology,  neurology,  bacteriology,  physiology,  and  physio- 
logical chemistry.  The  study  of  anatomy  and  of  physiology 
is  continued  in  the  second  year,  together  with  general  path- 
ology, pathological  anatomy  and  histology,  pharmacology,  and 
toxicology.  During  the  last  trimester  of  the  second  year 
instruction  is  begun  in  physical  diagnosis  and  in  certain 
surgical  methods,  as  an  introduction  to  the  clinical  work  of 
the  succeeding  years. 

The  major  portion  of  the  work  of  the  first  two  years  is 
obligatory  for  all  students,  but  the  time  is  so  arranged  that 
certain  elective  courses  may  be  selected;  thereby  making  it 
possible  either  to  give  more  time  to  the  obligatory  courses,  or 
to  do  special  work  along  related  lines. 

In  these  two  years  thirty  units  of  work  are  required — the 
unit  being  a  course  or  group  of  courses  of  instruction  equiva- 
lent to  five  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester.  Consequently 
it  is  necessary  for  the  students  to  take  five  units  of  obligatory 
and  elective  work  during  each  trimester,  in  order  to  complete 
in  two  years  the  requirements  for  entrance  upon  the  clinical 
studies.  The  system,  however,  permits  him  to  spend  an  ad- 
ditional trimester  or  longer  in  the  preparatory  work,  should 
it  proves  necessary  or  desirable. 

As  the  third  and  fourth  years  are  devoted  to  practical 
medicine,  they  can  not  be  taken  up  until  the  student  has 
obtained  credit  for  the  prescribed  minimum  of  work  in  the 
underlying  sciences. 

The  work  of  the  third  year  is  largely  obligatory.  The 
student  attends  the  clinics  and  dispensary  exercises  in  medi- 
cine and  surgery,  and  completes  the  required  work  in  ob- 
stetrics, gynecology,  and  nervous  diseases. 

For  the  morning  work  the  class  is  divided  into  four  groups.

From  9  to  10  a.  m.  each  group  receives  instruction  in  ob- 
stetrics, gynecology  or  surgery,  and  from  ten  o'clock  to  noon 
the  time  is  devoted  to  practical  work  in  the  medical,  sur- 
gical and  nervous  departments  of  the  Dispensary.  From 
12  noon  to  1  p.  m.  the  entire  class  attends  the  amphi- 
theatre clinics  in  medicine  or  surgery.  The  afternoons  are 
devoted  mainly  to  laboratory  work  in  clinical  microscopy  and 
surgical  pathology.  Instruction  is  also  given  in  practical 
therapeutics  and  pharmacy,  thus  completing  the  pharmaco- 
logical work  of  the  previous  year.  Moreover,  short  propa- 
deutical  courses  are  given  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the 
use  of  the  ophthalmoscope  and  laryngoscope.  On  certain 
afternoons  there  are  also  offered  a  number  of  short  elective 
courses  of  a  practical  character,  and  each  student  is  required 
to  select  from  them  a  sufficient  amount  of  work  to  give  him 
a  credit  of  one  and  a  half  units. 

The  work  of  the  fourth  year  is  partly  elective.  For  this 
purpose  the  class  is  divided  into  three  groups,  each  working 
in  rotation  for  one  trimester  in  medicine,  surgery,  and  in 
certain  elective  subjects. 

Each  student  must  complete  18  units  of  work  during  the 
year — the  unit  being  a  course  or  group  of  courses  occupying 
six  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester.  Twelve  units  are  obliga- 
tory, and  include  six  units  in  medicine  (including  pediatrics) 
three  units  in  surgery,  one  unit  in  ophthalmology,  one  unit 
which  may  be  selected  from  laryngology,  dermatology,  genito- 
urinary surgery,  orthopedics  or  neurology ;  while  another  unit 
is  based  upon  attendance  upon  a  weekly  amphitheatre  clinic 
in  medicine,  and  upon  a  group  of  lectures  upon  medical 
zoology,  psychiatry,  hygiene,  medical  jurisprudence  and 
medical  ethics. 

The  obligatory  work  in  medicine,  which  includes  a  part 
of  the  required  work  in  pediatrics,  requires,  at  least,  six 
hours  of  work  a  day  for  one  trimester.  The  members  of 
this  group  act  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  medical  wards  of  the 
hospital,  a  certain  number  of  beds  being  assigned  to  each 
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student.  They  take  the  histories  of  the  patients  and  make 
the  necessary  examinations  and  notes  under  the  guidance 
and  direction  of  the  resident  staff. 

They  accompany  the  physician-in-chief  or  some  member 
of  the  senior  staff  in  the  daily  ward-rounds,  and  receive 
special  bedside  and  laboratory  instruction. 

In  the  surgical  trimester,  the  student  gives  three  hours 
a  day  to  attendance  upon  ward-rounds,  operations,  and 
to  work  in  the  surgical  laboratories.  The  members  of  this 
group  act  as  surgical  dressers  in  the  wards.  They  make  the 
morning  visits  with  the  surgeon-in-chief  or  a  member  of  the 
senior  staff,  and  have  daily  opportunities  to  become  familiar 
with  the  diagnosis,  management  and  progress  of  surgical 
cases.  They  are  also  given  an  opportunity  to  take  an  elective 
course  in  operative  surgery  upon  animals. 

The  elective  work  is  arranged  in  major,  minor  and  frac- 
tional courses.  The  former  occupy  3  or  2~y2  hours  a  day 
throughout  one  trimester,  according  as  the  classes  are  in 
the  morning  or  afternoon,  and  count  as  3  or  2%  units  res- 
pectively. In  the  minor  courses,  which  count  as  one  unit, 
one  hour  a  day,  or  two  hours  every  alternate  day,  throughout 
one  trimester,  are  devoted  to  the  subject;  while  several  frac- 
tional courses  may  be  combined  to  make  one  unit.  Students 
choosing  such  courses  must  register  at  the  Dean's  office  and 
will  be  expected  to  complete  them  satisfactorily  and  to  submit 
to  an  examination  at  their  close.  In  fractional  courses, 
which  count  as  less  than  one-half  of  a  unit,  examinations 
will  not  be  held,  and  regular  attendance,  properly  certified 
by  the  instructor,  will  entitle  the  student  to  the  allotted 
credit. 

After  having  once  been  chosen,  elective  courses  must  be 
followed  to  the  end  of  the  trimester.  These  courses  may  con- 
tinue the  practical  work  in  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics, 
gynecology,  etc.,  or  may  bear  upon  the  various  specialties, 
or  may  be  taken  in  the  laboratories  of  the  underlying  medical 
sciences. 
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To  summarize,  the  time  of  each  fourth-year  student  is 
apportioned  as  follows :  trimester  A,  practical  work  in  medi- 
cine during  the  entire  day;  trimester  B,  practical  work  in 
surgery  during  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoons  short 
courses  in  ophthalmology,  and  in  one  of  the  special  branches 
of  medicine ;  trimester  C,  six  units  of  elective  work.  In  other 
words,  each  student  after  completing  certain  minimal  re- 
quirements, chiefly  in  medicine  and  surgery,  may  extend  his 
knowledge  by  taking  a  number  of  short  clinical  courses  in 
various  branches,  or  he  may  concentrate  his  attention  upon 
the  work  of  a  few  departments. 


CLINICAL  OPPORTUNITIES 


Satisfactory  clinical  facilities  for  ninety  students  in  each 
class  are  afforded  by  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  Dis- 
pensary, which  occupies  a  site  of  fourteen  acres  immediately 
adjoining  the  grounds  of  the  Medical  School. 

The  Hospital  is  governed  by  its  own  Board  of  Trustees  and 
has  an  endowment  independent  of  that  of  the  University 
and  its  Medical  School,  but  the  relations  between  the  two 
institutions  are  most  intimate;  as  the  will  of  their  Founder 
directed  that  the  Hospital  should  be  a  part  of  the  Medical 
School  of  the  University.  The  superintendent  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  the  heads  of  its  main  departments  are  members  of 
the  Medical  Faculty;  while  the  incumbents  of  the  chief  clini- 
cal chairs  of  the  University  are  also  members  of  the  Medical 
Board  of  the  Hospital.  This  interlocking  arrangement  has 
resulted  in  the  greatest  possible  utilization  of  the  patients  of 
the  Hospital  for  the  instruction  of  the  third  and  fourth  year 
students  of  the  Medical  School. 

The  Hospital  is  unusually  well  equipped  and  contains  600 
beds,  while  its  Dispensary  is  visited  each  day  by  more  than 
300  patients.  In  addition  to  the  large  administration  build- 
ing and  the  Marburg  ward  for  private  patients,  the  Hospital 
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is  made  up  of  a  group  of  buildings  containing  five  large 
wards  for  white  patients  suffering  from  medical,  surgical  and 
gynecological  diseases,  a  separate  building  for  colored  pati- 
ents, an  isolation  and  an  obstetrical  ward.  Facilities  for 
instruction  in  pediatrics,  psychiatry  and  genito-urinary 
diseases  are  afforded  by  the  Harriet  Lane  Home  for  Invalid 
Children,  the  Henry  Phipps  Psychiatric  Clinic  and  the  James 
Buchanan  Brady  TTrological  Institute.  These  three  buildings 
are  upon  the  Hospital  grounds,  and,  while  maintained  by 
separate  foundations,  are  conducted  as  integral  parts  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  necessary  buildings  for  the  nurses'  home, 
kitchen,  laundry,  etc.,  the  following  buildings  also  occupy  the 
Hospital  lot: — the  Pathological  and  Clinical  Laboratories, 
the  general  Dispensary,  the  Phipps'  Dispensary  for  Tubercu- 
losis, and  the  Surgical  building.  This  latter  contains  not 
only  the  surgical  operating  rooms  and  amphitheatre,  but  also 
class  rooms  for  instruction  in  Medicine,  as  well  as  the  labora- 
tory for  surgical  pathology  and  the  laboratories  of  the  medical 
clinic. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Supervisors  of  City  Charities 
of  Baltimore,  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  has  the  privilege 
of  utilizing  for  clinical  instruction  the  patients  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  City  Hospitals  at  Bay  View.  During  the 
first  trimester  practical  instruction  in  mental  diseases  is  given 
to  the  fourth-year  class ;  during  the  third  trimester  the  wards 
of  the  general  and  tubercular  hospitals  are  utilized  for  the 
instruction  of  the  third-year  students  in  medicine,  surgery 
and  pathology;  and  throughout  the  year  elective  courses  in 
medicine  are  available  to  fourth-year  students. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


REGISTRATION 


Students  will  not  be  admitted  to  the  undergraduate  courses 
until  they  have  registered  at  the  Dean's  office  and  paid  their 
fees  for  the  first  trimester. 

Graduate  students,  after  receiving  permission  from  the 
Heads  of  Departments  to  enter  any  course  under  their  super- 
vision, must  register  at  the  Dean's  office  before  beginning 
work.  Upon  payment  of  the  requisite  fee,  a  card  will  be 
issued  stating  the  courses  which  the  holder  is  entitled  to 
take.  This  card  must  be  presented  to  the  instructor  in  charge 
of  each  course,  in  order  that  its  holder  may  be  recognized 
and  receive  due  credit  for  his  work. 


CHARGES  FOR  TUITION 


The  charge  for  tuition  is  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars 
per  annum,  payable  in  three  installments,  October,  January 
and  March  15.  There  are  no  extra  charges,  except  for  rental 
of  microscope,  laboratory  breakage  and  certain  expensive 
supplies.  A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  is  required  from  each 
student  at  the  time  of  enrollment.  This  caution  money  is 
repaid  when  the  student  leaves,  if  there  are  no  charges 
against  it. 

Bills  may  be  paid  at  the  Dean's  office,  or  at  the  office  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  on  North  Howard  Street. 


MICROSCOPES 


The  character  of  the  work  throughout  the  entire  course 
requires  the  constant  use  of  the  microscope.  Every  student  is 
recommended  to  purchase  one,  but  those  who  do  not  care  to 
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do  so  may  obtain  one  from  the  school  upon  the  payment  of  a 
yearly  rental  of  five  dollars,  with  an  additional  charge  of  two 
dollars  if  an  oil  immersion  lens  is  desired.  A  microscope  thus 
given  into  the  charge  of  a  student  must  be  returned  in  good 
condition  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  yearly  charge  of  one  dollar  is  made  for  the  rental  of  a 
dissecting  microscope. 

Microscopes  are  not  provided  in  the  graduate  courses,  but 
may  be  rented  from  the  Eegistrar  at  the  rates  just  stated. 
A  deposit  of  $10.00  is  required,  which  will  be  refunded  if  the 
microscope  is  returned  uninjured. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


Hopkins  Scholarships 

Six  Hopkins  Scholarships  are  open  annually  to  students 
from  Maryland,  North  Carolina  and  Virginia.  These  schol- 
arships give  free  tuition  for  one  year  and  are  granted  to 
deserving  students  who  have  shown  marked  aptitude  in  their 
work.  Three  are  given  to  fourth-year  students,  two  to  third- 
year  students  and  one  to  a  second-year  student.  Applications 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  School  not 
later  than  May  first,  in  accordance  with  a  prescribed  form. 

The  Joseph  Kernochan  Garb  Scholarship 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Henry  Lee  Smith,  of  Balti- 
more, the  Medical  Faculty  is  enabled  to  offer  a  scholarship 
amounting  to  $100  a  year  to  aid  a  deserving  student.  The 
scholarship  is  known  as  "  The  Joseph  Kernochan  Garr  Schol- 
arship." Applications  should  be  addressed  to  the  Dean  on 
May  first  of  each  year. 
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HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS 


At  the  close  of  the  academic  year  in  June,  sixteen  or  more 
unmarried  members  of  the  graduating  class  are  recommended 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  for  appoint- 
ment as  Eesident  House  Officers,  to  serve  for  one  year  from 
the  following  first  of  September. 

The  selection  is  made  as  follows:  (1)  Not  later  than 
December  15  of  each  year  a  notice  is  sent  to  the  unmarried 
members  of  the  graduating  class  giving  the  number  of  house 
officers  to  be  appointed  in  each  service  for  the  following 
year,  and  requesting  those  desiring  such  posts  to  make  appli- 
cation in  writing  to  the  Dean  not  later  than  January  1, 
stating  what  service  is  preferred.  A  second  or  third  choice 
may  be  indicated  if  desired.  The  applications  will  be  con- 
sidered at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Faculty  to  be  held  prior 
to  January  15. 

(2)  The  applicants  for  each  service  will  be  selected  accord- 
ing to  their  standing,  based  upon  the  work  of  the  first  three 
years,  although  the  Faculty  reserves  the  right  to  take  into 
consideration  the  personal  fitness  of  the  applicants. 

Should  the  necessary  number  of  house  officers  not  be 
obtained  from  the  first  third  of  the  class,  the  remainder  may 
be  selected  without  regard  to  their  standing. 

One  or  more  places  on  each  staff  may  be  awarded,  if  so 
desired  by  the  head  of  the  department,  to  graduates  from 
other  schools  or  to  earlier  graduates  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Medical  School.  After  confirmation  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  such  appointees  assume  their  duties 
on  September  1. 

The  appointments  of  the  resident  physician,  surgeon,  gyne- 
cologist and  obstetrician,  etc.,  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hos- 
pital are  permanent.  The  various  resident  assistantships 
under  these  are  annual  appointments,   subject  to  renewal. 
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MEDICAL  SUPERVISION  OVER  STUDENTS 


The  University  appoints  and  pays  an  official  medical 
adviser  to  the  students  of  the  Medical  Department.  This 
officer  has  a  definite  hour  for  consultation,  and,  when 
requested,  is  expected  to  visit  in  their  own  homes  such  stu- 
dents who  are  too  ill  to  come  to  him,  and  to  obtain  for  them 
the  services  of  specialists  when  necessary. 

Dr.  Paul  W.  Clough,  the  Eesident  Physician  to  the  Hos- 
pital, holds  this  position  for  the  current  academic  year. 

In  order  to  guard  more  carefully  the  health  of  the  students, 
the  Medical  Faculty  decided  in  1909,  that  all  entering  stu- 
dents should  undergo  a  medical  examination.  During  the 
month  of  October  each  student  is  directed  to  report  to  one  of 
a  group  of  physicians  selected  for  this  purpose,  when  a  care- 
ful physical  examination  is  made  and  the  results  are  recorded 
and  placed  on  file.  If  unsatisfactory  conditions  are  discov- 
ered the  student  is  given  appropriate  advice. 

A  competent  physician  is  also  appointed  to  supervise  the 
hygienic  conditions  of  all  boarding  houses  which  advertise 
through  the  office  for  the  patronage  of  students.  A  list  of 
such  houses  as  satisfy  his  requirements  is  posted  in  the  office 
of  the  Medical  School. 


LIBRARIES 


The  University  Library  contains  181,300  volumes,  selected 
with  especial  reference  to  the  instruction  here  given.  It  is 
arranged  in  several  collections. 

The   works   relating  to   medicine    are   placed   in   specia 
libraries  in  the  Hospital  and  in  the  Medical  School,  and  are 
readily  accessible  to  students  and  to  the  workers  in  the  labora- 
tories.    The  leading  medical  periodicals  of  the  world  are 
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regularly  received  and  complete  sets  of  the  more  important 
journals  are  on  the  shelves. 

The  library  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  of 
Maryland,  1211  Cathedral  Street,  contains  30,000  volumes, 
and  is  conducted  in  affiliation  with  the  library  of  the  Medical 
School.  Other  libraries  of  Baltimore  are  the  Peabody,  the 
Enoch  Pratt,  and  the  New  Mercantile,  with  211,000,  313,000 
and  89,000  volumes  respectively.  With  the  exception  of  the 
last-named,  these  libraries  are  open  to  students  of  the  Medical 
School  without  charge. 

Washington  is  so  near  that  its  libraries  and  museums  may 
be  easily  utilized.

Courses  of  instruction  are  provided  in  various  anatom- 
ical sciences — embryology,  histology,  microscopic  anatomy, 
neurology  and  gross  human  anatomy — and  opportunities  are 
afforded  for  advanced  work  and  investigation  in  these 
sciences. 

The  required  courses  (I,  II,  III  and  IV)  for  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  may  be  completed  dur- 
ing the  first  year  of  the  medical  course. 

Students  who  have  completed  the  required  courses  in  anat- 
omy may  elect  any  of  the  courses  in  this  department. 

Physicians  and  students  not  candidates  for  a  medical 
degree  may  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  courses  by  special 
arrangements  with  the  instructors  and  may  undertake  ad- 
vanced work  and  original  research.

PHYSIOLOGY 


William  H.  Howell,  M.  D.,  Professor  of  Physiology.

The  course  in  physiology  extends  from  January  of  the 
first  year  to  January  of  the  second  year. 

The  work  consists  of  a  systematic  course  of  lectures  cover- 
ing the  subject  of  animal  physiology,  experimental  work  in 
the  laboratory,  demonstrations  and  recitations.  Eecitations 
are  held  upon  the  subject-matter  covered  by  the  lectures 
and  laboratory  work. 

The  course  as  arranged  for  1914-1915  is  as  follows: 

I.  Physiology  of  Secretion,  Digestion  and  Nutri- 
tion— 1914.  Dr.  Howell,  twice  weekly  from  October  to 
January.     Second  year  class. 

II.  Laboratory  Courses  in  Experimental  Physiology. 
Drs.  Howell,  Hooker,  and  Snyder.  Two  mornings  and 
two  afternoons  weekly  during  the  first  and  the  third 
trimesters.  Half  of  the  class  takes  this  course  in  the  third 
trimester  of  the  first  year,  and  the  other  half  during  the 
tfirst  trimester  of  the  second  year.  This  laboratory  course 
is  arranged  to  occupy  twelve  hours  a  week  for  about  twelve 
weeks. 
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III.  Physiology  of  Muscle  and  Nerve,  Central  Ner- 
vous System,  and  Special  Senses — 1915.  Dr.  Howell  and 
Dr.  Snyder,  three  times  weekly  during  the  second  trimester. 
First  year  class. 

IV.  Physiology  of  Blood,  Circulation  and  Eespira- 
tion — 1915.  Dr.  Hooker.  Lectures  and  Demonstrations. 
Twice  weekly  during  the  third  trimester.     First  year  class. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  exercises,  students  are  given 
opportunities  to  participate  in  the  more  advanced  courses, 
intended  primarily  as  graduate  work.  These  courses  are 
as  follows: 

V.  Journal  Club.  One  hour  weekly  during  the  year. 
Those  who  participate  in  the  work  of  this  course  are  ex- 
pected to  report  from  time  to  time  upon  papers  of  physio- 
logical interest  that  may  appear  in  current  journals. 

VI.  Physiological  Seminary.  One  hour  weekly  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  object  of  the  Seminary  work  is  to  study 
carefully,  by  means  of  lectures  or  readings,  some  special 
part  of  physiology,  the  topics  chosen  varying  each  year. 

VII.  Advanced  Laboratory  Course.  This  course  is 
not  limited  as  to  time  or  amount  of  work  except  that  assist- 
ance from  the  professor  of  physiology  must  be  arranged  for 
by  definite  engagements.  The  instruction  is  given  individ- 
ually and  may  involve  undertaking  a  definite  investigation.

PHYSIOLOGICAL  CHEMISTRY 

Walter  Jones,  Ph.  D.,  Professor  of  Physiological  Chemistry. 
D.  Wright  Wilson,  Ph.  D.,  Assistant  in  Physiological  Chemistry. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  is  given  by  laboratory  work, 
lectures,  demonstrations,  and  conferences  of  a  less  formal 
character.  The  work  in  the  laboratory  is  conducted  in  two 
sections  which  meet  in  the  third  trimester  of  the  first  year, 
and  in  the  first  trimester  of  the  second  year  respectively. 
The  exercises  are  conducted  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays, 
from  10  to  1  in  the  morning,  and  from  2  to  5  in  the  after- 
noon. 

I.     Labokatoey  Wokk.     Professor  Jones  and  Dr.  Wilson. 

(a)  A  short  preliminary  course  on  the  chemistry  of 
various  substances,  such  as  proteids,  which  are  usually  not 
familiar  to  the  student  of  pure  chemistry  but  which  should 
be  understood  in  order  that  he  may  intelligently  execute  the 
work  that  follows. 

(6)  A  course  of  qualitative  analysis  in  which  some  ex- 
amination is  made  of  nearly  every  tissue  and  fluid  of  the 
body.  Blood,  liver,  milk  (colostrum),  muscle,  gastric  juice, 
adipose  tissue,  bone  and  bile  receive  special  attention,  and 
whenever  material  is  available  a  study  is  made  of  patho- 
logical fluids  and  concretions.  The  order  adopted  in  the 
consideration  of  the  chemical  topography  of  the  body  is 
such  as  to  emphasize  as  far  as  possible,  the  chemical  processes 
which  are  going  on  in  the  body. 

(c)  A  study  of  those  physiological  chemical  processes 
that  can  be  closely  imitated  outside  the  body,  as  the  action 
of  enzymes,  salivary,  pancreatic,  and  gastric  digestion. 
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(d)  Class  experiments.  Demonstrations  by  the  instructor 
in  which  the  entire  class  usually  takes  part. 

(e)  Quantitative  analysis.  Determination  of  normal  and 
pathological  constituents  of  urine;  analysis  of  milk,  gastric 
juice,  stomach-washing,  air,  water,  and  foods.  An  attempt 
is  made  here  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  chemical 
technique  required  for  metabolism  experiments. 

(/)  Examination  of  the  faeces  with  special  references  to 
putrefactive  processes. 

II.  Conferences.  Professor  Jones.  Informal  confer- 
ences are  held  at  which  the  laboratory  work  is  discussed  and 
the  progress  and  needs  of  the  students  are  considered.  Here 
also  the  recent  literature  that  bears  directly  on  the  work  is 
reviewed. 

III.  Lectures.  Professor  Jones.  A  brief  survey  of  the 
entire  province  of  physiological  chemistry.  Emphasis  is 
given  to  that  part  of  the  subject  which  for  obvious  reasons 
must  be  omitted  from  a  laboratory  course.

I.  Pharmacology.  An  elective  course  in  this  subject 
occupying  one  afternoon  a  week  is  offered  in  the  second 
trimester  of  the  second  year.  The  physiological  action  of  a 
selected  list  of  drugs  and  poisons  is  made  the  subject  of  this 
course  and  the  afternoon's  work,  performed  by  the  student 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  instructor,  is  pre- 
ceded by  brief  statements  of  the  significance  and  bearing  of 
the  experiment  in  hand.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give 
a  clear  idea  of  the  general  principles  and  of  the  more  im- 
portant phenomena  involved  in  the  study  of  pharmacology. 

A  course  of  lectures  with  demonstrations  and  recitations 
covering  the  subject  of  pharmacology  is  given  during  the 
first  and  second  trimesters.  In  the  first  trimester  the  course 
is  given  from  10  to  11  a.  m.,  two  days  of  the  week,  and  in  the 
second  trimester  from  12  to  1,  three  days  of  the  week.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  this  course  to  treat  the  subject  in  a  manner 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  medical  student.  As  this  course 
requires  much  outside  reading  it  will  be  estimated  at  one  and 
two-fifth  units. 

In  the  third  trimester  a  course  of  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions is  given  once  a  week  on  prescription  writing  and  the 
dosage  of  the  more  important  pharmacopceial  preparations. 

Experimental  therapeutics  is  carried  on  as  part  of  the  re- 
search work  of  the  department. 

II.  Toxicology.  An  elective  laboratory  course  in  this 
subject  is  offered  in  the  second  trimester.  This  course  oc- 
cupies one  afternoon  a  week  during  the  trimester  and  deals 
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with  the  subjects  both  from  the  chemical  and  medical  points 
of  view. 

III.  Phakmacy.  Pharmacy  is  treated  by  Professor 
Charles  Caspari,  Jr.,  in  a  course  of  demonstrations  and  lec- 
tures, once  weekly  for  three  months.  Weights  and  measures, 
incompatibles,  special  points  relating  to  prescriptions  and  the 
official  pharmacopceial  preparations  are  fully  dealt  with. 
The  more  important  preparations  are  made  before  the  class. 

IV.  Practical  Course  in  Pharmacy.  An  elective 
course  designed  especially  for  students  of  the  third  year, 
is  given  by  Professor  Caspari  and  his  assistant,  on  Mondays 
at  4  p.  m.  during  the  first  trimester.  All  typical  pharmaco- 
pceial preparations  are  made  and  typical  prescriptions  are 
compounded  by  each  student.     One-half  unit.

i;]]   pathology,  special  pathological  anatomy  and  his- 
ad    bacteriology    are   taught   by   laboratory   work, 
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demonstrations,  recitations  and  lectures.  The  courses  in 
pathology  come  in  the  first  and  second  trimesters  of  the 
second  year;  those  in  bacteriology  in  the  third  trimester  of 
the  first  year. 

I.  The  Conduct  of  Autopsies.  Dr.  Winternitz  and 
Staff.  The  autopsies  are  made  in  the  Pathological  building 
and  are  witnessed  by  the  students  of  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  years.  Students  are  permitted  to  assist  at  post-mor- 
tem examinations  and  are  instructed  in  the  methods  of 
making  such  examinations  and  of  recording  the  results  in 
proper  protocols. 

II.  Demonstrations  in  Geoss  Morbid  Anatomy.  Dr. 
Winternitz  and  Staff,  12-1,  twice  a  week  in  two  divisions 
during  the  1st  and  3rd  trimester,  and  three  times  a  week  in 
three  divisions  during  the  2nd  trimester.  The  gross  morbid 
specimens,  collected  during  the  week,  are  demonstrated  to 
students  of  the  second  year.  In  addition,  fresh  and  museum 
specimens  are  exhibited  in  the  course  in  pathological  his- 
tology to  illustrate  the  macroscopical  appearances  of  the  mor- 
bid conditions  studied  by  the  microscope. 

III.  Bacteriology.  Professor  Welch,  Professor  Ford 
and  Dr.  Shippen,  third  trimester  (March  15  to  June  1), 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings,  first  year  class. 
This  is  a  practical  laboratory  course  in  which  the  students 
become  familiar  with  the  preparation  of  culture  media,  the 
principles  of  sterilization  and  disinfection,  the  methods  of 
cultivating,  staining,  and  studying  bacteria,  the  biological 
examination  of  air,  water,  and  soil,  and  the  important  species 
of  pathogenic  micro-organisms.  The  hygienic  as  well  as  the 
pathological  relations  of  bacteriology  are  considered. 

IV.  Lectures  on  Infection  and  Immunity.  Profes- 
sor Welch,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  4  to  5,  third  trimester, 
first  year  class.  During  the  course  in  bacteriology  lectures 
are  given  devoted  mainly  to  the  consideration  of  subjects 
pertaining  to  infection  and  immunity. 

V.  General  Pathology,  Pathological  Anatomy  and 
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Pathological  Histology.  Professor  Welch,  Professor  Win- 
ternitz  and  Drs.  Goodpasture,  Schmeisser  and  Stevenson. 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons,  2  to  5,  during 
the  first  and  second  trimesters,  second  year  class.  The  sub- 
jects are  covered,  as  far  as  practicable,  by  demonstrations, 
lectures  and  laboratory  work.  Pathological  histology  is 
taught  as  a  part  of  pathological  anatomy,  the  description  and 
demonstration  of  gross  lesions  being  followed  by  their  micro- 
scopical examination. 

VI.  Eecitations.  Professor  Welch,  Mondays  at  12, 
throughout  the  year.  Weekly  recitations  cover  the  work 
done  by  the  students  of  the  first  and  of  the  second  years 
in  their  laboratory  exercises,  in  bacteriology  and  in  path- 
ology, as  well  as  subjects  treated  in  lectures  and  those  re- 
served more  especially  for  text-book  study. 

VII.  Clinical  and  Pathological  Conference.  Wed- 
nesday at  12  m.  throughout  the  year.  (See  Department  of 
Medicine,  page  80.) 

VIII.  Advanced  Work  and  Special  Eesearch.  Oppor- 
tunity is  afforded  to  those  suitably  trained  to  pursue  ad- 
vanced work  and  special  research  in  pathological  anatomy 
and  histology,  experimental  pathology,  and  bacteriology. 
For  these  purposes  the  pathological  laboratory  is  equipped 
with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  material. 

Experimental  Pathology 

The  division  of  experimental  pathology  has  been  es- 
tablished, on  the  basis  of  courses  already  given,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  instruction  concerning  the  abnormal  ac- 
tivities of  organs  which  result  from  pathological  lesions. 

This  work  is  largely  experimental  and  obviously  closely 

allied  to  experimental  medicine  and  physiology.     The  course 

will  consist  of  informal  lectures,  experiments,  operations  and 

demonstrations  given  during  the  second  trimester  on  Thurs- 

.  9-12  a.  m. 
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The  main  object  of  the  course  is  to  give  students  ele- 
mentary training  in  the  methods  of  research :  not  to  give 
a  fixed  series  of  demonstrations  dealing  with  any  one  organ 
or  system.  The  exercises  will  be  concerned  chiefly  with 
the  problems  which  are  interesting  the  workers  at  the  Hun- 
terian  Laboratory  so  that  the  entire  group  may  be  familiar 
with  all  the  problems  under  investigation.  For  this  reason 
it  is  desired  that  the  students  taking  this  course  may  proceed 
with  independent  investigation  of  problems  which  are  closely 
related  to  the  work  already  in  progress.  Facilities  for  this 
work  will  be  available  during  the  entire  year.  Eoom  is 
available  for  a  limited  number  of  advanced  workers  who  may 
desire  to  investigate  problems  in  experimental  pathology. 

Hygiene 

The  instruction  consists  of: 

1.  Didactic  lectures  given  to  the  students  of  the  third 
year  during  the  third  trimester.  These  lectures  are  designed 
to  cover  the  principal  facts  in  the  epidemiology  of  the  in- 
fectious diseases,  and  the  measures  which  may  be  adopted 
to  prevent  their  spread. 

The  water-borne  diseases,  such  as  Asiatic  cholera  and  ty- 
phoid fever,  the  insect-borne  diseases,  such  as  malaria,  yellow 
fever,  and  typhus  fever,  the  social  diseases,  such  as  tubercu- 
losis and  syphilis,  and  the  exanthemata  of  childhood  are  con- 
sidered in  detail. 

Special  lectures  are  also  devoted  to  vital  statistics,  climate, 
soil,  ventilation,  sewerage,  disposal,  water  supplies,  sand 
filtration,  and  milk  control. 

2.  Practical  Hygiene. 

A  laboratory  course  in  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis  of  water,  milk,  sewage,  and  disinfectants  with  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  instruments  of  precision  is  given  dur- 
ing the  first  or  second  trimester  to  any  students  who  have 
completed  their  work  in  bacteriology.     Weekly  inspections 
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are  made  of  Public  Health  Institutions  in  Baltimore  and 
Washington — such  as  the  Baltimore  Sewage  Disposal  Plant; 
The  Washington  Filtration  Plant;  The  Walker-Gordon  Dairy 
Farm;  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Marine  Hospital  Service;  and  the  Laboratories  of  the  Mary- 
land and  Baltimore  Departments  of  Health. 

3.  Special  Investigation.  A  limited  number  of  stu- 
dents are  taken  into  the  laboratory  for  advanced  work  in 
Hygiene  and  Bacteriology.  They  are  given  special  problems 
to  work  out  independently  or  in  connection  with  the  instruc- 
tors in  the  department.  Special  facilities  will  be  afforded 
medical  graduates  who  desire  to  train  themselves  in  Public 
Health  work.

The  teaching  is  in  the  dispensary,  in  the  clinical  labora- 
tories, in  the  wards,  and  in  the  clinical  amphitheatre.  In 
place  of  systematic  didactic  teaching  there  has  been  intro- 
duced a  plan  of  practical  instruction,  by  which  the  student  is 
brought  directly  in  contact  with  the  patients  and  taught  from 
the  outset  how  to  recognize  and  treat  disease  as  it  occurs  in 
nature,  not  in  books. 

A.     Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Third  Trimester  of  the 
Second  Year. 

1.  Introductory  Medical  Clinic.  A  weekly  clinic  is 
held  by  Professor  Janeway  at  which  cases  illustrating  im- 
portant groups  of  diseases  or  showing  striking  symptoms  are 
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presented  and  discussed  from  the  standpoint  of  the  student's 
knowledge  of  physiology  and  general  pathology. 

2.  Elementary  Physical  Diagnosis.  Associate  Pro- 
fessor Futcher,  with  the  assistance  of  Drs.  Austrian,  Hamman, 
Hamburger,  Wolman,  Chatard,  Pleasants,  Miller,  W.  A. 
Baetjer,  and  Bridgman. 

3.  Introductory  Lecture  Courses. 

a.  Applications  of  Pharmacology  to  Internal  Medicine. 
Associate  Professor  Rowntree.     One  lecture  weekly. 

b.  Applications  of  Chemistry  to  Internal  Medicine.  Asso- 
ciate Professor  Mosenthal.     Five  lectures. 

c.  Applications  of  Biology  to  Internal  Medicine.  Dr. 
Clough.     Five  lectures. 

B.     Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Third  Year. 

4.  Practical  Clinical  Instruction.  In  sections,  Mon- 
days, Wednesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays  from  10  to  12. 
Associate  Professor  Futcher,  with  the  assistance  of  Drs.  Aus- 
trian, Hamman,  Hamburger,  Wolman,  Chatard,  Pleasants, 
Miller,  W.  A.  Baetjer,  Bridgman,  and  Macht. 

a.  Physical  Diagnosis.  Practical  and  demonstrative  ex- 
ercises in  the  physical  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  chest  and 
abdomen.  Two  hours  once  a  week  for  the  first  two  trimes- 
ters. For  these  exercises  each  section  is  divided  into  small 
groups. 

b.  General  Medical  Diagnosis.  Each  quarter  of  the  class 
is  assigned  to  the  medical  dispensary  one  day  a  week  from 
10  to  12  during  the  first  two  trimesters.  Each  patient  com- 
ing  to  the  dispensary  is  assigned  to  a  student,  who  takes  the 

rv,  makes  the  physical  examination,  and  reports  to  one 
of  the  instructors,  who  reviews  his  work. 

5.  Clinical  Instruction  at  Bay  View.  During  the 
third  trimester  the  third  year  students  spend  two  mornings 

the  City  Hospital,  Bay  View,  under  the  direction 
of  Associate  Professor  Boggs  and  his  assistants. 
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6.    Laboratory  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Baetjer,  assisted  by  Dr.  Sprunt,  conducts,  dur- 
ing the  first  and  second  trimesters,  a  course  in  microscopical 
and  chemical  diagnosis.  For  this  work,  three  lectures  and 
two  afternoons  a  week  in  the  laboratory  are  required.  The 
course  is  a  systematic  one  in  which  the  students  are  trained 
in  the  clinical  methods  of  examining  sputum,  gastric  con- 
tents, urine,  faeces,  and  blood,  utilizing  the  materials  obtained 
from  the  wards  for  the  practical  work. 

Under  the  subjects  of  blood  and  faeces  particularly,  atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  diagnosis  of  the  various  parasitic  infec- 
tions, important  clinically,  with  a  consideration  of  the 
parasites  and  carriers  concerned,  as  an  introduction  to 
Tropical  Medicine. 

Considerable  practical  work  is  required  outside  of  the  regu- 
lar class  hours. 

Two  of  the  large  rooms  of  the  clinical  laboratory  are 
devoted  exclusively  to  the  third  year  students.  Each  student 
has  his  own  place  in  the  laboratory,  with  locker,  microscope, 
reagents,  etc. 

7.  Advanced  Work  in  Laboratory  Diagnosis.  Drs. 
W.  A.  Baetjer  and  Sprunt. 

An  elective  course  in  the  first  half  of  the  third  trimester, 
requiring  two  afternoons  weekly.  The  subjects  taken  up  in 
this  course  include  some  of  the  more  advanced  methods  of 
clinical  examination,  such  as  the  practical  study  of  renal 
function,  Widal  and  Wasserman  tests,  examination  of  the 
serous  fluids,  group  tests  for  blood  transfusion,  etc. 

8.  Therapeutics.  Associate  Professor  Eowntree.  Prac^ 
tical  demonstrations  of  the  various  therapeutic  procedures, 
such  as  bleeding,  aspiration,  and  paracentesis,  the  simpler 
hydrotherapeutic  procedures,  etc.  The  general  care  of  pa- 
tients in  the  treatment  of  special  diseases  is  considered; 
dietetic  treatment  and  the  preparation  of  the  simpler  foods 
are  described.  The  various  groups  of  drugs  are  studied  from 
the  standpoint  of  their  indications  and  the  methods  of  their 
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use  in  the  treatment  of  disease,  and  the  students  observe 
their  effects  as  employed  in  the  regular  treatment  of  the 
patients  in  the  medical  wards  of  the  hospital. 

9.  Kecitations. 

a.  On  Genera]  Vidicine.  A  weekly  recitation  is  held  on 
assigned  subjects  by  Associate  Professor  Mosenthal  or  Dr. 
Clough. 

b.  On  Physical  Diagnosis.     Associate  Professor  Futcher. 

10.  Clinics. 

a.  Weekly  Clinics  are  held  by  Professor  Janeway,  Associ- 
ate Professor  Mosenthal,  and  Professor  Thayer  at  12  on  Mon- 
day, Wednesday,  and  Thursday,  at  the  close  of  the  practical 
clinical  instruction  in  the  dispensary.  All  the  students  of 
the  third  year  class  meet  in  the  medical  amphitheatre  or  the 
large  classroom  of  the  dispensary.  The  students  present  in 
rotation  selected  cases  which  they  have  examined,  and  these 
are  discussed  in  full  before  the  class.  These  cases  are  sub- 
sequently followed  by  the  students,  either  in  the  wards  of 
the  hospital  or  in  their  homes,  and  their  progress  reported 
from  time  to  time.  On  the  last  class  day  of  each  month  a 
clinical  " round-up"  is  held,  when  the  student,  whose  turn 
it  happens  to  be,  reports  on  the  work  of  the  month.  The 
students  are  also  required  to  present  short  papers  on  ques- 
tions which  come  up  in  the  course  of  the  examination  of 
patients. 

b.  The  Saturday  Clinic.  On  Saturdays  at  noon  the 
third  year  students  meet  with  those  of  the  fourth  year  for  a 

ral  clinic  in  the  medical  amphitheatre  of  the  hospital. 
Professor  Janeway,  first  and  second  trimester^.;  Professor 
Barker,  third  trimester. 

1 1 .  Summer  Work  in  the  Dispensary.     After  the  com- 
n  of  the  second  and  third  years,  the  students  have  an 

opportunity  to  assist  in  the  dispensary  during  the  summer 
Lthfl.     Associate  Professor  Futcher. 
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C.     Primarily  for  Students  of  the  Fourth  Year. 

The  students  are  divided  into  three  equal  groups,  each 
group  serving  for  one  trimester,  successively,  in  the  medical, 
surgical,  and  elective  divisions  of  the  hospital. 

12.  Ward  Work.  The  members  of  each  medical  group 
serve  for  a  trimester  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  medical  wards 
of  the  hospital,  to  which  they  have  access  from  8  a.  m.  to  5 
p.  m.  A  number  of  beds  are  assigned  to  each  student,  who 
makes  the  necessary  examinations  under  the  guidance  and 
direction  of  the  medical  staff.  The  clinical  clerks  also  ac- 
company the  professors  in  the  ward  visits,  read  the  histories 
of  new  cases,  are  questioned  as  to  the  results  of  their  exami- 
nations, and  receive  special  instruction. 

A  large  room  of  the  clinical  laboratory  is  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  the  fourth  year  class.  Here  each  student  has  a 
place  with  a  microscope,  reagents,  etc.,  throughout  the  ses- 
sion, and  can  engage  in  any  special  work. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  work,  each  student  is 
encouraged  to  make  studies  with  some  especial  method  and 
to  make  a  report  of  his  experiences  with  it. 

13.  Ward  Classes.  Every  morning,  at  9,  a  ward  visit 
is  made  by  the  Professor,  one  of  the  Associate  Professors 
or  Clinical  Professors,  or  the  Eesident  Physician.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  class  are  taught  the  methods  of  examination, 
the  progress  of  the  cases  is  followed,  and  instruction  is  given 
in  the  methods  of  treatment. 

14.  The  Saturday  Clinic.  At  12  o'clock  on  Saturday, 
the  fourth  year  students  attend  a  general  medical  clinic  in 
the  amphitheatre.  The  clinical  clerks  read  the  histories  of 
the  new  cases  brought  before  the  class,  and  report  on  the 
progress  of  cases  previously  shown.  Professor  Janeway,  first: 
and  second  trimesters;  Professor  Barker,  third  trimester. 

15.  Advanced  Medical  Clinic.  At  12  o'clock  on  Tues- 
day during  the  first  and  second  trimesters,  Professor  Barker 
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will  give  clinical  lectures  in  the  amphitheatre  on  selected 
topics. 

16.  Clinical  and  Pathological  Conference.  At  12 
o'clock  on  Wednesday,  a  clinical  and  pathological  conference 
is  held  throughout  the  academic  year  in  the  pathological 
laboratory.  Abstracts  of  the  histories  of  the  fatal  cases,  with 
the  differential  diagnosis  made  before  the  autopsy,  are  read. 
The  specimens  from  the  autopsy  are  then  demonstrated,  after 
which  there  is  a  general  discussion  of  the  case.  Professor 
Janeway,  first  and  second  trimesters ;  Professor  Thayer,  third 
trimester;  with  Associate  Professor  Winternitz. 

17.  Disorders  of  Metabolism.  Elective  course.  Asso- 
ciate Professor  Mosenthal.  The  course  will  deal  with  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  diseases  commonly  grouped 
under  the  head  of  metabolic  disorders. 

18.  Special  Methods  of  Investigating  Eenal  Func- 
tion.    Elective  course.     Associate  Professor  Eowntree. 

19.  Nature  of  Infection  and  Immunity.  Elective 
course.  Lectures  and  demonstrations,  two  hours  per  week 
for  one  trimester.     Dr.  Austrian. 

20.  Special  Methods  of  Investigation  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  Elective  course.  (Physicians  and  students  of  the 
third  and  fourth  years.)  Laboratory  exercises.  Two  after- 
noons per  week,  one  trimester.     Dr.  Clough. 

21.  Medical  Bacteriology.  Elective  course.  Dr. 
Bloomfield.  This  elective  course  is  open  to  a  limited  number 
of  members  of  the  medical  section,  each  trimester.  A  lecture 
and  demonstration  will  be  given  once  a  week,  2  to  3  p.  m., 
Tuesday.  At  suitable  times  during  the  week  opportunity  will 
be  given  to  a  small  number  to  do  under  supervision  the  bacte- 
riology of  the  wards.  In  this  way  practical  work  is  afforded 
in  blood  cultures,  agglutinative  and  other  serum  tests,  cul-

Fee  $100.00  for  the 
entire  year;  $50.00  for  half  a  year.  Applications  should  be 
made  to  Professor  Janeway. 
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Beginning  June  first,  various  courses  are  offered  to  gradu- 
ates in  medicine,  as  designated  on  page  106. 

31.  Medicine,  Advanced  Work  and  Eeseaech.  Physi- 
cians properly  trained  in  fundamental  methods  who  are  de- 
sirous of  pursuing  some  definite  lines  of  investigation  may  be 
admitted  to  the  clinic  as  voluntary  assistants.  The  facilities 
available  for  this  purpose  comprise  the  medical  wards  of  the 
hospital,  the  medical  dispensary  service,  and  the  following 
laboratories  of  the  clinic:  the  general  clinical  laboratory,  the 
chemical  laboratory,  the  biological  laboratory,  the  heart  sta- 
tion, the  laboratory  of  the  Phipps  Dispensary  for  Tuber- 
culosis, and  the  Hunterian  Laboratory  of  Experimental 
Medicine.

II.  Minor  Surgery.  Dr.  Walker,  with  the  assistance  of 
Drs.  Follis,  Iglehart,  Pancoast,  Davis  and  Fisher.  Twice 
weekly,  in  sections,  in  the  dispensary. 

III.  Surgical  Diagnosis  and  Pathology.  Professor 
Bloodgood,  Wednesday,  2-4.30,  entire  year,  whole  class.  Fri- 
day, elective  course,  2-4.30  p.  m.  (See  special  announce- 
ment.) 
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IV.  Operative  Surgery.  Elective,  once  weekly  from 
October  to  May.  A  four-hour  exercise  is  given  to  successive 
sections  in  the  Hunterian  laboratory. 

V.  Kecitations.  iWeekly  recitations  upon  assigned  sub- 
jects are  held  by  Dr.  Finney,  Dr.  Follis  and  Dr.  Walker. 

The  work  of  the  fourth  year  consists  of : 

I.  Ward  Work.  The  members  of  each  of  the  three 
groups  into  which  the  class  of  the  fourth  year  is  divided, 
serve  for  a  trimester  in  the  surgical  wards  of  the  Hospital. 

II.  Ward  Classes.  The  students  make  the  morning 
and  other  visits  to  the  wards  with  Professors  Halsted,  Fin- 
ney, Young,  Baer  and  the  House  surgeon,  where  they  receive 
bedside  instruction. 

III.  Clinics.  A  weekly  clinic,  by  Professor  Halsted, 
Friday,  12  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

IV.  Surgical  Operating  Eoom.  To  each  group  of 
fourth-year  students  the  privileges  of  the  private  operating 
rooms  are  extended  for  one  trimester.

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MEDICAL   ZOOLOGY 

Charles  Wardell  Stiles,  Ph.  D.,  D.  Sc.,  Lecturer  on  Medical 
Zoology  and  Professor  of  Zoology  to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service. 

Instruction  in  Medical  Zoology  is  given  to  students  of  the 
third  and  fourth  years  by  Dr.  Stiles.  It  consists  of  a  course 
of  twenty  lectures  on  the  medical  relations  of  animals  to 
man  (animal  parasites,  animals  as  transmitters  of  disease, 
poisonous  snakes,  etc.) ;  ten  lectures  are  given  each  year, 
illustrated  with  numerous  charts,  lantern  slides,  and  speci- 
mens, and  supplemented  by  practical  laboratory  exercises  in 
studying  both  live  and  preserved  parasites,  examining  meat 
for  trichinosis  and  in  the  diagnosis  of  various  zooparasite 
diseases  by  microscopic  examination  of  faeces.  The  parasites 
are  studied  from  the  standpoints  of  zoology,  practical  medi- 
cine, and  public  health. 


LEGAL   MEDICINE 
William  W.  Ford,  M.  D.,  Lecturer  in  Legal  Medicine. 

The  instruction  is  given  in  the  third  year.  The  lectures 
are  intended  to  instruct  the  students  in  the  actual  facts  of 
applied  medicine,  which  constitutes  the  basis  of  the  work  of 
the  medico-legal  practitioner,  as  in  the  duties  of  the  medical 
expert  witness  and  his  relations  to  his  client  and  to  the  court. 

The  lectures  deal  with  sexual  transgressions,  abortion,  in- 
fanticide, etc.,  with  the  circumstances  attendant  upon  violent 
death  in  its  various  forms  and  with  injuries  of  all  sorts, 
anical  and  chemical,  and  with  the  medico-legal  relations 
of  insanity. 

Especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  methods  of  investi- 

<M  and  protocol  writing  in  such  cases,  and  to  the  tech- 

nical  means  by  which  suspected  marks,  stains  and  traces  of 
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all  sorts  may  be  recognized.  Instruction  as  to  the  character 
of  medical  evidence  which  is  useful  and  admissible  in  court 
and  as  to  its  presentation,  is  emphasized. 


INSTRUCTION   IN    ART  AS   APPLIED    TO   MEDICINE 
Max  Broedel,  Associate  Professor  of  Art  as  applied  to  Medicine. 

A.     Courses  for  Medical  Students 

1).  A  short  course  in  anatomical  studies  on  the  living  to 
be  given  during  the  first  trimester.  The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  supplement  the  study  of  the  cadaver  in  the  dis- 
secting room. 

2).  A  course  in  drawing  open  to  students  of  all  four 
years,  to  research  workers  and  to  members  of  the  faculty 
for  one  afternoon  a  week  throughout  the  year.  This  course 
will  be  limited  to  12  students.  The  work  will  first  deal  with 
the  exact  study  of  the  plastic  representation  of  medical  ob- 
jects of  all  kinds.  Later  on  this  will  lead  to  the  study  of 
diagrammatic  drawings  and  sketches  useful  in  taking  medi- 
cal histories  or  illustrating  lectures  with  blackboard  sketches. 
Lastly  a  suitable  technique  for  making  medical  illustrations 
for  publications  will  be  taught. 

3).  Eesearch  workers  who  require  pictorial  representa- 
tions of  their  research,  will  be  taught  the  principles  of  making 
such  drawings. 

B.     Courses  for  Artists  and  Art  Students 

1).  Special  instruction  to  medical  illustrators  who  desire 
to  take  up  advanced  work  in  a  particular  branch.  The  fee 
will  depend  on  the  length  of  the  course  and  the  character 
of  the  instruction.  Minimum  fee,  $25.00.  Such  courses  may 
be  taken  at  any  time  during  the  academic  year. 

2).     A   regular  course  for  beginners.     This  course   will 
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continue  during  the  entire  day  throughout  the  academic  year. 
Applicants  who  are  not  graduates  of  an  art  school  must 
submit  samples  of  their  work.  The  duration  of  the  course 
of  instruction  will  of  necessity  depend  on  the  talent  of  the 
individual,  the  average  term,  however,  not  exceeding  two 
years.  The  fee  is  $100.00  a  year.  Drawings  of  especial 
merit  may  be  accepted  and  utilized  by  the  Department  for 
publication  and  as  a  practical  test  of  the  artist's  ability. 
Although  such  drawings  become  the  property  of  the  school, 
the  student  will  receive  several  printed  proofs  after  publica- 
tion. All  drawings  and  sketches  not  so  honored  will  remain 
the  property  of  the  student. 

The  course  will  include : 

a).  Anatomical  studies  of  the  skeleton,  muscles  and  vis- 
cera from  the  standpoint  of  the  medical  illustrator.  Every- 
thing studied  is  sketched  or  drawn. 

6).  Studies  of  fresh  material  at  autopsies,  combined  with 
microscopic  studies  of  the  various  tissues  in  health  and  dis- 
ease. A  number  of  accessory  methods  will  be  employed  in 
studying  fresh  tissues. 

c) .  Studies  of  hardened  specimens  from  the  various  patho- 
logical collections,  combined  with  the  study  of  the  texture 
of  the  individual  structures  of  the  body. 

d).  Based  on  the  foregoing  the  student  is  ready  to  study 
the  pictorial  representation  of  physical  examinations,  various 
kinds  of  treatment  and  the  different  steps  in  surgical  oper- 
ations. 

e).  Stress  will  be  laid  on  the  correct  attitude  of  the  medi- 
cal illustrator  toward  problems  in  medical  research  and  to- 
ward the  conception  of  a  medical  illustration  in  general  as  an 
aid  to  the  text  and  also  as  a  work  of  art. 

/).  Parallel  with  and  supplementing  these  studies,  in- 
struction will  be  given  in  the  various  techniques  suitable  for 
medical  illustrations  intended  for  publication.    Namely : 

1).     Half-tone  drawings  in  crayon,   etc. — Mixed  tech- 
nique. 
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2).     Water  color  painting. 
3).     Line  drawings  in  pen  and  ink.    Diagrams. 
4) .     Charts  for  class  demonstrations. 
g).     Studies  of  the  various  methods  of  reproduction  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  illustrator. 


HISTORY  AND   LITERATURE    OF   MEDICINE 

The  Historical  Club  meets  once  a  month  throughout  the 
academic  year  in  the  medical  amphitheatre  of  the  Hospital.

Many  students  avail  themselves  of 
the  stimulating  and  educational  advantages  afforded  by  the 
meetings  of  this  Club.

In  co-operation  with  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  the  fol- 
lowing courses  are  offered  to  graduates  in  medicine.  Instruc- 
tion will  begin  on  Monday,  June  1st  and  end  on  Wednesday, 
July  15th. 

Under  special  circumstances,  fourth-year  students  of  ac- 
credited medical  schools  may  obtain  permission  to  register  for 
these  courses,  which  are  primarily  intended  for  physicians. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  cancel  any  course  announced,  in 
case  less  than  five  (5)  persons  register  for  it. 

Physiology 

Dr.  C.  D.  Snyder,  Associate  Professor  of  Physiology. 

Physiology  of  the  Central  Nervous  System — The  object  of 
this  course  is  to  review  the  fundamental  experiments  upon 
which  our  knowledge  of  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  system 
is  based,  subjecting  them  to  vigorous  criticism  and  repeating 
as  many  of  them  as  is  practicable  in  the  time  allotted.  Mon- 
day, Wednesday  and  Friday,  9  a.  m.  to  11  a.  m. 

Pathology 

Dr.  M.  C.  Winternitz,  Associate  in  Pathology,  and  Dr.  H. 
N".  Stevenson,  Assistant  in  Pathology. 

Gross  Morbid  Anatomy — Demonstration  of  autopsy  mate- 
rial from  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  City  Hospital. 
Monday  and  Friday,  2  to  4  p.  m. 

Histological  Pathology — Lectures  on  various  phases  of  gen- 
eral and  special  pathology,  with  lantern  and  microscopic  dem- 
onstrations.   Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday,  2  to  4  p.  m. 

Technique — Demonstration  of  the  methods  of  conducting 
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and  recording  autopsies  and  instruction  in  cutting  and  stain- 
ing sections.    Hours  to  be  arranged. 

Medicine 

The  following  courses  will  be  given : 

I.  Practical  Medicine — Dr.  L.  V.  Hamman,  and  Dr.  P. 
W.  Clough,  Associates  in  Medicine.  A  course  in  practical 
medicine  consisting  of  ward  rounds.    Daily,  9  to  11  a.  m. 

II.  Clinical  Microscopy — Members  of  Laboratory  Staff. 
The  course  consists  of  lectures  and  laboratory  instruction  in 
the  microscopic  and  chemical  examinations  of  urine,  blood, 
gastric  contents,  faeces  and  sputum.  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Friday,  2  to  4.30  p.  m. 

III.  Serum  Diagnosis,  Immunity  Reactions,  Bacteriologi- 
cal Examinations — Dr.  W.  L.  Moss,  Associate  in  Medicine, 
and  Dr.  A.  L.  Bloomfield,  Assistant  in  Medicine.  The  course 
consists  of  lectures  and  laboratory  instruction  covering  the 
Wassermann  reaction,  fixation  of  complement  test  in  gonor- 
rhoea and  other  diseases,  the  Widal  reaction,  blood  cultures, 
throat  cultures,  sputum  examinations,  bacteriological  exami- 
nations of  various  body  fluids  and  tissues,  tuberculin  and 
luetin  reactions,  Abderhalden  reaction  in  pregnancy,  Colloidal 
Gold  reaction,  opsonic  technique,  isoagglutination  and  iso- 
hemolysis  tests  in  selecting  donor  for  transfusion.  Tuesday, 
Thursday  and  Saturday,  2  to  4.30  p.  m. 

IV.  Diseases  of  the  Circulation — Dr.  Gr.  S.  Bond,  and  Dr. 
E.  W.  Bridgman,  Assistants  in  Medicine.  The  course  covers 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cardiac  diseases,  together  with 
a  study  of  blood-pressure,  venous  pulse,  electrocardiograms, 
etc.    Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday,  2  to  4  p.  m. 

V.  Percussion  and  Auscultation — Dr.  S.  Wolman,  In- 
structor in  Medicine,  and  Associates.  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  11  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

VT.  Diseases  of  the  Digestive  Apparatus — Dr.  T.  K. 
Brew  date  in  Medicine.     A  course  in  the  diseases  of 

the  digestive  apparatus,  with  practical  exercises  in  the  use  of 
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the  various  diagnostic  methods,  including  sigmoidoscope  and 
fluoroscopic  examinations.  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday, 
11  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

VII.  Renal  Diseases — With  special  reference  to  Func- 
tional Tests — Dr.  E.  K.  Snowden,  Assistant  in  Medicine. 
The  course  includes  lectures  on  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  renal  diseases  and  the  consideration  of  all  functional  tests. 
Each  student  will  be  taught  to  carry  out  such  tests  as  are  at 
present  considered  to  be  of  diagnostic  importance.  Wednes- 
day and  Friday,  9  to  11  a.  m. 

VIII.  Neurology — Dr.  G.  Lane  Taneyhill,  Jr.,  and  Dr.  C. 
M.  Byrnes,  Instructors  in  Neurology.  The  course  consists  of 
lectures  and  practical  work  in  the  Dispensary.  History- 
taking,  methods  of  examination,  and  differential  diagnosis 
will  be  discussed.  Instruction  will  be  given  in  the  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  the  making  of  electric  and  sensory  ex- 
aminations.   Daily,  10  to  12  m. 

Dr.  Taneyhill — Lectures  with  illustrative  case  histories,  in 
which  the  Freudian  psychology  and  its  bearing  upon  the 
treatment  of  the  neuroses  and  psychoneuroses  will  be  consid- 
ered. Discussion  of  the  relation  of  hysteria  to  states  of  de- 
pression, and  to  manic-depressive  insanity.  Monday,  Wed- 
nesday and  Thursday,  9  to  10  a.  m. 

Dr.  Byrnes — A  brief  course  in  the  gross  and  microscopic 
anatomy  of  the  central  nervous  system,  followed  by  the  con- 
sideration of  the  painful  affections  of  the  trigeminal  nerve 
and  their  treatment  by  alcohol  injections.  Other  pathologic 
specimens  will  also  be  demonstrated,  and,  when  practicable, 
instruction  will  be  given  in  the  intraspinal  method  of  admin- 
istering salvarsanised  and  mercurialised  sera.  Monday,  Wed- 
nesday and  Friday,  12  to  1  p.  m. 

Pediatrics 

Dr.  E.  A.  Park,  Associate  in  Pediatrics,  and  Dr.  Kenneth 
D.  Blackfan,  Instructor  in  Pediatrics.  The  course  will  con- 
sist of  clinics  and  demonstrations  of  patients  illustrating  the 
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more  common  diseases  of  infancy  and  childhood.     Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday,  11  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.

ENDOWMENT 

The  founder  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  in  devoting  his 
large  fortune  to  the  establishment  of  the  University  and  the  Hos- 
pital, had  in  view  the  organization  of  a  school  of  medicine.  In  his 
letter  addressed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  dated  March  10, 
1873,   these   significant  words   occur: 

"  It  will  be  your  especial  duty  to  secure,  for  the  service  of  the 
Hospital,  surgeons  and  physicians  of  the  highest  character  and 
greatest  skill.  ...  In  all  your  arrangements  in  relation  to  this 
Hospital,  you  will  bear  constantly  in  mind  that  it  is  my  wish  and 
purpose  that  the  institution  shall  ultimately  form  a  part  of  the 
Medical  School  of  the  University  for  which  I  have  made  ample 
provision  in  my  will." 

When  the  University  was  opened  in  1876,  arrangements  were 
made  for  instruction  in  those  sciences  such  as  physics,  chemistry, 
and  biology,  which  lead  up  naturally  to  the  professional  study  of 
medicine.  In  1884  the  professorship  of  pathology  was  filled  and 
the  pathological  laboratory  was  opened.  In  1889  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins Hospital  was  opened,  and  the  physician,  surgeon,  and  gyne- 
cologist in  chief  to  the  Hospital  were  appointed  to  the  professor- 
ships, respectively,  of  medicine,  surgery,  and  gynecology  and 
obstetrics.  At  the  same  time  the  professor  of  psychiatry  was 
appointed.  Opportunities  for  instruction  were  afforded  to  graduates 
in  medicine.  Ampler  endowment  however,  was  needed  to  complete 
the  organization  of  a  medical   department. 

Gifts  amounting  to  $111,731.68,  most  of  which  were  offered  to 
this  University  in  October,  1890,  by  a  committee  of  women,  and  an 
additional  gift  of  $306,977,  offered  to  the  University  in  December, 
1892,  in  addition  to  her  previous  subscriptions,  by  Miss  Mary 
Elizabeth  Garrett,  made  up,  with  other  available  resources,  the 
amount  of  $500,000,  which  had  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Trustees 
as  the  minimum  sum  to  be  secured  for  the  opening  of  the  Medical 
Department.  These  generous  contributions  were  made  upon  condition 
that  women  be  received  upon  the  same  terms  as  men. 

This  endowment,  added  to  the  available  resources  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  enabled  the 
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Trustees  to  complete  the  organization  of  the  Medical  Department 
and  to  open  it  for  instruction  in  1893. 


II 
THE  WOMEN'S  MEDICAL  SCHOOL  FUND 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  October 
28,   1890,  the  following  letter  was  presented: 

"  The  committee  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  to  pro- 
cure the  most  advanced  medical  education  for  women,  can  now  place 
at  your  disposal  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the 
use  of  your  Medical  School,  if  you  will,  by  resolution,  agree  that 
women  whose  previous  training  has  been  equivalent  to  your  pre- 
liminary medical  course,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  school,  when  it 
shall  open,  upon  the  same  terms  which  may  be  prescribed  for  men. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  women  ought  to  be  trained  to  act  as 
nurses  for  sick  women.  There  is  as  little  doubt  that  a  sufficient 
number  of  women  ought  to  be  educated  and  trained  in  such  manner 
as  to  be  fully  able  to  care  for  sick  women  who  may  wish  or  ought 
to  be  treated  by  women.  We  have  devoted  ourselves  to  the  further- 
ance of  this  object.  We  have  reason  to  hope  that  a  university 
which  proposes  to  found  a  medical  school  intended  to  teach  advanced 
methods  in  the  treatment  of  those  diseases  which  affect  mankind, 
will  not  refuse  to  women  the  opportunity  of  learning  such  methods. 
There  is  now  a  general  interest  in  our  movement.  In  order  that 
this  interest  may  be  sustained,  we  ask  you  to  consider  our  offer  at 
the  earliest  possible  period. 

Nancy  Mokeis  Davis, 
Chairman  of  the  Baltimore  Committee" 

The  following  minute  was  adopted  by  the  Trustees: 
The  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  have  received  from  Mrs.  Nancy  Morris  Davis,  chairman 
of  one  of  the  committees  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund 
to  procure  the  most  advanced  medical  education  for  women,  the 
gratifying  intelligence  that  $100,000  has  been  raised  for  the  use  of 
their  intended  Medical  School,  and  is  at  their  disposal,  if  they 
will,  by  resolution,  agree  to  the  terms  upon  which  the  money  was 
contributed  by  its  donors. 

The  terms  are  that  this  Board,  if  it  accepts  the  funds  thus  raised, 
shall  agree,  by  resolution,  that,   when  its  Medical   School  shall  be 
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opened,  women  whose  training  has  been  equivalent  to  the  prelimi- 
nary medical  course  prescribed  for  men,  shall  be  admitted  in  such 
school  upon  the  same  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  for  men. 

The  offer  to  this  University  of  the  particular  fund  is  the  free, 
voluntary  act  of  women  residing  in  this  State  and  in  other  States, 
made  without  the  suggestion  or  solicitation  of  this  Board,  and  we 
accept  it  under  and  subject  to  the  terms  which  are  made  a  part  of 
the  gift,  with  the  understanding  ard  declaration,  however,  that 
such  preliminary  training  in  all  its  parts  be  obtained  in  some  other 
institution  of  learning  devoted,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  education 
of  women,  or  by  private  tuition. 

The  fund  so  contributed  shall  be  invested  and  known  as  "  The 
Women's  Medical  School  Fund,"  and  that  fund,  and  all  interest  to 
accrue  thereon  and  all  additions  made  thereto  for  the  same  purpose, 
shall  remain  invested  for  the  purpose  of  increase  only  until,  with  its 
aid  as  a  foundation,  a  general  fund  has  been  accumulated  amounting 
to  not  less  than  $500,000,  and  sufficient  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  Medical  School  worthy  of  the  reputation  of  this 
University,  and  fully  sufficient  as  a  means  of  complete  medical 
education.  Then,  and  not  until  then,  will  a  Medical  School  be 
opened  by  this  University;  and  then,  and  not  until  then,  will  the 
gift  now  offered  be  used  by  this  University;  and  then,  and  not  until 
then,  will  the  terms  attached  thereto  be  operative. 

The  utility  of  a  training  school  for  women  nurses  has  been  demon- 
strated by  the  experience  and  practice  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital, 
and  by  the  necessities  of  home  life  among  our  people. 

This  Board  is  satisfied  that  in  hospital  practice  among  women, 
in  penal  institutions  in  which  women  are  prisoners,  in  charitable 
institutions  in  which  women  are  cared  for,  and  in  private  life,  when 
women  are  to  be  attended,  there  are  a  need  and  place  for  learned 
and  capable  women  physicians;  and  that  it  is  the  business  and  duty 
of  this  Board,  when  it  is  supplied  with  the  necessary  means  for 
opening  its  proposed  Medical  School,  to  make  provision  for  the 
training  and  full  qualification  of  such  women  for  the  abundant  work 
which  awaits  them  in  these  wide  fields  of  usefulness. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  minute  shall  be  construed  as  abridging, 
in  any  manner,  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  its  School  of  Medicine,  when 
it  is  organized;  and  in  making  such  rules  and  regulations,  the  terms 
of  this  minute  shall  always  be   respected   and  observed. 
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III 

THE  MARY  ELIZABETH  GARRETT  FUND* 

TERMS    OF    THE    GIFT,    AS    ACCEPTED    BY    THE    TRUSTEES, 
FEBRUARY,    21,    1893. 

Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Garrett,  in  order  to  make  up  the  sum  of 
$500,000,  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  required  should  be  secured 
as  an  endowment  before  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  was 
opened,  has  contributed  to  that  fund  the  sum  of  $306,977  upon  the 
following  terms,  which  have  been  agreed  to  by  the  University: 

1.  That  women  shall  enjoy  all  the  advantages  of  the  Medical 
School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  on  the  same  terms  as  men, 
and  shall  be  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as  men  to  all  the  prizes, 
dignities  or  honors  that  are  awarded  by  competition,  examination, 
or  regarded  as  rewards  of  merit. 

2.  That  not  more  than  $50,000  of  the  original  endowment  of 
$500,000  shall  be  expended  on  a  building  or  buildings;  and  that 
in  memory  of  the  contributions  of  the  Committees  of  the  Women's 
Medical  School  Fund,  this  building,  if  there  be  but  one,  or  the  chief 
building,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  shall  be  known  as  the  Women's 
Fund  Memorial  Building. 

3.  That  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  shall  be  exclusively 
a  graduate  school  as  hereinafter  explained,  that  is  to  say:  That  the 
Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  shall  form  an 
integral  part  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  and,  like  other 
departments  of  the  University,  shall  be  under  the  management  and 
control  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  University,  that  it  shall  provide 
a  four  years'  course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine; 
that  there  shall  be  admitted  to  the  school  those  students  only  who, 
by  examination  or  by  other  tests  equally  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty 
of  the  Medical  School  (no  distinction  being  made  in  these  tests  or 
examinations  between  men  and  women),  have  proved  that  they 
have  completed  the  studies  included  in  the  Preliminary  Medical 
Course  (Group  Three,  Chemical-Biological  Course)  as  laid  down  in 
the  University  Register  (but  this  condition  is  not  meant  to  restrict 
the  Trustees  from  receiving  as  hearers,  but  not  as  candidates  for 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  those  who  have  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  or  its  equivalent,  in  some  school  of  good 
repute)  ;  and  that  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  shall  be  given  to  no  Doctor  of  Medicine  who 
have   not   proved   by   examination   or   by  other   tests  equally   satis- 

iated  by  the  Trustees,  September  24,  1902. 
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factory  to  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical  School  that  they  have 
completed  the  studies  included  in  the  Preliminary  Courses,  besides 
completing  the  course  of  instruction  of  the  Medical  School  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University. 

The  aforegoing  provision  shall  not  be  construed  as  restricting  the 
liberty  of  the  University  to  make  such  changes  in  the  requirements 
for  the  admission  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  or  to  accept  such  equivalents  for  the  studies  required 
for  admission  to  this  school  as  shall  not  lower  the  standard  of 
admission  specified  in  this  clause;  provided  that  the  requirements 
in  modern  languages  other  than  English  shall  not  be  diminished, 
and  provided  also  that  the  requirements  in  non-medical  scientific 
studies  shall  include  at  least  as  much  knowledge  of  natural  science 
as  is  imparted  in  the  three  minor  courses  in  science  now  laid  down 
in  its  university  register,  the  subjects  and  arrangements  of  these 
scientific  studies  being  subject  to  such  modifications  as  may  from 
time  to  time  seem  wise  to  its  Board  and  to  the  Faculty  of  the 
Medical  School,  but  being  at  all  times  the  same  for  all  candidates 
for  admission.  (For  such  requirements  always  see  University 
Register. ) 

4.  That  the  terms  of  this  gift  and  the  resolutions  of  October 
28,  1890,  by  which  the  Trustees  accepted  the  gift  of  the  Women's 
Medical  School  Fund,  shall  be  printed  each  year  in  whatever  annual 
calendars  may  be  issued  announcing  the  courses  of  the  Medical 
School.      (See  appended  resolutions.) 

5.  That  there  shall  be  created  a  committee  of  six  women  to  whom 
the  women  studying  in  the  Medical  School  may  apply  for  advice 
concerning  lodging  and  other  practical  matters,  and  that  all  ques- 
tions concerning  the  personal  character  of  women  applying  for 
admission  to  the  School,  and  all  non-acadeniic  questions  of  discipline 
affecting  the  women  studying  in  the  Medical  Scnool  shall  be  referred 
to  this  committee,  and  by  them  be  in  writing  reported  for  action 
to  the  authorities  of  the  University;  that  the  members  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  members  for  life;  that  the  committee,  when  once 
formed  shall  De  self-nominating,  its  nominations  of  new  members 
to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occur  being  subject  always  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University. 

6.  That  in  the  event  of  any  violation  of  any  or  all  of  the  afore- 
said stipulations,  the  said  sum  of  $306,977  shall  revert  to  her,  or 
such  person  or  persons,  institution  or  institutions,  as  she  by  testa- 
ment or  otherwise  may  hereafter  appoint. 

It  win  be  observed  that  by  the  tenor  of  the  aforegoing  terms  no 
university  course  will  be  in  any  way  modified  by  any  conditions 
attached  to  her  gift.  These  conditions  relate  exclusively  to  prepara- 
tion for   the  Medical   School,   and  have   received,   in   the   shape   in 
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which    they    are    now   presented,    the    unanimous    approval    of    the 
Medical  Faculty  of  the  University. 

The  terms  of  admission  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  University, 
as  formulated  and  interpreted  by  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  Uni- 
versity, February  4,  1893,  and  here  subjoined,  are  therefore  in 
entire   accordance   with   the   terms  of   her  gift.

REQUIREMENTS    FOR   ADMISSION    TO    THE    MEDICAL    SCHOOL    OF    THE 
JOHNS     HOPKINS     UNIVERSITY,     UNANIMOUSLY     APPROVED 
BY    THE    MEDICAL    FACULTY,    FEBRUABY    4,    1893. 

A  course  of  four  years'  instruction  will  be  provided  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

To  this  course  there  will  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  the  degree: 

1.  Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Chemical-Biological 
Course  which  leads  to  the  A.  B.  degree  in  the  University. 

2.  Graduates  of  approved  colleges  or  scientific  schools  who  can 
furnish  evidence:  {a)  That  they  have  a  good  reading  knowledge 
of  French  and  German;  (5)  That  they  have  such  knowledge  of 
physics,  chemistry  and  biology  as  is  imparted  by  the  regular  minor 
courses  given  in  these  subjects  in  this  University. 

3.  Those  who  give  evidence  by  examination  that  they  possess  the 
general  education  implied  by  a  degree  in  arts  or  in  science  from 
an  approved  college  or  scientific  school,  and  the  knowledge  of  French, 
German,   physics,   chemistry   and  biology  already   indicated. 

By  approved  colleges  and  scientific  schools  are  meant  those  whose 
standard  for  graduation  shall  be  considered  by  this  University  as 
essentially  equivalent  to  its  standard  for  graduation  in  the  under- 
graduate department. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  at  least  one  year's  study  in  the 
Chemical  and  Biological  Sciences  in  their  immediate  relation  to 
medicine  Shall  be  required  from  students  after  their  entrance  to 
the  Medical  School.

THE    BAXLEY    PROFESSORSHIP 

By  the  will  of  Dr.  Henry  Willis  Baxley,  of  Baltimore,  who  died 
March  13,  1876,  a  sum  of  money,  amounting  to  $23,836.52,  was 
received  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  to  endow  any  medical 
professorship  thut  they  might  think  proper.  This  fund  was  kept 
intact,  and  was  invested  by  the  Trustees  with  the  purpose  of  allow- 
ing it  to  accumulate  until  it  had  reached  a  sum  more  adequate  to 
carrying  out  the  desire  of  the  founder.  In  March,  1901,  upon  the 
request  of  the  President  and  the  Medical  Faculty,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  directed  that  this  fund  shall  be  set  apart 
to  endow  the  Professorship  of  Pathology  in  the  University,  which 
shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Baxley  Professorship  of  Pathology. 


THE  HERTER  LECTURESHIP 

In  November,  1902,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Christian  A.  Herter,  of  New 
York,  offered  to  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  the  sum  of  $25,000  "  for  the  formation  of  a  memorial 
lectureship  designed  to  promote  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
researches  of  foreign  investigators  in  the  realm  of  medical  science." 
This  gift  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  November 
3,  1902.  According  to  the  terms  of  the  gift,  some  eminent  worker 
in  Physiology  or  Pathology  is  to  be  asked  each  year  to  deliver  a 
lecture  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  upon  a  subject  with  which 
he  has  been  identified.  The  selection  of  a  lecturer  is  to  be  left  to 
a  committee  representing  the  departments  of  pathology,  physiological 
chemistry  and  clinical  medicine,  and  if  "  in  the  judgment  of  the 
committee  it  should  ultimately  appear  desirable  to  open  the  proposed 
lectureship  to  leaders  in  medical  research  in  this  country  there 
should  be  no  bar  to  so  doing."  The  committee  named  for  this 
purpose  consists  of  Drs.  Welch,  Abel  and  Barker.

THE  ENDOWMENT  OF  THE  JOHNS  HOPKINS  HOSPITAL 

The  intimate  connection  between  the  Medical  School  and  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital  renders  it  proper  to  mention  the  facilities  of  the 
Hospital  as  an  important  adjunct  to  the  endowment  of  the  Medical 
School.  By  the  letter  of  instruction  of  the  founder,  it  was  provided 
that  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  should  furnish  clinical  facilities  for 
the  Medical  School.  In  the  purchase  of  the  site  of  the  Hospital,  the 
location  and  arrangement  of  buildings,  the  construction  of  the  appa- 
ratus for  heating  and  ventilation  and  all  other  hygienic  appliances, 
the  purpose  of  medical  instruction  was  constantly  borne  in  mind. 
The  original  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  Hospital,  not  including 
the  Harriet  Lane  Home,  the  Phipps  Psychiatric  Clinic,  the  Marburg 
building,  and  the  Brady  Urological  Institute  and  other  buildings, 
have  cost  upwards  of  two  millions  of  dollars.  Upon  the  hospital 
grounds  have  been  erected  various  buildings,  which  furnish  ample 
facilities  for  the  accommodation  of  600  in-patients  and  many  thous- 
and out-patients,  as  well  as  a  pathological  laboratory,  with  a  large 
autopsy  amphitheatre.  These  buildings  also  provide  class-rooms  in 
connection  with  the  out-patient  department,  a  large  clinical  labora- 
tory, a  surgical  building  with  five  operating  rooms,  as  well  as  rooms 
for  the  study  of  surgical  pathology,  clinic  rooms,  several  lecture 
rooms,  and  a  clinical  amphitheatre,  all  equipped  with  ample  appar- 
atus for  the  instruction  of  students.  The  administration  building 
furnishes  accommodation  for  a  medical  staff  of  over  fifty  persons. 
It  also  has  a  large  library  and    reading  rooms. 


VII 

THE    ENDOWMENT    OF    THE    CLINICAL    LABORATORY 

An  endowment,  which  benefits  the  Medical  School  through  the 
Hospital,  has  been  a  fund  of  $10,000  to  build  and  equip  a  clini- 
cal laboratory  upon  the  Hospital  grounds  for  the  use  of  Medical 
students.  This  laboratory  permits  each  student  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  to  have  a  place  for  clinical  work,  including  microscopes 
and  reagents,  the  use  of  a  dark  room,  access  to  polariscopes  and 
other  instruments.  It  also  contains  rooms  for  special  study  and 
research. 
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VIII 

THE    FUND    FOR   THE    STUDY   OF    TUBERCULOSIS 

This  endowment  for  the  study  of  tuberculosis  has  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Hospital  Trustees  for  the  study  of  the  con- 
ditions of  tubercular  diseases  in  Baltimore.  Through  the  funds 
afforded  it  has  been  practicable  to  employ  a  medical  graduate  to 
follow  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  to  watch  the  effects  of  methods  of 
treatment;  also  to  secure  the  services  of  medical  students  and  nurses 
to  visit  the  homes  of  tubercular  patients  and  to  give  instruction 
as  to  the  better  care  of  the  victims  of  the  disease.  By  means  of 
this  fund  facilities  are  further  afforded  to  students  to  study  tuber- 
cular cases  that  come  to  the  out-patient  department  of  the  Hospital. 


IX 

THE  PHIPPS  FUND  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

Through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Henry  Phipps,  a  fund  of  $20,000 
has  been  given  to  the  Hospital  for  the  erection  of  a  separate  build- 
ing in  connection  with  the  out-patient  department,  for  the  special 
study  of  tuberculosis.  He  also  contributes  an  additional  fund  each 
year  for  its  maintenance.  In  this  building  rooms  are  arranged  for 
the  examination  and  treatment  of  patients,  for  a  special  library  on 
tuberculosis,  and  for  the  laboratory  study  of  the  disease.  The 
facilities  thus  afforded  give  exceptional  opportunities  for  the  study 
of  all  forms  of  tuberculosis. 


THE    PHIPPS    PSYCHIATRIC    CLINIC 

In  a  letter  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  June 
12,  1908,  Mr.  Henry  Phipps,  of  New  York,  offered  the  funds  necessary 
for  the  erection  of  a  psychiatric  hospital,  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  to  accommodate  about  eighty  patients  and 
to  contain  the  necessary  laboratory  equipment,  hydro-therapeutic 
apparatus  and  other  modern  facilities  for  treatment.  He  offered, 
moreover,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  addi- 
tional funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  department  of  psychiatry 
for   a   period   of   ten   years   from   the   opening  of   the   clinic.     This 
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generous  offer  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  and 
Hospital.  The  building  was  opened  with  impressive  ceremonies  in 
April,  1913,  and  affords  unsurpassed  facilities. 


XI 

THE  HARRIET  LANE  HOME  FOR  INVALID  CHILDREN 

By  her  last  will,  Mrs.  Harriet  Lane  Johnston,  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  left  a  sum  of  over  $400,000  to  establish  in  Baltimore  The 
Harriet  Lane  Home  for  Invalid  Children  as  a  memorial  of  two  sons 
who  had  died  in  childhood.  In  order  to  give  this  Home  the  largest 
usefulness,  its  Trustees  decided  to  erect  it  upon  the  grounds  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  to  open  its  wards  for  the  instruction 
of  physicians  and  nurses  in  the  diseases  of  children.  The  building, 
which  accommodates  100  children,  was  opened  in  October,  1912,  and 
affords  facilities  for  the  study  of  the  diseases  of  children,  including 
those  of  an  infectious  nature. 


XII 

THE  JAMES  BUCHANAN  BRADY  UROLOGICAL  INSTITUTE 

In  October,  1912,  Mr.  James  Buchanan  Brady  of  New  York  offered 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  funds  sufficient  for 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  special  building  for  the  care  of 
60  patients  suffering  from  genito-urinary  disorders.  This  generous 
offer  was  accepted,  and  the  building,  which  was  opened  in  October, 
1914,  is  designated  as  the  James  Buchanan  Brady  Urological  In- 
stitute. It  offers  exceptional  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  patients, 
the  advancement  of  knowledge,  and  the  instruction  of  physicians 
and  students. 


XIII 

THE  WILLIAM  H.  WELCH  FUND  FOR  CLINICAL  EDUCATION 
AND  RESEARCH 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  for  funds  to  enable  it  to  place  the  departments  of  Medi- 
cine,  Surgery   and  Pediatrics  upon  the  full  University  basis,   the 
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General  Education  Board,  in  October,  1913,  contributed  the  sum  of 
one  and  one-half  million  dollars,  as  announced  in  the  following 
letter: — 

Dr.  William  H.  Welch, 

Chairman  of  the    Administrative  Committee, 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  Baltimore, 
Dear  Dr.  Welch: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Education  Board,  held  October  23, 
1913,  your  application  on  behalf  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Medical 
School  was  presented  for  consideration.  After  full  discussion  the 
following  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed: 

"  Resolved,  That  the  General  Education  Board  hereby  agrees  to 
appropriate  the  funds  necessary  to  carry  out  the  full-time  scheme 
described  in  Dr.  Welch's  letter  under  date  of  October  21,  1913,  and 
empowers  the  Finance  Committee  to  take  the  necessary  steps  looking 
to  the  execution  of  this  agreement. 

"  Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  Dr.  Welch's  great  services  to  the 
cause  of  medical  education  in  America,  the  fund  appropriated  as 
above  be  called  "  The  William  H.  Welch  Endowment  for  Clinical 
Education  and  Research."
